The late Profcssoi Do-n'soni iightlv dcsciibed the Madihii-ul-Umaid 
as ‘the Peerage of the Mughal Eminre’, and lemaiked ‘It consists of a 
Biogiaphical Dictionaiy of the illustiious men who have flouri<?hed in 
Hindustan and the Daldmi undei the house of Timur fiom Akbar to 
1 loo A H ’ He desciibed it as the woik of Shah Nawaz fOian Samsam-ud- 
Daula, and lefeired to its tuo manusciipt editions The fiist vas pie- 
paied bv the author, and latei lestored vuth a few editions by j\Iu C]iulam 
‘All Azatl , it consisted of 261 biograxihies including the life of the authoi 
by the editoi The second edition was the woik of the son of Sam^samu-d 
daula, named Abdu-1 Hai Khan "who ‘completed the ivork in its present 
form The biogiaphies in the second edition aie 731 2 m number 

giving an mciease of 569 lives not contained in the formei edition The} 
are veiy ably wiitten, and are full of impoitant histoiical detail, and as 
they include the lives of all the most eminent men who flourished in 
the times of the I^Iughal Emiierois of the House of Tiinui down to 
1194 A H (1780 A D ), tlie Ma-dsiiu~l uma)d must always hold its place 
as one of the most valuable boolcs of lefeience foi the student of Indian 
Histoiy ’ 

From this brief but veiy succinct desciijition of the genesis of the 
MadOitr-ul-U mard,, it is cleai that the woik was plamied and executed 
by the author whose full name was klir ‘Abd-ur-Razzaq, NaAvwab 
Samsam-ud-Daula Shah Naw'az Kian j^awafi AurangabadI It was 
during the period of this foiced retnement of six years following the 
defeat of his patron Nasir Jang in the battle of Buihanpur on 3rd August, 
1741, and till lie was reappomted governor of Beiai in 1747, that he 
devoted hunself to the compilation of the woik ^ In the hfe of the 
author by ]\1 ji Gliulam ‘Ali Azad the period of his letnement is incoiiectly 
given as five years ^ After Samsam-ud-Daula’s 1 einstatement m ofiSce, 
the work was apparently forgotten, but in repl}’’ to a leinaik 5 of his son 
‘Abdul Hayy he suggested tliat the latter should complete it Affcei 
Samsam-ud-Daula’s arrest on 5th Apiil, 1758, his house was plundered, 
and the manuscript of Madijvit-iil-tjmaid, togethei with all his hbraiy 
was lost It was recovered in an incomplete form a year latei, and some 
twelve years after its composition {% e , 111 1759), it was reaiianged and 
completed by the author’s close friend and associate kCr Ghulam ‘Ali 
Azad®, this constituted the so-called first edition 'i’ ‘Abdul Hayy, who

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had forfcunately escaped death, and vho later leceived his fathei’s title 
and a high rank, started the jJieparation of additional biographies in 
1182 A H (1768-69 AD), and completed the second edition in 1194 A H 
(1780 AD it was this edition which formed the basis of the three 
volumes of the Text-edition published by the Asiatic Society ofBengal dui - 
mg 1887-96 (for details vide infra) On the title pages of the thiee 
parts of the Enghsh translation of the woik published up to 1914, Mr H 
Beveridge gives ‘Nawab Samsanui-d-daula Shah Nawaz ^an and his son 
‘Abdul Haqq’ as the names of the authois This mistake is repeated 
by Bern Prasad 2 m his short but valuable notice of the work and by 
Arberry 8 Theie is no refeience to any son of the name of ‘Abdul Haqq in 
the autobiographical accounts of Samsam-ud-Daula in the Madijnr, noi is 
any such person mentioned as the joint authoi of u ork in the fairly detailed 
biographies and descriptions of Maci^ii b}’’ Glnilam ‘All Azad and ‘Abdul 
Hayy The mistake is appaiently due to Beveiidge reading the name 
'‘Abdul Hayy as ‘Abdul Haqq A similar mistake in refeience to the 
authorship of the woik was made by Stewait,^ who stated ‘This book 
was compiled b}'^ Abd al Hy Ben Abd al Rezak Shah Nuaz Khan, and 
fimshed by lus son Sumsam al Dowla, AD 1779 ’ 

The pubhcation of the Text-edition by the Asiatic Society of Bengal 
was started imder the editoiship of Maulvi Abdur Ralum in 1887 and the 
work was completed by Maulvi Mirza Ashraf Ah m three volumes in 
1896 Details of the dates of publication, etc , of the various parts are

In July, 1906, Mr H Beveridge — to whom and his talented wife 
Mrs Annette Susaima Beveridge the students of Indian History will 
always remain indebted for their masterty translations of Ahhaindma, 
Tuzuh-i-Jahdnglri, Humdyun-Ndma of Gulbadan Begam and the Bdhui- 
N dma — offered to prepare for the Asiatic Society of Bengal for pubhcation 
in the Bihhotheca Indica series an Enghsh translation of the Iladthii -ul- 
TJmard The Council of the Society in its meeting of November, 1908, 
agreed to its pubhcation, and 600 pages of the work comprising Fascicles 
1-2, 3-4, and 5-6, of 200 pages each, were issued in 1911, 1913 and 1914 
In the translation the authoi followed the alphabetical arrangement for 
1 naturally the sequence of the various notices is quite 

different from that m the three volumes of the Text-edition The printed 
part consists of the introduction — ^including the remarks in reference to 
e two editions and the life of the author — and 219 biographies which

airangement is rather faulty and a number of biographies, which should 
have been dealt with under these letters, have been left out The 
arrangement in regard to the various biographies is somewhat arbitrarjr, 
and as the author did not give the volume or page numbers for the 
biographies translated, it is not easy to find out the ones which have 
still to be dealt with In the table of contents, I have supplied this 
deficiency by giving the numbers of the volume and the pages on which 
the accounts are to be found in the Text-edition 

The part now prmted, and which with the first six fascicles will form 
Volume I of the translation, consists of the remainder of the account of 
Haidar Quli Khan (Uo 223), and Nos 224—254 of the letter H, Nos 255-295 
of the letter I, Nos 296-324 pf the letter J, Nos 325-358 of the letter K 
and Nos 359-365 of the letter iy, in all 142 biographies In this part an 
attempt has been made to revise and complete the translations, to indicate 
as far as possible the souices from which the accounts were taken, and to 
supply references to recent hterature in the foot-notes The references 
to printed texts are mainly to editions pubhshed in the Bibliotheca Indica 
series, and the same applies to the translations so far as these have been 
pubhshed This, owing to the absence of or the very defective indices 
available, has involved a great deal of reading, and it is likely that 
references may have been missed m several cases It has not been 
possible to check all historical data, but names of various places 
have been corrected with reference to the modern spellmgs m 
the Imperial Gazetteei so far as possible. The conversion of the 
Hi]ii dates as given in the Text-edition into dates according to the New 
Style of the Christian Era has been effected with the help of Wustenfeld- 
Mahler’s Vergleichungs-Tabelhn (Leipzig, 1926) The standard scheme 
for transhteration recently adopted by the Society has been followed 
Avith shght modifications To reduce the cost of pubhcation the format 
and type for the new part were changed from the more expensive form 
used m the earlier fascicles to that used foi the J ournal of the Society 
For facilitating reference the volume and page numbers of the biographies 
dealt with in this part are given under the names of the nobles as also 
m the Contents The names of the nobles dealt with are also prmted as 
page-headmgs over the accounts 

I am fuUj’' conscious of the shortcommgs in the work as now issued, 
but these are natural when one is editing a posthumous work from an 
imperfect manuscript An entirely new version would probably have 
resulted in a better translation, but this was not possible, as the only 
consideration which weighed with me m agreemg to complete the work 
V as to preserve the work of Mr Beveridge The translation of a text of 
some 2,700 pages must have been a stupendous undertaking and entailed 
no end of hard work for the author in his advanced age — ^Mr Beveridge 
was 92 years of age when he died on 8th November, 1929, and the work 
was begun bj^ him when he was well over seventy While cravmg the 
indulgence of my readers for the imperfections in the translation, format, 
etc , I hope that this great monument of the scholarship, industry and 
devotion of the late !Mr Henry Beveridge will prove useful to students of 
Indian Histor}* particularly for the Mughal Period 

I am grateful to my colleague Dr B S Guha, the General Secretaiy 
of the Societv for facihties provided m connection with this work lily 
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thanks are due to my friend Sir Jadunath Sarkar, the leading authority

tlie basis of my book is trustworthy writings, the originality and 
superioiity of the lattei aie evident 

As in the time of Akbar, when the limit of rank for^Amirs was 
5000 — though in the end of his leign two oi three peisons attained 
to 7000 — royal seivice had a high value and mansabs were greatly 
respected, many peisons in small positions were possessed of influ- 
ence and excellence, and therefore I have for that period mcluded 
oflicers down to the rank of 500 For the reign of Shah Jahan and 
up to the middle of Aurangzeb’s reign — after which many offices 
and dignities came into vogue — I have noticed holders of 3000, and 
the possessors ' of drums and flags After that on account of the 
Deccan campaigns full of contrarieties {isaqpii) masliaq), the increase 
of servants, and decrease of produce of the country, such superion- 
ties did not continue Gradually the circle became larger, and for 
the present time — vacant of goodness or blessing — when many baft- 
hazaiis (holders of the rank of 7000) are at sixes and sevens [baJiaft- 
Vrhasht, “ at seven and eight”) and are damaged in reputation 
and honour, and when in every district and direction many a 
shash-hazaii and 'panch-Jiazaii (holder of 6000 or 5000) isinpreplex- 
itv from the bufletmgs of fortune, I have thought it enough to stop 
at 5000 or 7000 Many ancestors who had brushed the corner of 
obscurity have acq^uired the fame of eternal life as appendages to 
their celebrated posterity, and many sons and grandsons, who from 
want of merit did not rise to high office, have had their names 
blazoned because of their illustrious ancestry Some who did 
not obtain to high rank have been noticed on account of their noble 
qualities 

This work, which is a collection of numerous marks (»sa?), has 
been designated Maasiru-1-Umara, “Marks of Amirs” In the 
family of Timuride princes each heavenly father and pure mother 
received a title, as for instance Sahib Qiran (Lord of Conjunction)

The author had not written the biographies ^ 
of Nawab 5saf Jah and of his successor the martyred Nawab 
Nizamu-d-daulah The jealousy of fortune had not granted him 
leisure for this The eminence of these four Amirs was as clear as 
the sun, and it was imperative that their biographies should be in- 
cluded m the Avork By chance I had put together all four biogra- 
phies in my book the Sarv Azad I copied out the biographies of 
Qutbu-l-mulk, Nawab Asaf Jah, and the martyred Nizamu d-daulah 
fiom the Sarv Azad For the biography?- of Amiru-l-Umara Saiyid 
Husain ‘All Khan I retained all that came to my hand and supplied 
the beginning from the Sarv Azad Some othei necessary bio- 
graphies were w^anting m the chapters, such as the biography of S. 
Abul Fazl,® the author of the Akbarnama, whose pre eminence does 
not need to be mentioned The deceased author used to imitate 
his style in his compositions The biography of S‘aad Ullah K , 
gland vizier of Firdus Ashiyanl (Shah Jahan), Avas also Avantmg 
The author m several places refers to intended notices, and these 
are not forthcoming The inference is that thej^ AA'-eie AATitten but 
that the violent blasts of accidents had carried them away 

The noble author, who has been received into mercy, has also 
in various places recorded his intention of Avriting (such and such) 
a notice, but it has not been found at the position indicated 
Whatever has been done has been done, and whatever Avas not done

could he be a guarantee ? Talebeaiers earned this remaik to the

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worthy officer The king took him again into favour and restored 
to him his rank, his fief, and his diwanship He became impressed 
by his personality and relied fully upon him for every thing , both 
for word and deed When the king was in Upper India and the 
subahdari of the Deccan was committed to Khan Jahan Bahadui 
Kokaltash, the diwanship of the Deccan, the paymastership and 
lecordership were given to Amanat Khan He managed the di- 
wani with consummate ability, and Khan Bahadur used often to 
come to his house He also had charge of the Nizamat (the ciimmal 
jurisdiction) of Aurangabad. 

Four of his sons were distinguished The first was 'Abdu-1- 
Qadir Dianat Khan, the second Mir Husain Amanat Khan, the 
first was made Diwan-i-tan,^ and the second, Diwan-i-khMsa (diwan 
of the exchequer) Amanat K (the second son) was also made 
governor of the port of Surat, and on his death ^ Dianat K (his elder 
brothel) succeeded him Tins Dianat K. had been diwan of the 
Deccan before he became governoi of Surat, and after becoming 
governor, he again became diwan of the Deccan The third son 
Mir ‘Abdu-r-Rahman Wazarat K had the poetical name of Giraml®

diwani of the Deccan aftei Mir ‘Abdu-1-Qadir Dianat K fell to his 
heir Ali Naqi K and he got his father’s title of Dianat K After 
his death this gieat office fell to his son Miiak Muhammad Taqi 
who obtained the title of Wazaiat K Aftei his death his brothei 
Mir Muhammad Husam K was appointed He served in the 
time of Nawab Asaf Jah afterwards, and was fully trusted At 
last he received the title of Yaminu-d-daulah Mansur Jang He 
and Samsamu-d-daulah weie martyred on the same day 

I now proceed to give an account of Nawab Samsamu-d-daulah 
The virtues of his incomparable Amir are beyond the powers of the 
pen to delineate, nor could a wide expanse of parchment contain 
them Truly the eye of the world never beheld another Amir with 
such a combination of excellencies, nor have the ancient heavens 
ever weighed in the balance of a vision a statesman of such an uni-

In the beginning he had an office on the establi'jhmentof Nawab Asaf

WhenNaw'ab Asaf Jrihieturnedfiom Hindustan to the Deccan, 
wicked men instigated Nawvib Nizamu-d-daulah to oppose Ins 
honouied fathei Such was not the opinion of Naw ab Samsamu-d- 
daulah On the contiary lie uiged him to agree with his fa tliei 
As a great crow d of wicked men weic gatheied fiom eveiy side, 
the w'ords of Samsamu-d-daulah were of no avail On the day 
Avhen the son and the father met m battle, Samsamu-d-daulah w'as 
on a elephant following that of Ni/amu-d-daulah (? e Nasii Jang) 
When Nizamu-d-daulah’s army was defeated and Asaf Jah’s men

ter) But when the Nawab had come as far as the Harbadda he, 
m accordance with the ordeis of his sovereign, leturned to the

slioiildol Peace quickly letiHned to tlie counti}^ and ilie peasant- 
ry, and siib]ects generally, enioyed repose in the coolness of justice 
In the space of foui veais he equalised the income and expendi- 
tuie, and lie used to say that next yeai Please Ctod ' the receipts 
would exceed the disbursements 

To be biief, after he was established in the mmisti}’’ he set 
the standards of Nawab AmIru-1 mamalik in motion and proceeded 
towaids Berai in ordei to chastise Raghu Bhonsla He defeated 
him and took five lacs of rupees as tribute Fioin Berar he pio- 
ceeded to Naimal ^ Surya Rao, the zammdar of Narmal, had been 
in lebellion from the time of Asaf Jah and had icpeatcdly defeated 
the government tioofis Samsainu-d-daulah contiived to impiison 
him, and confiscated his teriitoiy He accomplished these two 
great things in the first jmar of his miiiistiy He spent the lamy 
season in Haidarabad and in the second yeai IIGS 1755, he brought 
Nawab Amlru-l-mamahk to Mysoie and took fifty lacs of rupees 
from the Rajah of Mysore as tribute In the beginning of the lamy 
season he returned to Haidarabad At this time the Sultan of 
Delhi ‘Alamgir the 2nd sent the insignia of ® Mahl-u-Maratib to 
Samsamu-d-daulah Some one made this versified chronogram

the Sarv Azad, the Christians befoie this weie confined to thepoits 
and did not stretch their feet beyond then limit They became 
bold aftei the mart3adom of Nizamu-d-daulah and perceived the 
sw’'eets of conquest Pait of the Arcot territory came into the pos- 
session of the Fiencli, and pait -was seized b}’- the English The 
also prevailed ovei Bengal and took the castle of Surat, et cetera. 
Such was tlie beginning of the Chiistian poiver 

In short, aftei the martyidom of Naw'ab Nizamu-d-daulah, 
Mozaftai took the French Cliiistians into seiwico, and made them his 
supporters After he was killed, the Christians became the seivants 
of Naivab Amiru-l-mamalik, and took as then fiefs Sikakul (Chica- 
cole), Rajbandaii (Rajahmaliendri) and other places, and became 
powerful M Bussy, the head of the Christians, received the titles 
of Saifu-d-daulah (Sword of the State) and ‘Umdatu-l-mulk (Pillar 
of the Kingdom) and acquired fame Haidai Jang became the man- 
ager of his affairs Haidar ^ Jang’s extraction and position were as 
follows His real name was ‘Abdu-i -Rahman, and his fathei 
Khwaja Qalandar was of Baikh and came in the time of Nawab 
Asaf Jail from Baikh and obtained - consider ation He became 
governor (faujdar) of Machllbandai (Masulipatam) , and the govern- 
ment accounts were in his charge He had in Masulipatam become 
acquainted with some Christians and owing to this connection he

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went to Pondicherry and lived under the protection of the Chris- 
tians Haidar Jang was young then and the governor / i e , the 
captain or Hakim of Pondicherry, took a great fancy to him 
When Mo/affar^ Jang became Chief, the governor placed with him 
a body of Christians under the command of M Bussy ‘Abdu-r- 
Rahman was sent along with M Bussy to be a link between the 
Muhammadans and the Christians As he was a man of ability he 
got great promotion and had full control of the afiairs of the 
Fermghis and received the title of Asad Ullah (Lion of God) Haidar 
Jang 

In fine, Samsamu-d-daulah, after disposing of the affaii of the 
Afghans of Savantir, wanted to drive out the Christians, and 
Amhu-l-mamalik at his instigation dismissed them from his service 
They went ofi to Haidarabad, and got possession of it Nawab 
Amiru-1-mamalik followed them and besieged the city for nearly 
two months There was fighting, but at last, owing to the trea- 
chery of officers, peace was made, and ‘Umdatu-l-mulk (Bussy) and 
Haidai Jang came and had an interview fwith the Nawab) As 
during the siege the fiefs of the Christians had become disoigamsed, 
‘Umdatii-l-mulk and Haidar Jang took leave and went ofi to Raja- 
mahendri and Chicacole and put the estates in order Samsamu-d- 
daulah spent the rams m Haidarabad and left it in the f oui th year 
of his ministry 1170, 1756-57 Ram Candra^ Mahratta held pos-

Samsamu-d-daulah came with Nawab Amlru-l-mamalik to Aurang- 
abad At this time a foice was sent to besiege Daulatabad The 
fort was taken from the Boldiara Saiyids Avho had held it fiom the 
time of ‘ A lamgii (Auiangzeb) Aftei this, the juggling heavens 
began to turn the page and girded up their loins for the discomfiture 
of Samsamu-d-daulah They took back from him all his wisdom and 
understanding The brief account of these events is as follows The 
pay of the soldieis was mucli in an ear Wicked men stirred them up ^ 
and they made clamorous demands Samsamu-d-daulah could have 
queUed the disturbance by the expendituie of two lacs of lupees, 
but as the time of his downfall had come, he did not exert himself 
On 6 Zi-l-q'ada 1170, 23 July 1767, the soldieis brought Naivab 
Shuja’-ul-mulk Basalat Jang, the son of Nawab Asaf Jah, out of his 
house and produced him befoie Amiru-ul-mamahk They made him 
dismiss Samsamu-d-daulah ^ and give the ^ilat of the prime min- 
istiy to Basalat Jang There was a general not, and the rabble 
and the market people made a commotion and wanted to fall upon 
the house of Samsamu-d-daulah But circumstances occuried which 
postponed the attack till evening At night the leaders of the not 
dispel sed Samsamu-d-daulah was appiehensive that if on the 
morrow they made a demonstration, he would not be able to con- 
tend with his master It would be better for him to withdraw 
At midnight he put loads of necessary chattels on elephants and 
left property woith lacs, and various curiosities, and proceeded 
towards the fort of Daulatabad along with his household, male 
and female Of his followeis nearly 500, hoise and foot, attended 
him Torches weie lighted, and he came out armed from his

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house He took the road to the Zafar gate of the city wall The 
guards of the gate could not stand against him and fled They 
(Samsamu-d-daulah’s party) bioke the bolts of the gate and came out 
Near morning on the 8, Zi-l-q‘ada 1170, 25 July 1757, they 
reached Daulatabad After his departure some of his goods were 
plundered, but most of them were confiscated to the government 
After some time an aimy was appointed by the Government and the 
fort of Daulatabad was besieged, and fighting went on 

Samsamu-d-daulah was adorned with pleasing qualities and 
amiable dispositions, but it sometimes happens that the Almighty 
casts his servants out of public favour, and in order to adjust their 
final rank places them in the world’s judgment-hall, and exposes 
them to the evils of trial This was exemplified in Samsamu-d-dau- 
lah’s case In spite of his qualities and merits, he was now aban- 
doned by all, high and low, com tiers and costermongers (darbarl-u 
bazari) No one uttered a word except “ Seize him and kill him ’ 
If anyone stood firm on the path of fidelity and preserved his affec- 
tion for him, where had he the com age to say anything or to set 
in motion the chain of investigation ^ This poor man was the only 
one who made an agitation, and disregarded the enmity of the 
whole world I had interviews with Nawab Shuja’-ul-mulk and 
laid the foundations of a reconciliation In order to bring about 
peace I repeatedly went to the fort, and by all sorts of stratagems 
and contrivances piotracted the siege of the foit The terms of 
peace had not been fully settled, when Nawab Nizamu-d-daulah the 
2nd who was Nazim of the province of Berar came from Elchipur 
to Aurangabad The Nawab Amiru-l-mamalilc made him his 
successoi and gave him the title of Nizamu-1-mulk Asaf Jah He 
sent foi the vTiter of this notice, and chaiged him with conciliatory 
messages for Samsamu-d-daulah He signed the list of his con- 
ditions in accoidance with his (Samsamu-d-danlah’s) leqiiest and 
made it ovei to the wiiter I took the list and went to the foit, 
and made Samsamu-d-daulah eager to come into the Presence. 
The Naiiab Asaf Jah sent the chief officers to welcome him, and 
Samsainu-d-daulah came out of the foit on 1 Rabi’-al-awal 1171, 
13 Novembei 1757, and bad an interview, in the piccmcts of 
the foit, with the officcis who had come to meet him On the 
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same day lie waited upon Nawab Asaf Jab 2nd, and Nawab 
Amliu-l-mamabk, and was the obiect of various favours 

At tins time Balaji Rao appioaclied Auiangabad with hostile 
intentions, and made his son Biswas Rao his general Rajah Ram 
Caiidia had come from his own country m order to interview 
Nawab Amliu-l-mamahk, and had reached ^ Smdkhair, 30 kos from 
Aurangabad The Mahrattas besieged him there and put him 
into straits Nawab Asaf Jah maiched fiom Aurangabad to Smd- 
khau and delivered*^ Ram Caiidra from the wlnilpool of danger 
Theie were great fights on the way and Nawab Asaf Jah gave 
proof of heait and courage A numbei of the enemy were slam by 
the swoid On this occasion Samsamu-d-daulah waited on his 
stirrup Meanwhile news came that ' Umdatu-l-mulk M Bussj'^ 
and Haidar Jang had disjiosed of the alfaiis of the jagirs and intend- 
ed to inteiview Amlru-l-mamalik They airived at Haidarabad, 
and Haidar Jang wiotsletter after letter to Samsamu-d-daulah He 
showed such sincerity that Samsamu-d-daulah fully believed m his 
honesty He became quite oblivious of his trickery The victori- 
ous army had leturned from Smdkhair and had encamped m Shah- 
garha when Haidar Jang came to the Presence, and the whole 
camp came to Aurangabad, and settled down on the north side of 
the city 

Samsamu-d-daulah completely surrendered into the hands of 
Haidar Jang the bridle of control, and the latter moved along the 
path of deception, gathering up the nets of fraud and deceit 
Though acquaintances who knew his trickery, openly, and by hints, 
told Samsamu-d-daulah about him, he did not beheve them He 
• relied upon the honesty of foes and did not weigh m the balance of 
consideration the well- wishing of friends At last on 26 Rajab 1171, 

5 April 1758, Amir-ul-mamalik ® went to visit the garden B agli Begam 
m Aurangabad Haidar Jang made ready his plot there, and when 
Samsamu-d-daulah and Yamlnu-d-daulah — who has been mentioned 
— came, m obedience to a summons — to that garden, both of them

f 01 and confined in their fathei ’s tent which was sunounded by 
Chiistian sentinels »Samsrunu-d-daulah’s house was plundeicd of 
what had been a second time gathered together and tlie veiled 
ladies of the Saiyids wcie tin nod out of doors Samsrimu-d-daulah’s 
connexions and those who wcic in his confidence and were possess- 
ed of abilities were put into strict confinement Tlieir inone}'- was 
taken fiom them, and sucli was tlie oppressions practised on the 
vSaiyids that the catastrophe of the ICaibala was renewed 

Tn fact these proceedings did not tuin out well for Tlaidar 
Jang The Nawab Asaf Jah 2nd conceived the idea of wiping out 
his existence. One reason for this was tliat Haidar Jang had 
broken faith with vSamsamu-d-daulah and tliat lie could not be 
trusted Another reason was that Haidar Jang had first deprived 
Asaf Jah of his plumage, and then imprisoned Samsamu-d-daulah 
The account of this is that Nawab Asaf Jah bi ought a powerful 
army from Berar, and took the management of political and finan- 
cial affairs into his hands Haidar Jang saw that this influence 
could not exist along with Asaf Jah’s, and set about overthrowing 
him By various tricks he separated the troops from the Nawab, 
and distributed from his own purse eight lacs of rupees as the 
soldiers’ pay Thus he reduced the Nawab to solitude Aftei that 
he imprisoned Samsamu-d-daulah, and so made himself at ease 
on both sides He wished to send Asaf Jah to Haidaiabad on the 
pretence of making him the Subahdar thereof, but intended to 
confine him m the fort of Golconda The field would then be open 
for his own evolutions He did not know that fate (taqdir) 
laughed at plans (tadbir) On 3 Ramzan 1171, 11 May 1758, 
at about midday^ Haidar Jang came to the tent of Asaf Jah who 
had already determined with his councillors to assassinate him 
The household servants seized and killed him, and Asaf Jah 
mounted a horse and came out alone from the camp The whole 
park of artillery of the Peringhis remained in empty bewildeiment

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and Asaf Jail displayed a couiage • such as threw into the shade the 
feats of Rustum and Afrasyab Aftei the slaughter of Haidar Jang,

daulah, his young son Mir ‘ Abdu-l-GhanI and Yeminu-d-daulah 
The good thing was that Haidar Jang, the real murderer of these 
Saiyids, was killed foui hours before them ' Samsamu-d-daulah 
heard with his own ears of his death and said “Now our safety 
does not appeal to me ’ ’ (does not look likely) and so he devoted 
himself to player (lit sate fixed in contemplation of th.e qibla). At 
last Lachmanan, a Hindu, one of the followers of the Christians, came 
and killed them. Father and son were buried m the grave of their 
ancestors on the south side of the city, near the shrine of Shah 
Nur,^ and Yeminu-d-daulah was buried m the grave of his ancestors 
at the foot of Shah Nur’s dome The writer found the date of the 
mart5rrdom of all three Saiyids m the glorious verse Wwjuh {iin)

‘ABDU-L-‘AZlZ MAN BAHADUR 

Shail^ Maqbul-i-‘ Alam {a world-tax*ourifce) was descended from 
S Faridu-d-din Ganjsliakar — May his grave be holy The abode 
of his ancestors was the village of Asiya ^ near Bilgram His 
grandfathei was called S ‘Alau-d-dln, but was commonly known as 
S Alhadiya They say that Saiyid Abti-l-Qasim S Saiyid K 
Muhammad S. Saiyid Mahmud of Tatta^ had three sons Of them 
Saiyid ‘Abdu-1-Hakim and Saiyid ‘Abdu-1-Qadir were the offspring 
of a wife who was one of his kinsfolk By anothei wife he had 
Saiyid Badru-d-din who married in the village of Asiya As 
Saiyid Badru-d-din had no son, his wife adopted her brother 
or sister’s child and he got the name of S Alhadiya (the gift) 
When Saiyid Fazil S Saiyid ‘Abdu-l-HakIm was acting as diwan of 
one of the Amirs m Daulatabad, S Alhadiya was with lum The 
Amir perceived his capabilities and sent him to the royal camp as 
his agent As S Alhadiya behaved well in business he gradually 
prospered He had three sons, and the third of them was 
‘Abdu i-Rasul K who was the father of the subject of this notice 

Firuz Jang (Ghaziu-d-din) Bahadui introduced him (‘Abdu-1- 
‘Aziz) to loyal service in the time of Anrangzeb Aftei wards he 
obtained suitable ranlc and the na,me of ^idmat Talab Khan, and 
was made governor of the fort of Naldrug in the province of 
Bijapur, and also of Ausa in the piovince of Muhammadabad 
Bidar Afterwards he was, m the time of Nizamu-1-mulk Asaf 
Jah, made governor of the fort of Junair, and became a favouiite 
of his When the Nizamu-1-mulk left Nasn Jang the mai tyred in 
the Deccan and went off to Muhammad Shah, and Baji Rao, 
the Mahratta leader, raised the head of sedition, and the carpet 
of strife was widespread, Nasir Jang was concerned about

Mahrattas was ended, he made him Naib (Deputy) Subahdar of 
Aurangabad When aftei the return of Nizamu-1-mulk Asaf Jah 
from Upper India there was a disagreement between father and 
son, and Nasii Jang retired to the Khuldabad cemetery 
(Aurangzeb’s cemetery) (Rauza) which is two kos from the fort of 
Daulatabad, ‘Abdu-l-‘Aziz took leave and went off from the Rauza 
to Asaf Jah He, on perceiving a want of favour, made a pretext 
to come to Aurangabad, and by letter and message induced Nasir 
Jang to come out of the Rauza, so that at last he hasted to

enlisted many men and proceeded towards the province The 
Mahrattas stopped him on the way and a battle took place, and 
as fate would have it, ‘ Abdu-l-‘AzIz was mai tyred m 1156,1743 
He w'^as a bold man and acquainted with the work of making col- 
lections (‘amildarl).

He was descended from Shaildi Abu Baki TaibadI ’ HTien 
Timur in 782, 1380-1381, conquered Herat which was held by 
Malik Ghiasu-d-din, he came to Talbad and sent to the Sh^^ikh and 
asked why he did not come to wait upon him The Shaikh 
replied, “ What have I to do ivith him ? ” The Amir then went in 
person and said Why did you not advise Malik Ghiasu-d-din ^ ” 
He replied, ‘^I did advise him, but he did not listen God has 
sent you against him, I now advise you to be just If you do not 
listen, He will send another against you ” The Amir used to say, 
“During my Sultanate with ivhatever darvish I consorted, I 
perceived that each of them was m his heart thinking about 
himself, except the Shaikh whom I found separated ^ from himself ” 
Khwaja ‘Abdu-1-Majid was one of the servants of Humayun, 
and on account of his honesty and skill he was made Diwan at 
the time of the conquest of India When the world renewed its 
youth by the accession of Akbar, the IGiwaja was exalted from 
the diwani to the rank of commander (sirdar!) and united the 
sword with the pen When Akbar proceeded to the Panjab in 
connection with the affair of Bairam Khan, the ^waja got the

He received a drum and a flag and an office of 3000 When 
Fatu K , the slave of Adili, who had taken possession of Chunar, 
showed a desire to surrender it, Asaf.K in accordance with the 
king’s ordeis went along with ^aikh Muhammad Uhaus, and 
obtained peaceable possession of the fortress The charge of 
Sarkar Kaia Mamkpur was made over to him At that time 
GhazI K Tanuii, who was one of the leading Afghan officeis, 
and had for a time served Akbar, absconded and went off with 
somfe men to the country of Panah, which was an independent 
kingdom There he was in secuiity and set about being seditious 
Asaf K in the 7th year conveyed to Rajah Ram Chand, the ruler 
there, the message that he should become tributary and deliver 
up the lebels The Rajah in his presumptuousness joined with 
those wretches and prepared for wai Asaf K. behaved with 
energy and killed the refugees The Rajah was defeated and took

therefore withdrew, but as he had acquired much power by his 
victory he formed the idea of conquering Garha It was an 
extensive terntoiy south of Panah and was commonly known as 
Gondwana. It was 150 kos m length and 80 kos in breadth 
They say that in old times it con tamed 80,000 villages 

The inhabitants are Gonds, which is a low-caste tribe, and 
one looked down upon by Hindus Formerly many Rajahs 
ruled it, but at this time the power was in the hands of Rani 
Durgavatl She by her courage, dexterity, and justice had united 
the whole country Garha was a great city in that country and 
Katanga was the name of a village which was subordinate to it 
Asaf K ascertained by means of spies the modes of access to the 
country, and in the 9th year invaded it with 10,000 cavalry 
The Rani, who had not at that time collected her forces, came 
with a few troops to give battle She said, “How can I, who 
have ruled this country so long, think of flying ^ It is better to 
die with honour than to live with disgrace ” Her officers

should strengthen some places until they could collect their 
arm}’' This was done '\yhen Asaf K took Gaiha and did not 
letreat, the Rani called together her officers and said, “I want 
war Whoever desires it, let him come with me There is no 
third com se It is a case of victoi^y or death” She tinned to 
fight When she was told that hei son Bir Sfili had received 
wounds, she bade them remove him from the battle-field to a safe 
place, and when she herself was wounded she said to a confidant, 
have been conquered in battle God foibid that I be con- 
quered in name and fame, do youi duty, and put an end to me 
with a dagger ” He had not the courage to do so , and she 
stabbed herself Asaf K set off to seize Churagarha, which was 
a fort and a capital, and had many buried treasures, and which 
Bir Sah had strengthened After a struggle in which Bir Sah 
bravely fell, the fort was taken After this victory, which was 
the greatest of Asaf K ’s achievements, he became possessed of 
boundless treasures, and grew proud and arrogant He went 
astray, and out of 1,000 elephants he sent (only) 200 to H M 
In the 10th year ^an Zaman Shaibani, in conjunction with the 
TJzbeg officers in the eastern districts, raised the standard of 
rebelhon and besieged Majnun K Qaqshal in the fort of Manik- 
pur Asaf K came to his assistance with 5,000 cavaliy When 
Akbar came to that country to put dowm the lebellion, Asaf K 
appeared before him, and jiresented as peshJcasli the rarities of the 
spoils of Garha, and held a review of his troops He was again 
treated with favour and sent to pursue the rebels But the im- 
perial clerks,* who had had a taste of his bribes, out of cupidity 
and envy, hinted at his accumulation of wealth and his embezzle- 
ments, and talebearers exaggerated these remarks and filled Asaf 
K with fears On 20 Safr 973, 16 September 1565, he out of vain 
suspicion took to flight In the 11th year, when Mahdi Qasim K 
was appointed to the government of Garha, Asaf K left, with 
many regrets, that country, and with his brother Wazir K

One of the noble Shaikh zadas of Lucknow city That is a 
large city in the province of Oudh on the bank of the Gumtl , the 
tract IS called Baiswaia^ The Shaikh had the good foitune to 
enter Akbar’s service and by good conduct attained to the rank of 
700, which was a high rank in those days As he was very inti- 
mate^ with Jamal Bakhtiyar — whose sister was one of Akbar’s 
favourite wives — he was led into drinking habits He became 
madly addicted to wme-bibbmg, and as intoxicants injure the soul 
and reason, his intellect became clouded, and he shelved signs of 
folly 

In the 30th * year, at the time of returning fiom Kabul, when 
the camp was at Sialkot, the Shaikh became deianged in Hakim 
Abu-l-fath’s quarters and wounded himself with the Hakim’s 
dagger People took it out of his ha,nd, and they sewed up the 
wound in Akbar’s presence They say the emperor did so 
with his own hand 

Though experienced physicians considered that the wound was 
incurable, and it became so bad that after two months he was 
given up yet the king always gave him hopes, and when he was 
yet at the point of death he recovered in a short space of time 
Afterwards he died in his native land at the appointed time 

They say he had a Biahman wife who was called Kishna 
That clever woman after the Shaikh’s death built houses and

entrusted to Wazir K In the 25th yeai he ivas made Mir ‘Arzl 
(mspectoi of petitions) In the 28th yeai he v as made guardian 
of Piince Sultan Selim, and in the same j^eai he gained a victory 
over Sultan Mozaffar of Gujarat The details of this are as 
follows — Sultan Mozaffai , in the first Gujarat expedition fell into 
the hands of the royal servants and was imprisoned He was 
sent ^ to Mun'im K the T^an-l^anan ^^dien Mun'im died, 
Mozaffar was sent back to couit and was made over to Shah

pointed Mirza K with a good foice As there were 40,000 hoise 
with Mozaffar and the whole of the royal troops was only 10,000, 
the officers did not advise a battle, and the king also ivrote that 
till Qulij K and the other auxiliary officers from Malwa jomed, 
he should not engage Daulat K Lodi who was his companion 
and chief swordsman (Mir shamsher) said, “ At that time you will

which was his jagir, and then proceeded to Ujjain The prince was 
displeased at this and sent him an angry message He wrote m 
leply that he was engaged in conciliating Rajah ‘Ali K the lulei 
of Khandes, and that he was going to bung him with him The 
prince became indignant and set off foi the Deccan with the tioops 
he had The Khan-Khanan made over the camp and the park of 
artillery to M Shahrukh and went on rapidly along with Rajah

army on the right wing, Qutbu-l-mulki troops on the left wing, and 
the Nizamu-1-mulk army in the centre became presumptuous and 
drew up m battle-ariay, the prince wished to engage them, 
but the officers disloyally refused to do so The 3Chan-Kbanan ,

enemy were killed ^ They say that Daulat K Lodi — who was 
in the IGian-KJbanan’s vanguard at the time when Snhail K had 
put the elephants and artillery in motion and vas advancing — said 
to the IChan-^aiian, “ We are 600 horse in all To advance 
m fiont (of such a force) is to lose ourselves, (yet) I’ll ® attack the

K and the Saiyids penetrated by the centre (kamatgah) and 
drove off the enemy In a short time Suhail took to flight 
They say that on that day the I^an-Khanan had AVith him 75 lacs of 
rupees He gave® them all away, and only two camel-loads 
remained In spite of so great a victory affairs did not go on well

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When Akbar consulted the T£han-'^anan about the affairs

Aluharram 1026, January 1617, came to Alalwa and took up his 
abode m Mandu The prince made Burhanpui his headquarters, 
and sent capable men to the rulers of the Deccan, and at the 
same time took m marriage, by Jahangir’s orders, the daughter of 
Shah JSFewaz K the son of the Khan-Khanan After the arrival 
of Shah Jahan’s envoy ,i, ‘Adil Shah sent as a present 50 elephants 
as well as cash and jewels to the value of 15 lacs of rupees, and 
shewed marks of ^Oervitude and obedience Accordmgly, at the 
request of the prince, he was distinguished by the title of fmzand 
(son), and Jahangir with his own hand wrote ^ this impromptu 
verse at the beginning of the firman

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Qutbu-l-mulk also sent presents of the same value and was 
treated with favour Malik ‘ Ambar also placed the head of service 
within the cord of obedience, and made over the kej^s of the foit of 
Ahmadnagar and of other foits as well as the parganas of the 
Balaghat of which he had taken possession 

When the prince was satisfied about the aiiangemenbs for 
the Deccan, he made over the government of Khandes, Beiar and 
Ahmadnagai to the Sipahasalai (theKhan-Kbanan), and appointed 
Shah Newaz K , the eldest son of the latter, to manage the con- 
quered parts of the Balaghat, and assigned every estate in fief to 
the officers of the contingents and left 30,000 horse and 7,000 mus- 
keteers ' and in the 12th vear waited on his father in jMandu At 
tlie time of the interview Jahangir involuntarily rose up and went 
two or thiee steps to welcome the piince He gave him the rank 
of 30,000 with 30^000 horse and the title of Shah Jahan and the 
light of sitting on a chair near the throne, ivhich was a special 
favour and was not the custom of the dynasty from the time of 
Amir Timur Jahangir himself came down from the ')hatoka and 
poured a small tray of 3 ewels and a tiayful of gold on his son’s 
head When in the 15th year Malik ‘Ambar broke his agieement 
and the oppiession of his banditti (bargian,^ perhaps Mahrattas) 
made the impeiial thanadars quit their posts, so that Daia M 
returned fiom the Balaghat and came to Balapur, and then too 
could not maintain himself but came to Burhanpur and was be- 
sieged there along with his fathei, Prince Shah Jahan received a 
kioi of lupees for expenses of the exiiedition and a present of ten 
krois of dams fiom the conqueied territories and was hastily sent 
off a second time

a hnmed maich leseued the Khan ‘Azam nlicn besieged bj’’ tlie 
Gujarati*? he ‘?hould non icsciie tlie TGian-Khmiiin fiom his dan- 
geious position When tlie Deccams lieaid of the coming of 
Shah (Sliah Jahan) they dispeised The Pnnce leached Biiihan- 
pui and again undertook the administration of tlie Deccan 

When in tlie 17th year Shah ‘Abbas Safayl adyanced to be- 
siege Qandahai, the Piincc was iccalled as quickW as possible 
He brought the Kiian-Kii^'inan Avith him Meantime things took 
anothei turn, and by the machinations of foolish persons a house- 
hold quarrel of such a giayc charactei arose that no thought was 
giyen to the commotion of foieigners The Prince was obliged to 
return with the IGian-Khaiian and to take up his abode at !Mandu 
Jahangir at the instigation of Nur Jahan Begara, appointed 
Sultan Paryez with I\rahabat K as commander-in-chief After 
the treachery of Pustuni K , — nlrom the prince had sent to en- 
counter the imperial army, — Shah Jahan crossed the Narbada 
with the Khan-Khanan, and after leaying Bairam Beg BakhshI to 
watch the river, proceeded to Burhanpui At this time a letter of 
the IGian-Khanan’s u Inch he had sccretl}’’ written to Mahabat K , 
and which had this verse on the margin, came under the prmce’s 
observation —

Otherwise I’d fly from discomfort 

He sent for the Kian-Khanaii and shoived it to him He had 
no excuse that could be listened to Accordingly, he and his son 
/ Darab K were put under surveillance When the prince was pass- 
ing by Asir he made father and son over to Saiyid Mozaffai K 
Barha and sent them to the fort Inasmuch as the imprisonment 
of the innocent Darab K was unjust, and he did not approve of 
letting him go and keeping the father, he sent for them 
both and let them go after taking promises from them 
When Mahabat K came with Sultan Parvez to the bank of the

made a tiuce for some days the seivants would ceitainly obtain 
repose The piince, ivho was always desirous to compose disputes, 
regarded this occurrence as a great gam, and called the Khan- 
Khanan to a private interview Again he took an oath from him 
on the holy book, and wlien satisfied about tins, let him go, in 
Older that he might stay on this side of the Naibada and do what 
was light for both parties As bj)- the aiiival of the Khan-Khanan 
and the rumours of peace there had come to be slackness m the 
guarding of the ferries, iNIahabat K — who was awaiting his op- 
portumty — caused a number of active young men to cross over 
the river at night The Klian-Khanan was deceived by the false 
letters of Sultan Parvez and iMalurbat Khan, and from love of the 
world behaved disloyally and forgot liisiecent oaths and joined 
Mahabat K The prince was helpless and did not thinlc it right to 
remain in Burhanpur and went off to Bengal by the route of Tehn- 
gana Mahabat K came to Burhanpur, and having joined vuth 
^an-Khanan crossed the Tapti and pursued Shah Jahan for some 
way The ^O^an-^^anan wrote to Bajah Blilm (son of the Rana 
of Udaipur), who was one of Shah Jahan’s officers, that if the 
prince would release Ins sons he would contrive to turn back the 
imperial troops Otherwise affairs would become difficult Rajah 
Bhim wrote in reply that they had stiU five or six thousand 
devoted followers, and that whenever he approached, his sons 
would be put to death, and he himself would be attacked, 
After the Prince had settled the affairs of Bengal he pro- 
ceeded to Bihar and released Darab K and made him governoi 
of the provmce (Bengal) Mahabat K , at the time when he pro- 
ceeded to Allahabad to oppose the Prmce, kept the '^an-Khanan 
under surveillance, as he doubted him on account of his trickery 
and duplicity In the 20th year Jahangir summoned him to the 
Presence from bemg with (^ e , from being under the charge of 
iMahabat) Mahabat K , and forgave him He himself apologised, 
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saying, “ All this has been the result of fate It was not in your 
or our power, and. I feel more ashamed than you ” He gave him 
a lac of rupees and confirmed him in his rank and title, and the 
jagir of Malkusah ^ The old man who, from love to the world had 
given name and fame to the Avinds, engraved this veise on his ring —

Mahabat K apologised when he was summoned to couit, and 
did not fail to provide lum with equipages and strove to remove 
the cloud from his mind As it happened, the Khan-IQianan had 
taken leave to go to his jagii and had halted in Lahore, when 
Mahabat K turned back and came to Lahore to see the king 
The ^an-J^anan made no inquiries after his health, and Mahabat 
K was disgusted at his want of courtesy, and when he was domi- 
nant at the bank of the Jhelam he appointed men to make him go 
back (from Lahore). The Oian-Khanan cast anchor m Delhi 
At the same time the juggling heavens played another trick At 
the tune of the king’s returning from Kabul, Mahabat K became 
a vagabond Nur Jahan Begam summoned the I^an-Khanan 
and appointed him to follow Mahabat with an army She jire- 
sented him from hei own stores with Dwelve lacs of lupees, vath 
elephants, horses and camels She also assigned to him Mahabat 
Khan’s fief But life did not give him time He fell ill in 
Lahore, and came to Delhi and died there at the age of 72 m 1036, 
1627, at the end of the 21st year of Jahangir The chronogram 
IS Khan Sipahsalar ko, “ Where’s the Khan Commander-in-chief ^ ”

In fine, he was in couiage, geneiosity, and political skill the

him to the king, saying that the correspondence of Malik ‘Ambar 
was with Shai^ ‘Abdu-s-Salam, of Lucknow, who was a servant 
of the Khan-Khanan Mahabat K was oidered to inquire into the 
matter He tortured the pool man^ who died without opening his 
lips 

The ;^an-^anan was one of the great officers of the Sultanate 
His name is perpetuated in the writings of the period In Akbai ’s 
time he did great deeds Among them there are three conspicuous 
ones, — the victory of Gujarat, the conquest of Scinde, and 
the defeat of Suhail K , of Bijapur These have been desciibed at 
length in their place With all his wisdom and ability he had to 
endure mortifications He did not withhold his hand from the love 
of splendour They say that he had a gieat avidity for court-news, 
so that everj' day two or three persons sent him journals by lelays 
of couriers There were spies appointed in the court-houses, and 
offices and terraces (cabutra), and even in the market-places and 
streets, who wrote every populai rumour In the evening he read 
them all and then burnt them They say that many things were 
m those days peculiar to his family, — for instance, the feathers of 
the huma which no one wore except princes 

Though his father vas an Imamiya in rehgion he piofessed to 
be a Sunni But people suspected him of leserve (taqiya) But 
his sons weie bigoted Sunnis He had othei sons besides Shah 
Newaz K and Darab K One was M Rahman Dad, whose 
mothei belonged to the Saudha tribe of ‘ Amarkot In his youth

mght prayei, the forenoon prayei, and the prayei at sunrise He 
loved dervishes He ate with the soldiers like a brother, but he 
was of a hot disirosition The sound of the wlnp was ever loud 
They say that one day he saw that Rajah Bikramajit^ Shah- 
Jaliani was reclining beside Darab K on the same sofa He 
abused him and said ‘ ‘ Does a brahman like you sit alongside of the 
grandson of Eairam K Would that this one (Darab) had died 
instead of M Tnj ” Both of them made excuses When at last the 
Klian-Khanan’s disposition hadbeca3ne alienated from him, he was 
brought to account about the faujdarl of Sarkai Bijagarh He 
behaved very rudely to the Nawab and slapped the face of Hafiz 
Nasr Ulla who was the Diwan, and then left the city They say 
that the Klian-IHianan went himself at midmght and brought him 
back He was proverbial foi couiage and rash daring When 
Mahabat H was planning the imprisonment of the Khan-IOianan, 
he in the first place wanted to seduce Fahim by the bribe of high 
ranlc and other promises He did not agree Mahabat K said : 
“How long will you plume yourself upon your soldiering'?”

Sadur Saiyid Jalal received them at the ^lydhdn (avenue) and 
brought them into the Presence The king presented Balnani v itli

royal troops had negotiated the gate of the citv-wall and weie 
advancing to the citadel like a flood of evil Abdu-i-RaAZ,^ met 
them and smote ivith his suoid every one v ho approached He 
was wounded by the imperial troops and had twelve wounds on Ins 
face, till at last the skin of his forehead cover ed his eyes and his 
horse carried him off to under a (cocoaiiut) ^ tree neai the citadel 
Someone recognised him and had compassion on Inm and took 
him to his house When the occuiience became knoAvn to the 
officers, and by them was told to the king, he approved of his 
loyalty and sent surgeons * lo him

collars (taHita-u-kalah) and caps and hi ought them into the city 
This affair occuried in 1127, 1715 In the 5th ^ yeai of Farrukh 
Siyar and while Saifu-d-daulah was governor (of the Pan^ab), 
‘Isa K Mabln was put to death He had gradually come from the 
position of a zammdai to that of a loyal servant and had become 
a leadei, and behaved with haughtiness (exhaled the breath of “ I 
and no othei) ” An account of him has been given m his biogia- 
phy ® When Husain K I^weshgl, the taluqdar of Qasur, which is 
18 kos from Lahoie and on the way to Multan, became rebellious 
and indulged in piesumptuous ideas, in the time of Rafiu-d-daula , 
Saifu-d-daula took the field against him, and aftei much fighting 
put an end to him In the 3rd year of Muhammad Shah he 
came to court and was graciously received In the 7th year when 
the government of the province of Lahore was given to Ins son 
Zechaiiah, who was the biother-in-law of 1‘tmadu-d-daula Qama- 
ru-d-din K , he was made governor of Multan He died in 1150 ^ 
1737-38 He was a valiant commander, and cultivated much the 
men of his own country

chastise Baz Bahadui and to settle the coiintrv He v as given 
full poweis there When ‘Abdullah went piopeily equipped to 
conquei Malwa, Baz Bahadui uas unable to lesist him and fled, 
and the countiy came again into the impeiial possession ‘Abdul- 
lah K came to Maiidu — which was the capital of the luleis of 
Malwa — and distributed the cities and townshijis among the 
officers 

As powei soon corrupts those deficient in loyalty ‘Abdullah 
K quicldy became haughty and rebellious In the 9th j’^ear, 971 
1563-64, in the height of the rams, Akbai came to Naiwar and 
vSiprl on the occasion of elephant-hunting — which were then plen- 
tiful there — and thereafter went on lapidly to Mandu The tliiiii-

Avould be few men piesent and so turned round and fought When 
the engagement grew hot and the ariows of the enemy passed ovei 
the lang’s head, Akbai ordeied the diums of victory to be beaten 
and said to Mun‘im K Khan-Khanan that theie was now no time 
for delay , and that the enemy must be attacked The Khan-Khanan 
said, “ It is good, but it is not the time foi combating singly, 
Avhen I have collected the men, I shall attack ” Akbar got angry

Shaiy.! had written in Gujaiat, called IVTi'rajiyya, and which gave 
an account of his own M'lraj (ascent), and which the learned men 
of Gujarat had denounced Gadai made the Khan averse to the

hunt and ariived at Gwalior It appeared that Qibcfiq ^ (Tartary) 
cattle had come from Gujarat along with S Muhammad Ghaus, 
and an order was given that they should be purchased from the 
merchants at a proper price It was rej)resented that the Shaikh 
and his people had better cattle than these, and that if Akbar at 
the time of returning from hunting should pass by the Shaikh’s

seven descents with Bayazid BistamT — ^May his grave be holy ' 
He took up his abode in Mandu in Malwa and died in 890,® 1485, 
and IS buried there His successors are occupied in various parts

remained ” Sarmast K. said, ‘ ‘ Wliy keep such an intriguer ^ ” He 
replied, I can’t find a better man ” "Wlicn the Mulla came neai 
him, Selim Shah placed him on his throne (talcht) and gave him a 
losary of pearls wortli Rs 20,000 which he had just received As the 
Mulla was a great bigot — which people called being a defender of 
the faith — he under the guise of holding the Faitli displayed great 
animosity For instance, the putting to death of * S. ‘Alai was 
brought about by the exeitions of the Mulla S ‘Alai was the son 
of ShaiWi Hasan who was one of the great shaikhs of Bengal He 
acquired exoteric and esoteiic knowledge from liis fatlier, and after 
visiting Mecca he settled in Biana, and undeitook the practice of 
what was right and the rejection of what was wiong At tins time 
S ‘Abdullah ® Niyazi settled in Biana. He was one of the follow- 
ers of Selim Chisti, and aftei returning from Mecca joined him- 
self to Saiyid Muhammad of Jaunpui who claimed to be the 
Mahdi S ‘Alai approved of his methods and took fiom him the 
practice of holding the bieath, which is a rule among the Mah- 
davis, and acquiied the fame of working miracles He spent his 
days, with a great number of followers, m tiustmg in God At 
mght he would leave the household vessels — even the watei-jugs — 
empty, and in the mormng there was a new supply IMulla 
‘Abdullah accused him of innovations in religion and heresy, and 
induced Selim Shah to summon him fiom Biana and to order lum 
to hold a conference with the Ulaina S ‘Alai was victorious 
As m that confeience S Mubarak (Abu-l-fazl’s fathei) took his 
part, he too was accused of Mahdiism 

Selim Shah was impressed by ‘Alai and whispeied to him to 
deny Mahdiism, and then he would make him religious censor in 
his kingdom , otherwise he must leave the country, as the Ulama 
had given judgment for putting him to death The Shaikh went 
off to the Deccan When Selim Shah went towards the Panjab to 
put down the Niyazis, Mulla ‘Abdullah represented that S

tered the service of Akbar who was jnoceedmg towards Attock. He 
leceived some land in Siihmd for his maintenance m the names of 
his sons, and he died at the age of nmety in the year 1000,® 1592. 

When Selim Shah had disposed of the Niyazi affair, Mulla 
‘Abdullah again instigated him, and he summoned S ‘Alai from 
Hindia Selim Shah repeated what he had formerly said, but the 
Shaikh would not agiee Selim Shah said to the Mulla, “You 
and he know (what to do) ’ ’ The Mulla ordered him to be scour- 
ged At the third stroke of the wlup he died and his body was 
tied * to the leg of an elephant and publicly exposed They say so 
strong a wind blew that day that men thought it was the Judg- 
ment-day So many floweis were scattered on the Shaikh’s body 
that it became as it were entombed After this Selim Shah’s 
reign did not last two years When Humayun came again to 
India and took Qandahar he gave the Mulla the title of ShaiWiu-1- 
Islam Afterwards, when the sovereignty of India came to Akbar, 
the Mulla received the title of Makhdumu-l-mulk, and Bairam K. 
gave him a rich jjaigaria ® as tankivah with a rental of a lac of rupees 
and raised his honour above all the great notables He became one 
of the chief pillars of the State Aftei the lapse of some months 
and years the disposition of the sovereign became alienated by 
sundry occurrences from the learned men of the age, and in the 
24th year, 987, he sent off him and S ‘Abdu-n-Nabi the Sadr — be- 
tween whom there had long been strife and enmity — to the Hijaz 
as if they v'ere to be companions to one another In spite of that, 
there never was concord between them, either on the journey, or 
in the exalted stations (at Mecca) , nor was the dislike removed 

As the Makhdumu-l-mulk had been honoured from the time of

the Afghans to that of Akbar, and was famed for his good 
judgment and experience of affairs, and the report of his wisdom 
had spread everywhere, the Shaikh Ibn Hajar ^ known as the Mufti 
of Mecca came out to welcome him and showed him much lespect, 
and opened the door of the K‘aaba for him, out of season. When 
the agitation of M Muhammad Hakim the (half) brother of Akbar 
was heard of, ‘Abdullah believed that the untrue account of the 
confusion in India was correct, and from a desire of pre-eminence 
and a love of glory he returned with ‘Abdu-n-Nabi, the Sadr, to 
Ahmadabad When the king learnt that they had spoken im- 
properly about him in assemblies, owing to secret malice, he 
privately appointed some persons (to arrest them) as the Begams 
of the Harem were siding witli them and interceding for them 
Makhdumu-l-mulk died of fright in 991 The}’^ say he was poi- 
soned at Akbar’s instigation His body was secretly brought to 
Jalandhar and buried there Qazi ‘All was appomted to confiscate 
his effects Much buried treasure was found in Lahore Among 
it some chests containing bricks of gold were taken out of his tomb 
which had been buried on the pretence that they contained corpses 
On this account his sons suffeied seventies for some time m the 
search for property Three krors of rupees were found

like the Uzbeg darvishes, had a beard hanging doivn to his navel 
and came unarmed, and ivhen an houi of the night ivas remaining 
to the Khan Jahan ’s diwankhana and sate down When the 
Khan Jahan went according to ordeis, to Jiinaii he accompanied 
him(?)and wrote to Malik ‘Ambar that if he now fell upon the

When the soveieignty came to Shah Jahan, he was paidoned at

pleased to see any one avIio had a Avounded face He Aims very

the worm-eaten portion and joined on blank paper Then after 
a little meditation he understood the beginning and ending of each 
line, and by coiijectuie filled up the blanks Afterwards when 
another copy was piocured, and the two weie compaied, it was 
found that they agreed, except in two oi thiee places v/heie 
there were synonymous ex2Hessions, and, thiee oi foui jilaces 
where theie were (diheiing) citations (I? ad) but apjiioximate in 
sense All were astonished As his disposition was letiiing, and 
loved solitude, he shook oft society and sought to lead an 
independent life He chd not tiy to open the dooi of a profes- 
sion At the instance of friends, he in the nineteenth yeai of the 
reign of Akbac piesented himself befoie the sovereign at the time 
when the latter was about to pioceed to the eastern distiicts, and 
tendered a commentary which he had written on the Ayatu-l-kuisI, 
“The Throne- verse ” (v 256 of the second chap tei of the Koran, 
p 45 of Sale ed 1825) Afteiwaids, when Akbai letuined to 
Fathptii, he presented himself a second time, and as the fame of 
his ability and learning had on seveial occasions i cached Akbar, 
he became the object of his boundless favour When Akbar became 
alienated from the bigoted Ulama, the twobiotlieis, who, along ivith 
then eminent knowledge and ability, were not devoid of tact and 
servility, again and again disputed vehemently with .Shaikh Abdu- 
n-Nabi and Makhdumu-l-mulk, — who from their science and 
possession of the cuirent learning weie pillars of the emp’ie, — - 
and assisted Akbai m putting them to silence Day by day then 
influence and intimacy Avith the king increased, and as the Shaikh’s 
disposition and that of his elder bi other .^laikh Paizi haimomsed 
with Akbai ’s, Abu-1-fazl came to be an Amh In the 39th year 
he became an officer of 1000, and m the 34th, when the Shaikh’s 
mother died, Akbai came to his house and condoled with him and 
comforted him He said, “ If men were immortal, and did not die, 
one by one, theie would be no need for sympathetic hearts prac- 
tising lesignation As no one long abides in this caiavanseiai, 
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why should wc bung upon oui selves the repioach of impatience ” 
In the 37t]i yeai he was laiscd to tlie lank of 2000 

When tlie Shaikh had acquiied such suvaj^ ovci the king that 
the piinces A^eie lealous of him not to speak of the officeis, and 
was always in contiguity like ilie setting to a jewel, and that 
nothing was concluded witliout liis appioval, seveial of the discon- 
tented induced Akbai to send the Siiailch to the Deccan It is 
also noloiious that Sultan Selim one day went to tlie Siiaildi’s 
liouse and found foit}-^ cleiks employed in copying the Koian, 
and a commentaiy theieupon He took them all, together with 
the chapters of the books, to the king who became suspicious and 
thought, • “ He incites us to other kinds of tilings, and then when 
he goes to the iirivac 3 ’’ of Ins home he acts diheieiitly ’ Fiom 
that da^’’ tlieic was a bieacli in then intimacy’- and companionshuD ' 
In the 43id 3 ^eai he wa'J dispatched to the Deccan to bring 
away Piince Muiad The oidei to him was that if the officers who 
had been appointed theie to guard the countiy weie doing their 
duty he was to letuni with the piince Otherwise he was to send 
off the prince, and to conduct the administration with the assis- 
tance of Mirza Shahiukh When he arrived at BurhaniDur, Bahadur 
IClian the ruler of Khandes, whose brothei was mariied to Abu-1- 
fazl’s sistei, wished to take him to his house and entertain him 
The (^laikh said, If you will go along with me in the king’s busi- 
ness, I shall be able to accept (your invitation) When this road 
was stopped he sent some clothes and othei presents The Shaikh 
rejomed, I have made a covenant with Almighty God that until 
four conditions be fulfilled, I shall take nothing fiom any one 
‘ ‘ The first condition is Love , the second is that I shall not ovei- 
estimate the gift, the thud that I did not ask foi it, the fourth 
that I was in want of it ” Here, the first tlnee conditions are ful- 
filled, but how can the fourth be got ovei for the graciousness of 
the Shahmshah has obliterated desire ^ ” 

Piince Murad, who had fallen into chronic melancholy owing 
to his having leturned unsuccessful from Ahmadnagar, and to this

into then own loss Tlioiigh mans got angry and vent off 
he addiessed himself with a siioiig heait and tine couiage to 
soothe the leaders and to keep toaethei the aimy, and maiclied on 
to subdue the Deccan Tn a shoit time he collected the vandei- 
ers, and guaided in an excellent maniiei the vhole territorv 
Nasik, vdiicli was fai off was not letakeii But manv places such 
as the foits of Batuila, Taltum, and vSituiida weie added to the 
empire He encamiied on the bank of the Godavery and alipomted 
fit aimies in every diiection On leceiving a message he made piopei 
agreements and promises with Cliand Bibl to the effect that when 
Ahang Khan the Abyssinian, with whom she v'as at feud, should 
be chastised she would take Junair as hei fief and suiiendei 
Ahmadnagai. The Shaikh moved fiom Shahgarha in that direc- 
tion 

At this time Akbai came to U]]am and found that Bahadur 
Klian the lulei of Asii had not paid his lespects to Piince Daniel 
The piince lesolved to punish him As the king intended to come 
to Buihanpui he wrote to the prince to addiess himself to the cap- 
ture of Ahmadnagai Accoidingly, letter aftei lettei came from 
the pimce to the Shaikh telling him that his eneigy ivas kiioivn to 
evei5^ one fai and near, but that Akbar wished that he (the 
piince) should eonquei Ahmadnagai Abu-1-fazl theiefoie should 
lefrain from the enteiprise When the prince moved fiom 
Burhanpur, the Sliaildj, in accordance with ordeis, left Mliza 
Shahrukh with j\Iii Murtaza and Khw^aja Abu-l-hasan in the camp 
and went off to kiss the threshold On 14 Ramzan, 1008 AH 19 
iffaicli 1600, and in the beginning of the 45th year, he paid his 
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respects to the king at Karor.ion in the Bpapin teiiitory There 
came on Akbai’s lips the veise — 

A fine night and a gloiioiis moon ' lit well 
For my talk with thee on eveiy topic 

The Shaikh Avas appointed, along with i\rirza ^ Ayaz Koka, Asaf 
Khan J afar, and Shaikh Faild Bakhsln to besiege the foit of Asii, 
and the goveinment of the Khandes was assigned to him He 
sent his own men ii'ith his son and his brothei and established 
thanas in twenty-two places, and excited himself to put down the 
contumacious At the same time he displa 3 ^ed tlieflag of a mansab 
of 4000. 

One day the Shaikh went to inspect the batteries One of the 
besieged, i\ho had ]onied the men in a battery ]jonited out a 
path by which they could get upon the wall of jMallgarha Foi 
111 the waist of Asli on the west by north side theie were two 
noted foits called Mali and Antarmali Whoever wished to enter 
the stioiig foitiess (Asir) had first to get through these two forts 
Separate from them and in the noith and north-east side there 
was another fort called Junamali Its wall was not completed 
From east to south-west theie were smaUei hills, and in the south 
there was a high hill called Kortha On the south-west was a 
lofty lull called Sapan As tins last had come into the hands of 
the imperialists, the Shaikh aiianged with the officers of the 
battery that when they heaid the sound of the drums and 
trumpets every one should come out with ladders and should beat 
loudty the great drum He himself in a dark and cloudy night 
came with his men to the top of Sapan and sent off the men 
They broke open the gate of Mali and when they had entered the 
fort they sounded the drums and trumpets The garrison resist- 
ed, and the Shaikh followed and ai lived when it was near moin- 
mg The garrison were confused and entered Asir When it was 
day the besiegers poured m from every side, some by Kortha and 
some by Junamali. A great victoiy was gamed Bahadur Khan 
asked for quarter, and through the intervention of Khan A’zim 
Koka he was permitted to do homage When Prince Daniel

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arrived at the Presence during the congratulations for the victory 
of Asir there arose a disturbance caused by Raju * Mana and the

When in the 46th year Akbar returned to Upper India from 
Burhanpni, Prince Daniel remained in the latter place The 
Khan-Khanan took up hw abode in Ahmadnagar so that the com- 
mander-in-chiefship and the jirosecution of the war fell to the 
Shaikh After fightings and struggles the Shaikh made a treaty 
with the son of Shah ‘All and then proceeded to chastise Ra 3 u 
Mana After taking J alnapur and its neighboui hood — which had 
been held by the enemy — he hastened to Ghatl Daulatabad {i e , 
the approaches to Daulatabad) and the Rauza ® and marched down 
from Katak ® Catwara and repeatedly fought with Raju and was 
always victorious Raju ^ took shelter for a time in Daulatabad 
and again made a disturbance After a short engagement he fled 
and was nearly captured He flung himself into the moat of the 
fort His baggage was plundered 

In the 47th year when Akbar became displeased with Prince 
Sultan Selim on account of certain occurrences, he, because of his 
servants’ having sided with the prince, and because there was no 
one who was equal to Abu-1-fazl in truthfulness and reliability, 
summoned him to court He ordered him to leave his establish- 
ment and to come unattended, and with haste Abu-l-fazl left 
his son ‘ Abdu-r-Rahman with his establishment and with the 
auxiliary officers m the Deccan, and came on rapidly Jahangir, 
who suspected him on account of his loyalty and devotion to his 
master, regarded his coming at this time as an interruption to his

Jahangn himself v'litcs that ShailHi Abu-l-fa/J had persuad- 
ed his ( Jahangii’s father that because His Excellency, the seal and 
asylum (of prophecy) — the peace of God be upon him and his 
family — was possessed of peifect eloquence, he composed the 
Koran (re, it was not a Divine levelation) Consequently he, at 
the time of the Shaikh’s coming fiom the Deccan, told Bir Smgh 
to kill him, and aftei this Ins fathei’s views changed 

In accordance with the customs of the Caghatai family that 
the deaths of princes are not openly announced to the king, but 
that the pimce’s vakil binds a blue handkerchief on his arm and 
makes his reveience, and that m this way the fact becomes known , 
so as none of the attendants had the coinage to announce the 
death of the Shaikh , the above custom was followed Akbai was 
more grieved than foi the deaths of his sons, and after heaimg the 
details he said that if fche piince aimed at the kingship he should

They say the ShaiWi appeared in a dieam (to him) and said, 
The date of m5^ death is ‘ Banda Abfi-l-fa I\ ‘ The slave (sei vant 
of God) Abu-1-fazl “ foi in God’s woikshop, His bounty is exten- 
sive to the eirmg No one should despaii ” 

It IS related of Shah Abu-l-m‘arill Qadiii,^ who was one of the 
leading Shaildis of Lahore, that he said, ‘'I objected** to the 
doings of Abii-l-fazl One night I saw m a dieam that Abu-1-fazl 
was produced in the assembly of the Apostle His Majesty cast 
Ins blessed glance upon him and gave him a place m the assembly 
He condescended to observe, “ Tins man dining part of Ins life did 
evil things, but this prayer of Ins of winch the beginmng is ‘ 0 
God reward the good for the sake of then goodness, and comfort 
the evil for the sake of Thy giaciousness ’ became the cause of Ins 
salvation ” 

The assertion that the Shaikh was an infidel is upon the lips 
of high and low Some reproach him with being a Hindu in 
religion, and some call him a fire-worshipper, and entitle him a 
secularist Some even carry their disgust so far as to call him 
impious and an atheist Others m whom justice prevails and who, 
like the followers of mvsticism, give good names to those who 
have a bad name, rank him among the followers of “ Peace with

With all this, the SluviWi was an able man, and had a great 
intellect and critical disposition, and an acute glance which over- 
looked nothing however minute, in worldly affairs, and current 
questions How was it that he did not enter into agreement with 
the vase, and that he abandoned the excellent way ^ Man in the 
affairs of this world — Avhicli is unendurmg — does not devise his 
OAvn evil and does not axipiove of injuring himself' In the affairs 
of the final world, which is stable and enduring, why does he 
knowingly and intentionally choose destruction "Those ® whom 
God permits to go astray are without a guide ” 

What appears upon investigation is that Akbai, fiom the 
beginning of his years of understanding, had a great love foi the 
manners and customs of India Afterwards, he observed the 
precepts of his honoured father Avho had accepted the advice 
of Shah Tahmasp the king of Persia The latter, in conversation 
Avith Humayun, discussed the question of India, and the loss of 
sovereignty He said, " It appears that there aie in India two

To leave aside all such matteis, the Shaikh had an enchanting 
liteiaiy style He Avas fiee fiom secretarial pomposity and 
epistolary tricks of st3de, and the foice of his woids, the colliga- 
tion of his expiessions, the application of single words, the 
beautiful compounds, and wonderful splendours of his diction weie 
such as Avould bo haid foi another to imitate ^ As he strove to 
make special use of Peisian words, it has been said of him that he 
put into piose the Quintet of Nizam! It is owing to his consum- 
anate skill in this ait that he has wiitten many things in praise 
of his sovereign, and in pieambles which seem stiange and which 
cannot be undeistood without close attention ^

drove off the Begam’s men witli a shower of arrows, and every 
one of the officeis went aside At this crisis the Klivaja got 
separated from his horse, but with the help of a K ashmiri boat- 
man ' escaped vitli his life In the 19th ^ yeai he was made gover- 
nor of Kabul, and his son Zafar K was sent off fiom court to be 
his deputj’’ In the leign of Shah Jahaii he attained the rank of 
6000 witli 6000 horse When on the night of Sunday 26 ® Safr 
1039, 4 Octobei 1629, Klian Jahan Lodi fled from Agra, Shah 
Jahan appointed the I£]iwaia and other officers to pursue him 
Though some officeis piessed on and fought,, and Kliaii Jahan 
Lodi crossed the Cambal and went off, the Kliwaja arrived at the 
bank at the close of the day As without boats he could not 
cross, he had to stay there till noon* of next day Khan Jahan 
thereby got a start of seven watches and entered the Bandila 
country Jagra] the son of Jujhar gave him protection and passed 
him out of his country He intrigued with the guides of the 
imperial army so that they directed it wrongly, and took it by 
wrong roads Accordingly, the Khivaja and the other leaders 
uselessly traversed the jungles, and gained nothing but giddiness

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When Shah Jahan ariived at Burhanpur in order to put an end to 
Khan Jahan, the Kliwaja and the other auxiliaries waited upon 
him, and were sent off to free the country of Nasik and Tiimbak ^ 
After settling that country and the jagir of Sahu Bhonsla the 
Khwaja, according to the king’s ordeis, went to help Kaslrl K 
who was besieging the fort of Qandhar 'VSHiile on the way he 
heard of a victoiy ^ and returned He came to the town of Patur 
Shaikh Babu ® — which is a jiargana of the 'payingliai (Lowlands) 
of Berar — and to the bank of a stream which had little watei m it 
He intended to spend the lains there when suddenly a great flood

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ABUL liHAIR K BAHADUR IMAM JANG. 

He was descended from the Fartiqi Sliaiyis, and his lineage 
ascends to ShaiMi Faridu-d-din Shakrganj The native place of 
his ancestors was Mirptir in the Sarkar of Khairabad , Oudh. As he 
lived foi some time in Shikohabad (in the Mainpuii district) , he 
became known as Shikohabadi His father, S Bahau-d-din, was 
in the time of Aurangzeb an officer of 2000 and was Sadr and 
Ihtisab (supervisor of market) of Shikohabad Abul-Kliair held 
first a manbdb of 300 and for a while was assistant to Marhmat K 
in the city of Mandu m Malwa In the year that Nizamu-1-mulk 
Asaf Jah proceeded from Malwa to the Deccan he accompanied^ 
him As he was an experienced soldier, and had good judgment 
in such matters he was approved of and consulted He obtained 
the rank of 2500, the title of Khan, and the gift of a suitable 
jagir, and was appointed faujddi of Nabi Nagar, otherwise Utnui 
(Uttur or Otur in Poona district) Wlien in the year 1136, 1724, 
that unequalled Amir (Asaf Jah) returned from the capital to the 
Deccan, he took with him Khwajam QuliK , the governoi of the fort 
of Dhar and favjddi of Mandu, along with him, and left the Khan 
there Afterwards, when Qutbu-d-din All K Panchkauri was ap- 
pointed to these offices by the court, the Khan went to Asaf Jah 
and was attached to Hafizu-d-din K , who had been made govei- 
nor of Khandes He did good service against the Mahrattas, and 
gradually rose to the lank of 4000 with 2000 horse, the title of 
Bahadur, and the gift of a flag and dium He was also for a time 
faujdar of Gulshanabad,® and for a time Naib of Khandes and also 
foi a time faujdar of Sirkai Baglana In the time of Nasir Jang 
he had the title of Shamsher Bahadur and became Naib of Au- 
rangabad In the time of Mozaffar Jang he became governoi of 
Khandes, and in the time of Salabat Jang he held the rank of 
5000 with 4000 hoise and had the gift of a fringed palanquin and 
the title of Imam Jang He commanded the van-guaid in the 
battle with the Mahiattas, which took place during the diwanship 
of Rajah Roghanath Das They say that in the battle he sought

had come there, he was appointed vith a force fiom the Sarkar in 
order that he might, in conceit uilh Anwar u-d-din K, taluqdar 
of the said Carnatic, and ^Abdu-n-Nabl K , faujdar of Cuddapah, 
and Bahadur K , fauidru of Karnfil, oppose Babu Kalk His 
attackmg the enemy, ser/ang his baggage and inflicting a dis- 
graceful defeat upon him, so that Saidar did nob make anv moie 
disturbances, are knovn to high and low. He left two sons The 
eldest, Abu-l-barkat K. Bahadui Imam Jang, posse^-sed the jewel of 
courage and died young The second is Sharasu-d-daula Abu-1- 
Khaii Khan Bahadui Tegh Jang who, at the time of this wilting, 
IS a favourite wuth Nizamu-d-daula Asaf Jjh (*?

ABU-HM‘AALT (MTR SHAH) 

One of the Saiyids of Taimi/i He w^as intioduced in his 
early youth to Humaytin in Kabul through Klnvaja Jluhammad 
Sami'' As he w^as handsome and had external graces he became a 
favourite and arrived at the dignity of being an Amir, and re- 
ceived the title of farzand (son) He distinguished himself in the 
expedition to India, and after the victorj’’ w'as sent Avith some 
other Amirs to the Panjab If Sikandai K Sin, the ruler of India

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— ^who had escaped from the battle and withdrawn to the hills — 
should come out and make a disturbance^ he was to chastise him 
But his immoderation and his haughty demeanour to the Amirs 
were the cause that Prince Akbar and his guardian Bairam K 
were sent there, and that he was appointed to the Sarkar of 
Hissai When he waited on the prince at the bank of the Beas, the 
latter had regard to the favoui shown him by Humayun and 
invited him to sit in the assembly, and behaved with much kind- 
ness towaids him He, who did not understand positions, went to 
his quarters and sent a message to the prince to the effect that 
every one knew how he stood with Humayun, and especially was 
the prince aware of this, foi on a certain day he had eaten along 
with the king at one table, while the prince had had his food sent 
to him '' Why then, when I came to your house, were a separate 
divan and pillow assigned to me ” The prince, m spite of his 
youth, rephed The laws of sovereignty are one thing and the 
laws of love another You have not the connection with me that 
you had with the king It is strange that you have not understood 
the difference and have made a disturbance ” Afterwards when 
Akbar mounted the throne, Bairam K perceived in him the marks 
of rebellion and arrested him in the assembly on the third day 
after the Accession and sent him to Lahore He made him over to 
the Pahlwan Gulgaz, the ^asas (police-officei ) One day he, owmg 
to the negligence of his guards, escaped and went to the country 
of the Gakhars Kamal K Gakhar confined him From there too 
he escaped and wanted to go to Kabul When Mun'im K , the 
governor there, heard of his flight, he by stratagem got his 
brother, IMir Hasham, who was jagirdar of Ghorband, etc., into 
confinement, and Abu-1-M‘aali did not go there, but in Naushahra 
joined the Kashmiris who had been oppressed by their luler, Ghazi 
K He won them over by craft and flattery and fought with the 
ruler of Kashmir He was defeated Some have wiitten ^ that 
when he joined Kamal K the (Gakhar) country was then in the 
hands of Adam Gakhar the uncle of Kamal, and that Kamal K 
showed belief m Abu-1-M‘aah and raised an army, and they two

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went together to Kashmir Aftei the defeat he apologised 
Abu-1-M‘aali went secretly to pargana Dipalptir, which was in the 
fief of Bahadur Shaihani, and hid himself in the house of M Tulak 
who was a servant of Bahadur, but who had formerly been a servant 
of Abu-l-‘M‘aali It chanced that one day Tulak had a quarrel 
with his wife and severely punished her She went to Bahadur 
and revealed the facts, and said, “ They have resolved to kill 
you '* Bahadur immediately went off on horseback and put Tulak 
to death, and imprisoned Abu-1-M‘aali and sent him to Bairam K 
He put him in charge of Wall Beg to take him to Bhakar He 
went off to Gujarat in order that he might go from there to Mecca 
In Gujarat he committed an unjust slaughter and fled to ^an 
Zaman He, in accordance with a summons, sent him back to 
Bairam This time Bairam detained Inm with honour for some 
davs and then imprisoned him in the fort of Biana At the time 
of his own downfall he from Alwar^ released Abu-1-M‘aali, and sent 
him to court with other Amirs All the Amirs did homage m the 
town of Jajhai (in the district of Rohtak) The Shah (Abu-1- 
M^aali) too came and paid his respects on horseback, which dis- 
pleased the king He was again put into chains and made over 
to Shihabu-d-din Ahmad in order that he might send him to 
Mecca Two years afterwards, he in the 8th year returned from 
the holy places, and with evil intent came to Jalaur and had an 
interview with Sharifu-d-din Husain Ahrari — who had become a 
rebel He gave him a body of troops and he went to the territory 
of Agra and Delhi and raised the dust of stiife He first went to 
Narnol and took possession of the king ’ s treasure He came to 
Jhanjhanun and from there went to Hissar Firuza He saw' that 
things were not succeeding and that the royal armies were pur- 
suing him on all sides So he went to Kabul He wrote an 
account of himself to Mah Gucak Begam the mother of M 
Muhammad Hakim — who had the management of affairs in

People told the Begam that Shah Abu-1-M‘aall was a young 
man of distinguished rank and com age and that Humayun had 
betrothed her eldest daughter to him If she elierished him, it 
would be an advantage to liei She was deceived and wrote in 

“ Show kindness, and alight, for the house is tlij^ house ” 

She brought him with honour into Kabul and gave Pakhru- 
msa Begam (her daughter), the sister of M Muhammad Hakim, in 
marriage to him When by this connection he became master of 
the situation, he, from his wicked nature, and the evil suggestions 
of some persons to the effect that while the Begam lived his posi- 
tion would not he secure, in the middle of Sha'ban 971, April 1564, 
entered the Begam’s chamber with two ruffians and killed her 
He also killed many leading men, and among them Haidar Qasim 
Kohbar whose ancestors had held high oflfice in the family, and 
who was then Vakil M Sulaiman, who always was wanting to 
get Kabul, came there from Badakhshman at the secret request of 
M. Muhammad Hakim and some Kabul officers Shah Abu-1- 
M‘aali took M Hakim with him and came out to fight An en- 
gagement took place near the Ghorhand river When the conflict 
was begmmng (ht was in the balance), the well-wishers of M 
Hakim carried him over to M Sulaiman, and all the Kabulis 
dispersed Shah Abu-1-M‘aali became confused and fled The 
Badakhshis pursued him and seized him in the village of Chari- 
karan (Gharikar) In Kabul on the day of the Hdu-l-fitr in this 
year, 13 May 1564, he was hanged by orders of M Hakim and 
received the retribution of bis deeds.

Begam the daughter of Prince Daniel Aftei his father’s death 
he received the rank of 1000 with 400 horse, and in the 6th year 
of Shah Jahan his rank was 2000 with 1600 horse and he had the 
jaglrdaii and faujdarl of Siwistan Afterwards he had an increase 
of 500 horse, and in the 3 1st year, on the death of Sazawar K Mash- 
hadi, he was made faujdar of Tirhut in Bihar Afterwards, when 
the wondrous workings of foitune disorganized Shah Jahan’s 
sovereignty, and the intrigues of his sons produced confusion m 
affairs, and things ended m civil war, and Daia Shikoh, who had 
the management of affairs, was defeated by Aurangzeb and took 
to flight, and the capital was bnghtened by the arrival of Aurang-

Apa (J^mpa) Scmdiali — v ho v'eie two influential Mahratta leadeis — 
and addressed himself to confronting Ahmad K This time the 
Afghans were defeated,^ and thej^ went oft and took lefuge on 
the slopes of the Madaiih hills, which aie a biancli of those of 
Kumaon At last they weie i educed to make supplications, and 
to make a peace on teims satisfactory to Safdai Jang Meanwhile 
neivs came of the appioach of Ahmad Shah Dun am from Lahore 
to Delhi, and Safdai Jang in accoidance with the emperor’s order 
took Holkar with him by the promise of a large subsidy and came 
to Delhi m 1165 As Javid K Bahadur the eunuch, who was the 
centre of affairs, had made an agieement with Qalandar K the 
ambassador of Shah Dunam, and then sent him back, Safdar J , 
Avho did not like the eunuch, invited him one day to his house, and 
put^ him to death, and took chaige of the business of the sover- 
eignty Afterwards, the empeioi, at the instigation of Intizamu 
d-daula, the Khan-Khanan, son of Qamaru-d-din K., sent him a 
message that he should give up the superintendentship of the 
qhuslMiana and the aitilleiy He understood the object, and 
stayed in his house for some days and then applied for his dis- 
missal As it was not granted he went off without leave and 
halted at two kos from the city Every day there was an mciease 
of disturbance till at last Safdar Jang raised up a fictitious prince 
Ahmad Shah appointed Intrzamu-d-daula vizier in his loom

Younger * son of Maham Anaga, who by the abundance of her 
understanding and the straightness of her loyalty had much in- 
fluence over Akbai Fiom the cradle to the throne she was a 
favourite, fiom her length of service and her reliability She 
took a leading part in the overthrow of Baiiam Khan, and conducted 
the political and financial affairs Though Mun’im Klian was the 
Vakil of the State, she managed everything Adhain Khan was 
a Panj-hazail He first acquired a name by his heioism duiing the 
siege of Mankot when he was in attendance on His Majesty 
That fortress was in the Siwaliks on the summit of a lofty hill, 
and consisted of foui forts built in a wonderful way on the toji

there and get much assistance, and things might pass beyond 
the powei of remedies While occupied with those thoughts he 
died In the second year Sikandar Sui took refuge there, but

The prince sent Afzal K to court m order that he might con- 
vmce Jahangir by arguments that the plan vas all wrong, and that 
to take a hght ruew of such an important business could onl}’’ beai 
the fruit of evil to the State He ought not to make over everything 
to women, ^ but apply his own far -seeing mind to affairs It 
would be a sad thing if theie should be any bieacli in the devotion 
of this faithful follower (Shah Jahan) If Jahangir oideicd at 
the word of the Begam, that his jagii should be taken arvav, how 
could he live among enemies ^ 

He requested that the fiefs of Malwa and Gnjaiat should also 
be taken from him and that the port of Suiat, which was the 
gate of Mecca, might be granted to him m order that he might go

(MlR) AHMAD K THE SECOND 

Son of the maityied Mli Ahmad K ivlio bravely lost his 
life while governor of Buihanpui in fighting with the Mahiatta 
infidels At first he had the title of Muhamid K and afteiw^aids 
he had his father’s title For some time he was faujdar of 
Chakla Emmabad^ m rhe Panjab By decree of fate, his wife, 
of whom he was exceedingly fond, died there, and he gave himself 
up to weeping and lamentation Tins heait-rending wmund was 
like the scar of the tulip on his mind He apjilied himself to 
building and adorning her tomb and laid out a gaiden After- 
wards as deputy of ‘Inayat Ullah K Kashmiri, he became 
governor of Kashmir It did not answer, and his hfe ended in 
disgrace The account of this is as follows Mahtavl K Miilla 
‘Abdu-n-nabI ^ — who was one of the learned of the age and was 
one of the officers — was alivays waiting, under covei of protecting 
the Islam, to gratify his own selfish desires Fiom bigotiy

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After tlie Ahmadabad victory, tbe king sent liim in puisuit of the 
sons of Sliei K FuladI who had taken then families and goods 
with them, and gone off to Tdai Though they moved swiftly, 
and entered the mountain defiles, yet many of their goods fell 
into the hands of the king’s soldieis The Klian leturned, and 
did homage Afteiwaids when Pattan became the loyal camp, 
it was made over to Mliza Kliaii (‘Abdu-r- Rahim, S Bairam) and 
the government of it was entiusted to Saiyid Ahmad (on account 
of M Klian’s youth) In the same jmai Muhammad Husain J\r 
and Shah Miiza raised the standard of lebellion and came and 
besieged Pattan along with Shei K The Khan looked after the 
foitifications and defended the place. At last the Klian A'zim 
Koka appi cached with a large foice, and the Mirzas withdrew 
fioni the siege In the 20th yeai of the reign, he was sent off 
with Ins brothel’s sons Saiyid Qasim and Saiyid Hashim to 
chastise tire rebels connected with the Rana — who after the killing 
of Jalal K Quici, had stirred up the dust of strife On account 
of his good service he was encomj)assed with favours In the 
year 980,^ 1572-1573, he died He had attained to the lairlc of 
2000 His son Jamalu-d-dnr was one who was known to the 
emperor At the siege of Cliitoi , when tvo mines were charged 
with gunpowder and set fire to, one hung fire, and at that time 
a number of merr weie killed He too consumed the flower of 
his youth 

AHMAD NAlTHA (MULDA) 

The Navait tube was a newly aiiived one and belonged 
to the nobles of Arabia The word “ newly aiiived,” has become

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Ha3aj the son of Yusuf set himself to loot out the nobility and 
jiut to death many pious and learned people Consequently men 
went into exile wheievei they could find secuiity A number of 
the Qoiesh tube left Medina in 152 A H (769 A D ) and embarked 
on ships They landed on the slioies of the Indian Ocean 
in the Deccan countiy Iciiown as the Konltan and made it their 
home In couise of time tliej^- spread out and established villages^ 
and in order to distinguish each set of them, they took titles 
fiom anything with which they had a slight connection Strange 
titles have become usual among them 

Mulla Ahmad was possessed of leaining and other peifections, 
and was one of the erudite By good fortune he became a 
favourite with ‘All ‘Adil Shah, the rulei of Bijapur, and in a short 
time became, b}’- his wisdom and judgment, the strong pillar of 
his dominion Aftei a time he foi some leason fell out of favoui 
with ‘Adil Shah, oi peihaps he thought in his haughtiness that he 
could have something liighei bhan Bijapuii seivice, and came to 
have a desiie for the service of Auiangzib He ivaited foi an 
opportunity, and at last m the 8th year Mliza Rajah Jai Singh after 
settling the matter of Siva (ji) came with a large aimy to attack 
Bijapui ‘Adil Shah became conscious of his offences and awoke 
from the heavy sleep of neglect and sent the Mulla — who surpassed 
the other officers m ability — to the Rajah to make an arrange- 
ment The Mulla — whose long-cherished desire now attained 
fulfilment — thought this a great oppoitumty and joined the 
Rajah at the foot of the foit.of Purandhar in 1076, 1665-66, and 
revealed his secret thought When this was reported to the 
king an order was sent for summoning him and he was granted 
the rank of 6000, vith 6000 hoise They say that a hint was 
given to the Mirza Rajah that aftei the Mulla came to court 
his, title would be S'aad Ullah K and that he would be piomoted 
to a suitable appointment 

In fine the Rajah, in accoi dance with ordeis, gave him 
from the Government two lacs of rupees, and Rs 50,000 to his 
son, and sent him to couit The Mulla in accoidance with fate— 
from which no one is exempt— fell ill on the way and died at 
Ahmadnagai , and it ajipeais that as he did not lecogmze the claim 
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of Ills old salt, so did he not piofit by Ins new fortune. PIis son 
Muhammad Asad in accoi dance with tlio loyal ordei came to 
couit and in the beginning of the 9th yeai did homage He 
received favouis and obtained the rank of 1500, witli 1000 horse 
and the title of Ikiam K IMulla Yahia the younger biothei 

of Mulla Ahmad— who had, befoic his biothci, come in the 6tli 

yeai fiom Bl]apui to couit— received the lank of 2000, with 1000 
horse and was appointed to the Deccan He did good service 
along witli the Mirza Rajah in devastating the Bijapin teiiilory 
Aftei wards he received the title of jMukhli'? K and lived m 
Auiangabad His son Zainii-d-din ‘All K and his son-in-law 
‘Abdu-l-Qadii M atbai K each leceived a suitable mansah 
When the faujdaii of the Konkan became held by M atbar K 
he did so well in settling the country— which was the home of the 
vile Mahratta tube— that he established his leputation at court 
He acquired such influence that eveiything he did was appiovecl 
of The king, when he became at ease about that tioublesome 
countiy, often declaied that it was good to have such a servant 
as atbar K He left no son —though Abu Muhammad the 
son of one of his relatives was adopted by him as a son, — and his 
faliiq came to Zainu-d-din ‘All K his wife’s brothei The 
latter held it for a long time, and aftei waids in tlie time of 
Muhammad Shah he obtained it foi the second time In the 
beginning of Rairukh Siyai’s leign, Haidai Qull K lOiuiasani 
was invested with the Diwanl of the Deccan and came to Auranga- 
bad As his pov ei and influence were a thousand ^ and one 
times greater than that of a (an oidmaiy) diwan he attacked the 
Khan before mentioned (Zainu-d-din) about the money of the 
Klialsa lands which had been m his keeping (or, peihaps, which 
had been embezzled) In the beginning of the goveinment of 
Husain ‘Ali K Amliu-l-Umaia (the youngei of the Baiha Saiyids) 
he went to Aicot to S‘aadat Ullah K Naitha He, on account of 
bemg of the same tribe and of the lespect for an old family, 
legal ded Ins aiiival as an honoui By the assistance of that noble- 
minded man he spent the rest of his days m peace His son too 
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i Lit “ 1001 times ” 
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got Ins fatlier’s title and is in the Carnatic The dwelling 
of Mnlla Yaliia was one of the famous old houses of Aurangabad 
As it was close to the lesidence of the governors, ‘Asaf Jah pio- 
posed to S aadat Ullah K to pin chase it, and the lattei, with the 
concuiience of Ins hen, sent him a deed of gift of it 


AHMAD I£HAN KIYAZI 

The son of Muhammad K Ni3^azi, and famous foi his bravery 
and bounty (shu]a^at u sakhaivat) He had many agieeable 
qualities In the leign of Jahangii when Rahim K Deccani, 
one of the officeis of Nizam Shah, came with a laige foice against 
Ilcapui (Ehclixiui) and foicibty took possession of it, though there 
was no laige imperial army theie, yet Ahmad K , ivho was in Ins 
eaily youth, engaged him vith but a few tioops and drove Inm 
out of the city and made himself lenowned Prom that time 
he continually distinguished himself m the Deccan campaigns 
and in the siege of Daulatabad he went off with Klian Zaman 
BahMur to bring the treasure and supplies which had arrived 
from Burhanpur at the pass of Rohankia ^ (Rohankhed) The 
Khan Zaman left Ahmad K , who was unwell, in Zafarnagar 
with Bahar® Singh Bandila It chanced that these two leaders 
aftei coming near {nazcUk qasha) the town with a few men, sent 
off their troops along with the Khan Zaman Suddenly Yaqut K 
Abyssinian, who had joined ‘Adil Shah, who was marching with a 
large force against the Khan Zaman, came upon them when they 
were in the open plam with a few men and at once attacked ^ 
them Ahmad K and Bahar Singh Bandila stood so firm that 
the malignant foe had to bite the finger of astonishment and 
to turn his back Ahmad also distinguished himself on the day 
of the taking^ of ‘Ambaikot, and many of his best men were 
killed Mahabat K used to say that Ahmad was the predominant 
partner m this victory In the Parenda campaign on the day

Muhammad, who w^as m chaige of Qanduz, could not maintain his 
ground theie on account of the predominance of the Almanan 
(robbeis) and joined the prince Afteiw^aids wffien the prince 
came to Khulm, tliiee stages from Balkli, he sent the king’s lettei 
to Nazi i\Iuhammad, m w'^hich weie comfoiting messages and an 
invitation to him to come m He said in leply that the wdiole

was one of Humayun’s body-guaid, and with whom the Klian 
Zaman, owing to his evil nature, had long been in love, fled fiom 
the presence and came to the Ivlian Zaman The lattei did not 
regard the majesty of empire, and according to the evil practice of 
Tiansoxiaiia called him Padishaham “ My king ” and prostrated 
himself befoie him When his doing of buch things became known, 
he was summoned to couit, but though oideis were issued to him

his skull W’as fiactuicd Tlie Ivlian Zaman peiceived that his ene- 
mies dcsiied, inidei the pretext of Slirdiam Beg, to destroy hrm 
Accoidmgly he sent him away and w'ent to Jaunpui , and by great 
contests succeeded in bunging that extensive territory into order 
When Bairam K. was set aside, the Afghans of that country 
thought then opportunity was come and raised uji the son of 
‘Adilr and gave him the title of Shei Shah They attaclred Jaun- 
pui wutli a large force and 500 elephants Tlie K]ian Zaman col- 
lected the officers of the districts and engaged the enemy The 
latter were victorious and entered the lanes of the city The 
IQian Zaman came from behind and regained wdiat had been lost 
He dispersed the foe and obtained many elephants and other 
plunder But he did not send the fruits of these celestial victories 
to court, but became proud and ai rogant Akbai made an ex-

the loyal aimy he crossed the Ganges and encam])ed near Ghazi- 
jmi Akbar came to Jaunpiii and sent IMnn'im K , tlie IClian-I£lian- 
an, against him That honest Turk in his simplicity accepted 
the Khan Zaman’s Itypociitical excuses and begged for Ins being 
forgiven In company mth Klrwaja Jahan — who, at his request 
had gone from Akbar to soothe and conciliate him (Khan Zaman) 
— he embarked on a boat and had an interview with the IHian 
Zaman The latter, out of craft and hypocrisy did not agree to 
appear before Akbar in person, but sent off Ibrahim K who was

After this occurrence Qasim ‘Ali K (Mir Qasim), the son-in- 
law of J^aafar ‘Ali, disjiossessed his fathei-in-law and became lulei 
Accordingly J^aafai ‘Ali went to Calcutta In the end Qasim ‘Ali 
did not get on with the Chiistians, and J‘aafar ‘Ali laid hands on 
power for the second time Qasim ‘Ali K came away and 
biought the leignmg king and Shuja’ud-daula, the Vizier, to the 
piovmce (Bihar) But nothing was successful For a long time 
he waited foi his oppoitumty m attendance on the emperor 
Wlien he had no success, he for a time went away to outlying 
places It IS not^ known what finally became of him But J‘aafar 
‘Ali K died in 1178, 1765. After him his son Najmud-daula sat 
upon the masnad and died m 1179, 1766 After Inm Saifud- 
daula for a time and Mubaiak Ullah for some months had the 
name of rulers In 1185, 1771-1772, the whole of Bengal and 
Bihar fell into the possession of the hat-wearers 


ALLAH QULI I£HAN UZBEG 

He was the son of the famous Alang Tosh, who was one of the 
Cossacks and eminent hoisemen of Tuian He belonged to the 
Alman tribe, and his name was Jati In a battle he attacked 
with his breast bare, and fiom that time he was known as Alang- 
tosh, foi alang ^ means in Tuiki bare, naked, and tosh means breast 
He was servant of Nazar Muhammad, the luler of Balkh, and held 
Kahmard and its appurtenances and the Hazarajat in fief As he

times paid revenue to the ruler of Ghaznin, he established a fort 
there and in the 19th year of Jahangir a great battle took® place 
between him and Khanazad Khan ^^an Zaman, the son of Mahabat 
K , who was ruling in Kabul on the part of his father Many 
Uzbegs and Almans were slain, and Alang Tosh felt the claws and 
was defeated After the death of Jahangir and in the beginning 
of the reign of Shah Jahan, Nazr Muhammad K thought he had 
an opportumty of conquering Kabul and drew up an army against 
it Alangtosh did not fail to harry the inhabitants in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kabul At last when the time of Nazr Muhammad’s 
power was coming to an end and his fortunes dechned, he took 
away Alangtosh ’s fief without his having committed any fault, 
and gave it to his own son Subhan Quli In similar manner he 
annoyed many of his officers, and went to the 'place that he went to 
Allah QulI, before Nazr Muhammad K had deposed his elder 
brother Imam Quli K and had added Samarkand and Bokhara 
to Balkh, had separated from his father, and came to Kabul in 
the 13th year with the idea of serving Shah Jahan The latter 
from his spirit of appreciation presented him with Bs 5,000 by an 
assignment on the treasury at Atak He also sent Rs 5,000 to 
S'aid K , the governor of Kabul, who had made an advance 
(ta Allah Quli) - When in the 14th year he entered service, he was 
raised to the office of 1,000 Shah Jahan gradually advanced him 
to 2,000, and in the 22nd year when he had distinguished himself, 
along with Rustum K and Quiij K in the battle with the 
Persians at Qandahar, he got an increase of 500 When in the 
24th year J'aafar K was sent off as governor of Bihar, the Khan

His father was Iftilihar IC Turkaman, vlio in the time of 
Jahangir was one of the auxilianes in Bengal When Islam K 
Cisti became the governor of that province, ho sent a force under 
the command of Shiija’at 1C. Bhaildi ICabli against Usman IC. 
Lohanl, who was rebelling in that quni ter The command of the 
right wmg was entrusted to Iftilchar IC When the battle -was 
imminent^ and the two forces ^/ere confionting one another, 
Usman drove forward a warlike elephant against the impenal van- 
guard and defeated it and turned against IfliWiru. He stood firm 
and stretched forth the aim of battle, and after a number of his 
old servants and followers had been slam, Iftikhru was also 
killed^ 

Allah Yar, after the heroism of his father, became a favouiite 
of Jahangir and in time rose to be an Amir In the end of that 
king’s reign and the beginmng of Shah Jahan’s ho attained the 
rank of 2,500, and according to old custom uas enrolled among 
the auxiliaries of Bengal Qasim IC , the governoz of Bengal, sent 
his son Hnayat UUah along with the IClian to take the port of 
Hoogly, which is one of the leading ports m Bengal The leader- 
ship and control were entrusted to the IClian He did good 
service in this victory and by his skill and bravery rooted out 
in the fifth year the tree of infidelity and of the sway of the 
Frank which had put down its veins and fibres {rag u resJia) in 
that country, and m place of the nagus^ (wooden gong) he caused 
the voice of God’s praise to resound. As a reward he received 
an increase in horsemen and in rank After that, he duimg

tlie government of Islam K. (Mashhadl) together with Islam K ’s 
brother Mir Zamu-d-din ‘Ali S'aadat K led ^ an army into Kuc 
Haja in the north of Bengal and did good service in extirpating 
the Assamese who attempted to help the ruler of Kuc Haju and 
who trespassed mto the imperial territory He reduced the 
arrogant to obedience and returned safe and full of plunder. He 
was raised to the rank of 3,000 with 3,000 horse In the same 
province (of Bengal) he died m the 23rd year, in the beginning of 
1060, 1650. He had sons and other kindred. His sons Isfan- 
diyar, Mah Yar and Zu-l-fiqar obtained suitable fiefs and appoint- 
ments m that province The second son died m the 22nd year in 
his father’s hfetime, and the third m the 26th year, after his 
father’s death Rahrnan Yar, the brother of Allah Yar, obtained 
in the 25th year, at the request of Prince Muhammad Shuja’, the 
governor of the province, the rank of 1,500 with 1,000 horse, and 
the office of the charge of Jahangirnagar (Dacca) Afterwards 
he got the title of Rashid K , and in the 29th year he had been 
appointed as Prmce Muhammad Shuja’s deputy to the charge of 
Orissa He delayed to go there and occupied himself with his 
former employment (at Dacca). When Shuja retreated before 
Aurangzeb, he went off to Bengal in a ruined condition and 
vainly tried to oppose the pursuit of M^uazzam K Khan-Khanan, 
and in the 2nd year of Aurangzeb established himself in Tanda 
in order to spend the rams there When he heard that Rashid K 
was recalcitrant and that a number of the landholders in that 
part of the country had Joined with him in opposition and that he 
wished to take the imperial fleet and join M'uazzam K , he deputed 
his eldest son Zamu-d-din® along with Saiyid ‘Alam Barha in 
order that when he (the son) came to Dacca he might arrange to 
kill Rahman Yar By fraud and pretext he (Zamu-d-din) one day

Hushdar K , darogha of the ghnsalljiciyia (piivate audiencc-room) 
and given a flag He died in the 6th yeai, 1073, 1663. 


AMAN ULLAH ICHAN ^ ZAMAN BAHADUR M 

Son and heir of Mahabat K Zamana Beg His mother be- 
longed to the IHianazads of Me\vat In contradistinction to his 
father he was adorned -with praiseworthy qualities, and was supenor 
in excellencies to his contemporaries Men w^ere astonished at 
such a father having such a son When in the 17th year of 
Jahangii, the die for overthrowing the fortune of Shah Jahan was

and between Qandahar and Ghaznin, and acquired a name as a 
raider and several times attacked Khurasan, so that the Shah of 
Persia (Shah Abbas) was alarmed ^ at him He founded a fort 2 
in the Hazarajat m order to control the Hazara tube whose seat 
{yui at) V as on the boundaries of Ghazmn, and who from old times 
paid tribute to the governor thereof. He also sent his sister’s son 
with an army to oveiav e them Thereupon the lieads of the Hazara 
tribe applied for help and redress to Khanzad K. He hastened 
with a well-equipped force against the Uzbegs^ and their leader 
(Hangtosh’s sister’s son) and a number of his followers were slam in 
battle. Klianzad K also destroyed the fort Ilangtosh by im- 
portunity got a sort of leave from Nazr Muhammad K — ^who had 
no intention of attacking the imperial territories — and in the 19th 
year prepared for battle, accompanied by a large number of Uz- 
begs and Almancls,^ at a distance^ of two los from Ghaznm 
Klianzad K , with the help of the contingent of the province, dis- 
tinguished lumself in this battle and showed devotion in lallmg 
and makmg pnsoners of the enemy They say that the elephants 
did great things in this battle Whenever the Uzbegs made an 
attack, the elephants were di’iven against them, and their horses 
took fright In short the Uzbegs could not advance and Ilangtosh 
was obliged to fly They say that m the battle an armed trooper 
was made prisoner _ They were about to kill him when he cried 
out that he was a woman When they stripped the trooper they 
found that he was a woman She stated that nearly a thousand 
women like her were m the army, and wielded swords in a mas-

the banks of the Jlielam, Khanzad was removed from his govern- 
ment of Bengal and came to court By his excellent behaviour 
he retained respect and did not deviate one ban’s bieadth from 
submission to Asaf K After Jahangir’s death, he was associated 
with Asaf K in the proceedings that were taken then. In the 
beginning^ of Shah Jahan’s reign he came from Lahore and did 
homage, and received the rank of 5,000 with 5,000 horse, the title 
of Khan Zaman and the government of Malwa in succession to 
Mozaffar K. M'amurl In the same year, when his father was 
made governor of the Deccan, he went*^ there as his father’s 
deputy After that, when in the 2nd year the government of the 
Deccan was given to Iradat K , who had the name of A'zim K,, 
Khan Zaman kissed the threshold and went off to his fief of Sam- 
bhal When Shah Jahan proceeded to the Deccan to quell Klian 
Jahan Lodi, the Khan Zaman followed him and joined Asaf K 
Yemenu-d-daula who had been appomted to chastise Muhammad 
‘ Adil Shah, the ruler of Bijapur In the 5th year at the time of 
the royal return from Burhanpur to Upper India^ the government 
of the Deccan and of Khandes was taken from A'zim K and given 
to Mahabat K who was then in charge of Delhi An order was 
issued to Yemenu-d-daula to leave Khan Zaman and his contm- 
gent m Burhanpur and to come to court with A’zim Klian and 
other officers At the same time, Khan Zaman got® possession of 
the strong fort of Galna Mahmud K the governor of the fort 
had withdrawn from obedience to Fath K , the son of Malik ' Ambar, 
because he had put to death the Nizam Shah, and wished to make 
over the fort to Sahti Bhonsla When Khan Zaman’s father 
addressed himself, in the 6th year, to the taking of the lofty fort of 
Daulatabad, the Khan Zaman came with 5000 troopers prepared 
for battle, and went to every battery that needed assistance At

and fled After the victory over the fort (Daulatabad), he was, at

fiightcncd foi my-self foi I have a wife and childicii {Lul u Lunate ) , 
to-moiiow' this day’s case may be Iheiis” At the same time he 
tendeied his lesignation in oidci that such a task as this might be 
assigned to some one else The king hung his head and w^as 
silent ^ 

In his mode ol life he had nothing in common with the iich,

He was Mil Husain, the third son of Amanat K Kliwafi On 
account of his uprightness and ability he was the companion and 
friend of his father After the lattei’s death he, as well as his 
brothers, became a favourite of the I£]ialifa-i-Rahman (the Vicai of 
God) Aurangzeb, and, though in small offices, was regarded as a 
confidant It was like “One* of the blessmos fiom the Barme- 
cides,” he inheriting all the respects that his father had High 
and low of this family were treated with the favour shown to 
Khanazads (children of the household) They say that one day 
the appreciative king appeared in public audience When the 
Klian (Amanat No 2) entered with his son the enclosuie 
{smdpaida) a chdhddi (usher) — a set of men who for the most 
part deserve on account of their mordacity and mischievousness 
the rod (cob) and are fit for the gallows^ seized the son’s hand 
and kept him back The Khan in his iviath paid no heed to the 
respect due to the jilace where he ivas, but turned round and seized 
that sauc 5 ^ fellow and went on and represented to the king ‘ ‘ If 
sons of the house are to be insulted by fellows like this, what ex- 
pectation have they of fame and honour in the king’s service ^ ’ ’ 
The king out of lespect to him dismissed the whole of the guaid of 
that day 

As the ability of the Khan made an impression on the king, 
when he, near the end of the 31st year, was at Bijapur, in the 
beginning® of the 32nd year conferred on him his father’s title and 
made him diwan of Bijapui When in the end of the 33rd j^ear 
(June 1690) he left the toivn of Badri,'* which is 17 kos north of

muni was taken, and Khan Daman ivent inside, and Amai Singh 
and othei leaders were outside, and waiting for the moinmg and 
the looters had enteied and were occuxned in looking for plundei, 
the ashes of a torch fell into the powdei magazine undei the foit,

he Avas appointed 'to accompany him Aftei an order came for

When the sovereignty came to Auiangzeb and the victorious 
army had reached Mathura, Rai Smgh did homage and went with 
Khalil UUah m pursuit of Dara Shilcoh In the battle Avitli Sultan 
Shuja’ he was m attendance on the king After the return to 
A]mere he, m order to spite Maharaja Jeswant Smgh, leceived the 
title of Rajah and a lobe of honour, an elephant and a female 
elephant, an adorned swoid, a drum, and one lac of rupees, and 
received the rank of 4000 with 4000 hoise and was made head of 
the Rathor clan, and ruler of Jodhpur He was m the altamsh 
(reserve of the vanguard) in the second battle with Dara Slukoh 
Afterwards he was appointed to the campaign of the Deccan and 
did good service along with Mirza Rajah Jai Smgh m attacking 
Siva Bhonsla’s lands and m devastating the country of the ‘Add 
Khan In the 16th year, when Khan-Jahan Bahadur Kokaltash 
was made viceroy of the Deccan, he was appointed to his van- 
guard In the 18th year, m the act of preparing for battle with 
^Abdu-l-Karim Miyana — who had drawn up his forces, — he feU ill 
and died Raorasapura outside the city of Aurangabad was 
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established by him After him, Ins son Iiidra Singh received a suit- 
able mansah and became the leader of Ins native countiy, 
ill the 22nd yeai, on the death of Maharajah Jesivant Singh, 
he received ^ the title of Rajah, a lobe of honour, a decoiated 
sword, a hoise with golden trappings, an elephant, a flag, a iogli 
and drum In the 24th yeai lie went with Sultan M'uazzam in 
pursuit of Sultan Muhammad Akbai Afterwaids he ivas foi a 
long time appointed to seive undei Riruz Jang, and in tlie 48th 
year had the lank of 3000 with 2000 horse After Auiangzeb’s 
death he went to A’zim Shah and was made an officei of 5000 
Along with Zulfiqai K he was apiiointed to meet Sultan Bidai 
Bakht who had, in accordance with an indication fiom his fathei, 
come to Ujjain but had no aimy with him India Singh liowever 
turned aside on the road and went home Har Nath Singh one of 
his grandchildren had come befoie this to the Deccan and leceived 
an estate in the pi ovince of Bihar in fief He died in 1190, 1776

faujdar of Sera used to collect more oi less revenue according to 
Ins strength, and, in the course of demanding an increase, things 
ended in a campaign Accordingly it hajipened in the time of the 
Khan (Amin) that a laige force was appointed under the command 
of the Dalawa, which is the same thing as Commander-in-Chief 
After a fight, and manful struggles on both sides, the Klian’s men 
fled on account of the superior numbeis of the enemy He him- 
self with 300 brave men stood Arm, and was near losing his life 
Suddenly, an airow (or a bullet), from his hand killed the leader 
on the other side, and defeat became victory His authority was 
established Men of every quaiter felt awe {Insah hai daslitand) of 
him, and those who lived at a distance recognized his povei and 
supremacy After waids the faujdari of Kaintil was confeiied on 
him, and in the time of Farrukh Siyar, Haidai Quli K the chief 
Diwan of the Deccan procured for him the subahdaii of Beiai

victoiy over Daud K , the Amlru-l-Umara sent one of his compa- 
nions — Asad ‘All K Julaq, whose giandfather was one of ‘All 
Mardan’s Turks — to take possession of Berai, but when the Khan 
submitted, it was restored to him When ‘Iwaz K Bahadui was 
appointed from the couit to that government, tlie Klian vent off 
to the administration of Nander Owing to gieed and injustice 
and at the instigation of the zammdais of pargana of Bodhan ‘ 
appertaimng to Nander,^ there arose an unjust quariel witli 
the fief holdei , who was Mandhata® by name, and whose fatliei 
Kanhoji vSiikiya^ was one of the Mahratta panj-hazarls, and 
had perfoimed exploits in the time of Aurangzeb Amin K got 
him into his power by means of agieements and promises,

had been made, which fixed the stain of a bad name on the 
AmIru-l-Umaia, which will last till the judgment-day The agiee- 
ment was that in the case of those estates wheie, on account of 
the strength of their position and the lesistance of the land- 
holders, the chant could not be collected, the Ainiru-l-Umaia should 
render assistance As in the faluqs administeied by the Klian not 
one dam of the chaut had been collected in some places, even in 
the time of the height of the robbers’ (the Mahrattas) success, 
the Khan m spite of the letters of the AmIru-l-Umara would not

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intercession leleased, and villages yielding Es 50,000 were settled 
upon ]iim out of Balkanda foi Ins expenses, and he spent a long 
time in the charge ^ of his son As he felt distressed by Ins contiol, 
he in the 6th ycai of Muhammad Shah came to Aurangabad and 
sought the help of ‘Iwaz K Bahadui and entoi tamed hopes of 
recovering his lents and lagir At this time Asaf Jali came from 
Upper India, and the battle with Mubaiiz K rook place From 
the necessity of the time he got fiesh encouiagement and bound

of Afghanistan and to root out the turbulent Afghans 

In the loth j^ear, on 3® Muhaiiam 1083, 21 April 1672, before 
he had tiayersed the Khybci, though news had come that the 
Afghans on hearing of his design liad closed the roads and were 
numerous as ants and locusts, lie in his arrogance made no 
account of them and went on During the march, from want of

pride wished to sacrifice ' his life, but his servants seized his lein 
and led him away Not thinking of his honour he hastened back 
in a miserable condition to Peshawar ‘Abdullah IC his worthy 
son was killed in that imbroglio The baggage was plundered and 
many men’s wives weie made prisoners The young daughter^ of 
Muhammad Amin and some of his ladies were released on pay- 
ment of heavy ransoms 

They say that after this catastrophe the Klian wrote to the 
king that what fate had decreed had occuired but that if tlie 
task were again committed to him, he would amend matters 
The king asked for advice, and Amir IC (s Khalil XJllah, Maasir J

Though Muhammad Amin was proud and self-conceited, yet 
he was one of the unique ^ of the age for honesty and truth He 
strove aftei light- thinking He had a poweiful memory In the 
end of his life, at the time when he was governor of Gujarat, he in 
a very shoit time became a Hafiz of the holy volume Conse- 
quently Aurangzeb called him Muhammad Amin K Hafiz He 
was a bigoted Imamij^a He did not admit Hindus to his pri- 
vacy If any of the great Rajahs, who could not be denied, came 
to see him, he afterwards had the house washed and the caipets 
removed, and changed his clothes 

(SAIYID) AMIR K KHAWAFI 

His name was Saiyid Mir and he was the younger bi other of 
vShaikh Mir When Aurangzeb after the first battle with 
Dara Shikoh proceeded from Agra to Delhi and on the way 
arresbed Murad BaMish, who had shown signs of presumption, and 
sent him to the foit of Delhi, he made Amir K governor of the

By the magic of his right-thinking, the leaders of that tribe spread 
out the carpet of mutual dissension and fell upon one another 
Stranger still, every one of them sought to improve his affairs by 
taking the advice of Amir K. 

They say that at one time theie were few of the Afghan 
tubes which did not rally round Imal Klian Every one in the

There was tumult and there was a great assemblage It was im- 
possible for the army of the subahdar of Kabul to cope with this 
Amir Khan was troubled and got ‘Abdullah K Kliweshgl, who 
was a leading man among the mansahcld') s and auxiliaries, and v as 
famed foi his dexterity and craft, to write a false letter to the chief 
of every tribe to this effect “ We foi a long time were waiting for 
some hidden good, and that the sovereignty might be transferred 
to the Afghans God be piaised that oui old hope has been 
realized But we aie unacquainted with the disposition of the 
person who has been raised to the thione Write to us if he be 
fit for empire , then we too shall approach him for service with 
the Moghuls is a profitless thing ’’ In reply they wrote praises of 
Tmal Khan and urged him to come in ‘Abdullah K again wrote, 
“ These qualities are excellent, but the finest thing m rule is justice 
and consideration for the subjects of every class In order to test 
him, be good enough to take the tiouble to enquire how he will 
divide the territory among the tubes if it come into his posses- 
sion If he be timid or partial, it will at once become evident ” 
The heads of the tribes acted upon his counsel and sent a message 
to Imal K He was at a stand-stay as to how he should divide a 
small country among a great number On this account there was 
a schism among them Many of the ignorant and of the general 
public went off He was compelled to make a beginning of a 
division As of course he paid attention to his own set and 
favoured those who were nearer to him, the others raised a dis- 
pute Each of the leaders went off to his own country and 
wiote letters to ‘Abdullah K forbidding him to join 

Amir K ’s wife was known as Sahibjl, and was the daughter 
of ‘All Mardan K Amiru-1-umara (the famous maker of canals) 
She was a wonderful lady for her prudence and knowledge of 
affaiis She took part in political and financial matters and 
showed excellent sense in the conduct of business They say that 
one night news came to Aurangzeb of the death of Amir K 
Immediately he sent for Irshad K , who foi a while ivas diwan 
of Kabul, and at this time was diwan of the Khalsa, and said to 
him that a heavy misfortune had occurred, viz the death of Amir 
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K. A country which was jirepared for any amount of tumult 
and disaffection was left unguaided, and it was to be feared that 
there would be a rebellion before another governor could ariive 
Irshad K insisted upon it that Amir K was alive ^ who said he 
was dead ? The king put the official report into his hands, and 
he replied, “ I admit it, but the administration of that country is 
bound up with Sahibji As long as she is alive, there is no piob- 
abihty of a disturbance ” Aurangzeb immediately wiote to that 
able administratrix, and told her to conduct affairs until the arii- 
val of Prince Shah 'Alam 

They say that as the coming and going of governors in that 
turbulent country was not devoid of danger, it seemed impossible 
that the camp of a deceased governor could depart in safety 
Sahibji so concealed the death of Amir K that there was absolutely 
no rumour of it She got a person who resembled Amir K to sit 
in an ayinadar^ palanquin and so make the journey, stage by stage 
Every day the soldiers saluted him and took leave When the 
cortege emerged from the hill-countiy, she performed the mourning 
iites 

They say that till Bahadur Shah arrived, and he was a long 
time in commg, Sahibji made great airangements for the adminis- 
tration of the country As most of the chiefs had come to mourn 
for Amir K , she kept them honourably near her, and sent mes- 
sages to the Afghans to the effect that they should act according to 
their customs and abstain from tumult and highway robbery, and 
not exceed their position “ Otherwise the ball and the field were 
leady (metaphor from polo) If I win, my name will remain till 
the judgment-day ” They felt the justice of this, and renewed 
their oaths and promises, and did not in any way piove dis- 
obedient

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lady was one day in the time of her youth passing along the 
narrow streets in her littei, a royal elephant, which was the xire- 
mier one of them all, appeared, in the height of its pride, in fiont 
of her Though the guardians of ordei wanted to turn him, the 
driver would not be restrained, foi his tribe is never without 
haughtiness, and the glory of the imperial equipage added to his 
arrogance He drove the elephant on, and though men put 
their hands to their quivers, the elephant put Ins trunk on the 
litter, and wanted to twist it and to tread it under foot ' The 
bearers threw the litter on the ground and fled That lion- 
hearted woman jumped out on to a money-changer’s shop which 
was opposite the litter, got mside, and shut the door Amir K 
for some days was moved by Indian jealousy to displeasure, and 
wanted to separate from her, but Shah Jahan rebuked him and 
said, “ She did a manly act, and saved her honour and yours If 
the elephant had twisted hei in his trunk and shown her to the 
world, how would her modesty have remained 

Amir K had no children by Sahibji, and as she fully ruled 
him, hem great secrecy kept mistresses and had many children by 
them At last this came to Sahibji’s knowledge, and she behaved 
kindly to them and brought them up Two yeais after Amir K ’s 
death and after she had administeied the affairs of Kabul she 
came to Burhanpur As permission had been given to her to go 
to Mecca she sent off Amir K ’s sons to court and hastened to the 
port of Surat Afterwards, when Amir K ’s property had been 
examined, an order was sent that Sahibji herself should come to 
court, but her ship had sailed before the order reached her As 
she spent large sums of money at Mecca, the Sharif and others 
treated her with honour The eldest son of Amii K obtained 
the title of Mir lOian and the rank of lOQO with 600 horse, 
and was married to the daughter of Bahramand K Mir Bakhsbi 
In the time of Bahadur Shah he was appointed as deputy of 
Asafu-d'daula to the government of Lahore Another of his sons 
was M Jafar ‘Aqidat K who in the time of Bahadur Shah was 
made governor of Patna, and afterwards bakhshi of Prince 
‘ Azimu-sh-shan The accounts of M Ibrahim Marhamat K and 
Isahaq Amir K — who were more distinguished than their other 
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brothers, and both of whom as well as KhadijaBegam, the wife of 
Rtih UUali K the 2nd, were by one mother — have been written 
separately The other sons did not attain so much fame For 
instance there were Hadi K. who went to Patna when Maihamat 
was Naib there, and Saif K , who was fawjdai of Purma, and 
Asad Ullah K who on the lecommendation of Nizamu-l-muUv 
Asaf Jah was made bakhshi of the Deccan

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the king desired to advance liim^ he was also aippomted superin- 
tendent of the naqqash-khana ^ In the end of bhe 28th year he 
was found ^ in fault and was removed from thh office of superin- 
tendent of the oratory ( 3 anamazyiana) In the 29th year when 
Prmce Shah ‘Alam Bahadur and Khan Jahan defeated the army 
of Abu-l-hasan, the ruler of Telang, and took the city of Haidara- 
bad, Amir K. was sent ^ (by Aurangzeb) with robes of honour and 
jewels to the prince and the leading officers Some other persons 
of note accompanied him.

]\llr Miran ^ Yezdi who, along with his father Mli Khalil Ullali, 
left Peisia on account of oppiession m the second year of Jahangii 
and came to India, the abode of security Shah Abbas Safavi 
became alienated from the Mir (Khalil Ullah) and was veiy wiath-

iitory of ‘Add Shah, the Mirza AA-^as appointed to go AAuth him The 
Avork had not been finished Avhen the times assumed anothei aspect 
and there Avas change and confusion in all the 11112101 lal territoiies 
The Miiza remained in the Deccan When Aurangzeb Avent oft 
from Burhanpur to Agra he confeiied on the Miiza the title of 
Asalat K and the lank of 4000 Avith 2000 hoise and a togh (stan- 
dard) and drums After the beginning of the leign he had an in- 
crease of 500 hoise and AA'^as sent to the Deccan He convej’-ed 
Prince Muhammad Akbai, Aidio AA'as then a baby at the bieast, and 
the ladies to the ca2iital At this time he Avent into letirement,

had with Hemu Baqqal (grocei), he as well as others took to flight 
He was imprisoned by Bairam K along with Sultan 'Ali Afzal 
Khan, and afterwards went off towards Mecca In the 5th year, 
968 (1560) he presented himself before Akbar when he was pro- 
ceeding from Maciwara to the Siwahks to make an end of the affairs 
of Bairam K After that he was always treated with kindness and 
promoted In the 6th year he received the title of Ashraf K on 
Akbai’s leturn fiom Malwa He was sent off to Bengal along 
with Mun'im K. the Khan-Khanan He died m Gaur m 983 ^ 
(1575-76) at the time of the pestilence there He attained to an 
office of 2000 He had a poetical turn and occasionally wrote

superintendent of the branding When in the 27th year Prince 
Dara Shikoh went with a large army on the Qandahar expedition, 
Ashraf had an mcrease of 500 and was made diwan of the force 
with the title of I’timad K After that he was made supeiinfcen- 
dent of the royal library In the end of the 31st jmar, when the 
reign of Shah Jahan was nearly at an end, he was made diwan and 
bakhshi of the army of Sulaiman Shikoh when that Mirza was 
appointed, under the guardianship of Mirza Rajah Jai Singh, to 
act against Shuja’ After the battle of Samugarh and the defeat 
of Dara Shikoh, when the standards of “^Alarngir were raised for 
world-conquest, Ashraf separated from Sulaiman Shikoh’s com- 
pamonship and went from Islamabad-Mathura to do homage, and

fawjdai thereof and of Gorakhpur After the battle with Shuja 
and his flight, he was appointed to assist ^IMuazzam K i\Iii Jumla 
and attached to Sultan Muhammad and directed to pursue the

He belongs fco the noble Sai 3 ids of Sava which is one of the 
old towns of Hraq The di 3 nng up of its lake • (buhaira) at the 
birth of the seal of the iiiophets — the peace of God upon him — is 
well known When the Mii first came to India he was appointed 
on the part of Asaf K MTiza J^nafar to be faujdar of Sifilkot, 
Gujaiat and the Paujab, and afterwaids became his son-in-law, 
and so became known to Jahangir After that he got promotion

left open to them, suriounded Pattan M ICoka with Qutbu-d-din 
K and othei officers — who had lately come from Malwa — hastened 
there and drew up in battle-ariay Though at fiist theie was an 
appearance of defeat, yet at last the breeze of victory blew from

In Jalaur the officers of the advance joined, and in the town 
of Balsana, five Teas fiom Pattan, Mir Muhammad K joined with 
the troops of that place Akbar divided the forces (among the 
leaders), which were in all 3000 horse, and himself remamed in 
leseive with 100 horse. He advanced without delay and arrived 
within three hos of Ahmadabad, and sounded his drums and 
trumpets Muhammad Husain M came to the bank of the river 
to get information, and asked Subhan Quli Turk who was in 
advance what army was it He said it was the royal standards 
The Mirza said, ‘‘It is fourteen days to-day that trustworthy 
scouts left him (Akbar) in the capital if the king has come in 
person, where are the wai-elephants ^ ’ Subhan Quh said, “ They 
liave spoken the truth It is nine days since the king marched 
It IS clear that the elephants could not come so qmckly ” 

Muhammad Husain M became alaimed and left Ikhti^’^aru-l- 
mulk with 6000 horse to guard the gates so that the besieged 
might be debarred from exit, and himself engaged ivitli 15,000 
41 
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liorse in drawing up the battle-array At this time the impel ial 
army crossed the nvei and encountered him The imperial van- 
guard was nearly being defeated on account of the large numbers 
of the foe when Akbar himself fell on with one hundred horse 
and routed the enemy Muhammad Husain M and then IHiti- 
yaiu-l-mulk became the harvest of the sword This has been 
described m the account of the Mirzas 

Such rapid maiches as this have been told of former princes 
in books, as, for example, the rush of Sultan Jalalu-d-din 
Mankbarni from India to Kirman, and from there to Garjistan 
(Georgia), the conquest of Qarshi by Amir Taimur Gurgan, the 
taking of Herat by Sultan Husain M , the taking of Samarkand 
by Babur Padshah But it is not hidden from investigators that 
all these princes attacked under necessity or because they saw 
that there was negligence or scant opposition Theirs was not the 
case of a king who could command two lacs of cavalry, and who 
voluntaiily, in spite of his knowing the numbers of enemies and 
the leadership of a brave bahadur like Muhammad Husain M , 
— who had already wrought deeds in battle exceeding the power of 
contempoiaries, — and this aftei a march of more than 400 current 
hos from Agia to Gu 3 aiat No such othei story has been told 
since the creation ^ 

In fine, after tins victory, the Mirza got fresh life and came 
out of the city He caught the dust of the royal army as if it 
was a salve foi his waiting eyes Next year, when Akbar went 
to Ajmeie, the Miiza came into the presence with dehght.

il^abita and Tarkhan DiAA^aiia came from Bengal to Bihar and 
took Hajqiui from the Mirza’s men and stirred up strife, the 
Mirza took leave m order to punish the Bihar lebels and then 
to address himself to the conquest of Bengal Though^ before 
the ariiA’-al of the Mirza these lebels had got their deserts fiom 
the victoiious arm}’-, and the rams began and the Mirza did not 
advance, yet AA’hen the lains had ended, he, 111 the beginning of

confusion, and Shihabu-d-din Alimad K , who was the auxihary,

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But owing to men’s foolish ideas the enterprise miscarried In 
the 32nd year the Mirza’s daughter was married to Prince Sultan 
i\lurad, and theie was a splendid feast In the end of the 34th 
year the government of Gujarat was given to him as successor of 
the Khan-Khanan The Mirza preferred Malwa and delayed to 
go to Gujarat At last in the 35th yeai he went to Ahmadabad 
When Sultan Mozaffar with the help of the Jam, the zammdar of 
Kach, and the ruler of Junagaih, stiried up strife, the Mirza in 
the 36th j'^ear came to that country, and inflicted a heavy defeat 
on the enemy In the 37th yeai the Jam and the other zamindars 
submitted, and Somnath etc — sixteen poi ts in all — came into 
possession, and the siege of Junagaih — which is the cajDital of the 
territory of Soiath — was undertaken Miyan K and Taj K the 
sons of Daulat K , the successor of Amin K Ghori, surrendered,

III, p 282) and subsequent confor- 
mity to Akbar’s innovations ‘Aziz 
I landed at Baliiwal on his return in 
November 1594 and presented himself

' A N III G55, so that he was only 
away about eight months The state- 
ment m text that he returned m the 
beginning of 1003 is apparently not 
quite correct It was in the third

Though an endeavour was made to prevent others besides her 
sons from shaving they could not be forbidden A whole tribe of 
people did the same thing At the end of this year Bahadur K , 
the ruler of Khandes, submitted through the intervention of the 
Mirza and surrendered the fort As the Mirza’s daughter was 
married to Sultan l^usrau, the eldest son of Piince Selim, and who 
was sister’s son of Rajah Man Singh, these two pillars of the 
empire used great endeavours to promote the cause of Sultan 
Khusrau Especially the Mirza — who loved him — used to say, 
“ I am wilhng that they (the fates) should convey the good news 
of his sovereignty to my right ear and should seize my soul at the 
left ear ” During Akbar’ s deathbed illness springs weie set m 
motion for the heir-apparency, but they were not successful A 
bieath of Akbar’s life still remained when Shaikh Farid Bakhshi 
and others joined Prince Selim, who at an indication from the king 
and fiom appiehensions of the plots of his ill-wishers, shut himself 
up in his house outside the fort Rajah Man Smgh came out of 
the foit with Kliusrau vith the understanding that he should 
take him with him to the province of Bengal The Khan A‘zam

When the affairs of the Deccan were not being brought to a 
conclusion owing to the discord among the officers, the Khan 
A’zam was sent there in the 5th year with 10,000 hoise Aftei- 
wards he petitioned from Burhanpur to have the affair of the 
Rana committed to him He used to say that if m this wai he 
were killed, he would become a martyi ^ In accoidance with 
his request he received the necessary equipment for the expedi- 
tion When he began the work, he repiesented that the difficult 
knot would not be untied without the coming of the royal 
standards. Accordmgly, m the Sth yeai, 1022, 1613, Jahangir 
came to Ajmeie, and at M Koka’s lequest Prince Shah Jahan was 
appointed, though the centre of the work rested on the Mirza 
But on account of his partiahty for l^usrau, he behaved impro- 
perly^ to Pnnce Shah Jahan, and so Mahabat K was sent to bring

In the 18th year M Koka was sent off as guardian and 
companion to Dawai Bakhsh, the son of Khusrau, who had been

navisl) he was deeply skilled Though he was not an Arabic scholar, 
yet he used to say that m Arabic he was an Arab’s slave-girl ® 
They say that m conversation he was unrivalled, and had a com- 
mand of striking expressions One of them was, ‘^A man said 
something, and I thought it was true He was vehement about 
it, and I began to doubt When he swore to it, I knew it was a 
lie” One of his jesting remarks was, “A man who is well-off 
needs four wives — an Traqi (West Persian) for companionship, a 
Khurasam for housekeeping, an Indian for sexual intercourse, 
and a Transoxiana one for whipping so that the others may take

sensuality, treachery and harsh language, and was exceedingly 
passionate Whenever one of his collectors came before him,* 
if he immediately paid up the money for which he was regarded 
as accountable, he was liberated, otheiwise he was beaten till the 
links of life were loosened If, after this, he survived, he was 
not further troubled, though lacs of rupees remamed in his charge 
And there was no yeai that he did not shave the heads of his 
Indian writers one oi two times They say that on one occasion 
many of them took leave to go and bathe in the Ganges. He 
said to his Dewan Kai Duiga Das, “Why don’t 3 ’’Ou go* ” He 
replied, “ The Ganges-bathmg of your slave is undei your High- 
ness’s foot ” On hearing this he stopped the jiractice of letting 
them go (to bathe) Though he was not regular m his prayers, 
he was a gieat bigot On this account he in no way gave in to 
the apostacies and impieties which the reigning king had adopted, 
and without reseive he detested and abominated them. He was 
absolutely not a time-seiver In the reign of Jahangu duiing 
the vogue of I’timadu-d-daula’s family he never went to any of 
then houses, not even to Nur Jahan Begam’s door This was 
the opposite of what the Khan-Khauan M ‘ Ah du-i -Rahman did, 
for he hurried to the house of Rai Govardhan, the Dewan of 
I’timadu-d-daulah 

As the subject of Akbar’s apostacy has been mentioned, it 
necessary to say something about it, though the matter is more 
notorious than the apostacy of Iblis (Satan) Though authors 
and news-writeis of the time have, from fear of loss and injuiy 
to themselves, ignoied the thing, yet some have made allusions to 
it, and Shaikh ‘Abdul-1-Qadir Badayuni and his like have written , 
openly about it. Accordingly Jahangir oidered that the book- 
sellers within the empire should not sell or buy the Shaikh’s

consonant with reason should prevail Most of the ‘Ulama, with 
a view to worldly advantage, took the course of assentation, and 
.of flattery The advancement of Faizi and Abu-1-Fazl was due 
to this They indoctrinated the king with rationahstic and 
sophistical {safastlyy) principles and gave the appellation of 
Inquiry (taliqlq) to the severing of the cable of the observance 
of antiquity They styled him the ‘ ‘ Assay er of the Age and the 
Mwjtahid of the Time ” As the abilities and learning of the two 
brothers were of such a high order that none of their contempo- 
laries could grapple with them, they, who in origin were no 
better than the sons of a mendicant [daiveslizada) and were m 
indigence, all at once attained to intimacy and influence with the 
sovereign Envious people — of whom the woild is evei full — and 
especially the rival midldhs who were desk-ridden {saqiqaband, and 
gave to their dislike and envy the name of “Defence of Faith” —

After Majnun'' K Qaqshal he was at the head of the Qaqshal 
officers in Akbai’s reign He distinguished himself in the cam- 
paign against Khan Zaman In the 17th year, 980, 1572, on 
the first expedition to Gujarat, Shahbaz K , the Mir Tuzuk, 
was arranging ® the troops when the tactless Turk (Baba K ) 
in his arrogance and presumption fell out with him and be- 
haved rudely to him The King, in Older to punish him and 
to correct other trangressors, ordered him to be severely chastised 
{siasat ^azzm). At the same period he, on account of his good 
service, became an object of favour After the conquest of 
Bengal, when the province of Ghoraghat (in northern Bengal) 
was assigned in fief to the Qaqshals, though, after the death of 
Majnun, the headship was nominally with his son Jabari Beg, yet 
the control was with Baba K who was the greybeard (dqsiqdl)

nivance of the head officer, the subordinates taxed even the 
minutest things (lit priced the head of an ant) Accordingly 
Baba K plainly said to Mozaffar K who was the governor of 
Bengal, that he had given Rs 70,000 in presents to the officers 
and had not yet succeeded in having one hundred horsemen 
passed In fact Mozaffar paid no attention to rectify this When, 
on account of similar grievances M^asum K Kabuli and others 
of the Behar fief-holders stirred up the dust of strife in the 24th 
year. Baba K , who was seeking for his opportumty, with some 
jagirdars of Bengal entered upon rebellion In the year 989/ 
1581, they in concert with J^aldln K shaved their heads, put 
on their caps ® and went to the city of Gaur which was formerly 
called Lakhnauti They several times fought with the imperial 
troops, and were always defeated At last they were reduced to

These two bodies recommenced disturbances and in the 25th 
year they seized Mozaffar K who had shut himself up m Tanda, 
and put him to death When for some time they were successful 
and thmgs went (lit the wheel went round) according to their 
wish, they divided the territory and distributed titles and offices 
among themselves Baba K took to himself the title of IQian- 
khanan, and gave himself the government of Bengal In the 
same year and in the midst of his success he was attacked by

battle with Lara Sliikoh at Samogaiha, which is a famous hunting- 
place, he had tlie distinction of enteiing into the service of 
Aurangzeb In the 6th year he got the rank of 5000 with 1000 
horse and received ro 5 '’al favours In the 10th yeai he obtained 
a flag and took leave to go and see his elder brother (Shaista K ) 
who was then governor of Bengal He stayed a long while m 
that country, and spent his time in enjoyment In the 15th year, 
1082, 1671, he died ^ May God have mercy upon him' He was a 
very honest man and free from anxieties He was pious and had 
a perfect love for the poor 

They say that one day he had gone off into the lanes with- 
out ceremony to see an enthusiast As this was contrary to 
the digmity of an Amir the emperor asked him by way of rebuke, 
‘^Weie any of the king’s servants with you ” He replied, 

' ‘ One was there — this ashamed one (ht this black-faced one) , 
all the others weie servants of God ” His son Muhammad Yar 
K was also the unique of the age foi his good qualities He has 
been noticed separately His daughter Fatima, Begam was the 
wife of Muftakhir K the son of Fakhi K Najm-sani In the end 
she found favour vith Auiangzeb and became Badru-n-msa, 
“Mistress of the Haiem ”

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biography of Khusrau Sultan (his second son), and his final 
fate has been mentioned in the biography ^ of 'Abdu-r-Rahman 
Sultan, it IS necessary to give in this place some account of 
his ancestors He and his elder brother Imam Quli K were 
the sons of Din Muhmmad K commonly known as Yatim Sultan 
and who was s Jam Sultan, s Yai Muhammad K , who was the 
cousin of Ha]im K , the ruler of Urgan] , the capital of Khwar- 
azm When the country of Shei ® Klian (i e Astrachan) had been 
taken by the Russians from his ancestors,'* Yar Muhammad came

siiddi (leader) and every dooi (dai) was a caucus {dathdi) and the

(Din Muhammad) that it was not advisable to make a disturbance 
about Khurasan w^hich for a hundred years had been the teriitory 
of the Persians, and of which a part was in his (Din M ’s) posses- 
sion The proper couise waste propose friendship to the kine of 
Persia, and to arrange the affairs of Turkistan, which was his old 
and hereditary possession and was without a fitting head After 
subduing that country he might without objection, if he were able 
to do so, address hrmself to the conquest of Khurasan Din 
]\luhammad K at the instigation of warhke young men for whom 
the pleasures of the government of Khurasan had not lost their 
taste, and also because in the time of ‘Abdullah K , and of the 
confusions in Khurasan, war had been successfully made against 
some of the ofiiceis of that country, thought that the contest 
would be an easy one At the Rabat Paiiyan near Pul Salar, 
wluch IS four jaisakhs (leagues) from Herat, an engagement took 
place There was a great battle * and the Uzbegs were defeated 
Nearly 5 or 6000 of the best men m the army were killed, and Din 
Muhammad fled When he came to Maiucaq weakness over- 
powered him on account of his wounds, and his companions laid 
him down m a corner in oidei that he might get repose There he 
died Some say he took refuge with one of the servants of the 
soldiers in a tent He was not recognized and was ill-treated by 
the men, and when they did recognize, him they were frightened 
of reprisals and so put him to death Payinda Muhammad Sultan

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-over to Quli] K the governor of the Panjab After one year he 
died in Lahore Wall Muhammad K came away from the battle- 
field with 30 to 40 servants without kndwmg what had become of 
his elder brother Din Muhammad and hastened to Bokhara 
There he ]omed Pir Muhammad K who was one of the relatives 
of ‘Abdullah K , but whom ‘Abdu-l-Mummhad not put to death as 
he bhought '■ him an opium-eatmg dervish because he alwaj^s spent 
Ins time in opium-shops {kohidi hhdnJid) m poveity and wretched- 
ness, but who had afterwards been seated on the masnad of 
Turan When at that time Tawakkal K Qazzaq on finding that 
Transoxiana was destitute of a powerful rulei led an army against 
it, Baqi IMuhammad (a son of Jam K ) distinguished himself in 
the battle, and received from Pir Muhammad the government of 
Samarkand Baqi Muhammad aftei behaving obediently for 
some time perceived that he was fitter for rule than Pir IMuham- 
mad and conceived the idea of being sovereign and called him- 
self Khan He also marched out from Samarkand to take Miyan- 
kal Pir Muhammad was made miserable and restless by this 
news and came to Samarkand with 40,000 horse Baqi Muhammad 
craftily had resort to supplications, but though he tried to clear 
himself it was of no avail When he found himself helpless he 
opened the gates of contest and one daj^ he came out of the 
fort and fell upon Pir Muhammad’s centre and defeated him 
He was wounded and captured and was immediately put to death 
by Baqi Muhammad’s order Baqi M then proceeded to Bokhara 
and sate upon the throne of rule By ability and courage he also 
brought under his sway Balkh and Badakhshan Yar Muhammad 
his grandfather, who was still m Qandahar, on hearing this news 
gave up the thought of going on pilgrimage and proceeded to 
Turan. Baqi M ' welcomed him with honour and seated him on 
the masnad y and had the khutba recited and com struck in his 
name But when after two years he perceived that his grand- 
father was eager'to advance, his sons ‘Abbas Sultan, Tarson Sul- 
tan, and Pir Muhammad Sultan who were not by the same mother 
as Jani K , he deprived Yar Muhammad of power, and placed Ins

succeeded to power He made over Balkh, Andakhud and their 
appurtenances — which were on this side of the Oxus — and which 
during his brothel’s time had belonged to him (i e Baqi M ) to 
his brother’s sons Imam Quli and Nazr M Sultan who were the 
sons of Din M K They for a long time were obedient to their 
uncle, but at last they on account of their youth and the instiga- 
tion of Ignorant companions became disobedient and took the 
road of rebellion They made ^ their honoured uncle suspected in 
fhe matter of rehgion on account of the commg and going of the 
Persian ambassador, and induced most of the Uzbeg officers to 
have an aversion to him At last IGiwaja Abu Hashim the 
I^wa]a of Dahbid, and Muhammad Baqi Qalm'aq who governed 
Samarkand on behalf of {az qibal) Wall Muhammad K , and 
Ilangtosh Be Ataliq who was there as his (Wall’s) auxiliary, and 
who had been vexed by the evil conduct of Wall Muhammad, 
recited the KJiutha and struck com in the name of Imam Quli and 
summoned him from Balkh He with his brother Nazr Muham- 
mad crossed the Jaihun (Oxus) and wished to come to Samarkand 
by the route of Koh-i-Tan ^ Wall M on hearing the news ga- 
thered together an army from Bokhara and blocked their path 
When they came near, as Imam Quli had not power to fight, he 
stirred up questions and brought forward charges Wall M too 
wished that tlungs should not come to fighting Suddenly, by 
accident, one mght two or three boars came out of a reed bed 
into Wali’s camp People made a noise and came out of their 
tents and proceeded to fight with them There was a great out- 
cry that Imam Quli was making a night attack, and people 
assembled m Wali M ’s enclosure No trace could be found of 
him, as he out of suspicion against his own people had withdrawn 
himself with some persons that he trusted Crowds of men 
joined the two brothers Some are of opinion that these noctur-

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nal rumours did not spring from mean and riotous fellows Ra- 
ther Wall M ’s chief officers who from unfaithfulness and avarice 
had shut their eyes to their obligations to their master and 
looked at his failure as their success raised the cry of a night at- 
tack and turned the face of hope to his enemies However this 
may be, Wall M after being for some time a spectator of the 
catastrophe went off to Bokhara in complete mortification and 
despair There too he did not see his way to settle , and went off * 
with failure to Persia 

Imam Quli having received unexpected good fortune hastened 
to Bokhara and sate upon the masnad, and gave Balkh and 
Badakhshan to Nazr M K Ai Khamm was the daughter of 
‘Ibad Ullah Sultan, younger brother of ‘Abdullah K , and was 
first mairied to ‘Abdu-l-Mumin After his death she came into 
the possession of Tsham K Qazzaq, after that she was married 
to Pit Muhammad IC , after that to Baqi M K , after that to 
Wall M K She was famed among the Uzbegs for good looks 
and beneficent influence (? yamn qadam) ^ When Wall M was 
gomg to Persia, he, on account of want of time, had left her in 
Carju foit on the bank of the Jaihun (Oxus) Imam ^Quli now 
sent for hei and wished to cohabit with her, but as she did not 
agiee, he laid his hand on the skirts of the Qazi and the Mufti 
and sought foi subterfuges No one would come forward to help 
him But one QazI who was worldly gave his religion to the 
^vlnds and gave a decree to the effect that as Wall IM K had 
shown a heretical disposition and gone out of the Muhammadan 
circle Ills wives were husbandless ^ Tliat audacious (Imam Quli) 
and incontinent one took in marriage the undivorced wife of his 
living uncle, a thing which is not allowed m any lehgion 

Wall M , who had come to Ispahan, was welcomed by Shah 
Abbas the 1st, and although he ignorantly interviewed the Shah 
from on horseback, the Shah behaved with gentleness and cor-

battle Imam Qiili fled fiom Bokhara and came to Qaitlu 
Theie he left Ai IChamm and came to Saraaicand ^Vali i\I m 
the pride of success and fiom a distracted disposition set about 
taking vengeance (on his enemies), and vithont getting togethei a 
suitable force he tiusted to the words of recalcitrants and traitois 
and proceeded against his brothel’s sons The two paitles came 
to blows at two jaisahlis (leagues) fiom vSamaicand jMany of the 
leaders turned aivay fiom fighting and Avithdiew to the real He

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^adaklishan fell to Nazi M After thiity-five yeais of soveieignty 
he (Imam Quli) in the year 1051, 1641, became blind and the 
affairs of the country fell into confusion Nazi M shut his eyes 
to his obligations towards his brother^ and set befoie himself the 
seizure of Samaicand and Bokhaia Though the Uzbegs were 
so pleased with Imam Quli’s excellent behavioui that they unani 
mously said that though eyesight (basarat) was gone, foresight 
{bash at) was' apparent, and that in spite of his blindness they 
were pleased with his rule, yet as Imam Quli was fiom the bot- 
tom of his heart willing that Nazr M should take*^ his place, they 
■were obhged to bring him to Samarcand and to recite the Wiutba 
in his name Nazr M sent him off by the route of Peisia to the 
holy place though he wished, to travel by India and did not per- 
mit any of his ladies to accompany him, not even his beloved Ai 
I£hanim He also laid hold of all his accumulated treasures 
Imam Quli in gieat distress and in company with Khwaja Nasib, 
Nazr Beg Taghai (uncle by mother’s side), Rahim Beg and I£hwa- 
jah Mirak Diwan — about 15 persons mall, Uzbegs and slaves — set 
out, and after intei viewing Shah ‘Abbas the 2nd and receiving 
his hospitality, went off to the Kaaba He then proceeded to 
Medina, and there he died ^ and was buried in the Baqi’ ceme- 
tery ^ 

As the establishment of Nazr M on the throne, the commo- 
tion of the Uzbegs and the coming of the armies of India to that 
country (Transoxiana), have been fully detailed in the accounts of 
Khusrau Sultan the 2nd, son of Nazr M , we now proceed with 
our narrative When Prince Murad Bakhsh aiiived at Balkh in 
the month of 1st Jumada 1056, June 1646, Baliram Sultan, 
Subhan Quli Sultan and some great men and nobles of Balkh 
entered ^ the victorious camp The prince sent Asalat K the 
Mir Bakhslii to bung them in, and Amiru-l-umara ‘Ali Maidan 
K received them at the door of the diwankhana The prince 
treated them with much lespect and placed them on the light

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hand of the masnad on the state eaipet {sozam) Tfe showed 
them vai]Oiis kindnesses^ and then dismissed them in order 
that they miglit go and exeit tlieinselves foi the comfortiny 
of the IChan Tlicy wcie to tell him that every kind of aid 
and SCI vice in chasti'^ing tlie malcontent^ and factions voiild 
now be tianslated fioin intention into deeds, and that until the 
settlement of the IQian, the victoiious aim} vould not set 
then feet on the skiit of repose As the foitnne of Kara 
Muhammad had come to an end, a uioiindlcs', suspicion took 
possession of him, and he announced that he was going to 
piepare a banquet foi the piince, and went oil to Brodi -^fmad 
He took some lewels and ashiafis along with him and fled with 
his two sons Subhaii Quli and Qutbiq Sultan. 'When this news 
reached the pimce he directed Bahadur K Hohilla and Asrdat 
K to pursue him, and occupied himself in making an angements 
foi the countiy and foi confiscating the Khan’s piopcity 
Twelve lacs of iiipeeswoith of lewcllccl \ easels, etc, and neaily 
2500 mares,* weie leceived into tlie royal cstabli'-hmenls Though 
the amount of his accumulations A\hieh he had himself placed 
in chests, and the details of wdiich w'cie wiittcn in his own 
hand and left by him theie, and the keys ot wdiich weic always 
kept by him weie not found, 3 'ct fiom the verbal statements 
of the clerks it appeared that his treasuies amounted to seventy

BadaWidian, and on his fathei’s death went to Balkh and ac- 
quired learning In his sixteenth yeai he enteied the service of 
Jiiinat Ashiyani (Humayun) and grew daily in the shadow of his 
favour, till at length he became his companion and an Amir He 
hazarded his life in the disaster of Qanau] and went towards 
Sambhal There he was received with kindness by Raja Mitr Sen, 
who was one of the impoitant landholders of that country, m the 
town of Lakhnur When Sher Khan heard of this news, he sent 
for him and had a meeting with him on the road to Malwa Sher 
K rose up and embiaced him He sought to attract him by en- 
ticing words, and lemarked, “Whoever acts sincerely does not 
err” Bairam answered, “So it is, whoevei acts smcciely shall 
not go astray ” Near Burhanpur he after a thousand difficulties 
and with the help of Abu-1-qasim governor of Gwaliyar made his 
escape and went off to Gujarat On the road Sher Khan’s am- 
bassador, who was coming from Gujaiat, heard of him and sent 
men and had him and Abu-l-qasim — who was of distinguished per- 
sonal appearance — arrested Bairam K out of high spirit and com - 
age objected, saying, “ I am Bairam K ” Abu-1-qasim out of gener- 
osity said “ This is my servant, and he wants to devote himself 
for me ” They withheld their hands fiom him and so Bairam K 
escaped and went to Sultan Mahmud in Gujarat Not recognizing 
Abu-1-qasim, they put him to death Sher K used often to say 
that “When Bairam K said, ‘Whoever is sincere, shall not go 
astray,’ I perceived that he would not arrange matters with us ” 
Sultan Mahmud Gujarati also tried to wm him, but Bairam would 
not consent He took leave to go on pilgrimage and came to the 
blessed ^ port of Surat and from there he went to the country of 
Hardwar * With the idea of serving Jinnat Ashiyani he took the 
road to Scinde and on 7 Muharram 950, 13 April 1543, at the 
time when Humayun had returned from the country of Maldeo 
and was in the town of Jtin — which was on the bank of the Indus

By chanco on the day that he came to Jun he had to appear on 
the battle-field before he could pay his respects to Humayun, for 
the latter’s forces had a fight with the Ar^unians Bairam took 
part in the fight and fought bravely so that the soldiers thought 
he was a heaven-sent ally WJien it appeared that lie was Bairam 
K theie came a cry of ]oy In the expedition to Persia he was 
the best and most faithful of servants The king of Pei=;ia also 
admired his abilities and loyalty As that sovereign sometimes 
feasted with Humayun for the sake of enjoyment, and sometimes 
had a hunting party with him, he, one day, when theie was a display 
of polo and of tilting {qahh atidazi), gave him (Bairam) the title of 
]^an After the return from Persia he was sent with a letter of 
royal advice and a firman of favoui to IMiiza Kamran He con- 
sidered within himself that it would not be right to present the 
two resciipts to Kamran who would doubtless be sitting, and 
whom it would be difficult to induce to pay the respect of rising 
up to receive them He therefore took a copy of the Koran in 
his hand and tendered it as a present. The ]\Iirza stood light up 
out of respect to the volume, and just then Baiiam presented 
the two documents When Humayun after taking Qandahar 
made it over to the Persians according to the promise he had 
made to the Shah and decided upon conquering Cabul, it became 
necessary to have a place of safety foi his family and domestics 
Accordingly he took Qandahar by force from the Persians, and 
made it over to Bairam K and wrote to the Shah a letter of 
apology saying, Bairam K is the trusted servant of both of us 
We have made over the fort to him ” 

When in the year 961, 1554, some make-bates spoke to the 
king untrue things about Bairam K , he came to Qandahai and 
ascertained that the repoits were false He treated him gra- 
ciously, and Bairam became in the expedition to India the best of 
all the leaders and was a forefighter in battle, and was victorious 
Especially, in the battle of Maciwara, when with a few men he 
attacked a numerous army of Afghans and defeated it He ob- 
tained the paiganas of Sirhind, etc in fief, and received the lofty 
titles of Yar Wafadar (the faithful friend), Baradur Neku-siyar 
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( well-conditioned bi other) and Farzand S'aadatmand (auspicious 
son) In the yeai 963, 1556, he was made the guardian of Prince 
Muhammad Akbar, and was appointed to suppiess Sikandar 
K Sui, and to manage the affairs of the Panjab In the same 
year on 2 Rablu’-l-akhii , Friday, 14 February 1556, when Akbar 
sate upon the tliione in the town of Kalanur, Baiiam was made 
Vakilu-s-sultanat He had the control of affairs, and had the 
title of Khan-^^ianan and was styled m coriespondence Klian 
Baba. In the year 965, Decembei 1557, Selima Sultan Begam, 
whom Humayun had promised to Ban am, was given to him in 
marriage She v as the daughter of Mirza Nuiu-d-dln Muhammad, 
and the niece (half-sistei’s daughtei) of Humayun M Nuru-d-dln 
was the son of Alau-d-din Muhammad who was the son of Khwaja 
Husain known as theKliwajazadaof Caghanlan, and who was great- 
grandson of Kliwaja Hasan Attai, who was the immediate son 
of Khwaja Alau-d-din who was the successoi (khalifa) of Khwaja 
Naqshband The daughter of Shah Begam, the daughter of ‘Ali 
Shukr, the gieat-great-grandfathei (text, third grandfather) of 
Bairam, who was in the household of (i e was married to) Sultan 
Mahmud the son of Sultan Abu S‘aid, had been married to the 
Khwajazada It was on account of this connection that Babur

gave his daughter Gulbarg * to M Nuru-d-din, and for the same 
reason was this marriage made The Begam (Selima) had a

Good God ' In spite of this proximity, solidarity, influence, 
and all that wisdom, experience, abundant loyalty, and devotion, 
some marks of the caprice of fate appeared upon the tablet of 
manifestation, so that the disposition of Akbar became alienated 
from that great man In fact stnfemongers who weie full of 
envy, out of spite and self-inteiest, exaggeiated matters (lit made 
one a bundled) and pei verted the feelings of the young monarch 
Also flatterers and ovei turners of houses altered the nature of the 
aged Amir, so that he did not pav Akbar the defeience that was 
due to him For instance, one daj^ Bairam was taking an airing 
on the river Jumna, and one of the royal elephants rushed into 
the water and made for Bairam’s boat Though the driver by 
gieat efforts got him under contiol, the Khan Klianan suspected 
something, and was much distuibed The king, out of considera- 
tion for him, sent the driver to him, and Bairam without paying 
regard to court-rules, put the driver to death The king was much 
displeased , and determined to free himself from his mimstei 
Accordingly, he in 967, 1560, left Agra on pretence of hunting 
and went off to Delhi When he aiiived there he summoned the 
officers, and, on the recommendation of Maham Anaga, Shihabu- 
d-dln Ahmad K was appointed to the charge of affaiis The 
Khan Khanan wished to present himself, but Akbar sent him a 
message that he could not see him at this time, and that it would 
be bettei for him not to come Some are of opmion that the king 
did go off m order to hunt, and that when he came to Sikandai- 
abad in the Delhi district, Maham Anaga instigated him to gallop 
off to Delhi to wait upon his mother Miriam-Makani There was 
no cloud then on his heart with regard to Bairam K though sin- 
ful and envious people were trying to produce such a feeling, and 
said things to him with this object, and Adham K and his mother 
were especially active in this respect But as the idea of Bairam 
K ’s unsullied loyalty was firmly rooted in the royal mind such

The strifemongeis, who had their opportunity, at this time 
implanted ideas of alienation In short Baiiam himself from a 
right conception of the situation sent the insignia of office along 
with the principal officers to court and asked permission to go on 
pilgrimage Afterwards at the whisperings of some evil-disposed 
persons he proceeded to Mewat When it was reported that the 
royal army had gone in pursuit of him, all the king’s servants left 
Bairam , and he sent the tumdn-togh, the standaid, the drum and 
other insignia of office to court by his sister’s son Husain Quli 
Beg He wrote to the officeis who had been told to pursue him 
that he had withdrawn his hands from everything, and asked why 
they tormented him He had foi a long time desired to visit the 
holy shrines , now the thread of the accomplishment of his desire 
had fallen into his hands The officers weie obliged to return 
As Rai Maldeo the Rajah of Jodhpur ivas on the road to Gujarat 
(i e his lands lay on the way) and was on bad terms with Bairam , 
the latter went from Nagor to Bikanir Rai Kalyan Mai the 
landholder of that place came before him with loyalty and gave 
him hospitality At this time a report aiose that Mulla Pir 
Muhammad had come from Gujarat and had been ordered to follow 
Bairam Stiifemongers stiried up Bairam, and by exciting him 
to resistance made him turn back to the Panjab Owing to the 
deceitfulness of foolish talkers he removed the veil from his ac- 
tions, and set his face towards the Panjab He busied himself in 
collecting men, and wrote to the various officers, “I intended to 
go to the Hijaz, but when it became known that Maham Anaga

luin, it occuired to me that I should fii\st punish those evil-doeis 
and then proceed on the blessed pilgiimagc^ and also that I should 
lay hold of Mulla Pii Muhammad Shirwani, who has now obtained 
a flag and has been appointed to expel me ” 

In short all these things having initated him he became 
overpoweied by Aviath, and could not lestiam himself Stiife- 
mongeis too got their opportunity and aggravated his disposition 
still moie When the lebelliousness of the Khan-IClianan became 
manifest, Akbai sent on the Atga Ivlian in advance and also set 
out himself fiom Delhi At that time the Klian-IClianan was 
scheming to take Jalandhar Wlien he heaid that the Atga 
I£lidn was coming, he advanced to meet him Aftci a severe en- 
gagement he was defeated and took lefiige m Talwaia — a strong 
place in the Sivalik hills — with Ganesh the Rajah thereof When 
the report of the aiiival of Akbar’s army leached the hill-country, 
his men came out of the fort and fought They say that in that 
encounter Sultan Husain Jalair of the king’s army Avas killed, and 
that his head Avas cut off and brought to the Khan-Klianaii He 
burst into tears and said, “My life is not Avoith my being the cause 
of the .killing of such men ” In great grief he sent his slave 
Jamal Ivlian to H M and begged forgiveness of his offences 
Akbar sent Munhm K Avith other officers into the hills in order 
that they might assure him of safety and bring him into the 
Presence In Muharram of 968, October 1560, the 5th year of 
the reign, Bairam came into the camji, and all the officers received 
him with honour When he came before Akbar he had a hand- 
kerchief (rupak) round his neck and he flung himself at the king’s 
feet, and Avept greatly Akbar with consummate giaciousness em- 
braced him and removed the handkerchief from his neck He en- 
quired after his health and bade him be seated according to the 
established custom (i e on Ins right hand) He also presented him 
with a glorious robe which he himself Avas Avearmg and gave him 
leave to visit the holy shrines 

When he came to the city of Pattan in Gujarat, which Avas 
formerly known as Nahrwa’a, he remained there for some days in 
order to rest his cortege At that time Musa Khan Fuladi Avas 
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governor of that city, and a number of Afghans had collected 
about him Among them^ one Mubarak K Loham, whose father 
had been killed in the battle of Maciwara, cherished the idea of re- 
venge Also the Kashmiii wife of Selim Shah was in the caravan 
with her daughter by him She intended to go to the Hijaz, and 
it was arianged ' that the daughter,should be married to Bairam’s 
son The Afghans weie also displeased at this On Fiiday 14 
Jamada-l-awwal, 31 Januaiy 1561, Baiiam went boating on the 
lake which is the recieation-giound of the city, and is known 
as the Sahas Lang, because there are a thousand idol-temples on its 
banks When he was disembarking from the boat that savage 
lepresented that he had come to pay his lespects, and during the 
interview he struck him with his dagger and killed him The 
Khan-Khanan uttered the kalma Allah Akbar and departed from 
this world and obtained the martyrdom which he had long prayed 
for, and had begged fiom the men of God They say that for 
j^ears he had never omitted to shave and bathe on Wednesda 
in accordance with the intention of martyrdom, and that on 
such occasion a simple-minded Saiyid, who had heard of this, said'^" 
him as he left the assembly, We shall repeat the fatiha with t^^ 
intent that the Nawab obtain martyrdom ” Bairam smiled ar'^ 
said, “ Mir, what kmd of sympathy is this ?

Timui At such a ciisis when Humayun was removed befoie his 
empiie was stablished and the prince was young and inex- 
perienced, and all the territory excejit the Panjab had been lost, 
and when the Afghans were numerous and were raising the stan- 
dard of empire, and in every hole and comer, waiters upon events 
were beating the drum of opposition, and the Ohaghatai officers 
who were not well affected towaids staying in India were advising 
a departure to Kabul, and Mirza Sulaiman had seized his opportu- 
nity and recited the Khutba in his own name in Kabul, Bairam, 
by the sole influence of his courage, firmness, and excellent

He was Mir Bakhshi in the time when Shah Jahan was a 
prince, and was then one of his piincipal officeis He held high 
office and had the title of Klian Hauran When the prince on ac- 
count of the treachery of Rustam K Shighall turned back before 
Sultan Par viz and crossed the Narbada, he took the boats to his 
own side and made the ferries strong with cannon and muskets, 
and left Bairam Beg in charge on the bank of the river, and has- 
tened off to Burhanpur When Mahabat K ai rived with Sultan 
Parviz at the river-bank he proceeded to engage Ban am Beg 
There was a battle of guns and muskets on both sides, and when 
Mahabat K saw that crossing was difficult, he had recourse 
to craft He wrote to the Sian-Khanan M 'Abdu-r-RahIm

Youngei brotlier of Siidai K Kotwal In the 23id yeai of 
Auiang^eb he leceived the title of Hajvit K In the 2Sth yeai 
he leceived the chaige of the palace-guaids [amahal-i-liajt cauliy 
in succession to IMir ‘Abdu-1-Kaiim Afterwards he was made 
dawglia of the glmslhliana of j\Tiihammad j\T‘iiazzam commonly 
known as Shah ‘Alam When duimg tlie siege of Bijainir the 
disposition of the king suspected the piince of disloyalty and

the landholdei of Baglana, and fiom there he went to Gujaiat to 
Cingez K and Sliei K Gujaiati Aftei that he went to Nizamu- 
1-mulk m the Deccan, and being unsuccessful evciywheie, he took 
lefuge with Rana Udai Singh In the 16th yeai Akbai sent Hasan 
K Khazanci to make him hopeful of favour and to bung him into

The fort is famous for its stiength It lies in the hill-countiy 
north of Lahore The belief of the landholders of the Paniab is 
that no one but God knows when it was built During all this time 
it had never passed out of fche hands of one tribe No stranger’s 
hand had ruled over it Among Muhammadan Sultans, Sultan 
Piruz Shah went with all his grandeur to take it When he found 
that this was impossible,' he had to be content with an interview 
with the Ra]ah of it, and to withdraw his hand They say that 
the Ra]ah took the Sultan and a numbei of his folio weis inside 
the fort to a feast The Sultan said to the Ra]ah that it was 
indiscieet to introduce him to the foit if he and his followers were 
now to attack him, what could he do The Rajah made a sign to 
his men, and immediately crowds upon crowds of aimed men came 
out of ambushes The Sultan became apprehensive, but the Rajah 
represented that nothing but obedience was in his mind, but 
still it was right to take precautions No Delhi Sultan had ever 
succeeded after this in taking the fort 

Akbar, with all his appetite for conquest, and length of reign, 
did not succeed in taking Kangia, though the country adjoined 
his dominions Once when the Rajah of it had become an object 
of censure, Akbar made over the country to Rajah Birbar and 
appointed an aimy under Husain Quli K Khan Jahan, the govei- 
nor of the Panjab While he was pressing the siege, there arose 
the rebellion of Ibrahim Husain Mirza The Khan Jahan was 
compelled to make peace with the Rajah and to go after Ibra- 
him After that, Rajah Jai Ghand, the loid of the fort, showed 

pioper respect for the emperor by continually sending tribute, and 
doing homage 

In the beginning of the 26th year, 990,- 1582, when Akbar 
was marching towards the Indus, he went to see the wondeis of 
the temple of Nagaikot, which has from old time been a place of 
pilgi image At the first stage Rajah Jai Ghand did homage

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"When Akbar halted foi the night at the town of Desuha, which 
was in Rajah Bir Bat’s fief, the spiritual form,' of which strange 
stories are told, appeared to him in a dream She rehearsed the 
greatness of the empeior, but warned him against his intention 
In the morning he related his dream and turned back His 
followers, who had been wearied by the difficulties of the road, 
and the luggedness of the defiles, but had been afraid to make any 
remonstrance, weie greatly delighted at his change of plan 

When Jahangii came to the throne he resolved to take Kan- 
gra and in the first place sent Shaikh Parld Murtaz a K , who was 
the governor of the Panjab, to take it He died before he had

The foit IS situated on the top of a lofty hill, and has 23 
bastions and 7 gates Its inner circuit is one hos and 15 tanahs 
Its length is a quarter kos and two tanabs, and the breadth is more 
than 22 tanabs, and less than 15 Its height is 114 cubits There 
are two large tanks inside The temple ® of Mahamaya is near the 
city, and is known as Dui ga Bhavanl It is regarded as a repre- 
sentative of the deity Pilgrims come to it from a distance and 
obtain their hearts’ desire A strange thing is that in older to 
obtain their wishes they cut their tongues, and that some of them 
have their tongues restored in a few hours, and others, after one or 
two days Though physicians regard the tongue as capable of re- 
growth, yet its restoration in so short a time is very extraordinary 
In the legends they call the goddess Mahadev’s wife (viz Maha- 
maya), and the learned of the sect represent his energy by this 
name 

They® say that on seeing the evil she had done (to her

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husband) she committed suicide, and that her body fell in four 
places Her head and some of her mombeis fell towards Kam- 
laj m the northern hills of Kashmh, and this place is called 
Sarada * Other portions fell neai Bijapur m the Deccan That 
place IS called Tulja Bhavam The place to the eastwaid wheie 
portions fell is called Kamrikhya The place uhere portions 
remained on the oiiginal spot (of the suicide) is called Jalandhar! 
This IS the place (near Kangra), and near it flames buist out 
Some places burn as if thej^ weic tallow , and this is called J rdamuldii 
It IS visited by pilgiims, and they tlnow various things into the 
flame and diaw favourable omens fiom this On the top they have 
built a loft}’’ dome, and theie is a great assemblage of people 
Apparently it is a sulphui mine, but the common people regard it 
as a miracle Even Muhammadans gather theie, and some of them 
take part in the spectacle 

Some say that when Mahadev’s wife ended her life, he out of 
excessive grief carried the body about foi a while When the 
cohesion of the membeis was dissolved, portions fell in various 
places They worship at each place in proportion to the dignity 
of the member that fell there As the breast fell there (at 
Kangra), that is legaided as the holiest of the places Some say 
that a stone which the infidels used to worship was removed by the 
Muhammadans and thrown into the river Afteiwaids a cheating 
brahman showed another stone as that one Afterwaids, the Ra- 
jah, either out of simplicity, or from cupidity — ^for much was ob- 
tamed from offerings — set up this stone in the village It is written 
m histones that when Sultan Elruz Shah came to this neighbourhood 
he heard that the brahmans had from the time when Alexander Zu- 
l-Qarnln came there, set up an image of Naushaba and worshipped 
it The Sultan took the image and sent it to Medina It was cast 
into the highway in order that it might be trodden under foot. 
Eerishta^ relates that there were in this temple 1300 books written 
by brahmans of old times Sultan Firuz Shah sent for the learned 
men of the sect and had portions translated Out of these

When Rajah Bibramajit^ after the taking of Kangra, joined, 
with a well-equipped force, Shah Jahan m the 15th year, news came 
that the Deccan rulers had, on hearing that Jahangir had gone off 
to Kashmir, become refractory, and extended their feet beyond 
their proper limits Especially, Malik ‘ Ambar had done this, for he 
had taken possession of the territories of Ahmadnagar and Bera'’, 
The imperial servants, who were gathered together m Mahakar, 
had contended with the enemy, but from want of provisions had 
gone to Balapur, where too they could not maintain them- 
selves They had gone to Burhanpui and joined the IQian 
Khanan The enemy had attacked the imperial dominion and be- 
sieged Burhanpur As the settlement of the troublous Deccan de- 
pended upon Shah Jahan, he went off there with the great officers 
in this year of 1030, 1621 

After Shah Jahan had reached Burhanpur, five armies of 
30,000 cavalry were dispatched to put down the rebels, under the 
command of Darab K , ‘Abdullah K , il^waja Abu-l-Hasan, Rajah 
Bikramajit, and Rajah Bhim Though Darab was nominally 
Commander-in-Chief, yet in reality the whole * management was 
in the hands of Rajah Bikramajit The Rajah marched in eight 
days from Burhanpur to Khirkl — which was the residence of Nizam 
Shah and Malik ‘Ambar — and thoroughly destroyed that city. 
When Malik ‘Ambar saw destiuction in the mirror of his situation 
he approached the Rajah with representations of repentance and 
humility It was agieed*^ that lands of, the value of 14 krors 
of dams out of the lands of the Deccan which remamed in 
the possession of the Deccanis should be given up, together 
with lands which were imperial property, to the imperialists, and 
that 50 lacs of lupis should be paid as tribute from the ‘Adil- 
shahi and Qutbshahls, and that the Rajah should return with all 
the troops to the town of Tamaini (?) and encamp there The

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Ra]ali m accordance with Shah Jahan’s oiders built near that 
town and on the bank of the liver known as Khaiak Puma a very 
strong fort and called it Zafrnagar He spent the lainy season 
there 

When Shah Jahan had settled the Deccan, time played 
another game The particulais are that when Nur Jahan got 
complete sway and had control of political and financial matters, 
and nothing but the name of king lemained to Jahangir, she fell 
athmkmg that if Jahangii’s long illness ended in his death, the 
empire would become Shah Jahan’s Though he was perfectly 
friendlj^ to hei, how would he permit her to exercise all this power ^ 
Therefore she maiiied the daughtei that she had by Sherafgan 
to Sultan Shahiiyai, the youngest son of Jahangir, and set about 
patronizing him She became hostile to Shah Jahan and turned 
Jahangir’s feelings that way also So he was sent for to court for 
the affair of Qandahar When he came to Mandu he wrote to 
his father that on account of the mud and slush of i\Ialwa it 
was advisable to lemain in ]\Iandu till the end of the rains. 
As the Shah of Peisia had to be opposed, it was necessary to 
collect equipments, and he asked that fort Ranthanbhur might 
be assigned for the haiem and for the families of the officers 
Also that the piovince of Lahoie, which was on the road to 
Qandahar, might be given to him in fief in order that he might 
have facilities for collecting jnovisions, etc He also asked that 
until the teimination of the expedition he might have the appoint- 
ment and removal of officers 

The Begam, who was all powerful, lepresented these requests 
as improper and made Jahangir believe that the prince’s design 
was to take possession of the empire She so worked upon 
Jahangir that he assigned the Qandahar expedition to Shahriyar, 
and took away the fiefs that Shah Jahan had in Uppei India, and 
summoned his officeis to court Though Jahangir perceived the 
evils of these oiders he could not help doing what pleased the 
Begam He did whatever she said At last it came to fighting 
On the one side Jahangir left Delhi, and on the other side the 
prmce came to Biltichpur There were only ten kos between 
them. The prince’s confidants repiesented that things had got 
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beyond a peaceful settlement, Jahangir would not be quiet The 
prince’s army was better in quantity and quahty than the 
emperor’s, and they should engage The prince replied that he 
could not behave so presumptuously, and in a way that was dis- 
pleasing to both creature and Creator If H M were defeated 
and he obtained the victory, what advantage would he get from 
such a sovereignty ^ And what pleasure would it give him ^ His 
only desire was that the evil advisers and stirrers up of strife 
might be punished 

At last it was arranged that the prince should turn aside to 
the left to a distance of 4 or 5 kos and halt in Kotlah which is in 
Mewat, and that three forces under the charge of Darab K , 
Ra]ah Bikramajit and Rajah Bhim should attack and devastate 
the country round about the imperial camp, and so prevent the 
coming in of supplies Possibly, this would lead to peace When 
Asaf K on behalf of the king came m front of the prince’s troops, 
with ^Abdullah K. m the vanguard, the latter had previously said 
that when an encounter took place, he would join the prince’s 
troops No one knew of this except the prince and the Rajah 
‘Abdullah m accordance with the agreement urged on his horse, 
and the Rajah perceiving this went to Darab K to inform him 
Suddenly Nawazish K , son of S‘aid K Ghaghatai — who was in 
the imperial vanguard — thought that ‘Abdullah was making a 
charge He too urged on his horse and his contingent He fell m 
with the Rajah who was coming back with four or five men from 
seeing Darab He hastened to oppose Before assistance came up 
a bullet struck his temple and he gave up the ghost Both sides 
withdrew from fighting and returned to their own place The 
Rajah had attained the rank of 5000 personal and horse, and there 
was no greater officer than he in the prince’s service His brother 
KunharDas was his deputy in Ahmadabad 

(RAJAH) BIR BAHADUR 

Son of Bahroji Sirkar (^), which is a section of the tribe of 
Dhangar His ancestors lived in the neighbourhood of Anagundi *

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on the banks of the Tungabhadra, and which was formerly a seat 
of kings It chanced that they had to move fiom there and come

(RAJAH) BIRBAR" 

His name was Mohesh Has, and he was a brahman and a bard 
(badfarosJi) In Hindi such a person is called a Bhat This set of 
men are the panegyrists of the wealthy Though Mohesh Has was 
without means and was m distressed circumstances, yet he ivas a 
congeries of eloquence and understanding By his abilities he be- 
came a favourite with his contemporaries, and when by his good 
fortune he entered into Akbar’s service, he became by his wit and 
humour one of the favourite companions, and gradually took the 
lead of aU the other intimates As he was skilled m the composi- 
tion of Hindi verses, he received the title of Kab Rai, which re- 
sembles the phrase Mahku-sh‘ aara (king of poets) When in the 1 8th 
year the king was displeased with Rajah Jai Cand, the Rajah of 
Nagarkot, and imprisoned him, his son Budh Cand, who was young 
in years, assumed the position of his father’s representative and 
enteied on the path of rebellion The kmg presented the territory 
to Kab Rai, who had a fief there, and issued an order to Husain 
Quli K , the Khan Jahan and governor of the Panjab, to the effect

When the Rajah came to Lahoie, Husain Quli K and the 
fief-holders led an army against Nagarkot and besieged it By 
chance, just when the gariison had got into difficulties, the dis- 
turbance of Ibrahim Husain M broke out, and as the suppression 
of it became the pressing woik of the hour, the taking of the fort 
had to be put off. On the recommendation of the Rajah, Husain 
Quli had to be content with receiving a tribute of five mans of 
gold from Budh Cand, with reciting the khutba and having coins 
struck m Akbar’s name, and wuth laymg the foundation of a mos- 
que in front of the gate of the fort of Kangia When in the 30th 
year 994, 1586, Zain K Koka was appointed to chastise the Yusuf- 
zai — ^who aie a large tribe in the hiU-countiy of Bajaur and Swad— - 
he after ravaging Bajaur came to Swad, which lies to the north of 
Peshawar and east of Bajaur, and is forty hos long and 5 to 15 hos 
broad, and has 40,000 householders, and punished it 

As the army was weaned out by traversing the defiles , he asked 
the king for reinforcements S Abu-1-fazl m his zeal and devo- 
tion begged to be placed on this service, and Akbar cast lots 
between him and Rajah Birbar As it happened, the dice gave the 
name of the Rajah After he was appointed, Akbar, out of cau- 
tion, sent after him an army undei the charge of Hakim Abti-l-fath. 
When both leaders had entered the hill-country, although there

gether, the Rajah, who was also previously on bad terms with the 
Hakim, spoke with flippancy and rudeness, and ended with con- 
tumely and abuse 

In fine, the mist of dissension arose between them, and each, 
from envy, tried to discredit the other’s opinion At last, on 
account of presumption and discord it came to then entering the 
defile of Balandi without proper arrangements The Afghans 
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ovei whelmed them from every side with stones and airows In 
the confusion^ men, hoises and elepliants got mixed, and a large 
number of men lost their lives Next day they made an ill-con- 
certed maioh, and in the daikness they got entangled in defiles, 
and many weie killed Rajah Birhar also fell 

They say that vhen they came to ICarakar some one said to 
the Rajah that the Afghans intended to make a night-attack, and 
that if he could get through the defile — which was less than thiee 
or foul kos long — the danger of the night attack would be at an 
end The Rajah withoutmfoimmg Zam-K Koka, started off at the 
end of the day, and the vhole army followed him, and what was 
to happen, happened A great defeat befel the ro}^! army, and 
nearly 8000 men vith some officers and notables were killed in 
those two days Though the Rajah tiied all he could to get out, 
he was killed 

Whenever any one m his ingratitude and incogmtion of what 
is light treads the path of calumny instead of rendering thanks, he 
soon IS pierced by the thoinbiake of the results of his actions 
They say that the Rajah whilst traversing these mountains was 
continually frowning in his heart and his brow, and would say to 
his confidants that the times seemed out of joint that he should 
have to accompany the Hakim and assist the Koka m traversing 
hills and deserts What would be the end of it all ^ He did not 
perceive that the furtherance of his mastei’s projects and the 
carrying out of his commands was the mam thing and the 
source of good Though it might be a cause of dissatisfaction, it 
was evident that Zam Khan, on account of his fosterage and rank, 
was the superioi, and that the Rajah had only latteily attained the 
rank of 2000 But his presumption was caused by his companion- 
ship and intimacy with the king 

They say that on receiving the news of Biibar’s death, Akbar 
lefiamed for two days from eating and dunking, and the letter of 
sorrow which he wrote to the Khan-Khanan 'Abdu-r-Rahim, and 
which appears among S Abul fazl’s letters, shows what a place 
the Rajah had m the king’s heart, and how close his connection 
with him was Accordingly, after expressions of praise, and men- 
tion of his loyahty, he says, “ Alas, a thousand times, that the wine 
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of this wine-cellar has become lees, and t]iat this sugarcane 
has become poison The ivoild is a deceiving and thirst-pioducing 
mirage, and a station full of heights and hollows. Crapulousness 
follows the drinking at this feast Some obstacles have prevented 
me from seeing the body with my own eyes so that I might testify 
my love and affection for him ”

his arm against the Imperial terntoiies^ thinking the expedition of 
the Emperor to the distant countiy of Kashmir a good opportu- 
nity, most of the officers left their stations (thanahs) and collected 
near Daiab Klianjai K , the governor of Ahmadnagar, took le- 
fuge in the fort, and Daiab having equipped his foices pioceeded 
towards the Balagliat ‘Ambar’s banditti [haiglan) ‘every da\ 
piowled lound him and theie were repeated fights, in all of which 
the evil-fated foe was defeated and slam 

One day Daiab took with him well-mounted cav^alieis and 
attacked Ihe enemy’s quarters, and a gieat fight ensued He was 
victoiious and returned to camp with much booty Aftei that, 
the enemjT’ so bailed the coming in of com that the tioops weie 
leduced to distiess, and Daiab was compelled to leave the defiles of 
Rohankheia and to come down to Balapur to encamp When the 
tyianny of the Cossacks of the Deccan pioceeded so fai that they 
ciossed the Narbada and plundeied the estates in Malwa, Prince 
Shah Jahan again was sent to the Deccan, and in the 16th year 
halted at Buihan 2 Dui The victoiious army attacked and devas- 
tated the Nizam Shahi teiiitoiy up to the Godaveiy, and sacked 
Khirki which was the lesidence of Malik 'Ambar One day befoie 
the army ainved, he had ciept into the foit of Daulatabad along 
with the Nizamu-1-Mulk Malik ‘Ambar was compelled to sue 
foi peace and agreed to pay fouiteen hwis of dams for the estates 
adjoining the imiDeiial territories, and fifty lacs of rupees as tri- 
bute In the 17th year the Piince in accoi dance with his father’s 
summons left the Deccan foi the Qandahar campaign in company 
with the Klian-Khanan and Darab 

When juggling Time started another game and there oecuried 
a cloud between the Emperoi and the Prinee to sueh an extent 
that theie was maishallmg of foices and eontention, the Prinee, 
fiom a recognition of duty, did not confiont the Imperial aimy 
and turned aside Rajah Bikiamajit — who was his chief suj;)- 
jioitei — faced the Imjpeiial army along with Darab As it chanced, 
in the melee the Rajah was killed by a musket-shot, and the army 
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became disoiganized Daiab could not. maintain liis ground, 
turned back and joined the Prince. 

When Shah Jahan was constrained to send the Khan-K]ianan 
fiom Burhanpui to Mahabat K foi the purpose of coming to 
teims, and that old man washed the roll of loyalty and fidelity in 
the waters of foigetfulness^ and joined the enemj’^, Daiab with the 
children and grandchildren of the I^an-Klianan were impiisoned 
When Bengal came into Shah Jahan’s possession and he aimed at 
the conquest of Bihar, he again received Darab into favoui and 
made him Governoi of Bengal, but kept with himself as hostages 
Darab ’s wife, one daughtei and one son, and his nephew When 
the prince after the battle of tlie Tons ' (neai) Benaies proceeded 
by the same route back to the Deccan, he sent an oidei to Darab 
to proceed quickly to Gaihi (Teliagarhi) — which is the gate of 
Bengal — and to join him Daiab, fiom want of lectitude, sav 
the affair in anotlier light, and iviote in reply that the land-holders 
had combined and were besieging him, and that he could not 
come Though the misbehavioui and oppiession of the land- 
holders weie true, yet he by not joining acted with dilatoiiness 
and contrary to loyalty The piince was compelled to withhold 
his hand from him, but in his displeasure he made ovei his young 
son and his nephew to ‘Abdullah K To a madman a suggestion is 
enough (^) and so ‘Abdullah cruelly put both of these innocent

ones to death Afterwards, when )Sultan Parvez and Mahabat 
K heard of this they sent strict orders to the zamindais of Bengal 
to refrain from interfering with him and to send him to them 
When in the end of the 19th year Darab joined Sultan Parvez’s 
army, an ordei of Jahangir came to Mahabat to the effect that 
there was no sense m keeping such a worthless fellow alive, and 
that he should quicldy send his head to court IMahabat was 
bound by the order and immediately had his head cut off and 
dispatched

Akbar in his hereditar}^ capacity and became a companion He 
received the rank of 700 and the title of Darbai K In the 14th 
year, aftei the taking of Ranthambhor, and when the king had 
gone to Ajmeie to visit the shrme of M'ulnu-d-din, Darbai K. 
took leave. on account of sickness and came to Agra He died® 
after ariivmg there As Akbai liked him much, he was gieatly 
grieved at his death Darbai K , from excessive fidelity and wor- 
ship of his master, made a deathbed will to the effect that they 
should bury him at the feet of the king’s dog — over which a dome 
had been erected — because in former times this dog had, from 
perfect fidelity, always abode at the kmg’s threshold The king 
too used occasionall}’- to take notice of this dog When the dog 
died, the king lamented the circumstance, and Darbar K erected'^ 
a building and buried the dog under the dome In accordance

Of the Daudzai tribe At first he was a seiyant of Muitaza 
Iv Shaikh Farid Aftei wards he became the servant of Shah 
Jahan duimg the time when he was piince In the fight at Dhol- 
pur with Sharlfu-l-mulk the seivant of Sullaii Shahnyai he dis- 
tinguished himself, and acquired reputation When Ibiahim K 
Fath Jang, the Goveinoi of Bengal, opposed the pimce and m as be- 
sieged in his son's tomb one los fiom Akbarnagai (Ra 3 mahal), the 
fleet was in Ibrahim’s hands and without boats the Ganges could 
not be crossed Dai^'a K and 500 Afghans crossed by an un- 
known fold pointed out b^r the Teliya (the oilman) Rajah, and 
when some tenor twelve hoises had not leached the other side 
Ibrahim came to oppose them Dai^’^a K stood firm and fought 
When L4.bdullah K — who wished to cioss at the same place — saw 
this, he drew lein and vent ofi! to another ford. Ibiahim K sent 
off Alimad Beg K after him to help Ins men, and when the piince 
learnt this, he diiected Rajah Bliim to take ‘Abdullah K with him 
and join Daiya K But before they ariived Darya K had twice 
attacked and defeated the enemy But as he was on foot he 
could not puisue them 

When Ibrahim K learnt that Ahmad Beg had been defeated, 
and that Rajah Bhim and ‘Abdullah K had joined, he diew up 
his forces and opposed When his companions could not resist the 
shock of the brave men and fled, Ibrahim and a few more weie 
killed The prince rewarded Darya K with a lac of rupees and 
some elephants out of the spoils of Bengal, and when he left,

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came disi.mguisliecl Afterwards lie came with the IClian A'zim and 
waited upon the Empeior In the 22nd 3 ’’eai the sarkfir of Ran- 
tamhlioi was put into his fief and he was made governor of Ajmere

for the government, and Zafarnagar in Berar was assigned to him 
as a residence 

In the 26th year, after the impel lal army had reached the 
Deccan, he with his brother Sulaiman and his uncle Ranmast — who 
was called 'Ali and m the 7th year of Aurangzeb had entered the 
imperial service and obtained the rank of 1500 and gradually risen 
to the rank of 5000 and the title of Ranmast ]^an — had the good 
fortune to do homage In company with the other two he was at- 
tached to the retinue of Sultan Mu'izzu-d-din and was sent off to 
chastise the Mahrattas Ranmast K got the title of Bahadur K , 
and became famous He was appointed, along with Ruh Ullah K 
to the seige of Wakmkera, and m the 34th year was killed m the 
batteries by a musket-ball fiom the fort His son Umi K , who 
afterwards had the title of Ranmast K , took up his abode in Ran- 
mastpiira m i\.urangabad On his death several sons remained,

mulk Asaf Jah His sons weie Alif K and Randaula K The 
former was made faujdar of Qamarnagar, and the lattei got a 
]agir and lived with Asaf Jah Both died, and Bahadui the son 
of Alif was made faujdar of Kainul, an appointment which he 
held for a long time When the hat-wearers of Pondicheiry 
made a night attack on the camp of the martyred Nasir Jang, 
and disciphne got out of hand, the said martyr, thinking that Ba- 
hadur was on his side, went towards his detachment (misl) which 
was the left wing As Bahadui K was in league with the enemy 
he knowingly and intentionally martyred him by shooting him, 
m 1164, 1750 He then formed an intimacy {salibat koL) with 
Hedayat Mahiu-d-din K (Mozaffai Jang, grandson of Nizam-ul- 
mulk) and assumed tiiumphant ways Though the leader, on ac- 
count of prudence, tempoiised, yet aftei the aimy had reached 
Raicoi neai Cuddapah he became impatient and the dislike be- 
came pubhc In the end theie was fighting and the leader was 
wounded by an arrow and Bahadur was killed by a bullet The 
verse is excellent

D'AUD I£HAN QORESHT 

S Bhikan K , who was one of the Shaiklizadas of Hisar Eiruza, 
and was a chief and confidential servant of K]ian Jahan Lodi In 
the fight at Dholpui^ which took place between IHian Jahan and 
the loyal troops, Bhikan flung away the coin of his life ShaiWi 
D aud entered into the service of Piince Lara Shikoh, and obtained 
influence with him by his couiage and good qualities In the 30th 
year he was made faujdai of Mathuia, Mahaban, Jalesau and 
other estates which on the death of S'adullah K became the pimce’s 
fief He also had charge of the road between Agia and Delhi with 
2000 horse In the same year he at the lequest of the jinnce re- 
ceived the title of Khan In Dara Shikoh’s first battle he was in 
the vanguard with Sataisal Haia His brother S Jan Muhammad 
was killed Afterwards, when Daia Shilcoh fled before Aurangzeb, 
he left D^aud on the bank of the Sutlej at the ferry of Taiwan ^ 
which IS a well-known ciossmg After waids he fortified the fur- 
ther bank of the Beas in ordei to hindei the pursuit At last when 
Dara Shikoh lost courage and fled from Lahore towards Multan, 
D'aud K , m accordance with oideis, burnt and sunk the boats, 
and then joined Dara. He went with him everywhere till he sepa- 
rated from him at Bhakar and went off by Jasalmir to his native 
country of Hisar Firuza As his experience and ability w^ere well- 
known he received from Aurangzeb a robe of honour On the re- 
turn of the royal standards from Multan to Delhi he came and 
did homage and received the lank of 4000 with 3000 horse In 
the battle with Shuja‘ he had command of the right wing of the le- 
serve After Shuja‘’s defeat he was sent off with Muazzam K 
(Mir Jumla) to pursue him towards Bengal When he came to

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Patna he was made governor thereof, and his rank was increased 
by 1000 horse, duas'pa and sihds'pa (two horse and three horse) 
When M'uazzam K m his pursuit of Shuja' had gone from the direc- 
tion of Makhsusabad (Muishedabad) to Akbarnagar (Rajmahal) 
D‘aud V as ordered to cross the river Ganges with his contingent and 
the auxiharies, and to proceed to Tanda, which was the residence 
of the enemy, so that Shuja' might be pressed on two sides D^aud 
left his brother’s son as his deputy in Patna and went off He 
afterwards joined M‘uazzam K and assisted in disposing of the 
business. When Shuja' left the imperial domains D^atid returned 
to Patna and addressed himself to chastising the sedition-mongeis 
there The zammdar of Palawan (Palamow) — which is forty kos 
to the south of Patna, and the confines of which are 25 kos distant 
fiom that city — was always insolent, and the territory had strong 
forts, difficult roads and much jungle Relying upon these fea- 
tures he behaved presumptuously, and at this time he raised the 
standard of obstinacy and delayed to pay tribute The Khan, m 
accordance with orders, proceeded to conquer the country He 
began by taking the forts on the borders, by relying upon which 
the zammdar used to oppress the rmperial territories. Though 
the ruler was overcome with fear, and begged with contrition that 
the amount of the tribute should be fixed, and that he might be 
pardoned, D'aud did not listen to him, and in the 4th year marched 
to the territory with a well-equipped force Batteries were erected 
near the fort of Palawan and there was hot fighting An order 
came from the Emperor to give the ruler quarter, and to make 
over the territory to him on condition of his submission and of Ins 
embracing Islam The miserable fellow stubbornly adhered to his 
paganism and D^aud by successive engagements arrived at the wall 
of the fort Though from the great strength of the place it was 
not thought that it could soon be taken, yet by secret (Divine) aid 
the heroes reached the fortification* of the wall and carried it 
The position of the garrison became difficult, and the zammdar fled 
by night After this victory, the Klian stayed some time m the

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country to settle it and to strengthen the forts. He then left 
Mankli K theie— who had, by tlic Empeiors oideis, been made 
faujdar of Palawan — and leturned to Patna ' Aftci that he came 
to couit and was appointed to the Decean along with IMTrzfi Pva- 
jah Jai Singh to punish Siva Bhonsla. His lank was made 5000 
with 4000 hoise, of which 3000 were two-hoi^e and thicc-hoise 
At the same time he was made governor of Khandes, and an ordei 
was sent that he should leave one of his relatives uitli a body of 
tioops ill Buihaiipui and addiess himself to the duty assigned to 
him After taking the foit of Roimrd he, during the siege of Puran- 
dhar, was sent by the Mhza Rajah vith 7000 hoise to devastate 
Siva’s country He burnt the villages and hamlets appeidaining 
to Rajgarlia, and the dependencies of ICundana, and devastated 
manj^ towns and then retuiiied with his victoiious troops Aftei- 
waids he, with the right wing of the Mirza Rajah’s army, ravaged 
the teriitory of Bijapur and fought scveial battles with the ^Adil 
Sliahi tioops In the 9th 3’’ear he was lemoved fiom the govern- 
ment of Khandes and uas summoned to couit In the 10th year 
he was sent off as governor of Beiar, and after that he was again 
governor of Burhanpur In the 14th yeai he waited on the Bm- 
peroi and was made governor of Allahabad The date of his death 
IS unknown Hamid K his son had a great name for courage and 
always served the Empeior He died in the 25th year of Aurangzeb. 


DAULAT^ I£HAN LODI 

He belonged to the Shahu tribe, and at first ivas in the ser- 
vice of Khan A^zim M ^Aziz Koka As he had an abundant share

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of bravery and skill, the Klian A‘zim, at the time of the marriage 
of his sister to 'Abdu-r-RahIm s Bairam K , made over Daulat to 
him and said that if he wished to rise high and to get his father’s 
title he should keep this man near him and cherish him For a 
long time Daulat accompanied M ‘ Abdu-r-Rahim and did excellent 
service He was a predominant partner in the Gujarat victory, in 
reward of which the Mirza got the title of I£han-Khanan. He did 
famous things in the Tatta and Deccan campaigns He had 
attained the rank of 1000 in the Khan-Khanan’s contingent, when 
Prince Sultan Daniel made him his own servant and gave him the 
rank of 2000 When that Prince went from Ahmadnagar to con- 
gratulate his father on the taking of Asir, he left Daulat to help 
M Sha.b-R ukh who had been appointed to guard that territory 
(Ahmadnagar) In the end of the 45th year, 1009, 1600-01, he 
died ^ of colic in Ahmadnagar He was one of the bravest men of 
the age Akbar was always apprehensive of his courage and dar- 
ing, and they say that when the news of his death came he said, 
“ This day Sher Khan Sur has departed from the world ” There 
are wonderful stories told of Daulat K 

They say that when Shalibaz K. Kambu in the year 986, 1578, 
in the 24th year of the reign, was appointed to chastise the Rana, 
he made very strict arrangements about the order of march He 
and some of his servants went ahead, and all the mansdbdais and 
servants came along with the qui ® The yesdwaldn (lictors) were 
so strict that they would not allow one horse to be in front of an- 
other by so much as an ear One day, the Khan-Khanan — who 
was also among the auxiliaries — was riding alongside of Daulat K 
Daulat came out of the line and did not heed the prohibition of 
the yesdwals At a sign from Shahbaz K — who had many hasti- 
nesses — his brother ‘Abdal K spurred on his horse and struck 
Daulat’s hoise on the nose with a stick The latter drew his sword 
and struck such a blow on the buttocks of Abdal’s horse that it 
fell to the ground Shahbaz told his men to seize Daulat They 
say that on that day Daulat Khan showed great activity, and did 
wonders, and boldly went ahead of the troops The Afghans, 
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however, joined (witli him) in mnKin<^ nn on^rt Tlie Khun-Khri- 
nnn in oidei io di‘=ehnme him‘-eif of lus ohimafion (to [iiodiiei' 
Daiilfitr K ’) '^ate at the entinnce io Slinhhu/ K <[uniter*' till 
evening Shahha/ came out and cinhiaced the Mh/u, and jiei- 
miltcd him to go to hi^ lodmng XeM. da\ tlie Khrin-Kh.mrin 
hi ought Daulat. K to Shnlihaz/s qnnitem ami npologr/i d foi him 
Shahbaz ga\e Daulat a hoi*.!' and a lohe of hf>iiom and said, *' Be 
you the piotagoiu'^t- (Tmam “fuLdiman”) of tlu aim\ and (\f! 
lead tlie vay ’ 

The}’’ ^a^ that vhen iShnikh Ahu-l-fa/l eanif to tin Deccan as 
general managei , he one da\ in an a*'*:('ml)lv v h<‘ic the Khan-Khanaii 
was, ^aid apiojios of something, that the Indian '^uotd wasviittcn 
about in books, but that he had ne\ei seen it. Daulat suspected 
an allusion, and nouiished his swoid and said, ‘''’riiis is an Indian 
suoid, if I stiikc \oui head with it, it will go thiout,di ” The 
Kluin-Kln'inun laid hold of his aim and ]mt him out The .Shaikh 
was much disconccitcd, ami afteiwaids the KhamKlianrui b} much 
impoitumty brought Daulat to the SluuUrs cpiarters and begged 
pardon foi Daulat The Shailvh lose up and embraced him, and 
gave him an elephant and a lobc of honoui and said that he had 
no allusion in his mind 

Stranger still is the stoiy told in the ZakJiIia-ul-Khwumn that 
w^ben prince Daniel was displeased with the Khuu-IDianan hem 
the heat of youth hinted to one of his blackguard-intimates that 
when the KJian-IOiaiian came, he should give him a push in the side 
so that he should fall from the foit of Builmnpui, wdiich lies on 
the Tapti Accoidingly , one da^- they did thi" to the Kjirni-KJuinfin, 
but he kept his footing.

Among Daulat’s sons Malimud became melancholy and even- 
tually mad Remedies made him a little bettei In the 46th year 
he went out to hunt and got separated from his companions 
Near the town of Pal ' he had a fight with the Kolls and was killed 
Another of his sons was Pirai who had the title of Khan Jahan 
Lodi A full account of him has been given elsewhere 

DAULAT KHAN MAYI 

He IS commonly known as Kliwas Khan May! is a section 
of the Bhatti® tribe which make then livelihood in the Panjab by 
zammdari, and by robbery He was the servant — 
(handkerchief-holder) — of Shaikh Faild Murtaza K As in early 
youth he was very beautiful, whenevei he came into the presence of 
Jahangir, the latter looked favourably upon him After the 
Shaikh’s death he received a suitable rank, and as his horoscope 
contained advancement, he in a short time attained to greater 
intimacy and to the title of Khwas Khan, and was made superin- 
tendent of the mansabdars of the Jilau (retinue) who are trusted 
houseborn servants , such an office as his is only given to confi- 
dential men When Shah Jahan became king, he, in the year of 
the accession, received the rank of 2500 with 1500 horse, and as 
he was not devoid of energy and courage, he distinguished him- 
self in the fight at Dholpur with Khan Jahan Lodi and fell 
wounded on the field His courage and alacrity were impressed 
on the mind of Shah Jahan, and his rank was increased In the

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6th year his lank iias 3000 with 2000 horse, and he received the 
title of Daulat lOiaii In the same year lie was appointed to ac- 
company Prince Shuja' to the seige of Paicnda When he liad ad- 
vanced beyond Burhanpui, lie was by Mahabat, the commandcr- 
in chief’s airangeinent, appointed ’ to Ahmadnagar with 3000 hoi sc, 
111 ordei that he might chasti'^e Srihii Bhonsla and attack his na- 
tive country of Chamaikunda 

In the Sth yeai in Miihaiiam 1045, 1635, he vas madc^ gov- 
ernor of Sind in succession to Yusuf Muhammaci of Taslikcnd In 
the 9th year he arrested^ the false Baisanqai and biought him to 
court That tiickstsr was an obscuic peison wlio gave himself out 
as the Baisanqar who in Shaliii 3 mi’s battle uas the leader of the 
latter’s army, and who aftei fleeing to the foit of Kaiilas^ in Tclin- 
gana died a natural death The pielended Baisanqai went to 
Balkh Nazr Muhammad K the luler there wanted to make him 
a relation by marriage {JcJiioeshi ^ son-in-law’^ ^), but as his claims did 
not prove to be true the connection did not take place Then he 
went to Peisia, and though Shah Safi did not admit him to his 
presence, he showed him some favour Piom tliencc lie went to 
Bagdad and Asia Minor (Rum). Aftei a long time, wollingly and 
unwillingly, the hand of death seized his collar and biought^ him to 
Tatta Daulat K arrested him and sent him to court and he w as 
put to death In the 20th year, Daulat leceived the rank of 4000 
with 4000 horse, and was appointed in succession to S^aid K to the 
government of Qandahai In the end of the same 3 mar he leceivcd 
the high rank of 5000 zat and horse , suddenly evil fate became 
unkind and prepared for him the mateiials of ruin 

In Zi-l-ha]]a® of the 22nd year, December 1648, Shah ‘Abbas 
the 2nd, ruler of Persia, addressed himself to the siege of Qandahai 
It was the depth of winter so that on account of the quantit 3 '’ of

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the governor of the fort was vigilant in the matter of receipts and 
expendituie, yet he, from a confused mind, so neglected prudence 
that he did not make secuie the towers which Quli] K had made 
For Quli] K had in the time of his government the foresight to 
build towers on the top of the hill Cahal Zina (forty steps) from 
which guns and matchlocks could be fired into the fortifications of 
Daulatabad ^ and Mandu The Persian musketeers took possession 
of them, and pioceeded to fire from them One day the Shah 
rode out in person and animated the fight For three watches the 
flames of contest blazed, but he was not successful and turned 
back But a number of liverless men threw the dust of disloyalty 
on the head of fidelity and shamelessly said to the governor that 
as the roads were closed, on account of the quantity of snow, there 
was no hope of speedy help aiiiving, and that it was evident 
from the energy of the Persians that the fort would soon be taken 
After the taking, they would lose their lives and their children would 
be made prisoners Daulat K , who should have quenched these 
flames by the water {ah, lustre) of the sword, from want of heart and 
worthlessness did not remember the verse

and replied by counsel and admonition Naturally this had no 
effect. But Shadi K. Uzbeg was the forerunner of all in the path

When at this time the fort of Bast was taken from Pur Dil 
K , and he was covered with contempt, Daulat K lost still more of 
the courage m which he was deficient and sent ‘Abdu-l-Latif, the

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was the seal of Ins condemnation, along with ‘Ali Quli K the 
brother of Rustum K , the Peisian comiuander-in-chicf 'AIi Quli 
had brought a message from the Shah to the effect that he should 
not labour to cause more bloodshed and disgiace to himself and 
others Daulat K himself made a pictcnce of sending men to 
clear out^ the fort on the top of the hill, but as his heart was not 
in it, there was no good result 

Though they say tliat if this spiritless man had by the guid- 
ance of light- thinking gone with a body of men to that stiong 
position and waited theie till the ariival of lielp, no harm would 
have come to him or his men, yet in the opinion of good judges 
it would have been impossible foi him to hold out theie ^ for tliioe 
months — when Piince Auiang/.eb aiiived with the learned S'aad 
Ullah K on 12 Jumada al-awal, 14 May 1649, at the foot of the 
fort I admit this, but he from cowardice did not regard his lion- 
our which men regard as above price, and to keep which they sac- 
rifice property and life Daulat K chose the perpetual disgiace 
of disloyalty and want of spirit ivhich would not be removed from 
him till the day of judgment On 9 Safr 1059, 12 Febiuaiy 
1649, he came out with his goods and his companions and much 
importuned 'All Quli K to relieve him of the burden of doing 
homage to the Shah Tf this was inevitable, he begged that there 
might be no delay in his dismissal ‘ Ali Quli having learnt both 
his wishes introduced him to the Shah m the garden of Ganj ‘Ali 
K. known as Ba^ Ganj , and at the same hour he got permission 
to go to India He came there with a world of shame and loss 
As his faithlessness and ingratitude left no room foi excuses, he 
saw that the door of intercession was shut in his face, and with 
a sad heart chose the corner of contempt, until the lest of his 
life was completed 

""In truth there is no question about his want of leader ship 
and littleness of courage, for he surrendered a strong foit — which 
had five powerful defences to it, 4000 swordsmen and archers, 
3000 skilled musketeers and two years’ supplj^^ of mateiials, includ-

after Murad Bakhsh’s arrest he received a robe of honour After- 
wards when his zeal was made known through the IClian Daman 
Saiyid Muhammad, his lank became 2500 with 2500 horse After 
the second battle with Dai a Sliikoh he nas made faujdar of Bliilsa 
in succession to Rajah ^Alam In the 3rd 3 mai he was appointed 
to chastise Campat Bandlla — who was being lebellious in the 
province of Malwa — and in the 10th 3 mar he was sent off to assist 
Shamsher K who had been appointed to chastise the Yusufzais. 
In the 13th year he was appointed ' to the contingent of Muhammad 
Amin K , the governor of Kabul. When he came to the Khyber, 
that Khan was defeated After that, there is no further account 
of DebI Singh Outside of Aurangabad to the westward inclining

DIANAT I£HAN 

He was Mir 'Abdu-1-Qadir and the eldest son of Amanat K 
Khawafi He was a man straight in conduct, weighty of speech, 
magnanimous and sedate He was distinguished for honesty and 
truthfulness, and for soundness of judgment and prudence He 
became known during his father’s lifetime, in the reign of Aurang- 
zeb, and his ability and justice adorned the age When his fathei 
was conducting the affairs of the Deccan, he had charge of the 
buildings of the city of Aurangabad When Aurangzeb came there, 
an order was given foi renewal of the city-wall, the circuit of which

leceived an inciease of 500 and had the rank of 2000 But the 
management of the affairs of the poi t was not appi o ved of by the king , 
and he on account of his dissatisfaction summoned him to couit 
Afterwaids he was made diwan of the Deccin, and the water that 
liad flowed awaj’’ letuined to its old channol (i e he was received 
again into favoui) After Aurangzeb’s death, Muhammad A^zim 
Shah confirmed him in the same appointment, and left him in Au- 
langabad 

How can the power and influence of the Diwans of those days 
be described^ They could make grants {(anM^ivah) up to 99000 
dams (is 2475) under then own signature, and whenever they

to guard that territory When Bahadui Shah letuined fiom the 
Deccan to Upper India, Dianat, — who had chosen Auiangabad as 
his home — was put m chaige of the fort and citadel theieof and 
spent his days in ease and comfort Afterwards, when Muishid 
Quli came into the Piesence from Bengal, lie did not wish to un- 
deitake the duty (of Diwan of the Deccan) as his heart was in 
Bengal On account of former good offices, the deceased IClian^

When the sovereignty accrued to Muhammad FariuHi Siyai 
the Diwani of the Deccan was given to Haidai Quli K Khurasani 
Before he aiiived, Dianat had died He had a share of learning- 
and excellence The great book of the spiritual MasnavT (by 
Jalalu-d-din Baimi) was lead m his assemblies as a blessed thing 
His son was Dianat K the 2nd, of whom a sepaiate account has 
been given Among his daughter’s sons, the one whom he loved

road of hypociisy or connivance Fioin the beginning of his yeais 
of discretion he was his father’s deputy and acted as Divan of the 
province of Auiangabad His fathei was Diuan of the Deccan 
and so abode in the ro3^al camp Diaiiat also lield the substantive 
office of the Biyutat of the city (cliaige of tlie public buildings) 
In the time of his youth he exjieiienced an awakening and had a 
desire for devotion By a foi lunate guidance he embiacccl the 
seivice of that knowei of spnitual and temxioial m^’^steiies Mi^’an

he had not submissive A^a3^s, noi tlie imdei standing of people’s 
dispositions Kow he was obliged to study how to please the 
man in power (Siidar), but he took no pains to conciliate their 
environment Rajah Ratan ' Cand — who had established himself in 
the hearts of both the leaders (the Saiyids) — was offended at this, 
and set about defeating him At length, the minds of both the 
leadeis became prejudiced against Rianat by Ratan Cand’s 
calumnies At that time Nawab Fath Jang (the Nizamu-1-Mulk) 
had disposed of ‘ Alam ‘All K and as he had nov to deal with the 
faction of the Amiiu-l-Umara, he was using all his endeavours to 
collect money and soldiers For these purposes he wished to get 
by compulsion a sum of monev from the iich Some well-mean- 
ing counsellors had regard to the lawfulness of inflicting private 
loss for the jiublie gain and lestiamed him from vexing the com- 
monaltj^ and suggested the confiscation of Dianat’s property, as he 
had been long suspected by the populace of having treasure and 
buried wealth Owing to the emergency of the times his eldest 
son was put under surveillance, and the gates of investigation 
were thrown open When nothing was found lying claimants set 
about excavating disused ivells, and the result was that the dust 
of disgrace was sprinkled on the heads of the tale-bearers Except 
gold and silver ^ jewellery, and the household utensils of his own 
and of his near connexions, the total value of which was Rs 70,000, 
nothing was got except disgrace and a bad name (to the in- 
foi mants) The strange thing ( hii fa) was that as the Amir u-l-Umara 
had taken a dislike to him, he regarded the commotion as a plot 
between the two (Fath Jang and Dianat) 

The Klian himself used to relate how “One day Avhen the 
news came of the death of ‘Alam ‘Ali K , I was asked (by the 
Saiyid) as to what should be done to amend matters I said, 
‘There’s a Hindustani proverb that when one’s hand has been 
caught under a stone, it should be withdrawn slowly ’ Here the 
very head of the Nawab (Husarn ‘All’s) has been caught, for his

the peifection of soldiering ” It is a hopcles'^ case uhen a leadei 
proudly^ utters words like one yho has lost his senses, and so the 
]^an answered, ‘‘ When you have detei mined on a thing, tiiist m 
God ” 

In fine, after the ovei throw of the Saiyids, he was favourably 
treated by Ttimadu-d-daula (Muhammad Amin K ) and was sent 
off to the Deccan to take up the heieditaiy office of the Diwanl 
He waited upon Fath Jang and was encomiiassed with favours 
When that great officer went to couit to take up the Viziership, 
he entrusted to Dianat the care of his estates He increased 
more and more in his appreciation of Dianat and made him 
cheerful by restoring the money that had been confiscated, and 
moreover apologised for what had taken place The Khan said, 

“ It was a subject for thanksgiving, not foi comijlaimng, for it 
(the plundering) had been a means of allaying a suspicion of 
wealth that had existed for many years Otherwise God (only) 
knows what kind of raging tyiants I might have fallen among, 
and hov far they might have gone ” Aftei that, as his disposi- 
tion was naturally self-opinionated and independent, he did not

When Nawab Fath Jang returned from Upper India, and 
theie was an intention of giving battle to Mubariz K , the Khan, 
who could not be conti oiled when speaking the truth, and knew 
nothing about timeserving, without hesitation asciibed rebellion 
and falsehood to Ins own side, and spoke of the lights of the 
other side Consequently, it was leported that he belonged to 
the opposite paity and he was nearly meeting with a great mis- 
f 01 tune The mildness and easj^-gomg of the Chief (the Nizamu- 
1-mulk) protected him, and after the victory he was merely de- 
prived of his fief and office, and for a long time was confined to 
his house Again, Asaf Jah became kind to him and wished to 
restore him to his fief and office, but ‘Izad-u-d-daulah from the old 
enmity opposed this and withheld the Nizam from befriending 
him Though he behaved with independence and nonsolicitation 
and did not beg or impoitune, yet the anxieties of unemployment 
and vacancy at last made him ill In the month of Rajab 1141, 
Jan -Feb 1729, he died Though he was reported to be hard and 
rough, and did not in the king’s business behave meicifully or 
with regard to relations and did not open wide the gates of 
praise and consideration for the world at large, yet for truth and 
honesty he was the unique of the age He did not take trouble 
about the preserving of dignities and the proper forms of address, 
but he secretly and clandestinely gave chanties to the poor and 
needy Though he had but slightly studied the current scrences, 
yet he had studred rules of conduct and ethics, especially the 
commentaries of the Sufis, and could speak accurately about them 
He abstained from forbidden things But he did not much regard 
external observances, nor did he consort much with ecstatic 
Shaikhs He was spoken of publicly and privately for his great 
appetite ’ Though he did not eat so much, yetdie was fond of dain- 
ties, and relishes with fruits and sweetmeats He was of a power- 
ful frame and had a vigorous appetite. He was a skilful marks-

made a garden, and planted cocoaniit tiees Time did not be- 
friend his desiie, though ho wished to spend much money on it 
At present there are many flouiishing cocoanut tices thcie His 
eldest son Avas Mirak Muhammad Taqi ' K who aars unequalled 
for gentleness and fiiendliness He aars an exquisite companion 
He Avas for a long time chaiged with the buildings of Auiangabad 
After his fathei’s death he was kindly tieaterl by the Nawab 
Asaf Jah, and wms made diAAan of the J)cccan, and liad the title 
of Wazaiat K and the rank of 2000 In tiie lOth yeai of 
Muhammad Shah a madlike and povei ty-stiickcn immsabdui one 
night Avithout any reason attacked him AAith a SAAoid He liit him 
on the nose He aa'rs aa minded, but tlic aa ound soon healed But 
from that day theie was a distuibance in his disposition and he 
AventnoAv to the othei extreme He kept biavoes {maidam Ihana- 
jang) and cheiised impiopei ideas, and gave himself up to des- 
truction 

Though Ins mature undei standing and discern incnt aa'cic in- 
consistent Avith such vain thoughts, 3mt fate pi evaded He took 
to soldiering and leadeiship and became on behalf of the Nizamu- 
d-daula Bahadur (Nasir Jang) — maj^ his fortune enduie ’ — master of 
the army and Avent off to Dharur and Dharasln ^ He left the path 
of safety behind him and wuthout having lesouices for indepen- 
dence and AAuthout power or influence, took up AAuth eveiy wicked 
wretch, nor did he understand the infamy of those people 

At this time he, m Rinapui, entered the service of the afore- 
said Nawab, avIio aspired to the government of Haidarabad It

not know about this and had no suspicion, and did not lift his

charge of the buildings In the 15th year of Muhammad Shah he 
died in his 37th year He left scars on the hearts of the sincere 
At the time of wntmg, another son, Mir Muhammad Husain K , 
IS an object (lit vessel) of favour with Asaf Jah and is exalted by 
the hereditary diwani and the diwani of the establishment of Asaf 
Jah. He maintains in perfection the honesty {dianat) which he 
obtained by inheritance ^

the service of Shah Jahan in Junaii and was admitted to intimacy 
and influence On the day of the Accession he leceived^ the lank 
of 2,000 with 800 hoise, and a piesent of Rs 8,000 When, aftei 
the death of Jahaiigii, Klian Jahan Lodi, the goveinoi of the Dec- 
can took some steps which indicated insinceiit}’' towaids Shah 
Jahan, or rather which weie repugnant to loj^alty and fidelity, the 
latter, though, owing to the necessity of the time, he issued orders 
foi his being confiimed in his government, and lank and fief, yet 
he made many inq nines about his actions For K]ian Jahan had

the city of Ahmadabad, Saif K alias Safi K — who had partial 
charge of the city — showed couiage and took the cit}'- from the 
eunuch’s possession, and induced Dilei K to take the side of 
loyalty After the king’s death, when Shah Jahan maiched fiom 
Junan and crossed the Narbada, he came before all the auxihaiy 
officers of the province, and did homage In attendance on the 
royal stiiiup he came to the capital, m the first yeai of the reign 
had the lank of 4,000 with 2,500 horse, and the gift of a robe of

year of the reign Kliwaja Nizam, a meicliant, who was a trust- 
worthy tiadei and knovn foi the laigeness of his traftickings, had 
leceived fiom his agents a small elephant aged about 15 oi 16 
yeais On account of leanness and immaturity it had no decided 
nolour When he went oft m some dnection foi the pin pose of 
tiade, he left this elephant on the lUian’s fief^ as theie was friend- 
ship between them Aftei tvelve veais, when it had come to ma- 
turity, its coloui became white with a tinge of led The Khan 
sent it for the king, mIio appioved of it and gave it the name of

DILER ICHAN DAUDZAI ^ 

His name was Jalal K , and he was youngei brother of Baha- 
dur K Rohilla When in the 21st 3 ^ear Shah Jahan became dis- 
appointed with Bahadur K., in spite of Ins good services and 
achievements in the Balkli and Badakhshan campaign, because of 
his negligence and delay in the pursuit of Nazr Muhammad K , 
and of his indifference and slackness® m rendering assistance to 
S' aid K m the seven days’ fight with the Uzbegs, he confiscated 
Saikars Qanauj and Kalpi, — which were m his fief, — and were fer- 
tile throughout the whole j’^ear Shah Jahan confiscated them in 
satisfaction of the government demands against him — which 
amounted to nearly thirty lacs of rupees — and gave the faujdan of 
them to Jalal K His lank was 1,000 with 1,000 horse and he 
had the title of Diler K and the present of an elephant He gra-

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accoidance with the airaiigeinent, prepared to return to Allaha- 
bad, Diler K ’ made an excuse and lemained at the stage with 
Rajah Jai Singh On tins account the royal servants ceased to 
accomiDany Sulaiman Shikoh Dilei K , three or foui days before 
the Miiza Rajah waited® upon Aurangzeb between Sellmpui and 
]\[athura, received an increase of 1,000 with 1 ,000 horse, so that 
his rank became 5,000 with 5,000 horse Hence it appears that 
aftei the defeat of Shiija', when his rank was 3,000, he had leceived 
anothei 1,000 

In short, Diler K , togethei with Shaikh Mil, was sent off from 
Multan to puisue Daia Shikoh In the battle of Ajmere^when 
Dara Shikoh made a wall fiom side to side of the defile, and made 
a stiong bulwaik in front of him, and placed on it here and there 
guns and muskets, etc , the tioojis of Auiangzeb could not make 
an impression on the entrenchments until success showed itself 
from a hidden quaiter Daia, Shikoh sent some men to repulse 
the men of Rajah RajiTip towaids tlie Kokila'^ hill. 

This body of men (Daia’s) boldly advanced beyond the 
entienchment and engaged the enemy Dilei K mounted his 
horse and on the right wing took the artilleiy and his troops and 
made an advance Aftei him Shaildi Mil mounted his horse on 
the left wing and joined him The two leadeis together attacked 
the entienchments of Shah Newaz K , and theie was a hot engage- 
ment, These two brave men entered the entrenchment and drew 
the swoid of vengeance Shaildi j\Iii was killed and Diler K 
made great efforts and was wounded in the arm by a bullet. 
Meanwhile other tioops came up and Daia Shikoh lost courage and 
fled Aftei that Diler K was appointed to assist Muazzam K Mir 
Jnmla who made splendid efforts in driving out Shuja' from 
Bengal In that contest — which was a testing-ground of bravery — 
Drier performed such feats as obliteiated the memoiy of Rustum 
and Isfandyai

suddenly a hostile aimy made its appearance and there was a 
fight The enemy could not stand the shock of the horses and 
fled to a hill on the top of which the two foits weie Dilei K 
fought on and came to the hill, and killed many and set fire to the 
town which was in the waist of the hill and was called Maci,^ and 
then proceeded to besiege the foits 

When the gairisoiis of the two foits dischaiged cannon and 
muskets, the Klian did not withdraw but biavely came neai the 
fort of Puiandhai and hastil 3 ’^ erected a batLeiy When some 
time had passed in besieging the two foits, one bastion of the fort 
of Ruimal (Rudarmal) was tin own down® by the lepeated blows

Drier K was still at the foot of the fort, the Rajah sent Siva to 
him, and he after the mteiview presented him with two* horses 
with gold trappings, and decorated accoutrements, and two sets 
of nine pieces {tuqiiz) of silks After this work had been completed 
Drier K acted in the vanguaid of the Rajah in devastating the 
territoiy of Bijaxiur and so punished the ‘ Adil Shah When he 
fimshed that work he and many other leaders were summoned® to 
court on account of the affaii of Shah ‘Abbas the 2nd who was 
meditating the despatch of an army to the borders of India The 
Khan went ofl rapidly and had crossed the Narbada when by the 
decree of fate the ruler of Persia died, and the flames of distur-

Mullar ^ the landownei of Canda, came before liim in humble fashion 
and piomised^ a kror of rupees as a line in cash and good'?, and 
piesented to Dilei K as a thank-olTciing five lacs of rupees He 
also agieed that he ivould pay every year tno lacs of lupces as 
tiibute and that he ■would dismantle the fort of IManikdrug nhich 
was one of the stiong foits on his bordeis 

When in the coui-^e of two months 77 lacs oi lupees had been 
realized as tribute, and the auival of eight lacs moie in the coiU'^c 
of two months moic, and tnenty lac^ of aiicai>5 had been pio- 
mised within tliiee years, the zamindar, who was ill and mfiiiii 
and whose estate was in a bad condition, nas allowed to depart 
■with Ram Singh, his jmungei son and lepiesenlative As Kaukab*' 
Singh, the zamindai of Deogarh, who was debited with fifteen 
lacs of lupees for past years, also became submissive, three lacs 
• of rupees w^eie imposed upon him as fine and one lac was 
fixed as his annual tribute. At tins time an order came to 
Diler K , stating that it w^as desired that the Bijapur teiritoiy 
should once moie be devastated, and that he should repaii to 
Aurangabad and place himself under the orders of Piince Muham- 
mad M'uazzam so that whenever the signal iias given he might be 
ready foi the wmik His deeds in the Deccan are on the lips of

Shuja^ Out of folly he did not stand firm, and on hearing con- 
tradictory news from court, turned back on the march without 
receiving leave from the piince Aftei that he was appointed to 
the Deccan and in company with Muza Rajah Jai Singh was 
energetic in service In the 11th year he was killed at the foot of 
Salher fort, when the enemy fell upon the loyal troops, and his 
son, Muhakam Singh, was made prisoner After some time he

contentment He was distinguished for his reliance upon God 
In the beginning of his career he was so zealous ® against forbidden 
things that he would not pass by a stieet where music was going 
on But at last he became so fond of it that he himself practised 
music and ecstatics Many contradictory dispositions have been

mastered medicine and treated the sick gratuitously At first he 
was hampered by straitened circumstances One day he went 
with his father to S ‘Abdu-n-nabI Akbai’s Sadr, and represented 
their condition and asked for a hundred higJias of land for then 
support The ShaiMi on account of his bigotry found fault with 
him and his father for being Shi’as and contemptuously turned 
them out of the assembly Upon this Faizi had the courage to 
seek to introduce himself to the reigning sovereign Several times 
those who had the right of audience had mentioned to the king 
his learning and eloquence In the 12th year, when Akbar pro- 
ceeded to take Chitor, he signified^ a desire for the production of 
the Shaikh As his contemporaries, especially the teachers, had

Each had 
5,000 couplets In a short time he commenced five poems but 
could not bring himself to finish them He would say it was time

In the first year 
of his fathei’s leign, 1014, IGOG, he on S Zl-I-ha]ia, Gth April, fled 
by night and went plundeiing fiom Agra to Lahore The Shaikh 
pursued him with a number of officers and Jahangir himself 
followed close at his heels The Amnu-l-Uraaia Shailf K and 
Mahabat K — who had enmity witli the Shaildi — lepicscnted that 
the Shaikh was intentionally delaying He did not intend to seize 
Khusrau Accordingly ]\Iahribat K came from the King, and spoke 
idle words The Shailch did not move fiom his place and gave an 
answer corresponding to his loyalty Sultan ICluisiaii heaid of 
the airival of the Siiailch at the Sultanpui iivei and uithdiev 
from the siege of Lahore With 12,000 tioopeis v horn in these 
few days he had gatheied togethei he turned to encounter * iTaiid 
The Shaildi with an infeiioi force went to meet him and crossed 
the Beas and engaged A seveie battle took place The Sai^nds 
of Barha and Bokhara distinguished themselves and devoted their 
lives Sultan Khusrau after many had been killed fled to the 
desert and the Shaikh went on a plain beyond tlic battlefield and 
encamped 

On the same day two oi three hours after night Jahangir 
came up on the wings of swiftness and embraced the Shaikh. He 
passed the night in his tent, and he, at the request of the Shaikh, 
made that spot, which belonged to pargana Bhaiionwal, a pargana, 
and gave it the name of Fathabad and presented it to the Shaikh 
He also gave the Shaikh the title of Murtaza K and gave him the

of Gujarat weie toiraeuted by Ins biobliei’s ways and manners, 
they eomplained, and he was summoned to the piesence and in 
the 5th year vas made governor of the Panjab Intheyeai 1021, 
1610, he was appointed to t!ie affaii of Kangra which belongs to 
that Piovince In the town of Pathan in 1025, 1616, and the 11th 
year of Jahangii, he died His tomb is Jii Delhi m the cemetery 
of his ancestois In accoi dance with his will a building was

were many subsistence-tenures in his fiefs The childien of those 
who had been in his service had all fixed monthly allowances and 
they sported, as if they weie his own childien, in his arms He 
appointed masters to teach them In Gujarat he had the names 
of the Saiyids — male and female — wiitten down, and gave from his 
own establishment wedding-clothes foi their childien He even 
put money in deposit foi those who were in the womb Accord- 
ingly, whoever after that came into existence, got wedding ex- 
penses from that money But he gave nothing to 23anegyiists oi 
singers. He founded many hostels and serais In Ahmadabad 
he established a quartei called Bokhara He built the mosque 
and cemetery (Rauza) of Shah Wajhiu-d-din, and in Delhi he left

They say that an Afghan named Shei Kjian was one of Ins 
best seivants He took leave flora Gujarat and went to his home 
and stayed there live or siv yeai'? When the Shailch was appoint- 
ed to the Kangia campaign, he came to tlic town of Kalanui and 
paid his lespects The Shaikh told his bakhshi Duaika Das to 
give him the man’s account m oidei that he might send the 
money to his family The bakhshi wiote out his account ® and 
gave it to the Shaikh foi the inseition of the date The Shaikh 
got angry and said, “ He is an old seivant If foi some reason he 
has come late, how has oui work sulieied ” He made out his 
account from the date that hi«- salai}'^ had been entered on the 
establishment and paid him Rs 7,000 >

The Shaikh had no son He had one daugliter, and she died 
cluldless Muhammad S' aid and l\ITr IClian iveie his adopted sons 
and they spent tlieii days in pomp and pride, and lived extrava 
gantly In their piesumptioii they paid no legaid to the imperial 
dignity Not to speak of then conduct to Amirs, they ivould 
even pass befoie the jhawJca (empeior's ivindo-w) of the palace 
on the Jumna with many toiches and lamjis They ivere often

His name was Husain K and he was one of the leading offi- 
cers of the 'Adil S dynasty Though he was not neaily lelated 
to Bahlul K Miyana, yet he by birth and ability was one of the 
distinguished men of Bijapui. As the household servants of the 
^Adil Shah dynasty did not considei then king, but were inde- 
pendent and squabbled with one anothei , the affairs of the king- 
dom fell into decay and hostile desires mcieased Aurangzeb had 
long ago determined upon upiooting the Qutb SJiah and ^Adil 
Shah dynasties , and when he v as obliged to visit the Deccan as 
king, his old designs were confirmed Fath Jang from foreseeing 
the end of things, and by his good fortune came to the ro 3 ^al thresh- 
old and in the 26th yeai did homage in the citadel of Auranga- 
bad By the king’s older, Atish K Ruzbahanl received him at 
the door of the GhuslJchdna, and Ashiaf K Mir Bakhsh! advanced 
as far as the teirace He received the rank of 5,000 with 5,000 
hoise, a flag and a drum, and the title of Fath Jang K and a 
present of Rs 40,000 and so became the envy of Ins contempo- 
raiies His brother and othei lelatives leceived suitable robes of 
honour and offices

and stiuch it on the trunk with his sword Meanwhile the men of 
the escort who liad been dispeised_, killed the elejihant byi;fatal 
wounds When the Pimce was appointed to the Bijapur expedi- 
tion, Path Jang became one of those at1 ached to him In the 
battle of the batteries there he distinguished himself and became

His father was Zechaiiah K , the brother of Usman K Rohilla, 
who for a long time was one of the Deccan auxiliaries Though 
his rank was small, he was much trusted and lespected In the 
13th year bf Shah Jahan he was made faujdar of lOiandes, and 
distinguished himself m that office by the introduction of approved 
regulations, and by looking after the Rohillas In the 30th year 
he (Usman) died a natural death His rank was 1,000 with 800 
horse Zechariah K also was distinguished for couiage Path K 
surpassed his father and uncle, and by his energy and courage he, 
in the time of Shah Jahan, obtained his uncle’s rank In the 26th

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year he was made faujdar of Tundapur m Khandes— which is the 
mouth of the Balaghat — and after that was made faujdar of 
Copra' m the same province His rank became 1,000 with 800 
horse They say that he had very pleasant manners and that in 
spite of the smallness of liis rank he was an eminent Amir, and 
that his establishment was on a greater scale than his position 
He was a man of an open brow and one who had a liberal hand 
Though he was not without eloquence and knowledge, his gentle- 
ness and humility were such that if he happened to fall in with a 
low person [fad, qu fan) he would go to his house and show such 
amiability as surprised people He was unrivalled for the way he 
looked aftei his clan, and as a commanding officer {dai tumanddn) 
He bore the burden of assisting Ins brother and nephews — ^who 
were all distinguished for courage — and he served well Prince 
Aurangzeb when lie was governor of the Deccan In the campaign 
when the foit of Badru^ Kalyan was taken by the imperial officers, 
the Prince sent him and Mir Malik Husain Koka against Hilanga 
which they quickly took When the Prince proceeded to Upper 
India to take the soveieignty. Path EC with his brothers and sons- 
m-law accompanied him, and after leaving Burhanpur he got the 
title of Khan After the battle with Maharajah Jeswant he 
leceived the title of Path K Jang K and the gift of a flag and 
drum and the rank of 2,500 with 2,500 horse In the battles with 
the claimants to the sovereignty he and his brothers distinguished 
themselves After the battle of Khajwa he was appointed to ac- 
company M uazzam K , the Khan-l^anan, m his pursuit of Shuja’

who Avas a bracelet-makei {chuilqai) he with a file got iid of his 
fetteis and escaped He joined his aimy and ivent off to Ahmad- 
uagar The Nizam Shah appomted an aimy, and in the battle 
that ensued Fath K ivas ivounded and made piisoner He v’as 
impiisoned in Daulatabad Nizam Shah aftei some time ascei- 
taiiied that Muqaiib K , a Turkish slave, ivl o ivas chiet swords- 
man (Mir Shamshei) and had been made geneial m the room of 
Fath K , and Hamid K Abyssinian, the Vakil us-sultaiiat, weie not 
conducting affaiis piopeily, and so he made Fath K vakil and 
coinmandei-in-cliief as before They say that Fath K on tins 
occasion was released by the instrumentality of Ins sistei ivlio was 
the mother of the Nizam Shah, and that he fiom this time adopt- 
ed the dress of a soldiei (?) Aftei the death of Hamid K , he 
obtained the control of affairs 

In fine, he got a hint from past occurrences, and set about 
cultivating the ‘Ambaii Abyssimans, and made them his friends 
As he peiceived that Ins release from prison had been the result 
of necessity, and that he would be imprisoned again ivhenever 
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that peifidious one bad recoveied lieait, be anticipated matters 
and in 1041, 1632, impiisoned the Nizam Sbab, giving out that he 
was insane, in the same manner that his fathei (Malik ‘Ambai) 
had kept him in confinement ^ Also on the fiist day he put to 
death twenty-five of the old, leading officeis He reported to 
Shah Jalian that he had impiisoned the Nizam Shah who 
fioni short-sightedness and wickedness was opposing the (impeiial) 
seivants The oidei in reply was that if this statement was tiue 
he should cleanse the world of the Nizam s presence Fath K 
had him put away^ and gave out that he died fiom natuial causes 
He appointed in his loom Husain, a bo}’^ of ten yeais of age 
When he again leported what had occuiied, Shah Jahan demand- 
ed the elephants and jeivels, etc of the Nizam vShah Fath K , 
in spite of Ins obedience and submissiveness, delayed to send 
them Accoidmglj'’ Wazli K was sent off m the fifth 37-ear fiom 
Burhanpui to take Daulatabad Fath K hiiiriedly sent his eldest 
son ‘Abdur-i -Rasul ivith the jewelleiy and elephants, which weie 
valued'"' at eight lacs of rupees J'aafar K received him and 
brought him to do homage In this w^ay Fath K escaped the 
king’s anger As Fath K carried on the admimstiation without 
■any partnei, ‘Add Shah of Bijapur wished to get iid of him and 
to take possession of Daulatabad He sent a large aimy under 
Faihad K Fath K wiote to Mahabat K, the goveinoi of the 
Deccan, that his fathei ’s will stated that the office of sweeping 
the courtyard of the Timuride Piinces was bettei than the Bija- 
pur dominion, and begged him to come befoie the aiiival of the 
‘Adil Shah forces This circumstance has been detailed in the 
account of Mahabat K When the latter ariived from Burhan- 
pur, Fath K , whose words and acts did not agree, was led away 
by the flatteries of the Bijapur leadeis and was besieged (by 
Mahabat) 

When provisions ran out, he soon had recourse to supplica- 
tions and surrendered the fort on conditions He went off with

of that familj’- which had ruled the country for 145 years Maha- 
bat without any apparent cause broke the treaty and imprisoned 
Fath K in Zafarnagar, and confiscated his goods In accordance 
nith orders, Islam K , who had been removed from the govern- 
ment of Gujaiat, came to Burhanpur and brought the ruined 
family to the presence The Nizamu-1-Mulk was impiisoned in 
Gvalioi, but Fath K was treated with favour The conferring 
upon him of high office was under consideration ivhen, perhaps m 
consequence of a wound to his head which had affected his brain, 
impiopei expressions were used by him, and he fell out of favour 
But his property was restored to him, and he got two lacs of 
rupees a year as an allowance He lived in retirement in Lahore 
for a long time with ease and comfort till at last he died a natuial 
death They say he held much converse with people of Arabia, 
and used to give them money His brother Cmgiz entered into 
service before him nn the second year and attained the rank of 
2,500 with 1,000 horse and had the title of Mansui K Manj’' of 
his lelatives received suitable offices. 

As i\ralik ‘Ambar was not a royal servant, his biography does 
not come into this work, but as he was one of the leading men of 
the age, some account of him cannot be avoided He wasaBija- 
pur slave He and othei bold Abyssmians became servants of the 
Nizam Shah and he became distinguished for courage and ability. 
When Queen Chand Sultan was put to death in 1009, July 1600, 
bj" the swoids of some iriefleeting Deceanis, and the fort of 
Ahmadnagai came into the possession of the Emperor Akbar, and 
Baliadui Nizam Shah was made prisoner and confined in the fort 
of Gvalioi, total weakness fell upon the Nizam Shah dynasty, 
ulnch had been declining since the time of Burhan Shall None 
of the effective officers lemained in authonty, and Mahk Ambar 
and Raju IffBan Deccani raised the standard of power The first 
had control from the boundaiy of Telang to within four hos of 
Alimadnagai , while the second had power from the north of Dau- 
latabad to the boundaries of Gujaiat and in the south to witliin 
SIX f os of Ahmadnagai. Murtaza Nizam Shah the 2nd, who wa‘^ 
the son of Shall ‘All held the foit of Ausa (Owsa of I G) and 
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some villages foi his expenses As each of these two leadeis 
wished to conquer the other’s land, they were constantly contend-

nan, defeated him and brought Murtaza Nizam Shah into his 
power and kept him under suiveillance in Junair After that 
he led an army against Raju and made him prisoner and took 
possession of his country As in Upper India the contentions of 
Prince Sultan Selim, the death of Akbai and the rebellion of 
Sultan Khusrau quickly followed one another, Malik 'Ambar 
was able at his ease to increase his power, and he collected 
numerous soldiers, and took possession of most of the Imperial 
estates The Khan-Khanan on account of the necessity of the 
times had to submit to this When the power of Jahangir was 
consolidated, armies were repeatedly appointed Malik 'Ambar 
was sometimes defeated, and sometimes victoiious, but did not 
cease to oppose Afterwards, when Shah Jahan, the heir-apparent, 
was sent to the Deccan and all the lulers of the Deccan sub- 
mitted to him, Malik ‘Ambar made over most of what he had 
acquired to the imperial vakils and stood firm in the path of obe- 
dience He continually carried on disputes with the 'Adil Shahis 
and the Qutb Shahis and was repeatedly victorious He received 
money as tribute (n'albandi) In 1035, 1626, he died a natural 
death at the age of eighty He was buried m the Rauza of 
Daulatabad between the shrines of Shah Muntajibu-d-din Zar- 
ba^sh and Shah Rajui Qatal There is a lofty dome and a wall

soldiers and for household expenses On account of his labour 
and energy he had nearly acquired the ami shamsi (the art of 
making gold) but death did not permit this He rolled up the

Ullali alias Mir Miran was the son-m-law of Tarbiyat K Ba^shi 
When Prince Aurangzeb was appointed for the first time to the 
government of the Deccan, Asad Ullah was by Shah Jahan’s 
orders made his baWishi When the Prince went off on the Balkh 
expedition, Asad Ullah for some reason remained behind Aftei- 
wards, he was made faujdar and fiefholder of Harmgaon and 
Chopra^ in Khandes and served there for a long time He had 
the rank of 600 with 600 horse 

When the Prince for the second time held the government of 
the Deccan m the 31st year and marched against ‘Abdullah Qutb 
Shah, the luler of Haidarabad, and besieged Golconda, the Mii 
was stationed in the southern battery Afterwards, when there 
was a proposal of peace by paying a kror of rupees as tribute, 
and giving the ruler’s daughtei in marriage to Sultan Muhammad, 
the eldest son of the Prince, the men of the battery were foi 
bidden to extend the mines or take other offensive measures Mii 
Asad Ullah came out of his battery m full security , and was walk- 
ing about when a zambuiah (a small cannon) was discharged at 
him, and he was killed As he was an old favouiite he received 
the name of Mir Asad Ullah the martyr, and after the Accession 
his sons — small and great — all received appropriate favours One 
of his descendants was Jalalu-d-din K , who was bakhshi of the 
army of Prince Muhammad A’zim Shah, and governor of the fort 
of Bidar He was treading the field of advancement when death 
did not give him time Another was Mir Yahia who married the 
daughter of Sir Buland K Mir Bakhshi His son Mir Hsa K 
was long governor of the forts of Candaur and Sangamnir Aftei 
Ins death, his daughter’s son was the qila’dar Another of the 
sons of Mir Asad Ullah — the one who was borne by the daughter of 
Tarbiyat K — was Mir Nur Ullah Saiyid Nur K known as Bagha- 
mar (the tiger-slayer) who was always faujdar of Thalner and

He was Mii Zaiif by name and he was a seivant of Shall 
Jahan As Shah Jahan had a great fancy for collecting hoises, he 
sent^ Fedai along Avith the Peisian ambassador to buy Peisian 
hoises As he did not bring a horse aa'IiicIi Shah Jahan’s critical 
mind approved of, he represented that if he were allowed to visit 
the mainland of Arabia and the countries of Rum, he could buy 
special hoises and so be relieved from his disgrace Accordmgl}^ 
a friendly letter ivas sent with him to the Sultan of Turkey along 
witk a decorated dagger of great value, so that if at any time he 
should meet with the Sultan he might be able to make use of the 
document In the 10th year, lie left Bandar Lahari (in Scinde) 
and came to Hijaz After he had visited the holy places, he ivent 
to Egypt and from there to Mausul, and saw Sultan Murad Klian 
Avho was about to take Bagdad The Sultan received the letter 
AAuth respect and asked in the Turkish language why Fedai had

10,000 qunish (pia^-ties) which are voith Rs 20,000, and said 
that he would allou him to depart after the affair of Bagdad had 
been finished, and that he might now go to i\[ausul and buy what 
things he wished Afterwards, wlien Sultan ^Iiirad had taken bj’ 
force Bagdad from the Persians, he returned to Mausul and gave 
!;Mii Zarif leave to depart, and sent the leplj’’ to the letter by 
Arslan Aqa along with a well-moving Arab horse with a saddle set 
with diamonds and a robe sewn with pearls after the fashion of 
Turkey Mir Zarif in company with the said ambassador embarked 
on a ship at Basra (Bussoiah) and landed in Scinde 

When in the 18th year he came to Lahore, he proceeded quickly 
to Kashmir, where the king was, and did homage He produced*^ 
before the king 52 horses which he had jmrehased and two horses 
which the Sultan’s armoui-bearei (his host) had presented him 
with as among the best in Turkey He received much praise for 
his good service, and obtained the rank of 1,000 with 200 horse 
and the title of Fedai K He was also made Master of the Horse 
in succession to Taibiyat K At the same time he was appointed ® 
to the government of Lahaii Bandar He had reached the first 
step of fortune’s ladder when unkindly time poured the brackish 
draught of misfortune into his mouth In the llth year, and m

he conducted himself badly with the troopers, and they joined 
togethei and at the station of Pui Mandal assembled ^ at the pub- 
lic hall of audience (^) The second, M ‘liiayat Ullah, who was 
famed for his skill and piudence, and was unrivalled in the art of 
accounts, became the diwan of Sultan Paivez, and transacted 
all the business in a masterly manner But he disgusted people

Asaf, entered the palace and brought out Shahnyar with violence 
and made him over to Asaf In the first year of Shah Jahan’s 
reign Firuz entered into his service and was piomoted to his formei 
lank of 2,000 with 500 horse In the 4th yeai lie had an increase 
of 300 hoise, and in the 8th yeai his rank was 2,000 vith 1,000

Fais from the dynasty ruling there Akbar out of generosity and 
gentleness sent m the 22nd year M Fulad — a young man adorned 
with talents and tact — as an ambassador, together with some of 
the rarities of India In reply to the letter he said^ that the 
Safavi family was related to the Prophet, and should be respected, 
and that he did not consider a difference m customs or religion a 
reason for attacking a country He also said that old associations 
with the family withheld him from attacking it And as ‘Abdullah 
had not mentioned the Shah of Persia with respect Akbai wrote 
rebuking him and gave him good advice

One of the Saijnds of that countrj^ At Akbai’s Court he 
became an object of trust on account of his good services and was 
made Bakawal Beg (supei mtendent of the kitchen) — an office only- 
conferred on trustworthy men When Muhibb ^Ali K the son of 
the Mil Khalifa addressed himself to the siege of Bhakar, and the 
garrison became haid-pressed, — as has been stated in Muhibb 
‘All’s biography, — Sultan Mahmud, the ruler there, lepresented to 
Akbai that what had passed, had passed, and that now he was 
willing to suirendei the fort, but that there was enmity between 
him and Muhibb ‘All, and that he had no confidence in him He 
begged theiefoie that one of Alcbar’s servants might be deputed 
Akbai deputed IMir Gesu When he came theie, Muhibb ‘All’s 
men blocked his path, and he was nearly being made prisoner 
Khwaja Muqim of Herat, the father of ^waja Nizamu-d-drn 
BaHishi (author of the Tabaqat) — who had gone there as Amin — 
by his sound counsels restrained Muhibb ^Ali from improper con- 
tention The garrison, who had been waiting for the Mir, surren- 
dered the keys in accordance with Sultan Mahmud’s agreement — 
who had died before the Mir’s arrival — m the 19th year, 982, 1574- 
75 Such a cultivated country came into his possession But 
Muhibb ‘All K in his foolish covetousness did not withdraw his 
affections from the country, and things between them ended in dis- 
pute and contest 

When Akbar heard of this, he sent Tarson K as governor of

pur,^ and reported that the work was not being carried on accord- 
ing to the original plan Accordingly the Khan was again 
appointd to the faujdari of the Duab and had an increase of 200 
horse and was sent off quickly in order that he might complete 
the buildings in a proper manner

pects to the emperor Scinde remained as before WJien Jahan-

70 horse They sa}^ that one day Subhan Quli K the ruler of the 
country (Turan) came to see the melon fields and that Mir Shihabu- 
d-drn said to Kliwaia Y'^aqub Juibarl and Rustum Beg AtalTq, 

‘ ‘ My father has called me to India, but the Khan does not give 
me leave ” As a suitable time had occurred these two good men 
went to the Khan and procured leave for him The Kkan sent for 
him, and pronounced the fdtiha, and sard, Go to India, you will 
become a great man ” It happened that such good fortune 
attended him that the might and dominion of the princes of Balkli 
and Bokhara were nothing in comparison to it In the 23rd year, 
when the royal standards were displayed in order to chastise the 
Rana of Udaipur, no news was forthcoming about Hasan ^Ali K 
Bahadur ‘Alamgirshahi who had gone mto the hill-country in pur- 
suit of the^Rana At midnight the king sent for Mir Shihabu-d- 
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(Jjn— who was on guard then— and sent him ofT to get news He 
went off at once without making inquiiip'^ aliout tlie nalme of the 
country oi legarding the dangeis of the loarl. etc , and aftei two 
days brought and presented a lejioit from tin Khan This good 
service Avas the cause of his piomolion and he u'feued the title ol 
ICliaii and otlici favouis Aftei that he was sent off to Siiolu to 
put down Durga Das and Sotak’ and othei tuibiilent Itathoi- 
As they had leagued Avith Piince Afuh.immad Akhai and weie lead- 
ing him astiay, the piincc sent Miiak Klian — wiio was a scjvant 
knoAAUi to tlie king — to the Mian and made jii onuses and lafpiests 
that the latter would join him Tlie faithful Khan tiaAelkaP 50

of duplicity, Ghaziu-d-din K Bahadur Firuz Jang ” After that he 
took the fort of Ibrahimgarha ahas Ikar which afterwards 
received the name of Firuzgarha He did good service in the 
siege of Haidarabad and was wounded After it was taken he 
was raised to the rank of 7000 with 7000 horse Afterwards, he 
took the fort of Adoni, which received the name of Jmitiyaz- 
garha, after severe fighting, from Sidi Mas'aud Bijapuri who was 
one of the high officers of ‘Add Shah, and in the 32nd year added 
it and its territory to the imperial domains In the same year 
he went off from Bijapur to extirpate Sambha As plague broke 
out and many who escaped from death lost their intellects, then 
eyes, their ears or their speech, the Klian too lost his eyesight 
Though he in accordance with precedent ^ did not come into the

He also presented every kind of peshkash After the king had 
looked at them, he confiscated much of the artillery and wrote ‘ a 
letter of reproof to Prince Bldar Ba^t, saying, You with double 
allowances have not such an establishment of guns, etc as Firuz 
Jang has He has all the things that he should have, or rather 
that he should not have ” In the 48th® year Firuz Jang pursued 
Nima Scmdiah as far as Malwa, and underwent great fatigue He 
received the title of Sipah Salar (commander-in-chief) But for 
some reason the expedition was stopped At the time of Auiang- 
zeb’s death he was in the province of Berar and stationed at Elich- 
pur Though he had much loyalty and many connexions with 
Muhammad A’zim Shah, yet that prince on account of innate

His ancestois held the zamindari of Andarkhi (^) in the pro- 
vmce of Allahabad, and ivere servants of the Orcha Rajahs His 
grandfather Bihar Singh was killed by Muluk Cand the manager 
of Malwa — who acted for Muhammad A’zim Shah — in the time of 
Aurangzeb, because he was a source of sedition Muluk Cand cut 
off his head and sent it to the emperor After this, his father 
Bhagwant Singh, the son of Bihar Singh, was also killed in battle 
by Muluk Cand His family left their home Gopal Singh accom- 
panied Nizamu-1-Mulk Asaf Jah When he returned to the Deccan 
fiom Upper India with the intention of giving battle to Mubariz 
K , Gopal distinguished himself on the battle-day, and after the 
victory received a suitable rank and a fief, and the charge of the 
fort of Qandhar m Bidar — ^which is a distant place and is a strong 
fortress In the time of Shah Jahan it was taken from the 
Deccams by !l^an Dauran. Since that time up to the time of 
writing, the fort has been mostly in the possession of himself 
and his descendants He died in 1162, 1*749 

After his death, though Dalpat Singh his eldest son died in

HABSH I£HAN 

Sidi Miftah Abyssinian was one of the old sei vants of the Nizam 
Shall! dynasty, and was honoured and trusted by that family 
He was for a long time governor of the foit of Udgir which is a 
very strong fortress and built of stone and lime When from the 
beginning of the reign of Shah Jahan the territory of the Nizam 
Shah was trodden by the imperial armies, gradually all the forts 
and estates were conquered by the imperial servants and the 
dynasty was altogether ended ‘Adil Shah of Bijapur, in order to 
get possession of Ism‘ail, his brother’s son, who was imprisoned in 
Udgir, made use of every stratagem and endeavoured by craft to 
■win over Sidi Miftah, but failed 

This Ism^aiU was the son of Darvesh Muhammad the eldest 
son of Ibrahim ^Adil Shah, and the sister’s son of Muhammad 
Quli Qutbu-mulk When Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah was on his death- 
bed (m 1628 ) he showed his testament (or perhaps explained his

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Wish) to Daulat a Kalawant (musician) slave, whom he fully trusted 
and whom he had made governor of the fort of Bijapur, to the 
effect that his second son Muhammad should succeed him When 
Muhammad ascended the throne, he blinded Darvesh Muhammad, 
and the wives of the latter secretly sent Ism’all, who was then six 
years of age, to Nizam Shah in order that he might be safe from the 
clutches of his enemies Nizam Shah, for fear lest the coming of 
Ism' all should become known and the 'Adil Shah be displeased, did 
not see Ism'all but sent him to Sidl Miftah He kept him m prison 
for ten years, and without submitting to ‘Adil Shah he made 
strong the fort and maintained his independence 

In the 9th year, the month of Moharram of 1046, 1636, the 
Khan Dauran Bahadur set ^ about besieging the fort, and when the 
mines had been driven near the fort, the garrison lost courage 
Sidl Miftah became alarmed and sent a message to Khan Dauian 
to the effect that if they would include him among the royal 
servants he would surrender the fort Khan Dauran accepted his 
request, and then he brought forward other wishes which were not 
suitable and commenced fighting 

They say that during the siege many of the materials of the 
defence had been expended and so Sidi Miftah devised a plan To 
Khan Dauran he proposed submission and a desire to enter service , 
and appointed a day for waiting upon him Meanwhile he opened 
the gates of the fort so that his men frequented the royal camp 
and brought back to the fort what they wanted On the day 
appointed for submission he closed the gates and made war 
Khan Dauran then contrived to set fire to a mine which had been 
earned to the foot of the shei hap ® bastion Though the stability 
of the citadel was not much affected, yet Sidl Miftah had the 
foresight to see that there was no help but to submit, and come 
out to the commander After a siege of three months and odd days, 
he suiiendered the fort and made over Ism'ail the grandson Of 
'Ibrahim Adil Shah

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Sidi Miftah obtained from the emperor the lank of 3000 with 
1500 two-horse and three-horse troopers, and the title of Habsh 
I£han (the Abyssinian K ) and was treated with favour. He also 
received a good assignment (tankhwah) He was always enrolled 
among the auxiliaries of the Deccan, and the govcinors of the Dec- 
can never failed to honour him He too, thougli his figure and 
manners were strange, was of great pliysical strength and was not 
devoid of refinement He was very fond of learned men and men of 
piety, and helped them, and spent money on deserving persons He 
was also a zealous servant In the 29th year Prince Aiiiangzeb, the 
governor of the Deccan, appointed him and all the other leaders of 
the Deccan, to accompany M Klian the governor of Berar, against 
the zamindar of Deogarh And when the prince proceeded to Gol- 
conda in the 30th year, SidI Miftah took part in the affair and did 
good service He had much faith in Baba Fiiuz who was a dervish 
m the town of Pathri, and everj^ year and every month defrayed 
the expenses of the i%aikh’s monastery {KJianqdh) When the said 
Baba died, the Khan built his tomb in Pathil, which still is a shrine 
visited by people He held in fief the pargana of Waklur m 
the Sarkar of Nandaii He made it his home, and settled many 
Arab Saiyids there and helped them in various ways He also sent 
for many valuable books from Arabia, and stretched forth the arm 
of liberality His son Ahmad K also obtained high rank He was 
a young man of a noble presence, and was much patronized by 
Shah ‘Alam Bahadur when he was viceroy of the Deccan He 
bought the zamindan of the pargana above mentioned and united 
it with his ]agir He died in Aurangzeb’s reign His sons 
obtained a small rank The villages of the paigana were assigned 
to other men For a time they knocked at the door of turbulence 
and distinguished themselves by their presumption In the time 
of the present emperor (Muhammad Shah) ‘Iwaz ^ K Bahadur

One of the old servants of Humayun In the journey to Persia 
which fate compelled that king to undertake, Haidar attached 
himself to the stirrup and was encompassed with favours In the 
defeat at Balkh when Humayun’s horse fell from being wounded by 
an arrow, Haidar presented him with his own horse When the 
army of Humayun maiched to extinguish the flames of sedition 
kindled by M Kamran wlio had fled from Kabul and was spending 
his time in vain hopes in Afghanistan, and arrived at the Surkh Ab, 
Haidar and man}’- smgle-fighteis were honouied by being appointed 
to the vanguaid They arrived in advance of the main body at 
the Siah Ab, which is between the Surkh Ab and Gandamak, and 
encamped theie M Kamran saw he had not the power to fight a 
pitched battle, and so made a night-attack Haidar*^ stood firm 
and fought manfully, and though wounded did not give way In 
the march to Qandahar and the expedition to Inrlia he did not let 
go the saddle-stiaps of dominion, and when victory was gained he 
was made governor of Blana After he came there, as Ghazi K 
Stir the father of Ibrahim K was shut up theie, and had vain 
thoughts, Haidar made an agieement with him When Ghazi K 
came out of the fort Haidar from greed of his property broke his 
agreement and put him to death This piece of bad faith 
displeased the just disposition of Humayun and he uttered the 
truthful prediction that Haidar would never again be able to gird® 
up his loins, and they say that to the day of his death his condition 
remained as the king had said

He belongs to Isfarain ^ and his name was Muhammad Reza

shani) Afterwards when the soveieignty of India came to Farrukli 
Siyar he, through the intervention of Mir Jumla, received the title 
of Haidai Quli K , and the appointment of diwan of the Deccan,

and was exalted by being appointed as the Dlvdn of Ahmadabad, the 
revenue officer of the port of Surat and the deputy governor of Gujarat 2 — 
this office m those days formed part of the assignment of ^an Daman

turned towards Akbarabad for dealing vuth the disturbance 2 caused by 
Neku-siyar, son of Sultan Muhammad Akbar, son of Aurangzib, he 
(Mu‘izz-ud-Daula) was honoured by the grant of the title of Bahadur, 
and sent ■with the vanguard to clear the route, and was appomted to 
lead m the siege of the fort of Akbarabad In the first year of the reign 
(1719 A D ) of Firdaus Aidmgdh (Muhammad Shah) he ^ was sent -with a 
large army to chastise Girdhar Bahadur, who smce the death of Raj a 
Chabila Ram Nagar had raised the head of rebelhon m the Suba of 
Allahabad And when through the mtermediation of Raja Ratan 
Chand this affair was peacefully settled, he returned to the loyal Presence, 
and m the same year was exalted to the post of 3Ilr AUsh (Commander of 
the artillery), which had fallen vacant owing to the death of Saiyid 
Khan Jahan Barah After Husam ‘All Khan was kiUed and when Saiyid 
‘Izzat Khan Barah and other associates of the above-mentioned Khan 
turned towards the royal residence, he (Mu‘izz-ud-Daula) -oath all available 
infantry and cavalry served the royal cause with great courage and 
bravery As a result his rank was advanced to 6,000, with 6,000 
horse, and he beat the drum of triumph on being granted the title of

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Nasir Jang ^ In the battle 2 , which took place with Qutb-ul-Mulk on 
behalf of Sultan Ibrahim, son of Sultan Raff-u'-h-Shan, he was appointed 
to the vanguard, and perfoimed most valuable services through his 
artiUerj’', and later with the sword he put to test the biavery of his 
opponents Qutb-ul-MuUc Bahadur, avIio had leceived a vound^ on the 
hand, was carried by him on an elephant to the presence of the Kmg 
As a reward for these valuable services his rank vas laised to 7,000, 
with 7,000 horse, and he vas granted the title of Mu‘izz-ud-Daula 
In the yeai 1133 A H (1720-21 AD), the governorship of Gujarat and 
the revenue accountan'^y of the port of Surat was transfeiied from

the latter started to take up his office On receipt of this news and as

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year he was given i the government of Dulqa and Danduqa Afterwards 
he hurried to Cambay to help Qutb-ud-Dln ^an Muhammad Khan In 
the 22nd year he was appointed 2 to the government of Multan, and 
in the end of the same year he, m company with Mirza Yusuf Khan 
Radavi, did good service m Baluchistan where the chiefs had levolted 
In the 25th year when ]\Iirza Muhammad Hakim came from Kabul and 
besieged Lahore, the Saiyid and the other fief-holders were shut up 
there After the ai rival of the imperial army there when Prmce Sultan 
Murad was appomted to pursue Muhammad Hakim, the Saiyid ref^eived 
the command of the left vung When the royal army reached Kabul, 
and as Akbar proposed to halt there for some time, he sent^ on the 
elephants to Jalalabad and appomted the Saijnd and some others for 
their escort On the return fiom Kabul when they encamped at Sirhmd, 
the Saiyid obtamed leave to go to his fief In the 30th year he was 
appointed to Kabul along vnth Kunwar Man Smgh When he came to 
Peshawar, which was in his fief, lus soldiers returned to (his fief in) India, 
and he spent his time negligently ivith a few men m the fort of Bikram 
(near Peshawar) He left^ the affairs to a man named Musa, who was 
not very discreet Without making sure of his character, he was 
appomted m charge of the government and the admmistration of justice, 
and he out of avarice oppressed the Mahmand and Ghuri tribes, of whom 
there were 10,000 householders m Peshawar, and mjured their property 
and their honour They, from folly and rvickedness, made Jalala’ Tarild 
their leader and stirred up a rebellion near Bikra^m Hamid, on account 
of the smallness of his force, wanted to wait m the fort tiU the arrival of 
soldiers from Kabul and Atak (Attock), and of his brothers, but foUowmg 
the advice of shortsighted people he could not carry out this plan He 
sent a man to ascertain full facts about the enemy. He, out of folly or 
wickedness, reported that they were few and ^sorganized Without 
due reflection he came out with 150 men and lighted the flames of conflict 
Though m the very beginning he was wounded by an arrow, he did not 
stay his hand His horse fell into a hole ^ and he was killed in 993 
(1585 AD ) Porty of his relatives feU with hun He held the rank of 
2,000 Afterwards the Afghans surrounded the fort, but his young son, 
Saiyid Kamal, bravely defended it with the help of a few men 

Kamal held the rank of 700 m Akbar’s time and on Jahangir’s 
accession this was raised to 1,000 In succession to Sai 3 ad ‘Abdul 
Wahhab Bokhari he was made the governor of Delhi Afterwards he 
went along with Farid Bokhari m pursuit of Khusrau. and was m command 
of the left wing m the battle against him When the Barah Saiyids, 
who were m the van, were hard pressed, Kamal came to their help and 
distmguished himself Saiyid Ya'qub, son of Saiyid Kamal, attained

He A\as a half-brothci of lOian Biruz Jang In Ins fatliei's lifetime 
he became known to Auiang/Jb, and obtained a suitable appointment 
In the 29th j’-oai of the reign he leceivcd the title of lOian and the gift of 
a female elephant, and "was oideiedi to oonvej’’ ticasuro to Muhammad 
A'zam Shah i\ho had been appointed to besiege Bijapui At the end of 
the reign he held the i ank of 2,500 m ith 1 ,500 horse 

After Aurangzib’s death he accompanied A'zam Sluih to Upper 
India, and in the battle with Bahadiu Shah had the command of the 
reseive of the left Mung Aftei AVam Shah -aas killed, he entered the 
seivice of Bahadui Shah, and, m the 3id yeai of the leign, Mas made 
governor of Bljapui After his dismissal from the post he came to the 
Court In the beginnmg Muhammad Shah’s leign, vhen Hizam-ul-Mulk 
went fioin Mahva to the Deccan and cncoiinteicd the creatines of the 
Saijads, Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah M'ho had gone to Delhi with Saijid 'Abdullah' 
Qutb-ul-MuUc M as deprived of his fief and letired into piivate life When 
Hasan ‘Ali the Amii-ul-Umara, was lulled, Qutb-ul-]\Iulk summoned a 
prmce fiom among those impiisoned m Salimgaih and set about con- 
solidating his paitj' He conciliated ]\Iu‘izz-ud-Daulah by lestoiing his 
fief to him He also gave him a sum of money and took him vitli hmi 
When Qutb-ul-Mulk ivas made piisonei, rtimad-ud-Daulah Amin ^an 
Bahadur placed Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah on Ins oini elephant and bi ought hmi 
to the King Afterwards ivhen the government of Gu]aiat ivas transferred 
from Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah Haidar Qull^ to Kizam-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah, he 
(Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah) was made his deputy, and leceived the title of 
Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah Salabat Jang Tins vas lepoited (by Asaf Jah) to 
the Empeior 

"When m 1136 (1723-24 A D ) the government of Gujaiat M'as taken 
from Asaf Jah and given to Saibuland Mian, Shuja'at Mian and Bustam 
‘All, the sons of Muhammad Kazim Jama'dar — vho had foimeity been a 
servant of Shu]a‘at ]^an Muhammad Beg and ivhosc sons on account of 
their abihty had received loyal axipomtinents and the title of Mian 
through the influence of Haidai Quli Mian — ^veie made the deputies of 
Saibuland ^an m Gujarat and Surat Both of them ivere kflled in the 
fight Avitli Mu‘izz-ud-Daulah At last Saibuland ^an came himself 
and the Bakhshi 3 of Hamid Mian was lulled Thereafter Hamid Mian 
ivas summoned bj' Nizam-ul-MuUc Asaf Jah (his nepheiv) to the Deccan 
and M'as made the governor of Nander^ Altei some time he died m 
1140 (1727-28 A D ) at Gulbarga durmg the time when Asaf Jah was 
engaged m the Karnatak He was buried m the cemetery of Shah Banda

Nawaz — ^May his grave he holy ' — outside the dome He was possessed 
of good quahties, and was magnanimous, soldier-like and high spirited 
In speech he was audacious His sons, who distmguished themselves, 
weie Khair UUah Khan, Hafiz UUah Khan and Marhamat Khan Each of 
them on account of their near connection with Asaf Jah had suitable 
fiefs and also an allowance m cash for expenses Generally they were 
notorious for their wicked modes of hvmg They were excused service, 
and spent their days at home. Each of them had descendants who 
subsisted on remnants of then fiefs The sons of Marhamat Khan, who 
himself was well known for his simphcity, acquned culture The elder 
received the title of Eathyab Jang, and the younger that of Zafaryab 
Jang, and had a fief m the pargana of Malkanda i , the writer was 
acquamted with them 

Hamxd-tjd-DIn l^AN Bahadur 
(Vol I, pp 605-611 ) 

He was an officer of Aurangzib’s time and was the son of Sardar 2 
Khan Kotwal and giandson of Baqi Khan Chela Qahnak of Shah Jahan’s 
tune By the help of good fortune and the influence of his stars he, in 
the end of Aurangzib’s reign, became the centre of the affans of India, 
and had the power of bmdmg and loosmg m all matters of high pohtics 
^Vhile thus the ariow at the top of the qxLxvet of the reignmg Sovereign, he 
was appomted sometimes to the batteries raised against forts, and some- 
times to camps and distant places for the pumshment of bandits, and, 
wherever he went, he by his rapidity and vigour smote and subdued the 
enemy and then returned safe and sound and rich with plunder, and his 
rank was raised vrth commendations Hence it was that he was known 
as Nimcha-i-‘ Alamgln or ‘Alamgir’s Sword In the begm n mg of his 
career when his father was an object of roj^’a! favours, he too became 
known and acquired reputation In the 28th year of the reign, he, in 
succession to his father, became the Supermtendent of the engravmg ^ 
department At that time, when his father’s title was changed from 
Ihtimam Khan to Sardar Iflian, he got an morease of 200 and obtamed the 
rank of 400 with 60 horse In the 32nd year he became, m succession to 
his father, Supermtendent of the elephant-stables, and as he had become 
a persona giata, his rank was gradually increased When he leceived 
the _order m Ikluj ^ to brmg the wretched Sambha who had been seized, 
along vnth his ivife and child, by the excellent effoits of Khan Zaman 
Haidarabafii, he, m accordance with the royal order, put a wooden cap 
(takhta-lculdh) on Sambha two Jeos from Bahadurgarh (or Birgaun),

and placed them on camels, and pilloiied them tlirougliout the camp 
inth drums heating and trumpets blowing, and then brought them into 
the Presence In the 33rd year he received the title of Idian When his 
father died, he, in succession to lum, became tlie Kotwtil and ivas also 
given other offices At this time he received the present of a jighd' 
(a jewelled ornament for the turban) and an elephant, and wa-s lepeatedly 
sent to chastise the enemy In the 37th year it happened that some of 
the servants of (Prince) Mu‘izz-ud-Dln i behaved impropeily to Padl 
'All, the Divan of Ins establishment, and their impropiieties ended in a 
fight An order was given that Hamid-ud-Din ^iin should go and 
pumsh them When the Klian went against them, his elephant got 
alarmed at the uproar and earned him off to the distance of a kos from 
the battlefield towaids the imperial granaries He chanced to see some 
large sacks which they fill with corn at the granary, and, as his elephant 
was passing, he jumped out of the hqwdah and alighted on them He 
then got another elephant and retuined to the field of battle and punished 
the rioters In the 39th year he, at Islampuri, v as raised to the rank of 
2,000 In the same yeai Santa routed Qasim lOian, Wianazad ^.in and 
other officers and besieged them m the fort of Dhanclerl Hamkl-ud-Dln 
was sent with a large force to lelieve them Near Adoni ho met the 
defeated officers and gave them proper help Meanwhile Santa had 
defeated Himmat Klian^ and gone on with Ins evil vays The Klian 
(Hamid-ud-Din) puisued him and drove him out of the imperial territories 
When he came to the Court, he was honoured and rewarded and 
received the title of Bahadur In the 42nd year, he was appomted to an 
office near the Empeior, bemg made the Superintendent of the 
Ghusalkhdrui Afterwards, ho was also made Superintendent of the jewel 
room In the 43id year, on the death of Ikblas Khan, vho fell a martj’T 
m a battle with the enemy, ho was made Master of the Horse, and leceived 
an adorned belt 3 and a cushion from the Emperor During this tune he 
was sent on several occasions to bung provisions and to hariy the seditious; 
he performed his duties to the Empeior’s satisfaction Though m all 
his takings of fortresses he did good service and was a zealous servant, 
but he especially distinguished himself m the capture of Kajgarh wheie 
(Shivaji) after takmg it from the ‘Adil Shahis had, in the day of his occupa- 
tion, made three forts on the three sides (of the hill) Together mth 
Tarbiyat Mian, Mir Atish, he came out on the ridge opposite the triangle ( '^) 
of the fort which experts caU Sunda ^ and prepared the equipment for 
the battle A batterj^ was made on the top of the hiU and was extended 
to the sang-i-cMn (heap of stones) Though the besieged did not fail to

In fine Hamid-ud-Dln was greatly distinguished at the close of 
Aurangzib’s reign, and was second to none m mfluence and mtimacy 
Though Amir ^an was not wantmg m all these respects, he was still 
inferior to Hamid-ud-Din ‘Inayat UUah Khan was equal to him m 
admmistrative matters, but he had not so long been attached to the 
Court 

Aurangzib died 2 m his quarters {dai fdna) at Ahmadnagar m the first 
watch of I’riday 28 Dhul Qa‘da, 1118 (AH) after a reign of 50 years, 2 
months and 28 days, at the age of 91 years and 13 days After the body 
was laid out, and prayers had been offered, it was watched m the bed- 
chamber {EJiwdhgdh) Next day on hearmg of the event Muhammad 
A‘zam Shah, who had been sent off to Malwa, returned from his camp 
twenty-five hos distant, and performed the mournmg ceremonies On 
the foUowmg day he took the body on his shoulder to the outside of 
the Dlvdn-i-‘Addlat (Hall of Justice), and it was then conveyed to the 
blessed shrme kno'wn as the Rauda, which is a cultivated place eight hos 
distant from Aurangabad, and three hos from Daulatabad Hamld-ud- 
Din neglected ^ no pomt of ceremomal etiquette or lamentation, and went 
with the corpse on foot and pulling out his hairs In accordance "with 
his -will Aurangzib was buried near the tomb of Shaikh Zam-ud-Din 
May the mercy of God he upon him ' 

The date of Aurangzib’s death was found m the noble verse * 
Rvh u Raihdn u Jarmat Na'lm — ^Rest, Hragrance and the Paradise of

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was necessaiy for the malang of war upon Bahadui Shah, he took Hamid- 
ud-Din with him They say, that when on the march news came that 
Muhammad ‘Azim had come to Agia from the Eastern Provinces, 
Muhammad A‘zam Shah said “A great evil {Bald-i- azlm) has leached 
Agra”, and that the Khan Bahadur lephed “It will be removed by the 
blessing of the Great Name” {Ism A‘zam, also punnmg on the name). 
On the day of battle after much contest signs of defeat mamfested 
themselves When Dhulfaqar Khan had retired from the battlefield, 
Hamid-ud-Din also withdrew He also at that time was Avounded by an 
arrow He afterAvards came from GAvahyar, and his cheek resumed its 
pristme hue Avhen he Avas graciously received by Bahadur Shah He 
received a gilded staff and was made 1st Mir Tuzuh and Supermtendent 
of the mace-bearers He received the title of Bahadur ‘Alamgiri, and

When the jugglmg heavens gave Jahandar Shah the lule and the 
dice of Dhulfaqar Ifiian threAA’’ sixes, he practised the rancour which had 
long existed, but had not manifested itself so far , he tormented Hamid- 
ud-Din and imprisoned him and put him m chains i At length Dhulfaqar 
Khan got the reward of his deeds, but though the fall of that tyrant 
released Hamid-ud-Din from confinement, he had no place m the Court of 
Farrukh-siyar Out of regaid for his formei influence oi due to respect 
for the old ties, Saif-ud-Daula ‘Abd-us-Samad Khan, Avho had been made 
governoi of the Panjab, took him Avith him When after the extirpation 
of a noted sect (the Sikhs), the said governor returned in glory to Lah5re, 
the Avriter 2 of these lines Avifcnessed the spectacle Hamid-ud-Din 
brought up the rear of the equippage He AA'-as in a palanqum and had

(Vol III, pp. 879-382 ) 

(He was) the son of Shaikh Phanij’’ri, son of Shaikh Hasan of Panipat 
It IS well known that, in the service of Akbar, lie (the father) as a 
ph 5 ’’sician and especially as a surgeon was witlioiit a rival He v as veiy 
skilful m treating elephants and acquiied much celebrity for it Muqanab 
Khan also had no equals oi rivals m this science, he used to take part 
with his father m the woik and assist in the tieatments In the 41st 
year, 1004 A H , a buck, in the coiiise of a deer -fight, ran towards Akbar, 
gored linn vuth its hours, and inflicted a vound on his testicles Thej'

though he (the Prmce) pressed lum, took nothmg from his estabhshment 
Afterwards when the Prmce became the King, the first person 
who got an office was Hassu After his accession Jahangir gave him the 
title of Muqarrab ffiian and the rank of 5,000 Durmg his reign the King 
was careless, and did not exercise much judgment and discretion m the ap- 
pomtment of officers Inasmuch as Muqarrab ^an was a connoisseur of 
jewellery, he (the Kmg) gave him the important province of Gujarat,

and became more and more mtimate with Jahangir In the beginnmg 
of Shah Jahan’s reign, he, on account of old age, was excused service, 
and allowed to retire to the toivn of Kairana, which was his native place 
and had been m his fief, so that he may enjoy his old age m peace and 
plenty They say that time dealt vath him kindly and he never received 
a blow from Fortune After retirement he spent his days m perfect 
pleasure and freedom from care with 1,000 beautiful women friends 
{sahelis), who were also m charge of his workshops They say, there 
Avas not another rich man m those days who had so much virihty, and 
who, free of cares, could devote so much time to enjoyment As he was 
the custodian of the shrme of Shah Sharaf s of Panipat, he made his

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Kairana i is a pargana of Saharanpui m the province of Delhi It 
has a good climate and fertile soil He erected fine buildings theie, and 
he made a puccd waU round a garden, 140 bighas m extent There

He belonged to Aurangzib’s time and was the eldest son of the 
famous Ilahvardi Khan 3 As his countenance resembled that of a hon 
{sher-babai ), m its strength and majesty, he was styled m his childhood 
Mirza Bagh He was distmguished for the strength of his hands and 
arms and was emment among his brothers foi his noble quahties He with 
his approval always accompamed his father In the end of Shah Jahan’s 
reign, when Prince Shuja‘ behaved m an unseemly manner, Ilahvardi 
Khan mth his sons, wdhngly or unwillmgly, took his side, and there Was 
a battle at Bahadurpur-Benares 4, between Shuja' and Sulaiman Shikoh, 
the eldest son of Dara Shikoh, who had bfeen sent from the Court with 
many of the royal troops to encoimter him Shuja' was defeated and 
went to Bengal, and Hasan ‘Ali separated from his father and jomed the 
royal army .^er the defeat of Dara Shikoh and when the storm of 
dispersion scattered Sulaiman Shikdh’s forces, and every one of the 
royal officers and of his servants left his compamonship and chose their 
own course, Hasan ‘Ali obtamed access to Aurangzib through Raja

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Jai Singh, and by the increase of 500 and the augmentation of his 
troopers attained the rank of 1,500 with 1,000 horse and the title of 
^an, and was the recipient of glances of favour In the same year on 
the occasion of Aurangzib turmng his attention to the battle of Kha] wa 
he received an increase of 500 and the appomtment of Qushhegl (falconer) 
After the second battle ivith Dara Shik5h, when the Capital was 
lUummated by the arrival of the Emperoi, Hasan ‘Ali, m addition to 
holdmg the office of Qushbegi was made faujddr of the territory of 
Shahjahanabad in succession to Kirat Smgh As the office of Qushbegi 
necessitated constant attendance on the royal stirrups, Hasan ‘All was 
always with the King both in journeys and at Court and was a pejsona 
grata In the 9th year, he was made Supermtendent of the servants of 
the jilan ^ I^ffien m the end of the 12th year the Kmg left the Capital, 
Hasan ‘All was made faujddr of Mathura, in succession to Saf Shikan 
^an, and had the rank of 3,500 with 2,500 horse, and was sent off with 
a force to chastise the turbulent elements m that neighbourhood He 
showed great energy and courage m seizing and slaying the recalcitrants 
and m plundermg then habitations and destroying then forts, etc He 
assigned then estates to his compamons and others He arrested the 
robber Kokla Jat — who was responsible for the killing of ‘Abd-un-NabI 
Khan faujddi (of Mathura) — and for the ravagmg of the pargaua of 
Shadabad 3, along with his compamon, the rebel Sank!, and sent them 
to the Court The royal ivrath ordered and both, m retribution foi then 
crimes, were cut to pieces limb by limb The son^ and daughter of 
ICokla were made over, for their upbimgmg, to Jawahir Khan Nazir 
The daughter was later given m marriage to Shah Quli Chela, a well- 
known officer, and the son got the name of Fadil and became a Hdfiz 
In Auiangzib’s opmion no othei Hdfiz was so rehable, and the King,

22nd 3’'eai, Avhen the royal standards were duected for the first time 
towards Ajniei, the ^an was appomted along with ^an Jahan Bahadm 
to subdue the country of Jodhpui and other territories of the deceased 
Raja Jaswant V^Tien m the 23rd year the royal army proceeded from 
Ajm'ei towards Udaipui foi purposes of castigation, a large and richly 
and properly equipped aimy was sent under the leadership of Hasan 
‘All to punish the Rana In this campaign he did excellent service and 
one day while crossmg a ravme fell upon the Rana The latter could not 
vuthstand the attack and went avay'’ leavmg his tents and goods The 
Khan destroyed the idol-temple m front of the Rana’s palace and also 
172 other temjiles in Udaipur, and obtamed the title of Bahadur 
‘Alamglrshdhl Afterwards, when the royal standards proceeded to

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the Deccan, Hasan ‘Ali Khan was appomted to accompany Prmce 
Muhammad A‘zam for the siege of Bijapur As every day there was 
constant fighting m the batteiies with exchanges of positions, and 
scarcity and dearness of provisions pressed heavily on the camp, an order 
was sent, m the 29th year, to the Prmce, that as thmgs were m this 
condition he should raise the siege and ]om the imperial army which was 
then at Shdlapur The Prmce took council i with the leadmg officers of 
experience He first took the opmion of Hasan ‘Ali, observing to him “ The 
transactmg of the affairs of the campaign rests upon the concord of the 
officers An urgent order has come from the Court to the above effect 
Your opimon m matters of peace or war, of rapid action or of endurance 
IS valuable, as you have seen and heard and hved through many such 
scenes of stress and difficulty What do you thmk m this affair”^ The 
Khan rephed “ Considermg the situation of the army, and the general 
good, it IS advisable to raise the siege When m the Balkh campaign 
Prmce Murad Bakhsh, on account of the severity of the weather could 
not remam, he, willingly or un willing ly, withdrew from the siege without 
orders from Shah Jahan, and returned to the Court The state of the troops 
at present is apparent, and Your Highness has an order (to retire),” 
After this the others spoke and all agreed with Hasan 'All’s opmion 
The Prmce said "You have spoken for yourselves, now hear my senti- 
ments I, Muhammad A'zam, with my two sons and the Begam 2 will not 
move from this place of danger as long as we have hfe Let the King 
come afterwards and bury us My compamons can choose for themselves 
about going or staymg The preservation of the realm and rehgion is 
what IS looked to by men of honour, fate depends upon the heavens 
Nothing evil occurred, and by the fortunate circumstance of the Prmce’s 
steadfastness, Khan Firuz Jang arrived with a large army and abundant 
provisions, and hardship was changed mto happmess {‘us7 ha yasr 
tahdil ydft) In the same year Hasan ‘Ali was appomted governor 3 of 
Berar on the death of Irij Khan As he was hotly engaged m the siege of 
Bijapur and was domg good service, Radi-ud-Din Khan (who was) Shaikh 
Radi-ud-Din, and belonged to a noble family of Bhagalpur m Bihar and 
who had charge of Hasan ‘All’s domestic affairs and of those of the 
imperial troops, was appomted to act as his deputy 

The Shaikh was a very learned man, and took an active part 
m editing the Fatdwd-%- Alximglrl He received three rupees a day as 
his pay As he was also skilled m many sciences he helped m mihtary 
affairs, m the collection of revenue, and as a compamon, etc Further, by 
the mstrumentahty of Qadi Muhammad Husam of Jaunpur, the Court 
MuJitasib (censor), his merits were brought to the notice of Aurangzib and 
he received the rank of 100 Gradually through his auspicious star and his 
good quahties and the help of Hasan ‘Ali he attamed to the rank of an 
Amir and Khan He became peshJcdr of Hasan ‘Ali and did good service m 
extirpating the Jats of Mathura and m the affair of the Rana ^ In the

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begmrung of the 30th year, he was lulled ^ during an altercation with the 
soldiery The government of the above province (Berar), where the ShaihJj 
(Radi-ud-Din) was acting as his deputy, was given to Muhammad Mu’min,^ 
the son-in-law of Iri] lOian 

As the siege of Byapur lasted a long time, the King became indignant 
and said “^^^at worldly advantage is there in the number of prmces, 
they are nothing but a name We hoped one of our sons vould do 
somet hin g This has not come about Let us see wliy this vail does 
not crumble doivn” He advanced from Sholapur, and as deeds are 
pledged to fortune, he encamped on 21 Sha'ban, 1097 A H (13th July,

directed to guard Kabul In the first year of Jahangii’s reign, he was 
summoned to the Capital, and was met at Mathura by Sultan Khusrau, 
who, on the mght of Sunday, 20th® Dhn’l Bijja 1014 A H , had escaped

He was the third son of Rustam of Qandahar In Jahangir’s time 
he attained to the rank of 1,500 vuth 700 hoise After Shah Jahan’s 
accession he came mth his father from Bihar and did homage i In the 
2nd yeai , he ivas appointed to Bengal 2 and served for a long time, along 
with his son, Saf Shikan, among the auxiliaries of that piovmce On 
being summoned to the Court, he offered his allegiance to the august 
conqueror, and later on leturn earned on his duties satisfactorily, and as 
a result of the trust in his fidelity his ranlc Avas exalted In the 19th 
yeai, his rank was 3,000 Aiath 2,000 horse and he v^as granted the fief of 
Fathpur In the 20th year he became fmijdd') of Jaunpur in succession 
to Shah Nawaz Khan Safavi, his younger brother Along with his son, 
Saf Shikan he received a drum and his lank rose to 2,000 Avith 2,000 
horse In the 21st year he came from Jaunpur with his son and did 
homage, and agam they Avent to Bengal In the 22nd year, he was, 
at Shah Shuja‘’s request, appomted to Kuj (Cooch Bihar), and received 
an increase of 1,000 horse In the 23rd year, and end of 1059 AH 
(1649 AD) he died He did not accept the title of Hian Mirza Saf 
Shikan, after his father’s death, served as the thdnaddr and fatijddr of 
Jessore 3 m Bengal After that, he retired and Avas for a long while one 
of the pensioned suppheants for the Avelfare of the reig nin g King He 
died in 1073 A H (1662 AD), the 5th year of Aurangzib’s reign He was 
married to the daughter of Mir Miran Yazdi, the sister of Nawazish 
Khan ‘Abdul-Kafi, who was half-brother of lOialil Ullah ^an His heir 
was Saif-ud-Din Safavi, who, on account of his being the son-in-law of 
Khalil Ullah Khan, was an object of royal favour and received the title of 
Kamyab Khan^ in the 7th year For some reason he was removed from 
his rank In the 14th year he was restored 

Hashim Khan

He was the son of Qasim Khan 3Izr Balir (admiral) When his 
father was kLlled,^ m Kabul, m the 39th year of Akbar’s reign, and the

Husam, his uncle, was sent off there so that he might take charge of the 
country till Hashim Ifiian’s arrival In the end of the same year he 
came to the Court and was sent 2 off to Kashmir His son is Muhammad 
Qasim I{han 3 Mv Atish Shah Jahani, of whom an account has been given

He was the Supermtendent of the still-room {Abdai Mdna) and head 
of the domestic servants {I^idmaigdidn) of Shah Jahan He Avas much 
trusted and made an mtimate, and contmually admitted to the Presence 
For a long time he was the Supermtendent of the palace {DaulatT^dna ) — 
an office Avhich was only given to rehable men, and also Supermtendent 
of the chelds (slaves) and of the pages {Miwdssdn) Probably he is the 
same Hayat ^an ^ who Avas Supermtendent of the still-room m the time 
of Jahangir, and Avho, on the day of the tiger -hunt AVhen Ani Rai 
Singhdalan displayed great valour, and Prince Shah Jahan helped him 
and struck the tigei vuth his sword, was also in attendance on the King’s

500 In the 26th year, his rank was 2,500 with 200 horse After the 
battle of Samugarh when Aurangzib’s army arrived ^ m the neighbour- 
hood of the Capital, he, m accordance with ordeis (fiom Shah Jahan), came 
twice with Fadil ^an M%r-i-Sdmdn_heioT& Aurangzib He produced a 
royal letter and a sword called ‘ Alamgii which had been given (to 
Aurangzib by Shah Jahan), and commumcated a verbal message (from 
Shah Jahan) In the early part of the reign (of Aurangzib) the Saddiat 
was taken ^ from hun and transferred to Mirak Shaikh Haravi He for 
some years remamed m retirement and then died 

HjniMAT Khan MIr ‘Isa

He was the heir of Islam Khan Badakhshi From his very early 
years he was a favourite of Aurangzib He was an aggregate of talents 
and perfections, and a paragon of good quahties He was always a 
patron of the learned men He was of a gentle disposition and a well- 
wisher of humamty The erudite and the talented of every quarter 
came over to him and were duly rewarded He was a poet, and (this 
couplet) IS his

He enjoyed the influence and lespect which his father had enjoyed 
during the time when Aurangzib vas a Prince Aftei the battle vuth 
Jaswant he was raised to the lank of 2,000, and had the title of Himmat 
Khan which his father also had foi a time When in the 6 th yeai his 
father was made governor of Agia, he became the faiijddt of the district, 
and 500 of his 1,000 horse were two-hoise and thiee-hoise After his 
father’s death he came to the Court and was made Qurbegi (m chaige of 
royal standards) In the 9th year he was made the Super mtendent of 
mace-bearers and in the 12th yeai Supermtendent of the Dlvdn-x-Khdss 
Afterwards he had the rank of 3,000, and vas made the 3rd Bakhshi

m succession to Hasan ‘AliKlian. and received a present of a lac of rupees 
In the 23rd 3 ’’ear, he did homage at Ajmei and took leave at Udaipui 
and went to his lands In the same 3 'eai Sarbuland ]^an 3Iv BaMisM 
died, and Himmat Khan was sent foi On 10th Shainval of the 24th 
3 ''ear (4th Novembei, 1680 AD) he vas made in Ajmei the 1st Bakhshi, 
and received a-gold-embroideied lobo of hoiioui {J^nVai dd 2 '>aUa~'i-zatnn) 
When Prince ^bai jomed mth the Bathors and some leaders of the

was made the governor of Allahabad, Muzaffai ^fin was appomted 
governor of Oudh and fanjddr of Goraklipur In the 3Ith ycai, ho was 
agam appomted to Allahabad, and aftorvaids vas summoned to the 
Court In the 37th year, he v ailed upon the King, and v as sent off to the 
fort of Parnala to convoy the family 3 of Sultan Mu‘izz-ud-Dm (to hun) 
In the 39th j^ear, when Rub Ullah ^an and others v ere defeated by the 
Mahratta leader, Santa Ghorpare ^ (m Ghoipaia), as is detailed m the 
biography of Qasim Ifiian liirmani (Text, III, pji 123-126), kluzaffar Khan 
in accordance with orders, made a rapid march and engaged Santa 
A great battle took place and though ho defeated the foe, a bullet struck 
him m the chest and ho was killed ^ m 1106 A H 

The second (Sipahdar Khan) was appointed m the 30th year to the 
government of the Deccan o m succession to Mukarram Khan, and m the 
37th year to Allahabad On the death of Buzurg Ummid ^an, the 
Jaujddi of Jaunpur was put m his charge, and his ranlc became 3,000 with 
3,000 horse, and he was honoured with the gift of a kror of dams In 
the 41st year he was removed from there

pursuit of Shah Jahan In the yeai of Jahangir’s death he was in 
attendance on Yamin-ud-Daula and was present at the battle with 
Shahriyar 2 At the end of the reign he had the lanlc of 3,000 with 2,000 
horse In the first year of Shah Jahan’s reign, he leceived his former 
ranlr and went with Mahabat Ifiian to Kabul as Nadhi Mufiammad, the 
ruler of Balkb, was creatmg a disturbance there In the third year, when 
the Kmg was encamped m the Deccan, he went with Yamin-ud-Daula 
to Balaghat and distinguished himself In the 11th year, he went with 
Khan Dauran Nasrat Jang to Kabul where Sultan Shu]a‘ had stayed to 
protect the fort of Qandahar in case of a probabihty that Shah Safi, 
the Kin g of Persia,might invade that place At this tune, correspondmg 
to 1047 A H (1637-38 A D ) he died His son, Saiyid Zabardast, had 
in the 30th year the rank of 800 with 400 horse

He was the son of Multafat ^an who Was called A'zam ^an ‘Alamgiri 
In the 27th year of Shah Jahan’s reign, he was appointed, in succession 
to his uncle Muftkhr Khan Khan Zaman, Ddid^a of the Deccan artillery 
His rank was 900 with 400 horse At the end of the reign his rank was 

1.000 with 600 horse When the victorious banners of Aurangzlb, the 
Viceroy of the Deccan proceeded towards Agra and reached Burhanpur, 
Hoshdar’s rank was raised to 1,500 with 700 horse, and he was granted 
the title of ]^an. In all the conflicts he was attached to Aurangzib’s 
stuTups When his father i died on the day of the battle ivith Dara 
Shikoh from the heat of the air, the King mcreased his rank and made him 
the Supermtendent of the GhusWidna, and he carried on the duties of this 
oflice in an efficient manner After the battle with Shu]a‘ his rank became 

3.000 with 2,000 horse In the 5th year, it became 4,000 with 3,000 
horse When at this time the King desired to go to Kashmir, Hoshdar 
Khan was made governor of Delhi In the 6th year, he was made 
governor of Agra on the death of Islam Khan Badakhshi, and, m the 
8th year, he was also made faujddi of the adjoimng territory and 
received an increase of 1,000 horse As his good service and strict 
rehgious principles were approved by the Kang, he long governed Agra, 
and, m the 14th year, he was made the governor of IQiandesh In the 
15th year (1082 AH), he died at Burhanpur He was the best shot, 
with a gun, of the age, and was for a time the mstructor of Pimce 
Muhammad A'zam (as constant practice is necessary foi skill) His sons, 
Kamgar and Ja‘far,2 came and kissed the threshold after then father’s 
death and were received vath favour The first was distmguished for 
his courage, and devotion to mihtary duty His pillow and counterpane 
were never without his coat of Mail He had a body of compamons whom 
he called “The Forty” ^ {Chihal-tan) In the pride of his bemg a house- 
born servant he was often guilty of presumption, and was, therefore, 
censured In the 23rd year, when Ajmer was the seat of royalty, he 
was, for some reason, removed ^ from his rank and he gave ^ him self four 
wounds m the belly with a dagger The Kmg restored him to favour in 
view of the regard he had for the houseborn ones He was very 
athletic, and wonderful stories are narrated about bim His fight with 
a crocodile when he was the governor of the fort of Chunar is well known 
He died while he was governor of the fort of Ba’isin in Malwa He left 
no descendants

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Qutb-ul-Mulk Avas the Prime ^Minister of Muhammad Farruldi-siyar 
and Saiyid Husam ‘Ali was the Am 5 r-ul-Umara They belonged to 
the great family of the Saiyids of Barahd and were of the noblest 
rank in India The two brothers ivere the Farqadmn (the two Calves) 
stars of the heaven of Saiyidsbip, and the tvnn lights of the sphere of 
Amirship They were adorned Avith many sublime virtues and charmmg 
quahties, especially courage and generosity, in both of which they were 
pre-eniment Prom the begirming of then use to its culmination they 
led ideal lives and had a good reputation By Avatermg India Avith 
justice and goodness they made it the em’^’- of eternal paiadise But m 
the latter days of their poAver they tiod the path of error and fastened 
upon themselves the stam of an evil name, avIucIi aauII last till the day of

and overthreAV the prosperity of the Emperor and of both the Saijuds 
Qadi 2 Shihab-ud-Hin the prmce of the ‘ Ulama — ^May his grave be 
holy ' — ^says Avith regard to the virtues of Saiyids that the true notes of 
Sai5udship are the demeanour (Miulq) of Mufiammad, the generosity of 
HasbunS and the courage of Haidar A true Saiyid must possess all 
these quahties Then if by chance and by reason of the carnal spirit, 
transgressions occur, there should, at the end, be some motive which should 
lead to final dehverance There is an illustration of these words m 
the fates of the two brothers, for they departed from this world as victims, 
and their countenances were reddened by the hue of martjudom The 
real name of Qutb-ul-Mulk was Hasan ^ ‘Ali, and that of the 
Amir-ul-IJmara Husam ^ ‘Ali, the first Avas martyred by bemg 
poisoned, while the martyrdom of the second was effected by a dagger 
Though the Amir-ul-Umara Avas the younger brother, he m 
generosity, courage, magnammity, gravity and modesty Avas superior 
to Qutb-ul-MuJk In the time of Aurangzib he Avas the governor of 
Rantanpur (Ranthambhor) and at the close of the reign he was faujddr 
of Hmdun ^ Biyana When his bi other, after the death of Aurangzib, 
was encompassed Avith favours by Shah ‘Alam at Lahore, Saiyid Husam 
‘Ali Khan entered the service of the Eung with a smtable force at Delhi, 
and m the battle Avith Muhammad A‘zam Shah did great deeds and was

Nazim of Allahabad, also took his side In a 
short tune a large army was collected, but from want of funds, until 
Agia was leached, he did not have more than 12,000 cavalry Husain 
‘Ali Khan on the day of the battle, which took place with Jahandai Shah, 
near Agra, was opposed, along mth Hasan Beg Safshikan Khan, the 
Ndhh Sabaddi of Orissa, and Zam-ud-Din Khan, son of Bahadui Khan 
Rohila, to DJiillfaqdi Khan, who had taken up a position with many guns 
and culveiins He urged on the cavahy and attacked the hne of guns 
When he sav that the battle was gomg agamst him, he, m accoidance 
with the practice of the Indian soldieis, dismounted,^ and fell to the 
ground and famted because of his wounds The other two leaders and 
the Jama‘ddi were slam After the victory Husam ‘Ali Khan obtamed^ 
the title of Amii-ul-Hmaia Firuz Jang, the rank of 7,000 with 7,000 horse, 
and the post of Mil BaMishl In the second year he was sent vuth a 
large army to chastise Ajit Smgh Rathor, who was behaving rebelhously 
m his native country Up to llluthaS he devastated the countiy The 
Raja was terrified and retired via Bikamr to strongly defended country 
This IS what they say about the Amii-ul-Umara’s orders in this expedi- 
tion that as the villages of Ajit Smgh and Jai Smgh weie mtei mixed, 
and the peasants of the first fled m teiioi, he directed the plundeieis to 
sack the deserted villages and set fire to them, but not to mjure the 
inhabited ones Ajit Smgh’s peasantry’' saw this, and came foiwaid and 
made peace thiough the peasantry of Jai Smgh Thereupon Sazdwals 
were appomted to make the plunderers extmguish the flames, and 
return what had been plundered This was done without delay 
Certam reliable persons, who examined the villagers, unanimously 
declared that they sustamed no mjury except that caused by arson ®

The}’’ say that AA'hen the Amir-ul-Umara came AA'ithm sixteen kos 
of Mutha, the Raja’s confidential agent arrived A\ith 1,500 cavahyto 
carry out the iieace terms, and the}’’ AA^anted to encamp As it Avas repoi ted 
that their statements AA'eie not true, and that they Aveie pieparmg some 
stratagem so that the Raja might get aAA'aj’’ AAith his baggage, Husain 
‘All ^an sent a message that if the peace Avas a leaht}’’, they should 
agree to be made prisoners, and put m chains until the arrival of 
the Prince, They at first, out of regard for then honour, wore unAAolhng 
to do this, but at last agreed The Amh-ul-Umara put chams on four 
influential men and made them over to the leading jama‘ddis When 
tho jama^ddis came out of the DivdnJ^dna (hall of audience) AAuth then 
prisoners, the rabble of the camp, on seeing the state of things, rushed to 
their tents and a fight took place Though men Aveie sent to repulse 
them, yet the vagabonds m a tAvmkluig of an ej’-e destroyed life and 
property The Amir-ul-Umaia released the four men, and begged their 
forgiveness They too Avere convinced that this mischief had taken

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When he reached Malwa, Ra]a Jai Smgh Siwa’i, the governor, retired, 
so that there should not he an interview The Amir-ul-Umara wrote 
to the King, “If this movement is in accordance with an intimation 
(from you), let it he ordered that I return from this place Otherwise 
Da’ud Khari will behave in the same way to-morrow” In the beginning 
of the reign the Saiyids had been the means of saving the life of Da’ud 
Khan and recently the Amir-ul-Umara had procured for him from the King 
the deputy governorship of Burhanpur, and he had come from Gujarat 
and was established there In answer to Amir-ul-Umara’s report an 
order came saying that with regard to the misbehaviour of Jai Smgh, 
he (Amir-ul-Umara) had been invested with the power of appomtmg or 
dismissing him What hkehhood was there that Da’ud Khan would 
behave m a similar manner * If he does, he should send him to the Court 
But from pusillammity and the meanness of disposition, the Kmg, through 
Khan Dauran, secretly instigated Da’ud Khan to oppose Amir-ul-Umara 
When the latter crossed the Narbada it was evident that Da’ud Khan 
had severed the thread of amity, and had no intention of commg for an 
interview Husain ‘Ali attempted to reform him, and, as has been 
related m the biography of Da’ud Khan i, sent messages to him The 
purport 2 of these messages was that an interview was necessary for 
concord, but that if he was disposed to join the opposition, he should 
proceed to the Court, and he (Amir-ul-Umara) would not prevent his 
domg so Da’ud Khan advanced the foot of ignorance and brought the 
affair to a battle on 11th Ramadan (10th August, 1715 A D ), an engage- 
ment took place near the city (Burhanpur) Though Da’ud i^an had 
been severely wounded by a musket-ball, he faced the Amir-ul-Umara 
and was killed After this victory, which inspired terror into the hearts 
of the leadmg rebels of the Deccan, Amir-ul-Umara made Aurangabad 
his headquarters and appomted Dhulfaqar Beg Bakhshi to chastise Khandi 
Dharbaray,3 the general of Raja Sahu, who had built forts m ^andesh 
and established thdnas, and had disturbed the country by his demands of 
Chautli and had plundered the caravans He met the robbers m the 
pargana of Bhamber,^ and fought with them The Mahrattas followmg 
their rule dispersed after a brief fight and fied The army, which 
had not seen a Deccan-battle, and was not acquamted with the crooked 
ways of the Mahrattas, pursued them, rejoicmg, when suddenly those 
rascals made such a hot attack that Dh^aqar Beg, who had rashly 
advanced too far, was killed with a number of others, while the rest of the 
army fled Though Saif-ud-Din ^ ‘Ali Khan and Raja Mufikam Smgh 
were appomted to punish that contentious tribe and hastened to the

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port of Suiat, and afterwards Muljkami Smgh went as far as Satara, 
which, was Sahu’s home 2 and abode, and omitted nothmg in the way of 
plundermg, yet the defeat was not remedied m a manner worthy of the 
Amir-ul-Umara’s dignity and position If we look only to apparent 
circumstances, namely, that he had ample treasme, a large army, a lofty 
mmd, and inborn courage, the vagiant handful of Mahrattas should have 
been cuffed, and then account settled by drubbmgs, but, as the Emperoi , 
at the instigation of the destroyers of the dommion, himself encouraged 
opposition to the Amir-ul-Umara — as m the mstance of Da’ud Khan — and 
secietly and openly mtrigued vuth the leaders of the Deccan, and even 
with Ra]a Sahu Bhbnsle, who had forcibly become the Raja of the 
Deccan, and as m Delhi there were every day fresh disagreements with 
Qutb-ul-Mulk so that eveiy moment cries of “Seize him and kill him” 
were heard, and he m his lonelmess and alarm was writmg letters to his 
brother and pressmg him to come, the Amir-ul-Umara was helpless, and, 
therefore, jomed ahen foes against the household ones In 1130 AH, 
he, through the mtermediation of Shanliraji Malhar and Muhammad 
Anwai Khan of Buihanpur, made peace with Raja Sahu The terms 
were that m consideration of abstainmg from attackmg and plundermg 
the countiy, and tioubhng the loutes and highways, and keepmg up 
15,000 cavahy for the Nazim, sanads were given for the Ghauth^ 
and Deshmuhhl of the six provmces of the Deccan Husam ‘Ah’s own 
seal was afi&xed to the sanads, and the revenues {tanl^wdli) of the Konkan 
(Concan) and other territories, which Sahu called his old kingdom, were 
made over to him and his agents were made co-partners and put mto 
possession Though he (Husain ‘Ali), m view of the situation at the tune, 
thought that this trafficking was to his advantage, but considermg the 
final outcome, it resulted m a great loss He drew the black mark of a 
bad name over his record for a succession of epochs Though the desertion 
of lehgion and the abasement of Islam — Godforbid that such a thmg should 
happen ' — ^were not contemplated by Husam ‘Ali m this transaction, yet 
the consequence was that the power of the mfidels was increased tenfold, 
and every day they raised their heads higher and higher But a clear- 
sighted arbitrator perceives that m this shameful busmess, fortune and 
the state of the times had a great share As the peace with the Mahrattas 
and the makmg of treaties and agreements with them and admittmg 
them to fellowship, and the resentment of the Emperor with Qutb-ul- 
Mulk were all motives for the Amir-ul-Umara’s removmg from the 
Deccan, and as his approach to Upper India was also bruited abroad, the 
Emperor, from a vam thought and m order to obstruct his commg, sent 
off Muhammad Amin Khan Chin Bahadur on the pretext that he should 
settle Malwa which lay on the road from the Deccan Afterwards, as 
by the contrivances of 1‘tiqad Khan, the game of deceit was renewed 
between the Emperor and his mimster, the former sent Ikhlas Khan — ^who, 
it was said, was held in regard by both the brothers — ^to soothe Husain 
‘Ah and to restram him from commg to the Court The Amir-ul-Umara,

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who had fir ml y resolved on commg, stopped on hearing of the new 
friendship between the Emperor and his mmister, and waited for further 
news ^^Tien he heard that there had been a fresh disagreement, he, on 
1st Mubarram, 1131 A H (24th November, 1718 A D ) left Aurangabad 
m great pomp with the army of the Deccan and with the IMahrattas 
He took with him Mu‘m-ud-I)m,i a person of obscure oiigm who was 
represented to be a son of Prmce Akbar, and wrote to the Emperor along 
with expressions of loyalty and fidelity that “he (Prmce Akbar’s son) 
had raised a commotion in Raja Sahu’s territory {ta‘ahiqa) and been 
imprisoned, I sent for Turn As caution and circumspection aie proper 
m such matters, I am brmgmg him myself to the Court About the 
end of Rabi‘ 1,2 Husam ‘All, encamped at DeUii near Eiruz Shah’s Lat 
Contrary to the etiquette ^ he beat his drums, and then entered his tent 
He several times repeated m a loud voice that he had left the Emperoi’s 
service Afterwards, when through the intervention of Qutb-iil-Mulk there 
weie some negotiations and some conditions and promises were laid 
down, he, on 5th Rabl‘ II, waited upon the Empeioi, and enumerated his 
grievances He was received with favour and allowed to depart Agam 
on the 8th he mounted (his horse or elephant) with the intmlation that 
he mtended to make over the fictitious prmce, and entered the house of 
Shayista Khan, which had been given to him by the Emperor Qutb-ul- 
Mulk and the Maharaja (Ajit Smgh) hastened to ariange about the 
fort and allowed no one to enter it As the lettmg shp ^ of an opportumty 
may be mterpreted as bad plaumng and as the shuttmg of one’s eyes to 
such a chance would be biddmg farewell to life and honour, thej’' arranged 
a great coup, and entered upon a great enterprise, as has been specially 
described m the biography of Qutb-ul-]\lulk (Text, m, pp 135, 136) 
Two months had not elapsed when Neku-sij’^ai ,5 the son of Muhammad 
Akbar — ^who was imprisoned m the Agra fort — ^with the concurience of 
the attendants there raised the standard of opposition Amii -iil-Umara 
came on the wings of swiftness and besieged the fort for three months 
and some days, and by the contrivance of the ofiicers of the guards 
{Ahshdm) ^ got possession ^ of the fort and seized the property there 
AVhen Qutb-ul-MuIk had an mterview at Eathpui vath Raja Jai Smgh 
Siwa’i — who had come from Amber to offer opposition — ^the Amlr-ul- 
Umara also went there After the Raja had made peace between the 
brothers, there arose disputes about the goods m Agia (fort), and angry

of Rajai Ratan Chand, an open rupture was avoided With much 
disgust (on the part of Husam ‘Ali) a small 2 portion of the property

In his state of rapture he occasionally said tiue things and this 
increased Husam ^an’s respect for him 

The Batakza’is are descended fiom Shaikh Batak, and he, accoidmg 
to all, was the son of ^weshgl Some make him the grandson of the 
Shaikh -ul-Islam Shaikb Maudud Chishti, hut according to the disciple 
Wattu Shuriyani i Batak is spi ung from Wattu Ho is kno^vn as the great 
Pir {Pn Kablr) Shuriyan was the name of his father who was the 
son of Khweshgl Batak had three sons, Wattu, Husam, and Khalaf 
The first was seized by the attraction of Divine love He v ent forth to 
seek his teacher, and when after surmoimtmg manj’’ difficulties he came 
to the tovm of Chisht (m Khurasan) he entered the service of Wiwaja 
Maudud Chishtl, with whom Khwa^a Mu‘m-ud-Din Sanjari (the A3mer 
Saint) — ^May his giave be holy ' — ^is connected tlirough two generations 
His wishes were gratified there, and he remamed long m the service of the 
saint He regarded that place as his leal home, but when the Khwa^a 
died, Wattu returned to his native countr3’^ Dlanj’^ of the hiU-men, and 
all the Khweshgis and the Jamand^ (tube) became his adherents One 
of his perfect disciples was Shaikh Batak, who was his fathei’s bi other 
and one of the pious men of the age He (apparent^ Wattu) uttered a 
prayer m reference to him to the effect that till the Daj’’ of Judgment his 
descendants might be masters of knowledge and holmess According^ ^ 
many of this branch have been masters of peifection, and the clan is also 
loiown as the Plrzddagl 

They say, that Pir Wattu’s dress was black, and that when Shaikh 
Batak attained the highest degree of sainthood, Wattu gave him his oivn 
clothes and adopted white for himself Hence it is that the Batakza’is 
regard everj’thmg black as blessed while the Watuza’is regard it as 
unfoitunate The standard of the Khweshgis is black and white, m 
memory of the two samts 

In short, Husam Khan beat the drum of mdependence in the town of 
Qasur and its neighbourhood, and said nothmg to the leadmg jaghddis 
or to their inferiors but what savoured of arrogance and presumption 
At last Bahadur Shah came to Lahore and set up his abode there Aftei- 
wards there occurred contentions among the loyal prmces Husain 
Mian did not refram from commotion and fightmg — ^which were inevitable 
at such a time — and carried on his evil practices When m the begmmng 
of Fairukb-siyar’s reign the government of the Pan3ab fell mto the hands 
of ‘Abd-us-Samad ]^an Dder Jang, he opened commumcations of smcerit3’' 
and harmony with the Khan and came to Lahore to mteiview bim He 
also entrusted to him ths: faugddrl of Lakhi Jangal This only mci eased 
Husam’s arrogance and his turbulence was augmented When the 
governor perceived that Husam swallowed up the revenues of Lakhi 
Jangal, as he had done those of Qasur, and rendered no accounts, and

heliaved perveisely to him also and msulted him Not content mth 
that, he led anj’’ aimy agamst him and destroyed his life and pioperty 
Neveiiheless ‘ Ahd-us-Samad foi a tune neglected to take fmthei measures 
When Husain’s mimodeiation passed all bounds, the governoi 
lesolved to settle the affair He maiched out with 7,000 cavalry fiom 
Lahoie and wiote to Husain Idian “Qasui and its tciiitoiy have been

of the two Saijuds) viote to ‘Abd-us-Samad on reccijit of a lettei fiom 
Saiyid Hasan Khan Baiah, the Suhaddi of Lahoie — ^^vho had gone bj’’ way 
of Qasui and who was acquainted with his ariogance and infatuation 
— ^that he should not inthhold his hand from (attackmg) hun, and 
also made him an assignment foi the tioops on the tieasuiy of Lahore 
Anyhow, an engagement took place neai the town of Jhuni ^ — which is 
30 los fiom Lahore and IS fiom Qasui, on Gth Jummada II of the 2nd 
year of Muhammad Shah’s icign (1132 A H = 15th Ainil, 1720) There 
was a severe contest The fuiious Afghans so smote upon the guns that

Jang, and theie was a seveie fight At last the goveinoi’s men could not 
resist and Dilei Jang vas nearly defeated Leadmg officers hke Jaui 
Klian. Hifz Ullah Klian displaj’^ed activity, and Aghai Klian came foivaid a 
second time and started fighting Just then Husam Khan’s elejihant-diivei 
wa‘5 lulled and the daivish ^ foimerly mentioned, who was helping m the 
drivmg of the elephant, was killed bj'" an airow l^Tien Husam Khan 
was wounded, the Moghids made the elephant the target of arioivs and 
bullets and put an end to him (Husam Klianl This occurred m the 
year 1130 ^ A H

He was the sister’s son and son-m-law of Mahdi Qasim Hian ^ In 
the beginning of his career he was a servant of Bairain Hian Kian- 
aanan When in the second year of his reign Akhar, after the capture 
of Mankot, stayed foui months and four days m Lahore for the arrange- 
ment of affairs m that province, and in Safr 965 A H proceeded to Delhi, 
Husam Kba.o was appomted as the governor of Lahore One day he, while 
transactmg pubhc busmess there, saluted a long-bearded Hindu under 
the impression that he was a Muhammadan After that he passed an 
order that Hindus should sew a badge ^ [Qhiydn) on their dress near the 
shoulder, and that, with a Tcasr under the first lettei, is a yellow patch 
which the Jews used to wear on their shoulders for distmguishmg 
themselves This m Hmdi is called tuTcrl Consequently he became 
known by the name of the Tukriya (the patcher) At the time when 
Akbar became ahenated from Bairam ^an, and the latter’s soldiers 
left him and ]omed the royal stirrups m the town of Jhu]har, no person 
of influence remained with him except Husam Khan Tuliriya and Shah 
Quli Khan Mahram After Bairam l^an was overthrown, Husain Hian 
entered the Emperor’s service In the 11th 3 ’’ear, w^hen Mahdi Qasim 
Khan became disgusted with the government of Garh and went off by 
the route of the Deccan to the Hijaz, Husam Hian escorted him for part 
of the way Wlien, as he was returning, he came to the town of Satwas 
(not Santwas) 3 m Malwa, the commotion of the rebel Mirzas took place 
Husain Khan ivas obhged to take shelter in the town along with Muqarrab 
Khan who was the Ttyulddi there When Muqarrab Klia^n ^ hastily gave 
up the struggle Husam Khan came out and waited upon Ibiahim Husam 
Mirza, but did not agree to take up service under him, though uiged to do 
so In the 12th year, when Akbar proceeded to extirpate ^an Zaman 
Shaibani, he served under him, and as there was then a brisk market of ap- 
preciation, and as the Kmg was impressed by his courage, good service 
and zeal, he encompassed him with varied favours And though 
he did not know how to manage ^ any comphcated affaus he was 
raised to the high position of an Amir and leceived the ranlc of 3,000 
Inasmuch as the world’s ivme overthrows men, and a narrow capacity

cannot digest it, lie could not control liimsolf He piactised violence 
and oppression in his fief and exceeded Ins poweis When, in the 
19th year, the ro^’^al standards moved to the Eastern distiicts, his inis- 
foitune kept him back fiom that service One day Alcbai mquiied 
about him and asked why he vas not present It va-s repiesented that 
he had been seized vith a frenzy, and that ho ivas cmplojnng himself 
in attaclong and plundeiing the poasantij’’ As there vas woik m hand, 
no one was sent to chastise him, but measuies wcie taken to confiscate 
his fief Aftoi the conquest of Patna and Happur, vhon Alcbar vas 
returmng towards Agia, Husain Ifiian came to the camp, but vas not 
admitted to an inloiview In his madness ho bade adieu to ivorldly 
affairs, and chose to bo a qalandai Royal favoui again succoured 
hmi and an aiiow i from the ro 3 ’’al quivoi was given to him in order that

fame of the victorious arny (of Akbai) made him still moie sonsible, 
and all the vagabonds loft him Thiough the efforts of his well-wisheis it 
appeared to him that the propci eouise was to betake himself bj’- boat 
from Garh Muktesar^ and present himself bofoic Mun'im Mian Kban- 
Klianan Perhaps by his mediation his offences might be covered with 
the scarf of lemenco Actrvo men came to the tovm of Marhara,3_and 
lard hands on hrm, and in accordance with orders he vas taken to Agra 
and put into ^ his (oivn^) house in the j^eai, 983 A H , where he died of 
his wound His son, Yusuf Khan.^ vas included among the Amirs in 
the time of Jahangir

wards died of his wounds Akhar, who knew that all the turmoil and 
confusion of Bairam Hian was duo to his instigation, had his head cut 
off and sent to the Eastern Provmces Husain Quli Beg, who was of 
sound judgment and good sense, was sent by Khan-Khanan ivith the 
insignia of his office at the time when the King’s mind was alienated 
from him, to the Presence from Mewat, in the hope that he might by 
submission and supphcation achieve something At the same time, 
the departme of Khan-Khanan to the Panjab, which was an mdication 
of sedition and rehelhon, became known Accordmgly Husam Quli 
was put in chaige of Asaf ^an ‘Abdul Majid who was the governor 
of Delhi, to be treated compassionately, and to see that no harm came to 
Inm Aftei the termination of the affau of Bairam Iffiaii, Husain Quli 
Khan was leleased, and was always tieated \nth favour in view of 
his loyalty and services In the 8th yeai, 971, when Mirza Sharaf-ud- 
Din Ahrari fled from the Court mthout cause, Alcbar gave Husam Quli 
Beg the title of Khan and the fiefs of Ajmer and Kagoi in supersession of the 
Mirza and sent him to pursue the latter As the Miiza left the imperial 
teiritories without fighting, Husain Quli Khan ivithout difficulty took pos- 
session of the fiefs and arranged for their settlement In a short time he 
took the fort of Jodhpur, which was the lesidence of Rai Maldev — who 
was distinguished from the other Rajas of India b}’’ splendoui and by 
the number of his followers — and which aftci his death v as the seat of 
his younger son, Chandar Sen Durmg the siege of Chittoi, Husain 
Quli ^an displayed groat energy m pursuing Rana Udai Smgh, and 
was thanked and praised 

When in the 13th year, the officers of the Atka Kiail were summoned 
to the Presence from the Panjab, the government of that teiritory, 
which IS one of the great domams of the empire, was given to Husain 
Quli Khan But on account of the emergence of the affair of Ranthambhor, 
h^ did not leave Akbar and acquired glory by bemg attached to the 
stirrups of victory After the fort was taken and Akbar had gone to 
Agra, he obtamed leave to look after his estates In the 17th i year, 
he went to take the fort of Nagarkot which was in the possession of Raja 
Jai Chand, and whose son Badi Chand, after his father was imprisoned, 
regarded himself as his father’s successor, and behevmg the latter to be 
dead, became rebelhous When he came near Dhamturi^ Janu (^), the 
governor of the place became suspicious on account of his relationship to 
J ai Chand and withdrew But he sent agents and undertook to provide 
guides The Khan left a party of his men to form a guard {tlianaddn) 
m the village on the road and pressed forward When he came to the 
fort of K5tlah (or Kutilah) — ^which was a sky-high fortress — ^he discharged 
some cannon from the top of a hiU which was over agamst the fort and 
terrified the besieged At night they took to flight Inasmuch as this 
fort was formerly the property of Raja Anam Chand, the Raja of

Was, and a great number of Rajputs and Brahmans, who m the hope of 
acqmrmg merit stood firm, were sent to destruction After that the 
wall outside of Nagarkot was also taken and sdbdt (covered ways) and 
batteries {sarJcdb) were made Every day buddings were demolished 
by the cannon and animals ^ were killed Whde Raja Budai Chand 
was eatmg, a large cannon was discharged so that about eighty men 
were kdled under the wall 

In short, the busmess of the fort Avas nearly fimshed, when suddenlj^ 
the commotion of the approach of the rebeUious Mrzas, Ibrahim Husain 
IMirza and Mas'ud klirza, stured up the provmce of the Panjab There 
was also a great scarcity in the army Consequently Husain Quli Khan 
was helpless, and made peace on receiAong five maunds of gold as 
tribute and much stuff, and laid the foundation of a mosque m front 
of the house of Raja Jai Chand, and m two days raised it up to the 
portico On Eriday, in the middle of ShaAvwal of the same year, after 
recitmg the J^utba m the King’s name, Husam Quli Khan departed from 
that place In company AVith Isma‘il Quli Khan and Mirza Yusuf Khan 
Radavi he hastened after the rebels In the toAvn of Talandah (or Talam- 
bah), forty kos from Multan, he came upon them Avithout warmng, and a 
battle took place betAveen them Ibrahim Husam was defeated and 
fled to Multan and Mufiammad Husam Avith some compamons was 
seized Husam Quli Khan, in the 18th year, 981 A H , when Akbar 
returned to Agra after the conquest of Gujarat, and the officers came from 
all quarters to offer theu congratulations, produced Mas‘ud Husam AAuth 
his eyes seA\Ti up and other prisoners dressed up m the skms of cattle — 
from Avhich the horns had not been removed They presented a strange 
appearance The King out of extreme kindness and gentleness caused 
the eyes of the Mirza to be opened and granted many of the prisoners theu 
fives Husam Quli Khan was raised to high office, and got the title of 
Khan Jahan, than which there was no highei title m the empue except 
that of Khan-Khanan When Klirza Sulaunan, the ruler of Badakhshan, 
took refuge at the Court from the oppression of his grandson, Mirza 
Shahrukh, an order was given to Khan Jahan to proceed Avith the 
brave army of the Panjab m company AVith the Mirza to Badakhshan 
and to place the old ruler on the masnad of that country Meanwhile, 
m the 20th year, 983 A H , Mun'im Khan Khan-Khanan. the Subaddr of 
Bengal, died, and there AVas a great commotion m that country The 
officers of the auxihary force became frightened of the pestilential au

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of the country, and to this was added the domination of Da’ud the Af^an 
—who clauned the sovereignty of the country, and who now broke his 
treaty and agam raised the head of commotion The officers at once 
left then stations and departed from the country As it is a leadmg 
prmciple of Akber that urgent matters should have preference to other 
affaus, the Kmg hurriedly summoned ^an Jahan from the Panjab 
and made him the Suhaddr of Bengal He sent along ivith him Eaja 
Todar Mai, who was distmguished for courage and ability, and ivho 
had done brilhant acts m the provmce The Bengal officers met ^an 
Jahan at Bhagalpur, and some of them ob 30 cted about the clmiate and 
were loath to return, while others made the difference of rehgion a 
pretext, and mdulged in foohsh talk Khan Jahan, who had assumed 
the role of a veteran commander, did not yield and by means of soothmg 
and kindness laboured to restore unanimity, and though most of the 
officers were Cha gh ta’is and imwolbng to submit to a Qazalbash (Persian), 
he, by a little exertion, liberated Garhi , ivhich is the gateway of Bengal, 
and recovered the lost territory as far as Tanda He made constant 
endeavours to compose the disorders Da’ud Khan Kararani streng- 
thened Akmahal (Rajmabal) and planted himself m front of the royal 
foices There was a battle every day, but, though ^an Jahan and Kaja 
Todar Mai made great efforts, the work did not advance owmg to want 
of zeal on the part of the men One day Khwa^a 'AbduUah Naqshbandi 
went out from his battery with some followers and offered battle A large 
body of the enemy advanced to fight, and the Khwaia’s compamons did 
not support him He, from nobihty of nature, stood firm, and played 
away the com of his life When this news reached Alcbar, he "was grieved 
and sent an order to Muzaffar ^an, the governor of Bihar, quicldy to 
join the Bengal army with the fief holders of Bihar As soon as, m 
984 AH, Muzaffar Khan jomed with the Bfiiar troops, Khan Jahan 
arranged his forces and made ready for battle By chance on the mght 
that was pregnant with victory, a cannon-ball from the imperial camp 
reached the chaJidrpdy (bedstead) on which Junaid Kararani, Da’ud’s 
paternal uncle, was sleeping and broke his leg After that there was a 
hot engagement, and Kala Pahar, the leader of the enemy’s right wmg, 
was wounded and fled The battle had not reached the centre when a 
stone of dispersal fell among the A fgh ans and they gave way and fled 
Many Were slam by the pursumg heroes Da’ud wanted to retue, but 
his hoise got stuck m a bog and he was made a prisoner When he was 
brought before Khan Jahan, the latter asked him what had become 
of the oaths and treaties he had made with Khan-Khanan He had 
the impudence to say that it was a temporary agreement i, and that a 
fresh one might now be made Khan Jahan ordered that he should be 
relieved of the weight of his plottmg head, and immediately sent his 
head to Akbar by Saiyid ‘AbduUah Khan The latter had been sent 
post haste to Khan Jahan to convey the good news of the victory 
of Cocanda which Raja Man Smgh Kachwaha had gamed over 
the Rana, and also to announce Akbar’s march to the officers of the 
Eastern Provmces At the time of dismissing him Akbar had said that

^an Jahan sent E.a]a Todai Mai to the Court, and went himself to

and eternal wealth came to his doois Suddenly ardent Divine fervour 
cut short his worldly attachments, m the height of his youth he gave up

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New Yeai’s Day and on festivals the Begam would come to the palace, 
the Mr was not allowed to enter without permission In the reign 
of Jahangir he was appomted to the charge of the fort of Asir, which 
m its height and fortifications and all matters peitaimng thereto is 
umque m the conquered dommions 

Yfiien the Prmce, the heir-apparent Shah Jahan, perceived that on 
account of the pursuit of the imperial army he could not remam m Mandu, 
and on the 17th crossed the Narbada with the design of attackmg Bui-

horse and became Ba^shl of the Deccan Though from trustworthiness

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Shah Jahan his skill and honesty In the 18th yeai, he obtained the 
rank of 1,500 with 600 horse and the title of ^an In the 21st year, 
he obtained the rank of 2,000 with 1,000 hoise and ivas then reheved of 
the BaJchsMship and made the governor of the fort of Udgir As he had 
already a reputation for knowledge and skill, he now wished to get one 
for courage, and so stretched out the arm of resolution and distinguished 
himself by overthrowmg the turbulent and rebellious up to the borders 
of Golconda He emerged from the position of clerkship and became a 
leader, and received an mcrease of 500 with 500 horse In the 30th year,

(verses) Though he did not apply hunself to the acquisition of science, 
yet from frequent mtercourse vnth learned men he was acquamted with 
every science so that at the tune of exposition he was never at a loss 
He wrote beautifully with the handimting of a master, and was unequalled 
as a composer of distiches {qit‘a tmvIsV) He was also much given to 
huntmg He had many children, and good sons The eldest, Mirza 
Ni'mat Ullah, was the most famous of the brothers He was with 
Aurangzib when the latter marched to assume sovereignty, and aftei the 
accession he received the title of Suhrab Khan, and obtamed the rank 
of 1,500 with 400 horse, and was made faujddr of Balapur m Berar and 
went off to the Deccan He was always favoured on account of his 
services at the Couit and m the provmces His son, kBrza ‘Aqibat 
Mahmud Sazawar ^an, after havmg been the faujddr of Aland i and 
Telmga, was appomted to guard the fort of Bidar, but on account 
of weak eye-sight he was removed in the tune of Bahadur Shah’ He died 
in Burhanpur His son, Mir Nizam-ud-Din ‘Ali Husam Ullah j^an 
spent a long time as the governor of the fort of Udgir, and m the days of 
the mismanagement of the Subaddrs confronted the rebels of that 
country, who were a tribe known as Bidar (B§dars2) with a HmdJ ddl 
(d) His gro-wn-up sons were killed m those engagements Afterwards 
his young son obtamed the father’s title and Was at the tune of writmg 
governor of the same fort As he has hereditary courage and 
hardihood, and though the vagabond tribe of the Mahrattas has 
increased its oppression on every side, yet the turbulent ones of his 
neighbourhood are in aive of him In truth, he, at this tune, does 
credit to his ancestors It is also owing to the virtues of the deceased 
Husam-ud-Din that though more than a hundred years have elapsed his

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of Khan as a maik of favour and grace When his father died in the 
31st year, he was granted the rank of 4,000, vath 3,000 horse In the 
battle of Samhgarh, he was in the light wing of Dara Shikoh’s army , 
and after the defeat, from mexperience and short-sightedness, thought 
his best course w'as to become a partisan of Prmce Murad Bakhsh The 
presumptuous Prmce in his folly coined money and read the Khutba 
in his own name in Gujarat on receipt of the news of lUness of Shah 
Jahan, and took the name of Murrawij-ud-Din i (Dispenser of lehgion), 
and fancied himself as the absolute king The fictitious flatteries of 
‘Alamgir and the false promises of that consummate master, who con- 
ducted himself so cleverly towards that raw novice on account of the 
circumstances of the time, increased his natural ignoiance Though 
after the battle uuth Daia Shikoh and the disposition of Shah Jahan 
and the cessation of Ins authority, the reins of power fell naturally mto

The details of this are as follows When ‘Alamgii Badshah came 
out of Agra to go in puisuit of Dara Shikoh, and encamped at Gu^ar 
Sdml,^ Murad Bakhsh kept away from accompanjnng him and leinamed 
in the city with 20,000 cavalry which he had gathered t^ogethei Many men 
also, from a desire for splendour and equipages, separated from ‘ Alamgir ’s 
army, and joined Murad, and his assemblage went on mcreasmg Aurang- 
zib sent a person to inquire the leason of his opposition and for his tarry- 
ing to accompany him, he offered the excuse of his poverty {pai ^Jiuni) 
Consequently Muhammad Aurangzib Bahadur sent him twenty lacs of 
rupees, and a message to the effect that in accordance vuth the agreements, 
he would get, after the present affair was settled, one-third of the spoils 
together mth the territories of the Panjab, Kabul and Kashmir Murad 
Bakhsh marched ^ and jomed him When the encampment was neai 
Mathura, the Kmg resolved that he would get rid of Murad, as every 
day he was becommg more and more disgusted with his behaviour 
Accordmgly he agam expressed a uush for the pleasure of a conversation 
with him and mvited him on the pretext of holdmg a consultation 
about the affairs of the state Though his well-wishers — vfro perceived 
that there was some plot afoot — expostulated with him, the simpleton 
thought their suspicions groundless and said, “ To have suspicions after 
covenants and oaths confirmed by the Qur’an is contrary to the 
Muhammadan ideals ”

rem and came to Aurangzib’s camp Aurangzib received him vuth respect,

be no opposition and no injury to his lionoui oi property Or, if he 
likes to stay m the country, he might choose any place he lilies to reside 
in Ibrahim Klian v'ho, on hearing of Shah Jalian’s expedition, had 
come from Dacca to Rajmahal, replied that the oiders of the Prince rvere 
the interpretation of the commands of God, and that his life and property 
were at the Pi nice’s disposal, but that the laws of faithfulness to one’s 
salt, and his having been nurtured by the ICing were obstacles nr his 
V aj, and that he could not come to rvait upon the Prince Nor could 
he resolve upon depaitmg and shovung the face of shame to his equals 
and contempoiaiies As the I^ng had entrusted this countij’- to his 
old servant, he could not, for the sake 3 of his bon. owed hfe of no value — 
for it is knovTi what remains of life — show slackness in the work of his 
benefactor He was helpless and would give his head to be trodden by

Khan went to tlie tomb of bis son, which was one Jcos fiom the foit and 
on the bank of the Ganges Formerly the fort had been on the banlv of 
the river, but now it had been for a long tune at the above-mentioned 
distance from it Ibrahim Khan sought protection m the tomb which 
was unique in sohdity and strength, and where the fleet could brmg 
auxiliaries and supphes by way of the river 

The Prince took an omen of victory from the voids and acts of

and said “Mv fate does not need it, what better can there be than to 
give my life m my master’s service ” He had not flmshed speakmg 
when he was attacked on all sides and killed As his family and goods 
were m Dacca, Ahmad Beg Khan went theie The Prince too went 
there by the river, and Ahmad Beg could not but submit About forty 
lacs of rupees besides othei properties in elephants and clothes, etc , 
fell into the hands of the Prince ^ From that time Ahmad Beg was 
an object of favour In the last year (of Shah Jahan) he had high rank, 
and became governor of Thatha and Sistan and after that he was made 
governor of Multan When he leturned to the Court he received the 
parganas of Jas 2 and east Amethi m fief There he died a natural death 
Ibrahim Khan had (^ e left) no children His vofe v’^as Haji Hur Parwar 
(nourished by houris ^ ) Khanam v''ho was the maternal aunt 2 of Nur 
Jahan Begam She had a long span of life and survived till the middle 
of Aurangzib’s reign, she had ‘Aligarh (Kdl-Jalali) as her fief {altam^d) 
She lived there in repose and tranquillity till she died

to him, deprived of his rank and title, and a mace-bearer was appointed 
to convey him across the Indus In the 14th year, his faults weie 
pardoned and he was restored to his office and title, and again encompassed 
with favours and appomted governor of Kashmir m succession to Saif 
Khan Afterwards he was transferred from Kashmir to Peshawar at 
the time when the Afghans had made a disturbance In the 12th yeai, 
he was made faujddi of the Bangash, and, in the 21st, when he was 
appointed to the government of Ajmer he was ordered to accompany 
Prmce Muhammad Akbar In the 23rd year, he was made faujddi 
of Jaunpur, and, in the 24th, 1092, he died His sons 2 ‘Abdullah, 
‘Abdul Hadi and ‘Abdul Baqi appeared before the King and received 
mourmng robes In the tune of Bahadur Shah, one of them obtained 
the title of Asalat Khan, and was appomted as the deputy of Mukhtar 
Khan in the office of the EJkdn-i-Sdmdn During this reign he, afbei 
suffermg much adversity came to the Deccan, wheie the appreciative 
Asaf Jah came to his rehef and made him Divdn of the Deccan At 
last he was appomted governor of Haidarabad, and ended his days there 
The other became known by becoming the son-m-law of Ma'mur Khan 
He got the title of Tafakhur Khan and, m the reign of Muhammad Faiiukh 
siyar, he became governor of the fort of Bijapui, and lived for a long 
tune m that deserted place, nor did the door of comfort and tranquillity 
open to his distressed circumstances In the same place he died

dispositions appealed m h im which were contrary to the rules of loyalty 
and fidehtv, and as to these theie was added an ungovernable tongue, 
he was depiived of his fief and his rank and was the subject of censure 
As his good services had been established m the King’s mind, the pargana 
oi Sankarpur 5 -with a rental of thirty-four lakhs of dams was assigned 
to bim for his support Afterwards,® at the instance of the eldest Prmce 
he was restored to his former rank, and, m the 18th year,'^ he obtamed 
the fief of Ihohpur On the death of the Khan Dauran, the governor of 
the Deccan, he was made supreme in Berar When Islam Khan came to 
the Deccan, they did not get on together At his ovm request he was 
recalled to the Court In the 21st year, he kissed the threshold, and 
leceived the ^dgh of Gorakhpur When on account of Qandahar the 
friendship between Shah ‘Abbas II and Shah Jahan had been interrupted, 
and there was a stoppage of mutual embassies, it happened, that m the 
26th yeai a person named Ghulam Rida® came from Bandai ‘Abbas 
with seven Iraqi horses to Siirat and brought a "wiitmg from the Shah to 
the guardians of the roads to the effect, that the servant of Ilahwardi 
^an Mir Atish (ArtiUery officer) was bringmg some horses and directing 
that no one should interfere "vvith him Prom this it was suspected that 
the H^n had sent some presents (to the Shah) along noth a letter, and 
that this was the reply Though the sending of a letter and presents 
to a foreigner and an enemj^ was contrarj’’ to the rules of loyalty and 
deserving of capital pumshment, but out of benevolence and generosity 
he was (only) deprived agam of his rank and gdgii and censured, and 
dnected that he should be sent back without delay from Kabul 
and he should stay m his own house in Delhi An order was also issued 
to the clerk at Surat'to confiscate the horses and all the belongings of 
bliulam Rida and to send him in chams to the Court so that he might meet 
with due pumshment After he came, inquiry 9 was made and it was

man<<ah of o 000 and tlic fief of Jaunpur in sur cession to Mukairam Khan 
Though during this (iine lie was excluded from the Court for tiio veais 
and S nioiidis and lived in rctiienien(, he used to receive foi his expenses 
70 lacs of daws a }car and at every vearly weighiiicnt (of (he King) he 
received a thousand Ashrafis Accordingly ^ uji to the time of icgaimng 
his ‘;er\ ice he had received five thousand Ashrafis At the end of the leign 
he vas appointed governor of Bihar 

"When the illness of Slifdi Jaliiin had lasted loi a long tune and v.uious 
<lisasters happened in the kingdom and Shuja', the second son, behaved 
presuiiiptuouslv m Bengrd and led an army against Patna Ilahvaidl 
Khan who was unable to oppose him, came (o Benares and stayed tlieio 
till Shupl* followed him The larter had rccomse (o fawning and deceit 
and so prevailed on hini, (hat (his expeiienced giej'beard departed fioni 
his position and took the side of ( hat mined man, and never 2 ceased to 
help him Aftei continual vandenngs Sliiija'. in the middle of Rajab 
1070 A H (March, IGGO A D ), vishcd to leave Akbainagar (Rajniahal) 
and to proceed to Taiida Iliiliwardi lOiiiii from his expeiience and knov - 
ledge (of Astrolog\ C foiesaw in (he future of Shuja' the approaching 
disaster, and peiceivod that Slnqii' uould eventually have to fly to 
Arraciin to escape Aurang'/ib’s army He, therefore, wished to join the 
imperial ariuA, and returned to Akbarnagar As many of Pimce s men 
wished to leave him and were of the same mind as Ilalnvaidi Iflian and as 
the latter had a band of his own men, he foitifled his lesidence, and was 
prepared to resist if Shuja' attacked him 

Shuja' on hearing the news devised a jilan, and spread untrue reports 
and returned to Akbarnagar He appointed men to surround Ilahvaidi 
Khan’s house, and to wait the signal for attack, and then sent Siraj-ud-Din 
Jabarl, his Divan, to bring him (Ilahvaidi Kliilnl to liim by promising 
whatever may be necessaiy When on account of the return of Shuja' 
to the city (Akbarnagar) and of his false proclamations, the men rvho 
had joined Ilaliwardi Khan grew lukewarm, the lattei became heIple<5S 
and accepting the false promises and words set off vath his son Saif IJllah 
m company vath Siraj-ud-Dln In this condition men of Sliuja' attacked 
him and seized him on the road, they bound their (i e of the father and 
son) hands behmd their backs as if they vore criminals and led them 
before Shuja' outside Akbarnagar That wicked man set him upon an 
elephant and took him unth him to the city (Akbarnagar) and thei e ^ 
put him and his son to death, and confiscated all his property 


Rida had been a servant of IlahwardI Wian, and that after being dismissed he went 
to Persia and had obtained the dustak (permit) from the King of Persia by false 
representations Shah Jahan, however, would not accept this explanation

He was knovn as Ilahvardi ^an ‘Alaniglrshahi and was the eldest 
son of Ilahw'ardi Mian 3 His name w'a« Ja'far Though the disposition 
of the father and son and of his biotheis was natuiallv inclined tow’aids 
jestmg and bluntness, so that they were all of one cloth — and even to 
this day every member of the family follow'S the customs of his ancestors 
and does not abandon jocosity and laughter — yet Mirza Ja'fai fioiii his 
early days was not on good terms wnth his fathci He bound the skirt 
of energy round the ivaist of enterprise and became a separate lunnei on 
the course of hfe By good fortune and excellent endeavouis he became 
a favourite of Shah Jahan, and, in the 21st yeai obtained the lanlc of 
1,000 with 200 horse In the 23rd year he w'as made Qmmval Beg 
(Chief huntsman), which w'as his hereditary office Afterwards he 
obtained an increase of rank, and was made/aiydtJ? of Janabi ( ?) ^ After 
the defeat of Dara Shikoh when the garden of Nur Manzil® was made 
the encampment of Aurangzib, the fiist order that w'as issued from the 
royal mind was that Ilahw'ardi Khan should be made/aiydai of Mathuia, 


but the month was April The account in the text is taken from the ’’Alarngii najna, 
p 498, etc Evidently Ilahwardi Hian mtended to desert Shuja' and so he deser\’’ed 
his fate He and his son were put on an elephant and taken back to_his quarters

courage and eneigy, and was also vei}’’ generous He composed poetry 
and was the authoi of a dlvdn, and this is one of his couplets

In spite of these good quahties he could not get on vith his father. 
It IS notorious that when Ilahwardi Khan mcurred the Sovereign’s 
displeasure for some reason, and Shah Jahan ordeied in open Dlvdn 
that he should be seized and turned out, Ja‘far jmnped and quicklj’ 
came out of the crowd and seized his father by the back of the coUai 
and put him out His father, who always complained, was very voluble 
on this occasion, and Ja'far m excuse said, “As it was impossible to 
disobey the Bang’s order, no doubt someone else would have come 
forward to execute it In that case we should not have been able to 
show our faces, and perhaps mdignation and shame would have carried 
us too far ” His son was Aman UUah When in the 12th year his uncle 
Hasan ‘Ali Khan was made faujddr of Mathura, he was made faujddi 
of Agra and was ordered to assist his uncle After that he got the title 
of Khan and m company with Muhammad A'zam Shah at the battle of 
the batteries at Bijapur, he, in the 29th year, bravely drank the last

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Malimud Kian •won ovei man's" of the mansahddrs and the aitiUeiy men 
by promismg that if ‘Imad-ul-]\Iulk’s tune should come, they -would get 
such and such favours, and ■wi'^hed to cany off Intizam-ud-Daula One 
day it '^vas arranged that an onslaught should be made on Intizam-ud- 
Daula's house and that he should be seized On that day the enteipiise 
failed and ‘Iniad-ul-Mulk fled towards Dasna There he became a lobber 
and attacked and plundered the roval estates, and the fiefs of the 
mansahddis At this time Sura] Mai Jat, who had escaped m a -wi etched

who was the wife of Muhammad Shah, and other ladies were made 
prisoners Holkar treated them with honour "V^dien Tmad-ul-Mulk 
heard about if, he abandoned the siege and hastened to the Capital 
^Vhen Jai Apa saw that these two leaders had gone, he too abandoned 
the siege and -w^ent off to Narnol Sura] Mai without effort was freed 
from the pressure of the siege Tmad-ul-Mulk by the help of Holkai and 
with_the co-operation of the Court officers, especially Samsam-ud-Daula 
Mir Atish deprived Intizam-ud-Daula of the Vazdiat and appropriated it 
himself, and gave the office of Amir-ul-Umara to Samsam-ud-Daula On 
the day he assumed the Vazdrat, he, m the morning put on the robe of 
honour, and at midday imprisoned Ahmad Shah and his mothei On 10th 
Sha ban, Sunday, 1167 A H (2nd June, 1754 A D ) he seated ‘Aziz-ud-Din, 
the son of Mu‘izz-ud-Din Jahandar Shah upon the throne, and gave him 
the title of ‘Alamgir II After a -w^eek’s imprisonment, he blinded 
Ahmad Shah and his mother — ^who was the origin of the whole confusion 
After a while he went to Lahore to settle the provmce of the Panjab, 
which after the death of Mu‘m-ul-MuIk, had on behalf of the Shah 
I^urrani come into the possession of Mu'in-ul-MuIk’s ■widow He left 
‘Alamgir II m Delhi, took mth him ‘Ali Gohar for appearance’s sake 
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{hatuzahi), and went by way of HansI and Hi?ar to Lahore When ^ 
he came near the Sutlej, Adma Beg Khan sent a force under the 
charge of Saiyid Jamal-ud-Din Khan Sipdh Sdld7 and Hakim ‘Ubaid 
Ullah lOian Kashmiri, who was his factotum and had been raised to the 
rank of 6,000 and the title of Baha’-ud-Daula, by mght to Lahore Thej^ 
proceeded there with great alacrity Eunuchs were sent into the harem 
and they roused the lady who was sleeping there and imprisoned her 
They brought her out and gave her a place in a tent She was the wife 
of Tmad-ul-Mulk Tmad-ul-MuIk gave the government of Lahore to 
Adina Beg Khan and fixed 30 lacs of rupees in heu of peshkash and returned 
to Delhi When Shah Duirani heard this news, he was much troubled, 
and marched quicklj'^ fiom Qandahai to Lahore Adina Beg Khan fied 
from Lahore to Hansi and Hi§ai Shah Durrani came rapidly within 
20 hos of Delhi Tmad-ul-MuIk had no recourse but to submit and wait 
upon the Shah At first he was censured, but on the recommendation of 
the above-named lady and the exertions of the Vazl7 (of Shah Durrani) 
he was saved and was made Vazh on condition of pajunent of a peshJcash 
When Shah Duriani appointed Jahan ]^an to take possession of the 
forts of Suraj Mai Jat, ‘Imad-ul-Mulk represented to the Shah that if a 
scion (?m?a,2 a fiower of the Timurids and an army of the Durranians 
ivere given to him he would bring ample gold from the Antarbed (the 
area between the Ganges and the Jumna) The Shah summoned from 
Delhi two Princes — Hidayat Bakljsh, son of ‘Alamgir II, and IMuza 
Babur, son-m-law of ‘Aziz-ud-Din the brother of ‘Alamgir II, and sent 
them along with Janbaz Khan, who was one of his Sardars, with ‘Imad-ul- 
Mulk He with the two Prmces and Janbaz Khan crossed the Jumna 
without any proper oigamzation and proceeded towards Earrukhabad 
the residence of Ahmad Khan son of Muhammad Khan Bangash Afimad 
^an came out to meet him and presented tents, furniture, elephants 
and horses, etc , as a peshJcash to the Princes and ‘Imad-ul-Mulk The 
^tter^ then went on and crossed the Ganges and came to Oudb 
Shuja -ud-Daula the governor of Oudh came out from Lucknow with 
tlm mtention of givmg battle, and came to the plam of Sandi and Pali 
which are on the borders of Oudh Twice slight engagements took 
^ace between the skirmishes At last by the mediation of Sa'ad UUah 
Man Brohila peace was made on the basis of a payment of five lacs of 
rupees a small portion in cash and a promise for the rest ‘Imad-ul- 
Mulk marched off with the Prmces, and inll703AH he crossed the 
Ganges and came to Earrukhabad Shah Durrani had come out of 
Agra on account of an outbreak of plague and had gone off quicklj'^ 
towards Afghanistan On the day that he came near the Capital, ‘ Alamgir 
i along with Najib-ud-Daula came to the tank of Maqsudabad, and had 
an mterview with the Shah He spoke much evil of Tmad-ul-Mulk

baggage from the fort, and give him a place near his own tent He 
made over to him the other side of the Jumna, viz , Saharanpur, Burtya ^ 
and Chandpur and the whole of the Barah townships With the help

was secretlj’’ m correspondence with Shah Durrani, and also that he 
wished that ISTajib-ud-Daula should prevail over Data Accordmgly he 
put to death the Ifiian-Khanan (Intizam-ud-Daula) who had previously 
been imprisoned On the same day ,2 8th Ilabi‘ II, Thursday, 1173 A H 
(29th November, 1759 A D ), he also made a martyr of ‘Alamgir II, and 
raised Mulji-ul-MiUat, the son of Muhi-us-Sunnat son of Kam Bakfish 
son of Aurangzib, to the throne, and gave him the title of Shah Jahan 
After ‘Alamgir II and the Khan-Khanan had been killed.

went to Suraj Mai Jat and remamed with bun for a tune Afterwards 
when tune removed the Kmg, and l^jib-ud-Daula made Sultan Jawan 
Bakht the son of ‘Ali Gohar Shah ‘Alam Bahadur pro-forma King and 
ruled m the Capital, ‘Imad-ul-Mulk went to Afimad ^an Bangash m 
Farrukbabad Then he went to Shuja'-ud-Daula to fight with the 
English After the defeat he sought protection among the Jats In the 
year 1187 A H he came to the Deccan and the Mahrattas gave him some 
land for his support m the provmce of Malwa As he did not feel 
confident about the reignmg Sovereign, he went off to the port of Surat 
and spent 3 some tune there with the hat-wearers (the English) At the

No de fini te mfoimation is available about his origin or his native 
country, nor his ancestors, and there is no traced of his descendants 
AU that IS known is that he was from Khawaf In the end of the 10th 
year of Aurangzib’s reign, he was appointed to be Dlwan-i-^dlsa ^ 
(Superintendent of the crown-lands) In the 13th yeai, he reported ^ 
that the expendituie had mcreased smce the time of Shah Jahan and 
now exceeded the receipts by fourteen lacs of rupees An order was 
given that four krors of rupees should be allotted (as the assignment) 
for the Khdlsa and that the expenditure should be fixed at the same 
amount The papers regarding the expenditure were exammed, and it 
was ordered that many items of expense in the establishment of the 
Ehng the Prmces and the Begams should be reduced Here some 
remarks may be made about the greatness and extent of the Indian 
Empire The revenues of the Princes of other countries do not amount 
to what the servants of the Indian govermnent receive The revenues 
of Imam Quli Khan and Nadhr Muhammad ^an, who held the whole of 
Transoxiana and Turkistan, even to Balkh and Badakhshan, were from 
land revenue and taxes {mdl u sdhr) in cash and grain and also from 
enhancements and tithes ( ? ) {irtifd‘ zakdt) one kror tiventy lacs of 
JHidnis, which are equal to thirty lacs of rupees The assignment 
{tankhwdh) for every officer of 7,000 with 7,000 horse, du-aspa n sih-aspa 
(two-horse and three-horse) ^ is a kror of dams (2 lacs and 50,000 rupees).

To investigators it is clear, that m the time of Akbai — who was 
the founder and builder of the Cahphate and of world -rule, and the 
constructor of the prmoiples of world-conquest — the expenditure was not 
on the same footmg as in former times As every day new territories 
were added, the expenditure also of necessity increased , but the mcome 
also increased a hundredfold, and there were accumulations In the 
tune of Jahangii, who was a careless Prmce and paid no attention to 
pohtical or financial matters, and who was constitutionally thoughtless 
and pompous, the fraudulent oJB&cials, m gathermg lucre, and hunting 
for bribes, paid no attention to the abilities of men, or to then perform- 
ances The devastation of the country and the dimmution of income 
rose to such a height that the revenue of the exchequer-lands fell to 50 lacs 
of rupees while the expenditure lose to one kror and fifty lacj, and laige 
sums were expended out of the general treasury {Khazdna-i- Amu a) In 
the begmiung of the prudent reign of Shah Jahan when a review was 
made of the mcome and expenditure and of the welfare of the country 
by the royal officials, that mse ruler ordered that estates to the value 
of one kror and fifty lacs of rupees — ^v’’hich, according to an estimate foi 
the whole twelve months, formed the fifteenth part of the (value of the) 
imperial domams — should be made Khdlsa (exchequer or crown-lands). 
He upheld the allowance of a kror of rupees for fixed expenditure, and 
kept the balance for unforeseen (or contmgent) expenses Gradually, 
that Monarch, by good management and good fortune mcreased the 
mcome from day to day The expenditure also mcreased, so that at the 
end of the 20th year, out of 880 krors of ddms of revenue, 120 krors were 
assigned to the Khdlsa which, for the whole yeai, comes to three krors 
of rupees In the end the amoimt was nearly four krors, as has been 
stated (above) More extraordmary still, there were great mcreases in 
gifts and irCdms and outlays upon enterprises and buildings Poi 
instance, m the first year of the reign a kror and 80 lacs of rupees m cash 
and goods and 4 lacs of btghas of land and the revenues of 120 villages 
were assigned to the Begams, the Princes, the nobles, officers, Saiyids, 
learned men and Shaikhs At the end of the 20th year, 9 krors, 60 lacs 
of rupees were estimated for gifts (tn'dms) ^ In the Badakhshan and 
Balkh expeditions, exclusive of 2 krors of rupees for pay and allowances 
{mawdjib) 2 krors of lupees were expended on necessary armaments. 
Two ffiors 50 lacs of rupees were expended on buildmgs Of this, 50 lacs 
were spent on the cemetery {Rauda — ^the Taj Mafial) of Mumtaz Mahal, 
52 lacs on other buildmgs m Agra, 50 lacs on the gardens and buildings of 
Lahore, 12 on Kabul, 8 on royal viUas {muimzzahdt) m Kashmu, 8 in 
Qandahar and 10 on the buildmgs of Afimadabad and Ajmer, etc 
Nevertheless the treasuries, which boasted of bemg full durmg the fifty- 
one years of Akbar’s reign, and had now come to the condition of bemg 
■without mcrease or dimmution, raised the cry of “Touch not*’ 
Aurangzib, who possessed moderation and caution, long stiove to equalize

In short, ‘Inayat Khan vas removed m the 14th 3 ’’ear from the 
Khdlsa Dlwdnl — ^which was committed to klirak Mu‘in-ud-Dln Amanat 
^an — and was made faujddi 3 of Chalda Bareilly In the 18th 5 ^ear 
he was made ^ favjddj of Miairabad in succession to Mujalnd Klian After 
that when Amanat Khan resigned the Khdlsa Dliodm, an order was passed 
that Kifayat ^an the Dlvdn-i-Tan should also caiT 3 ’^ on the duties of the 
Khdlsa In the 20th 3 ^ear, ‘Inayat ^an was again appointed ^ to the 
Khdlsa with the rank of 1,000 with 100 hoise In the 24th 3 ’’ear, he, 
m Ajmer — ^when his son-in-law Tahawwur Mian entitled Badshah Quli 
Khan, who by his ignorance had been ginding Prince Muljammad Akbar, 
either through evil intention and pretext of apology or at the instance 
of his father-in-law, retired, and expressmg devotion and fidehty pre- 
sented himself at the doors of the ro 3 ’^al palace , he was punished for his 
ungratefulness — ^was removed from the l^dlsa Dlwdnl and put m charge 
of the buildmgs ® {Buyutdt) in succession to Kamgar ]^an In the 
same year, on the ground that his son-m-law Tahawv'ur Mian had in the 
faujddrl of Ajmer done good service in putting down the Rajputs, he 
begged for this faujddrl and urged that he would use equal exeitions in 
putting down the arrogant (Rath5rs) , his request was granted In the 
26th year, 1093 A H (1682 A D ) he died

He was the son of Qazalbash Khan Afshar In his father’s lifetime 
he became known for his rectitude and abihty, and did courageous 
deeds As the Supermtendent of the artillery in the Deccan he acquired 
fame by his skdl and dismterestedness When his father, the governor 
of the fort of Ahmadnagar, died m the 22nd year of Shah Jahan’s reign 
he was raised to the rank of 1,500 with 1 500 horse, the title of Klian, 
and the charge of the said fort As a result of his high spuit 
and generosity he did not let his father’s men be dispersed, but kept aU 
of them as soldiers or servants (shagird-pesha) He sought fame, and 
because of honest -mindedness he took his father’s debts upon himself 
and set himself to support his relations and kmdred In the 24th year, 
he had an increase of 500 and on the death of Qazzaq ^an, he became 
thdnaddt of Pathri, in the Deccan He afterwards came to the Court, and, 
in the 25th year, was made Tuzuh When Prmce Dara Shikoh was 
appointed with a large army to the Qandahar expedition, Iraj ^an was 
made BaJ^shl and given a flag On his return, he was raised to the 
fau^ddn of Jammu and Kangra and received a grant of 57 estates in that 
hill-country In the 30th year when Prince Aurangzib was made Ndzim 
of the Deccan and appomted to chastise ‘AJi ‘Add Shah and to ravage his 
territory, Ira] Hian was sent m company with IVlrr Jumla who had been 
appointed to assist the Prince with a large army of auxiliaries After 
the Prmce had taken the fort of Bidar he sent Iraj Khan with Nagrat 
Khan and Kartalab Khan to Ahmadnagar as the men of Siva (Shivaji) 
and Manaji Bhonsle had stirred up strife there WJien the mcident of 
Shah Jaban’s illness occurred, Dara Shikoh, who was lying in wait for his 
opportumty and was always intent upon defeatmg his brothers, but was 
unable to carry out his plans, issued strict orders and sent out 
sazdwals ^ for the presence at the Couit of the ofScers in charge of the 
auxiliaries Ira] Klian, who was closely connected with Dara Shikdh and 
styled himself Darashikohi took the road to Upper India m company ivith 
Mu'taqid ^an, the eldest son of Hajabat ^an Thej^ say that the Prince 
(Aurangzib) had written to Vazir Khan the Nd’ib at Burhanpur to practise 
conciliation upon the two, and to keep an eye upon them, oi else to use 
deceit and stratagem and to arrest them Wlien they came near the 
city m question the said ^an invited them to a feast, and they wished 
to accept, but they came to know that there was a half-cup ^ (saucer) 
under the cup They immediately set off and from the banks of the

success of ‘Alamgir beat^higli and Dara ShikSh traversed the desert of

from highway robbery and other kinds of robberies. In former times 
‘Isa’s ancestors were not reckoned as landholders. His grandfather 
Bulaqi exerted himself and acquired a name As he advanced in power, 
he practised robbery and plunder and attacked caravans Then he 
collected a force and robbed as far as his arm could reach Gradually, 
by force he took possession of men’s lands, and became powerful In the 
battle with A'zam Shah (in 1707 A D ) he, in company vith Muhammad 
Mu‘izz-ud-Dm fought well and got a name for courage, and was given a 
mansab In the conflicts which took place at Lahore betv^een the princes, 
he attended on Jahandar Shah mth a well-equipped force, and, in the 
confusion, acquired much plunder , he carried off aU the treasure-carts, and 
no one questioned him After the victory he received the rank of 5 000 
and the faujddn of the Duab Patha and of LakhT Jangal. Prom being a 
petty landholder he became an Aimi and a confidential officer As 
opportumsm and a careful study of the situation are the marlcs of 
Zamlnddrs particularly of usurpers, who_alwa3^s indulge in creating 
disturbances, so when Jahandar Shah fell ‘Isa became altogether a rebel 
and plundered everywhere He attacked the caravans of Delhi and 
Lahore as if they were his source of revenue, and had frequent fights with 
the faujddrs By cunmng and by letters and presents he estabhshed an 
aUiance with Samsam-ud-Daula ^an Dauran and thereby increased his

As ‘Abd-us-Samad Diler Jang the governor of Lahore was annoyed 
by his conduct he, after the affair of the Sildis had been disposed of, 
made Shahdad Hian Khweshgi — ^who was a brave man — favjddr of that 
neighbourhood and commissioned bim to extirpate ‘Isa Though 
Husain Bhan (j^weshgi) — the lord of the ^an — and the head of the 
turbulent men of the period — ^was not vuUing that ‘Isa should be 
extirpated, because of the idea that as long as he existed, people would 
not trouble themselves about him (Husain ]^an) — an idea which was 
correct as his biography shows — ^stiU Shahdad Kian was bound to carry 
out the governor’s orders When in the begimung of the 5th year of 
Parruldi-siyar’s reign i the armies met near the town of Thaiah — ^which 
was ‘Isa’s birth-place and where he had been brought up — ^he joined 
battle with 3,000 gallant horse and fought vehemently 2 Shahdad Khan

When j^idr Khwaja Hian, the governor of the Panjab retreated 
before Sikandar Khan Sur — ^v'-ho had designs agamst the country — and 
set about fortifymg Lahore, and Sikandar Khan takmg advantage of 
this opportumty set about coUectmg revenue from the provmce, Akbar 
instantly gave Iskandar j^an Siyalkot, etc , m fief, and sent him off to 
assist ^idr Eliwaja After that he was rewarded with the fief of 
Oudh As ease and comfort make the turbulent and opportumsts 
seditious, Iskandar Khan, m the 10th year, left the straight path and 
became a rebel Ashraf Khan was sent from the Court to concihate him and 
to brmg him to the Presence He, after some prevarications, went off 
to Khan Zaman, and they together raised the standard of revolt Iskandar 
Hian in company with Bahadur Khan Shaibani fought near Khairabad 
with Mir Mu‘izz-ul-Mulk of Mashhad, who had been deputed by His 
Majesty to chastise him Though m the end Bahadur ^an obtamed the 
victory, Iskandar Khan was defeated m the first attack and fled In 
the 12th year when Khan Zaman and Bahadur Khan agam rebelled, 
Muhammad Quli Khan Barlas was sent with a large force against Iskandar 
Hian, who was behavmg contumaciously m Oudh There was fightmg 
between them for a time When news came of the deaths of Khan Zaman 
and Bahadur ^an, Iskandar Khan had recourse to fraud and stratagem, 
and proposed peace After spendmg some time m this way he put his 
family and belongmgs mto some boats which he had kept ready for this 
purpose and crossed the river He sent a message that he was stiU of

returned, the Afghans did not thmk that his presence among them was 
proper, and plotted against him He came to know of it and petitioned 
the Khan-Khanan who was m Jaunpur The lattci consulted His Majesty, 
and givmg Iskandai Khan hopes summoned him Iskandar Iffian came 
quicldy to the ^an-Iffianan Khan-Klianan m the 17th year, 970 A.H , 
took h im with him to the Empeioi, and at the intei cession of this 
officer Iskandar ^an was paidoncd, and received the Sari dr of Liu know 
m fief At the time of departure he received a dress of honour {Clidiqah), 
a waist-dagger, an ornamented sword and a horse vnth a gilded saddle, 
and Avas appointed to join the Klian-Klianan Some time after reaching 
Lucknow he fell ill, and on 10th Jumada I, 980 AH (18th Septembei, 
1672 A D ) he died He had the i anlc of 3,000 ^

His name v^as ‘Ala’-ud-Din, and he was a grandson of Shaikh Salim 
Fathpuri He was endowed ivith an excellent disposition and abundance 
of good quahties and was pre-eminent among his friends and connections 
In virtue of his bemg connected by fosterage with Jahangir he held a 
royal office and received much honour The sister of the ivell-laiown 
‘AUami Shaikh Abul Fadl was manicd to hmi A^Oien Jahangir became 
the Kong, he received the title of Islam Khan and an office of 5,000, and was 
appomted governor of Bihar In the 3rd year, he was made, after the 
death of Jahangir Quli Ktian Lala Beg, the governor of Bengal As 2 that 
country had from the time of Sher Shah been m the possession of Afghan 
officers, large armies Aveie sent there in Akbar’s tmio under the leadership 
of high officials, and for a long time there vms much fighting, etc At 
last the Afghans were extirpated, but remnants of the tribe continued to 
exist on the frontiers Among them ‘Uthman ^an, the son of Qutlu 
Lohani, became piomment, and several times engaged in battle witli the 
imperial troops This was especially so in the tune of Raja Man Smgh, 
who m spite of his efforts, was unable to uproot the thoin of ‘Uthman 
jean’s rebellion When Islam Ifiian’s turn came, he arranged an army ^ 
under the leadership of Shaikh Kabir Suhja'at Khan — ^who v’’as nearly 
related to him — and it set out along with auxihary officers, fiom Akbar- 
nagar (Rajmahal) agamst ‘Uthman Ifiian and after achievements ivhich 
put the masterpieces of Rustam and Isfandiyar mto oblivion — as has 
been fully detailed m the account of that officer (Text II, pp 630-633) —

Altogether he supported 20,000 persons, horse and foot who belonged to 
the clan of Shaikhzadas His son Ikram ffiian Hushang was the child 
of Shaikh Abul Fadl’s sister For a while he held an appomtment m the 
Deccan_ In the end of Jahangii’s reign he became the governor of the 
fort of Asir A daughter of Shei ffiian Tonvar hved m his house (^ e was 
married to him) He did not get on with her, and her brothers took her 
away In spite of his descent from such a family he was an oppressor

He was Mir ‘Abd-us-Salam, and had the title of Ikhtisas Khan 
He was one of the old servants of Shah Jahan At first he did secretary’s 
work In 1030, the 15th year of Jahangir — -when the royal standards 
went for the second tune to redress the affaus of the Deccan, the Mir 
was made VaMl of the Darbar {i e Shah Jahan’s agent at his father’s 
Court) with a suitable rank and the title of Ikhtisas Khan At the tune

Husam Pasha was the son of ‘Ali Pasha Pasha in that country 
(Turkey) means an Amir He was governor of Ba?ra and was nominally 
subject to the Sultan of Turkey Muhammad, his uncle, vas offended 
with hun and went to Constantinople with the request that his brother’s 
son should be dispossessed and that he (Muhammad) should be appointed 
m his place When he did not succeed there m his object, he went to 
Abshar, the Pasha of Aleppo, who had the power of appomting and 
removing the governors of some of the cities of Turkey, and represented 
the misbehaviour and evil ways of his nephew He also asked for an 
estate from the produce of which he could provide for his necessities 
Abshar wrote to Husam Pasha to restore to hmi an estate out of the 
dependencies of Basra When he came to Bagra, Husam Pasha acted 
accordmg to Abshar’s letter and kept Muhammad in comfort m his 
company When Muhammad m concert with his brother exceeded his 
authority and began to behave m an unseemly manner, Husam Pasha 
imprisoned both of them and transported them to India Thej’' cleverly 
contrived to get out of the ship on the shores of Lahsa s (Al-Hasa) and 
came to Bagdad to Murtada Pasha Muhammad craftily represented to 
him that Husam Pasha was m league with the Persians and that he pos- 
sessed abundant riches and said, that if Murtada would come with troops 
and expel Husam and give the governorship of Ba^rato hun (Muhammad), 
all these riches would revert to bim 

Murtada reported these suggestions to the Qaisar (the Sultan of 
Turkey) and obtamed permission to go to Ba^ra and depose Husam 
Pasha When the plan came mto operation and he came near Basra, 
Husam Pasha sent Yahya (John) with an army to fight When Yahya 
perceived that Murtada had a large force and that he was unable to resist 
him , he yielded and jomed Murtada When Husam Pasha heard this.

but he anticipated the Sultan and lolled him In the year 969 2 A H , 
he brought forward a child called Nanhu 3, who did not belong to the 
royal family, and swore upon the Qur’an before the officers, “ This is the 
begotten son of Sultan ]\Iahmud His mother ivas pregnant and the 
Sultan made her over to me to produce abortion, but as she was then 
five months gone mth child, I did not do so ” The officers vere helpless 
and accepted the statement and raised the boj’^ to the throne under the 
name of Sultan Muzaffar Ttimad Khan became the Prime IMmister as 
before But the territories were divided among the officers, and aU of 
them were confirmed in their offices They fell out vith one another and 
were either victorious or vanquished 

When Ptimad Klian kept the Sultan under surveillance and in his 
power, Chengiz Khan, the son of I'timad-ul-Mullr, a Tmlush slave, 
asserted himself and opposed 1‘timad Khan, urging that if Sultan Muzaffar 
were really the son of Sultan I\Iahmud, why was he not allowed a free 
hand At last with the assistance of the rebel IMirzas, who had fled 
from Akbar, he led an armj’’ agamst 1‘timad Mian The latter offeied 
no resistance, but left the Sultan and fled to Dungaipur After some tune 
Alf ^an and Jujhar ^an, who were Abyssiman Amirs, brought the 
Sultan and made him over to 1‘timad ^an They then separately 
went off and jomed Chengiz Khan in Ahmadabad Without any cause 
becommg suspicious of him they lulled him 1‘timad Khan learnt of 
this and taking the Sultan returned with him to Ahmadabad WTien 
the officers quarrelled with one another, the rebeUious Mirzas came from 
Malwa and took possession of Broach and Surat The Sultan too, 
who was looking for an opportumty, came out of Ahmadabad one daj’’ 
and joined Sher Khan FuladI who had a strong folio wmg I'timad Khan 
wrote to Sher Khan that Nanhu was not the son of Sultan Mahmud, and 
that he was sendmg for the Mirzas and going to make them the sovereign 
The officers, who were m league with Sher Khan said, that I‘tmiad Khan 
had in them presence sworn upon the Qu‘ran (that Muzaffar was the son), 
and what he was now saying was the result of enmity Sher Khan then 
led an army against Ahmadabad 1‘timad Khan sheltered himself 
there and sohcited the help of the Mirzas There was a great disturbance 
WTien this had lasted a long tune, 1‘timad Khan saw that t hin gs were not 
improving and that the amehoration of the distracted country was be 3 ’'ond

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his power He had lecowrse to Akbar and petitioned him to conquer 
the country In the 17th year, 980 A H (1572-73 AD), when the 
Kmg came to Pattan, a stone of disunion fell among Sher Klian’s party, 
and the Mir/as also went to Broach Sultan IStuzaffai who had become 
separated from Sher Ehan, was wandering about m the nf^ighbourhood 
m a distracted state, and was captured by the Hmg’s men I‘rimad 
Kian and the other officers set their hearts upon bemg loyal and adorned 
the corns and the pulpits with the name of Akbai, a-nd came snd wanted 
upon him, and entered service When on 14th Bajab of this year^, 
the city of Ahmadabad was made illustrious by Akbar’s arrival, BaroJa, 
Champanir and Surat were granted as fiefs to 1‘tmiad j^an and the other 
officers, and they undertook to extnpate the Muzas l^dien the Kmg 
went to visit the seaside, the Gujarat officeis, who had waited in the city 
on the pretext of making arrangements — ^when the time for makmg 
excuses had expired — ^perceived that it would be impossible for them to 
tyrannise as formerly and thought of abscondmg Ikhtiyar-ul-Muik 
Gujarati was the first to do so, and the loyahsts who had not absconded 
brought I'timad Khan and others to Akbar He lost favour and for a time 
was made over to the charge of Shahbaz Khan In the 20th yeai , he was 
agam received mto favour and had charge of the Court in order that 
the mmutiae — especially m the matters of jewellery and adorned utensils 
nught be looked after by bim In the 22nd year, when men were gomg 
to Mecca under the leadership of Abu Turab Gujaiati, 1‘timad Mian, 
who had long been desirous of visitmg the holy places, also obtamed 
leave On his return, Pattan Gujarat was granted to him as his Imf 
In the 28th year, he on the depaiture of Shihab-ud-Din Ahmad ]Man, 
was appomted as the governor of Gujarat, and a number of distmguished 
officers were sent with him Some courtiers represented that when 
I timad Khan was in full vigour and had numerous friends he had not 
been able to manage the turbulent elements m Gujarat, and that now 
when he was declmmg and had no supporters, it could not be right to send 
hun there, their remonstrances weie, however, without effect 

When I‘timad Khan came to Afimadabad, Shihab-ud-Din Al^ad 
prepared to go to the Court TTis unrighteous servants, who formerly from 
mercenary motives had lain in wait to kill their master but by an ill-tmed 
temporismg the affair had been smoothed over, separated from 
Their idea was that he had lost his jdgii , and that until he reached the 
Capital they would not get mterim expenses, and that before the question 
of brandmg had been settled, it would be difficult to get even a moutbiul 
of bread. So it would be far better to adopt as their leader Sultan 
Muzaffar, who was hvmg under the protection of the Lobhkatb aiffi to 
make a distuibance Experienced persons represented to I‘ timad Man 
that Shihab-ud-Din had abandoned the attempt to conciliate (his ser- 
vants) and was gomg off to the Court, and that the officers of the auxiharj 
force had not yet arrived, and that under these circumstances, it appears 
proper to restram him from departuie They also represented that 
should be given back to hun for a tune, or that some nioney 
should be expended and so end the uproar, or as the rebels had no 
yet matured then plans, they might be suppressed by qmckness anu

to settle it, or be responsible for the consequences When Sultan Muzaffar 
joined the rebels and the fire of sedition burst forth, 1‘timad Ktian was 
compelled to hasten to Shihab-ud-Din — ^who had gone off to Kari* 
twenty Jcos from Afimadabad — ^to induce him to turn back Though 
well-wishers said that he was makmg an easy task difficult by leaving 
Ahmadabad when the enemy was within twelve Jcos of it, then woids 
were of no avail 

When Sultan Muzaffar learnt that the city was undefended, he 
came post haste and took possession of it He collected a force and 
prepared for battle Befoie the engagement took place, most of Shihab- 
ud-Din’s men turned unfaithful and there was a great confusion 1‘timad 
Khan and Shihab-ud-Din hastened to Pattan and took shelter there, 
and wished to leave the country Suddenly some auxiliaries arrived 
as also some men who had separated from the enemy Ptimad Khan 
learnt a lesson from what had happened, and distributing money among 
the officers and men made them attend zealously to their duties He 
and Shihab-ud-Hin remained on guard and men were sent under the 
command of his (Ptimad ^an’s) son Shei ^an to fight against Sher 
Khan Fuladi They were successful ~ At this time Mirza ^an ‘Abd-ur- 
Babim — who had been appointed with a proper force to chastise Sultan 
Muzaffar and the Gujarati rebels — arrived He left 1‘timad Mian in 
Pattan and went forward with Shihab-ud-Din 1‘timad Mian was for 
a time governor of the area tdl he died in 995 A H (1687 A D ) He 
held the rank of 2,500, though the author of the Tabaqdt-i-Akhan^ 
makes him of the rank of 4,000. 

Shaikh Abul Fadl says that the Gujaratis are a pest composed of 
cowardice, deceit and dishonesty, but have certam quahties such as order, 
simphcity and humihty, and that 1‘timad Khan may be regarded as the 
prime example of this class

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Mutiammad ^an i by bis abibty m this matter acquired the Emperor’s 
confidence and unpioved the collections He, therefoie, received the 
title of rtimad ^an, and the rank of 1,000, and had the entue work 
of the exchequer entrusted to him In a short time he carried out the 
Emperoi’s ideas, and brought the affairs of the tieasury mto proper order 
In the 9th year, after the amval of the royal cortege at Mandu, Miian 
Mubarak Shah, the ruler of Kliandes C^andesh), sent ambassadors with

calhng m the loans which he had advanced to the men Though they 
pleaded poverty, he paid no heed, and did not act with justice One 
mornmg Maq^ud ‘All, a servant, who was blmd m one eye, joined with 
some miscreants, and killed this caieless wretch Some say, that when 
Maq^ud ‘ Ali explamed his circumstances, 1‘timad became angiy and said 
that he deserved to have urme poured mto his blmd eye, and that 
the man immediately drew his dagger, and stabbed him so hard m the 
belly that he did not breathe agam 1‘timad Khan founded I'timadpur 
at a distance of six hos from Agra He also made a large tank there and 
erected buildmgs inclu din g his own tomb He was buried there ^

Quli, might be slam by the latter, the prestige and power of Jahangir 
Quli became impiessed on people’s hearts Raja Sangram i, the land- 
holdei of Kharakpur — ^who was one of the greatest landholders in that 
area, and who from Akbar’s time had always been on good terms and 
obedient to the impeiial officeis, so much so that Raja Todar Mai made 
bun his adopted son — could not brook Jahangir Quli’s sway and prepared 
for war The latter maiched against him with a suitable force and 
after a hard contest Sangram was wounded by a bullet and killed, and 
the Khan triumphed In the 2nd year, 1016 A H , on the death of Qutb-

accrumg therefrom He too recited many prayers and passages of the 
Qur’an But with all this devotion and piety he was hard of heart 
He possessed neither a soft heart nor pity In the very time of his prayers 
and rosaries he did not refrain from making signals for the scourgmgs 
and hangmgs of guilty persons He had a hundred trumpeters in his 
service who, whenever there was a fight sounded all their trumpets 
at once and thus clove the gall-bladders of rustics and villagers He 
also had one hundred Kashmir peUet-bowmen, who were so expert that 
a bird could not fly over then heads without being struck by a peUet

the ^an A'zam, and as the Emperor was somewhat put out {andakl 
hahldagl ddsfit) with the Hian, and did not trust him on account of his

The Eing, who liked to please everybody, and did not want to dishearten 
anyone, confiscated Amber and appomted Saiyid Husam Khan Barah 
as its faujddi When he went to the Deccan to encounter Kam Bakhsh, 
Jai Smgh left him on the march on a pretext of huntmg, and takmg 
with him his necessaries and leaving his tents and porters went off with 
Raja Ajit Smgh to his native country There, he had a dispute with 
Husam Khan Barah and fought several battles. At last the Khan was 
killed When Bahadur Shah returned from the Deccan, Jai Smgh made

when he was at the Court, the Saiyids were at pams to conciliate hun, 
and he, thinkmg the opportumty a good one, went to Amber m accordance 
with orders Hi the affair of Neku-siyar he was suspected of sidmg 
with the latter, but at last he reconciled himself with the Saiyids After- 
wards when the affairs of the Saiyids fell mto confusion, this feelmg 
did not remam and m the begmnmg of Muhammad Shab’s reign he came 
to the Court and received various favours s Afterwards, he was ap- 
pomted to proceed agamst Churaman Jat, and engaged himself m turmng 
him out and m taking his thdnas In 1145 AH he was appomted 
governor of Malwa m succession to Muhammad Khan Bangash, and 
in 1148 AH, at his request the provmce m question was, through the

the Shaikh became ill, and Rup, one of the servants of the Kmg, who 
had drunk some of the same watei, also fell ill When the news reached 
the Kmg, he himself admmistered antidotes, and both of them recovered. 

In the 25th year, he was oideied to accompany Isma'il Quli Khan 
on the expedition against Niyabat Klian. who had rebelled, and did 
good service in the battle fiont In the 26th year, he was deputed 
with the Prmce Sultan Murad against klirza Muhammad Halnm On 
the day of arrival of the Prmce at Kabul, the Shaikh with great mihtary 
skiU took possession of the pass of Chanartu and after fighting a battle 
with the forces of the Hakim Mirza lomed the army of the Prince One 
day Akbar was offended at the smell of wine which exuded from him, 
and excluded him from the Court The Shaikh out of shame and pride 
squandered away all his property and assumed the garb of a mendicant 
The Kmg becoming greatly annoyed at this action put bmi into prison 
After a time, however, his faults were forgiven and he was restored to 
favour For a time he performed faithful service, but, as he contmued 
with his vice, he later developed tremors In the 30th year, while

and Arghun Khan who was the son of Abagh Khan son of Hulaku Khan 
Just prmces distmguished some of their servants by certam privileges 
and gave them the name of Tarkhans The ushers {CJidwashdn) had no 
power to prevent the Tarkhans from havmg access to Timur, and they 
and their cliildren were not accountable so long as they did not exceed 
the commission of nine offences Chengiz Khan had conferred the rank 
upon Qashliq and Bata^ for havmg given him mformation about the 
enemy, and out of unbounded graciousness reheved them from the duty 
of attendance and they were excused from having to surrender the royal 
share m the plunder Some Tarkhans were exalted by seven privileges 
first a drum (tabl), second a Tumdn-tdg[h (a yak-tail standard), third a 
Naqqdra (kettle-drum), fourth two of his chosen men had a Qushun- 
tdgh, ^ e a Chatr-tdgh (umbrella standard) , fifth his qui (weapons) were also 
borne — among the Moguls no one but the ruler can carry a quiver in 
his hand (6a? ru-i-dast) , sixth he could enclose a forest as his huntmg- 
ground, and whoever entered it became his servant , and seventh he was 
the head of his tribe In the State-hall the Amirs sat on either side 
of him at a distance of a bow’s length 

When Tughluq Timur raised Amir Lulaji ^ to this digmty he had two 
additional privileges, viz , he could appomt and dismiss officers up to the 
rank of one thousand {Jiazdri), and secondly, he and his descendants were

retribution for having shed blood he was set upon a white horse which 
was two years old A white rug was placed under the horse’s feet 
One of the giandees of the Barlas clan mtenogated him, and one of the 
heads of the Aikiwat i clan conve 5 ’'ed his reply (to the Kian) They then 
opened his jugular vein {slidhag) Those two grandees watched, one on

Bhah Beg, was his son and held Qandahar In 890 A H he took the 
fort of Sivi (Sehwan) from the Jam Nizam-ud-Din, commonly known as 
Jam Nanda who was the ruler of Sindh In former times the sovereignty 
of Sindh belonged to the Sumras After 500 years, durmg which 36 
persons ruled and in the end of the reign of Sultan Muhammad Tughluq 
the sovereignty came to the Summas who belonged to the tribe of Jadun 
They called themselves descendants of Jamshed, and each of them was 
called Jam The country was annexed by the Emperors of Delhi 
Occasionally it rebelled Accordingly, Sultan Firuz Shah m the time of

An d he made over the country to his (own) servants Afterwards,

When the Delhi Government became weak, the Smdh rulers aUied 
themselves to the rulers of Gujarat But as the clans of Shah Beg were 
fixed m Smdh, he easily took Bhakkar and Siwistan When Jam Nanda 
died, there arose a dispute about the sovereignty between Jam Firuz his 
son and Jam Salah-ud-Din, who was one of his sons-in-law The latter 
became successful through the help of Sultan Mahmud of Gujarat Jam

person somethmg resembhng the seed of a pomegranate, which he conceals 
for a time m the calf of his leg During this time the person, whose hver 
has been abstracted, remams unconscious And when thej^ become 
hopeless of his recovery, he throws this seed on fire, and it spreads like a 
plate This ( ^ the roasted seed) is divided amongst his compamons and 
eaten, and the unconscious victim dies He gives a portion of this food 
and teaches the mcantation to whomsoever he wishes to make a convert 
to the practice of this art And when he is caught practismg this art, 
they cut open his calf and extractmg the seed give it to the victim to eat, 
and he recovers Most of the followers of this sect are women If they 
are thrown mto the river with a stone tied to them, they do not sink 
When it IS desired to deprive any of them of this power, they brand 
both sides of his head and all 3 omtB, and fiUmg the eyes with salt suspend 
him for forty days in a subterranean ^ chamber, and give him food without 
salt, and some of them recite mcantations over Inm Durmg this period 
he IS known as Dhahjtah^ Although he has lost his power, he ib still 
able to recognise (a hver-eater), and these pests are captured through 
his agency He can restore people to health by incantations, and

showed his incbfference, and sent back Jan Nithar Klian wathout any 
repty The latter readied the royal Presence at Ahmadabad, and w'as 
honoured on the day of the audience wath tlie grant of the lank of 2,000, 
1,000 horse, and the gift of a flag and drums, an elephant and Bs 15,000 
in cash And in the 3rd year, on the death of Diyanat Klian he was

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appointed as the officer-m-charge i of the fort of Ahmadnagar , and was 
further favoured with the grant of Rs 40,000 as a contribution for 
expenses And in the 4th year, on airival at the Court, he was exalted 
by an increase of 600 with 500 horse, and appointed as faujddr of the 
LakM Jangal And he was later transferred to Siwistan as the fauDddi 
When in the 11th year, Qandahai was conquered by the loyal officers, 
the suhaddrs and faujddrs of the neighbourhood with auxihary forces 
reached there for help Jan Nithar ]^an also hastened from his area, 
and took an active part in the fighting, and in the company of Qulij 
Khan Subaddr of Qandahar, he lendered valuable services in the conquest 
of the fort of Bust In the 12th 3'^ear, another 500 horse were added to 
his Mansab, and on transfer from Siwistan to Bhakkar he took up the 
government of the area in succession to Yusuf Muhammad ^an And 
in the same year he died 

The Khan made a large harem bj’’ forcing most of the Zamlnddrs 
of the area of the tribes of Simja and Sudh to give their daughters to 
him, and in this way was able so successfuUj’’ to carry out his pohcj’' 
(of control), that in a short time no trace of refractor^’- or corruptive 
elements was left After his death, all the Zamlnddrs took aw'ay then 
daughters from lus house by force Perhaps this happened in Bhakkar 
(the boundaries of which adiom those of Siwistan), for as is well known ^ 
he did not die m the provmce of Siwistan His son Mirza Hafiz XJUah 
received, m view of his claims as a Klidnazdd, loyal favours from his 
childhood In the reign of Auiangzib he was exalted with the title of 
Basalat Khan, and was the Ba/^ishl of the armj' of Prince ‘ Azam Shah at 
Bi]apur and for a tune he remained in this office They say, that he 
used to drink constantlj’- and so died 

(MAHiBiO) JiNOJl JaSWANT NiMBSLKAB ^

He was the son of Rao Ranbha ^ who m Aurangzib’s tune held high 
office, and was appomted to the Deccan As he ( Janoji) had had frequent 
disputes with the officers of Raja Shahu Bhonsle, they, after makmg 
agreements with Husain ‘Ali Khan made accusations against Janoji 
Husam ‘Ali Khan in order to please them managed by guile to imprison 
him He was released at the request of Muhammad Anwar ^an at the 
time when Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah went to the Deccan from Malwa 
and crossed the Narbada, and was appointed to the auxihary force at 
Burhanpur He, who was in distressed circumstances (*) {ht had a

^an and Mubariz ^an ‘Imad-ul-MuIk he distinguished himself and 
received the rank of 7,000 with 7,000 horse After Asaf Jah’s death he 
held a suitable rank and had hereditary estates He was a good manager 
of property, and developed the estates He collected a suitable force and 
distmgmshed himself in battles As, he held high rank, he acted as a 
go-between for the Marhattas In the time of Nasir Jang the Martyr, 
he received the title of Jaswant, and he did good service m his company 
m the Phulchary battle, though it was rumoured that he had a share 
ih Hasir Jang’s death!

He was the third son of Mukhtar Khan of Sabzawar His name was 
Mir Bahadur Dd At the time when Aurangzib left the Deccan with the 
intention of obtaimng the sovereignty and proceeded towards the Capital, 
Jan Sipar Khan accompamed the all-conquering royal stirrups with his 
elder brother Mir Shams-ud-Din Mukhtar Khan In the battles which 
that fortunate Kmg waged against his foes, Jan Sipar Khan showed fidehty 
and daring After the battle ivith Dara Shikoh he obtained the rank 
'of 1,000 with 500 horse and received the title of Jan Sipar Khan After 
that he was appomted to provincial duties {KdiTid-i-herunjdt or outside 
duties), and always behaved well In the 24th j’^ear, he was made 
governor of the fort of Bidar After the conquest of Haidarabad he 
was made faujddr of Zafrabad When Aurangzib returned after setthng 
that newly conquered country and encamped at Bidar-Zafrabad, Abul 
Hasan the ruler of Telang — ^who, though his addiction to luxury and 
pleasure had during the fifteen years of his rule never gone farther from 
Haidarabad than Mufiammadnagar Golkonda, which is one kos distant, 
and for whom even daily ridmg was difficult — ^prayed that he be allowed 
to retire And m truth Aurangzib also dishked his disposition which 
was the very opposite of his own Accordmgly, he did not deal with him 
as he had dealt 2 with Sikandar the ruler of Bijapur after its conquest 
He did not even summon him to his Presence, and from the first day 
kept him under surveillance Accordingly, Jan Sipar Khan, who was 
faujddr of Bidar, was ordered to convey him to Daulatabad ^ so that he 
might spend the rest of his life in comfort with his dependants After 
that the said Khan was made the governor of Haidarabad which was a 
rich and well-inhabited country, especially when the Qutb-Shahi dynasty 
had laboured to improve it He spent a long time in that country and

He was the brothel’s son of Naqib Khun 3 of Qazwin In the time 
of Jahangir he was given the title of Jan Btiz Klifin and attained the 
rank of 1,000 ivith 400 horse In the Ist year of Shah Jahfin’b reign he 
Avas confirmed in his formei rank, and in the 3id "scar he vas raised to 
the ra nk of 1,500 Anth 600 hoise Foi a time he Aias fmijddr of Mandsui , 
and in the 18th yeai coriesponcbng to 1055 A H (1645 A D ) he died 
From the list {jihus) at the end of the second decennium in the 
Shdhndma ^ it appears that he obtained the title of Jiin Sipar Khan 
and the ranlc of 2,000 AAith 1,000 horse, but the date of this occurrence 
has not been recorded

His name was Jahangir Beg and he aa'us one of Jahangir’s officers. 
He was long employed in the Deccan, and by his 7eal and hraAmrj’’ he 
did valuable services in the cause of the King’s government VTien the 
affairs of the Deccan AA'ere not impioved by Prince Paiviz in spite of his 
long staj’^ in Burhanpui and appointment of leading officers, and large 
armies, and the expenditure of much tieasuie, on the contrary the rulers 
of the Deccan shook off the rope of obedience, for example, Malik ‘ Ambar 
Avho took entire possession of the Balaghat estates, it became necessar}^ 
m the 11th year to appoint Prince Sultan Khun am ^ — ^AAho after his 
Aoctones received the title of Shah Jahan — to settle the affairs of the 
country His rismg Poitune AA^as dreaded by the Deccanis and they 
bowed their humble and submissiA’^e shoulders beneath the burden The 
arms Avith which they inteifered AAuth the imperial estates Avere shortened, 
and they had to pay tributes and the goA’^ernment revenue In the 
12th year the Prince distributed his companions and the officers of the 
Deccan to the thdnas and faujddns, as he ]udged proper Jahangir 
Beg was favoured and sent off to admimster the thdna of Jalnapui 
which IS 25 hos (East) from Daulatabad and Avas at that time the chief 
thdna in Balaghat, and many royal officers were appointed there in 
accordance with their ranks Later some of the treacherous Deccanis

royal estates Nor vrere they contenu with the Balaghat, but even raised 
their standards as far as Burhanpur The Piince was compelled to 
undertake a second expedition to the Deccan and in the beginning of the 
13th year of Jahangir’s reign he came to Burhanpur An army was 
appointed to chastise Nizam Shah and Mahk ‘Ambar After much 
figbtmg and severe battles, in every one of which the Prince’s forces 
were victorious Mahk ‘Ambar once-more -witnessed the Fortune of the 
Prmce and turned aside from his e-vd ways and entered by the door of 
repentance, and stretched the hand of supphcation towards the skut 
of a desue for peace Every one of the leaders remained on one of the 
estates of Balaghat till the end of the rams, and Jan Sipar Hian with 3,000 
horse remained at Bir When a new division was made of the tha/nas 
he received an increase of rank and was made the thdTiaddi of Bir When 
in the 19th year a battle took place at Bhaturi i — ^which is a dependancy 
of Ahmadnagar — ^between Mahk ‘Ambar and MuUa Muhammad Lari 
the Commander -in-chief and Vahll-us-Saltanat of Bijapur, and whom 
‘Add Shah its ruler both in verbal and -written messages addressed as 
MuUa Baba, the MuUa was kiUed by fate’s decree, his army was thro-wn 
into disorder, and the royal officers who had been appomted to assist 
the Mulla were seized -with the exception of Khan^ar Khan who escaped to 
Ahmadnagar, and Jan Sipar Khan who conveyed himself to his own fief 
and strengthened the fort of Bir Shortly before Jahangir’s death, Khan 
Jahan Lodi handed back Balaghat to Nizam Shah and -wrote to the 
imperial officers, who were in the thdnas, that they should make over the 
estates to the agents of Nizam Shah and come to Burhanp-Qr Jan Sipar 
Khan obeyed the order and joined Khan Jahan A few days had not 
elasped when the report of the accession of Shah Jahan gave fresh jo}'^ 
to the whole of India, and Jan Sipar Khan flew on the -mngs of s-iviftness, 
and ha-vmg donned the pilgrim’s dress paid his homage at the com- 
mencement of the reign 2 He obtained an increase of 1,500 ^dt and 
1,000 horse and so had the rank of 4,000 Uhdt, 3,000 horse and the gift 
of a flag and drums In succession to Jahangir Quli Khan he was sent 
to take up the governorship of Allahabad But according to the rule 
of the revolvmg heavens — ^that every good is allied -with evil, and every 
joy IS mixed -with grief — ^the wme of success in this mstance was followed 
by the crapulousness of failure, and the limpid waters of joy had at the 
bottom a sediment of sorrow The cup was no sooner fiUed than it 
was emptied, and the roU not finished -without the pages bemg turned 
over , m this very year did the cup of his life overflow His son Imam ® 
Quli held the rank of 1,000 with 400 horse In the 3rd year of Shah 
Jahan’s reign he was in company -with A'zarn I^an the governor of the 
Deccan, when one day in Balaghat the ‘Adil-Shahi and Nizam-Shahi 
troops fell upon their rear Multafat Khan, the leader of the army, left 
the flank exposed, and Imam Quli and some others bravely sacrificed

he was permitted to go to Mathura and aftenvards to liis home at Jodhpur 
In the begmning of the 32nd year when ncAvs of impropei movements 
on the part of Murad Bakhsh and of the departuie of Prince Muhammad 
Aurangzib Bahadur from the Deccan Ai’^as received, Dara Shikoh in view 
of bis own mterests appomted tAVo armies to block the way of his two 
brothers The Maharaja had his rank mcreased to 7,000 AAuth 7,000 horse 
and was apjMDinted governor of Malwa in succession to Shayista Khan 
and received one hundred horses, one Avith golden trappings, an elephant 
and a female elephant and a lac of rupees He arrived at Djjain, and 
though Aurangzib endeavoured to concihate him he was haughty and 
resisted After fighting and after some Rajputs had been killed and others 
had 'fled, Jaswant Singh' thought himself lucky to have saved his life 
In the first year of Aurangzib’s reign when the royal army came to the

As he had been accustomed to the favouritism of Shah Jahan and 
did not see any such in Aurangzib, he felt hurt, and eventually from 
foolishness jomed the malcontents and removed the veil from the face of 
his actions One mght he left his .station empty and went home with 
his troops In the turmoil some of the baggage of Prmce Muhammad 
Sultan and of the Kmg and the officers and soldiers was plundered It 
was a great shock to the troops After the end of the battle with Shuja' 
the TCirig moved towards Ajmer At this tune, as he was hopeless of the 
Kmg’s* favour, he intrigued with Dara Shikoh who was commg to his 
country from Gujarat Meanwhile he was by the mtervention of Mirza 
Baja Jai Smgh made hopeful of pardon, and withdrew from Dara Shikoh ’s 
party As on account of his frequent faults he could not approach the 
Kmg, he was, m his absence {ghdhbana) confirmed m his old rank and given 
the title of Maharaja, and made governor of Ahmadabad (Gujarat) 
In the 4th year, he m accordance with orders went with all his troops to 
assist Shayista ^an m the Deccan In the 5th year he was removed 
from the government of Gujarat and served for 2 or 3 years m the Deccan, 
partly with Shayista Khan but chiefly with Prmce Muhammad Mu'azzam 
who had been appointed governor m the room of Shayista ^an He 
exerted hunself to the utmost of his power m laymg waste Shiva’s country 
and m the end of the 7th year he came to the Court When m the 9th year 
the friendship between the King and Shah ‘Abbas II of Persia changed to 
enmity, Pnnce Muhammad Mu'azzam, who had been appomted to Kabul 
before the imperial army marched, was accompamed by Jaswant Smgh 
When news came of the death of the Kmg of Persia, and the Prmce m 
accordance with orders returned from Lahbre, Jaswant Smgh also 
returned. In the 10th year he went to the Deccan m attendance on the 
same Prmce, and m the 14th year he was made thdnaddi of Jamrud 
in the provmce of Af gh amstan In the 22nd year corresponding to

He was the son of Raja Blr Singh Deo After his father’s death 
he had the title of Raja and received a suitable mansab At the end of 
Jahangir’s reign he held the rank of 4,000 with 4,000 horse. In the 
first year of the reign of Shah Jahan he did homage and received a robe 
of honour, a jewelled dagger with Pkul Katdrah, a flag and drums 
When Shah Jahan looked into the affairs, Jujhar Smgh who had, without 
any exertion, got much wealth which his father had accumulated, became 
suspicious in accordance with the saying that “The faithless are fearful”, 
and_rel5’^m^upon his forts and his jungles fled at midnight from Agra 
to Orcha (Dndcha in Text), and set about strengthemng his fortresses 
and collecting troops Shah Jahan sent Mahabat ^an and many other 
officers against him and an order was issued to Khan Jahan Lodi the ruler 
of Malwa to enter his country from the south by the route of Chanderi. 
‘ Abdullah ^an also received an order to proceed from his flef of Qanauj 
along with Bahadur Khan Rohila and others from the east of Orcha, 
When all three forces arrived near Orcha they carried on a hot war, and 
‘AbduUah ^an, Bahadur ^an and Pahar Singh Bundela took the fort 
of Irij Jujhar Smgh was helpless and sought an interview with Mahabat 
ffiian and prayed for forgiveness of his offences The King accepted 
his prayer, and Jujhar Singh in the 2nd year came to the Court with the 
Hian who put a string round his neck and holding the two ends m his 
hands produced him before Shah Jahan He presented one thousand 
mohurs and 15 lacs of rupees, and forty elephants 

When Shah Jahan resolved to proceed to the Deccan m the 3rd year 
to chastise ^an Jahan Lodi and to lay waste the territory of the Nizam-ul- 
Mulk — ^who had protected him — and appointed three armies to devastate 
the country, he wote to Jujhar Smgh to act along with A‘zam j^an

he (Ju]har Smgh) and the other mansabdais were placed m the rear 
When the provmces of the Deccan were entrusted to Mahabat Khan, 
Jujhar Smgh after staymg some tune with Mahabat Khan left his son 
Bikramajit m charge of his troops and took leave and went home 
After returmng home he ^ m the 8th year, at the dictates of his own 
seditious nature, led an army agamst Bhim Naram^ the Zamlnddr of 
Churagarh which is the Capital of Garh Katanka ^ He mduced him by 
oaths and promises to surrender, and then put him to death with a large 
number of his kmdred He also took possession of his fort and his 
property When Shah Jahan heard of this event, he ordeied that Jujhar 
Smgh should surrender the land to the government, otherwise an equal 
amount of land would be taken from his own territory Also that he 
should send 10 lacs of rupees of BhIm Naram’s property to the Court 
On hearmg of this from his agent Jujhar Smgh wrote to his son Bikramajit, 
who was m the Deccan, to take to flight and come home Three arrmes 
under the command of Saijnd ^an Jahan Barah, Firuz Jang Bahadur 
and Khan Dauran marched off to pumsh him Prmce Amangzib and 
Shayista ^an also supported them When the imperial armies had 
nearly arrived they flrst attacked Dhamuni and then Churagarh When 
Ju]har Smgh could And no restmg place, he went with his goods to the 
territory of Raja of Deogarh The imperiahsts pursued him, and there 
were frequent flghts iUl his money and ornaments fell mto the hands 
of the Ghazi warriors He himself crept mto the jungles with his eldest 
son Bikramajit The Gonds killed both of them m 1044 A H (1634-35 
A D ) Khan Dauran on hearmg of this cut off the heads of both 
and brought them to Firuz Jang who sent them to 1 he King along with 
a hror of rupees from Jujhar Smgh’s buried treasures ^

go to Hijaz without Akbar ’s permission, Akbar appomted Kakar ‘Ali

Morza which took place near the town of Sarnal ® m Gujarat, Kakar 
Ah Hian was one of the fighters Afterwards he was appomted to 
accompany Mun‘im Beg Khan-Khanan to the Eastern districts One day 
when the imperial army was besiegmg Patna, Kakar ‘Ali Khan and his

He was one of the Wdld-ShdMb (body-guard) of Shah Jahan After 
the accession he obtained the ranlc of 1,000 vath 400 horse, and a present 
of E.S 6,000 In the 3rd year when the Royal Court was estabhshcd in 
the Deccan he, along Anth Raja Gaj Singh 2, vas appointed ^;o the forces 
which were sent to chastise Khan Jahan Lodi, and to ravage the territory 
of the Nizam-ul-Mullv In the 8th year ho vas appointed 3 along with 
Saiyid Khan Jahan Baiah to punish Jnhjar Singh Bundela In the 
10th year his ranl< was increased ^ by 500 vath COO horse, and in the 13th 
his rank became 2,000 Avitli 1,000 horse, and he Avas granted the title of 
Kakar Khan Afterwards he aa as appointed to the fort of Qandahar, and 
he stayed there a long time When in the 22nd year the ICmg of Persia 
came and took the fort 6, he went AAnth Khawass Khan the governor, and 
waited upon the Shah He received permission and returned to India. 
Along AVith Sultan Aurangzib Bahadur, who had been appointed for the 
second tune to the expedition, he AA’-as sent (to Qandahar) In the 26th 
year he went there in attendance on Sultan Dara Shikoh o No more 
account of his hfe has been noticed 

Kamal KpAN Gakkhaii

He was the son of Sultan Sarang younger brother of Sultan Adam 
The Gakkhars are a large tribe and dwell between the Jhelum and the 
Indus m the folds of the lulls and inhabit caves, etc In the time of 
Shaikh Zain-ud-Din of Kashmir a Ghazni ofScer named Mahlr Kid, 
who was connected Avith the ruler of Afghamstan, came and took the 
country out of the hands of the Kashmiris He brought under his sway 
the whole tract from the Nilab (Indus) to the slopes of the Siwahks and 
the borders of Kashmir Though other 7 tribes such as the Khattar, 
Januth (2), Aiwan (Awan), Chatarnih, Bhukiyal^, Jhapa (Chibh) and

Bad died, his son Mahlc Kalan succeeded him After him his son Nabif 
obtained the chiefship, and after him Tatar became the head of the tribe 
At the time of the conquest of India he did good service under Emperoi 
Babur especially in the battle villi Rana Sanga He had two sons, 
Sultan Sarang and Sultan Adam, and the hist of them obtained the chief- 
ship He had great contests vith Shei Shah and Salim Shah, and fought 
bravely He made man}^ Afghans prisoners and sold them into slavery. 
Sher Shah vith the object of chastising this tribe founded the fortress 
of Rohtas 1, and afterwards he in accordance vith the dictates of Fate 
managed to get him (Sarang) into his power and put him to death He 
imprisoned his son Kamal ^an in the fort of Gwahyai, yet lie could not 
conquer the country The chiefship of the Gakldiai tribe fell to Sultan 
Adam Salim Khan too made gieat efforts in order to reduce the country, 
but did not succeed 

They say, that Salim Khan on one occasion ordered aU the prisoneis 
m the fort of Gwaliyar to be put to death A pit was made under the 
prison and filled vith gunpowder The explosion blew tlie pnson and 
the prisoners into the air, and then limbs vere scattered. Kamal Khan 
was there, but the Alraight}’- power (Qddir-t-pvr-Kamdl) preserved him 
from the calamity No whiff of the fire reached the corner of the room 
where he was Wlien Salim Shah heard of this Divme protection, he 
took oaths from Kamal Sian and set him free He went home, and as 
his uncle Sultan Adam had got full power, Kamal ]^an and his brothei 
Sa‘id Khan had to spend their days in affliction, and m a pretence of 
submission In the begimung of Akbar’s reign Kamal ]^an came to 
Jalandhar 2 and introduced lumself, and was made an officer He did 
good service in the battle with Hemu and at Manlcot, and was rewarded 
by favours In the 3rd year he was appointed to put down the Mi 3 J^anah 
AJghans who were making a disturbance m Sironj in Malwa He went 
against them vith a suitable force, and was victorious Akbar gave him 
the towns of Karra 2 and Fatbpur Hanswa, etc , in fief, and in the 6th year 
on the occasion of the war with the son of Mubariz ‘Adli — ^whom 

the A fgh ans had raised uji — Kamal Khan brought a well-equipped force 
and shared in the campaign vith Khan Zaman Shaibani He fought 
bravely m the battle, and Akbar on hearing of this remarked that Kamal 
Khan had done his duty and that it was time to reward him, and that he 
would give him whatever he -wished When he came to the Court in the 
year 970 A D he represented to the courtiers that in his love for his 
native land he hoped that he would get his father’s lands, which through 
e-vd fate his uncle had taken possession of Alcbar -wrote to Khan Kalan 
and the other Panjab officers to dmde the Gakkhar territory mto two 
portions and to give one to Sultan Adam and the other to Kamal 
^an If Sultan Adam resists this order by disobedience, they are to 
punish him Wffien Sultan Adam was informed of this order he and his 
son Lashkari — ^who managed his father’s affairs — ^refused obedience.

Jumada II) along with other Rajas hi ought togcthei 100,000 horse

Raja Todar Mai — v^ho was coming from Gujarat — and cxlubited much 
humihty Amra after coming to the Court entered the lOng’s seivice 
In the 21st year Kunwai Man Singh was ordcied to chastise Rana Pratap 
and came to Mandalgarh Aftei collecting his foices he maiched to 
Goganda A great battle took place and the Rana was defeated and 
fled In the same year Alcbar came there in person, and as the Rana 
had taken shelter in the hdls, a force was appomted to act against him 
and to bring him and his eldest son to the Com t Meanwhile, the i ebelhon

his son Jagat Smgh came to the Court and received a robe of honour 
and went home with Har Das Jhala In the 11th year Kunwar Karan 
came to the Court, was honom-ed and agam returned home. 

When Sultan Kburram was appomted to the Deccan campaign, 
Rana Amra Smgh and Kunwar Karan waited upon him and sent the 
grandchild (Jagat) to accompany him with 1,500 horse In the 13th year, 
when Jahangir was proceeding from Gujarat to Agra, and came neai 
the Rana’s territory Kunwar Kaian did homage In the 14th yeai

devastated by the troops Accordingly, Sa'ad Ullah Iftan returned

sent off along with Vazir Mian to take Uaulatabad When the said 
Khan, in accordance with orders, returned while on the march to that 
place, he too came back Afterwards he was appointed to the Deccan 
and did good service in the taking of Daulatabad He also served well 
at the siege of Parenda After the death of Mahabat I^an he was attached 
to Khan Dauran the governor of Burbanpur In the 8th year when the 
King came to the Deccan, and Saiyid Khan Jahan Barah was sent off 
to take Bijapur, he was appointed under him® In the 22nd year he 
was made governor of Daulatabad m succession to Siyadat ]^an and had 
an increase of 500 horse and the ranlc of 2,000 with 2,000 horse In the 
23rd year he had an increase and his rank became 2,500 with 2,000 horse 
In the 26th year his rank was 3,000 with 2,000 horse, and afterwards, 
when the fort of Daulatabad was given to Sultan Aurangzib Bahadur

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the increase of 600 and 600 horse — ^whioh he had received on condition 
of governing the fort of Daulatabad — ^was withdrawn 'V^Tien the duty 
was entrusted to hun of conquering the Sarhdr Jawar i in the province of 
Aurangabad, which is bounded in the North by Baglana, South bj^ the 
Konkan, West by some districts of the Konkan, and East by Nasik, — 
and of which the port of Jewal is a part — and where Sripat the Zamlnddi 
was behavmg contumaciously, he, on the recommendation of Prmce 
Aurangzib, was restored to the above increase, and Saihai Jawar — of 
which the revenue was 50 lacs of dams — was assigned to hmi He was 
deputed by the Prince and proceeded towards that district When he 
arrived at the borders of Saricdi Jawar, the Zamznddr was not able to 
resist him and submitted He gave money by way of tribute and took the 
revenues of the district into his charge, and made over his son to accom-

He received the rank of 3,000 with 2,000 horse, and was again appointed 
to the Deccan In the 9th year he went off with Dder j^an Daudza’i 
to punish the Zamlnddi of Chanda s, but as he committed faults he 
became an object of censure The chiefship of his tribe and the govern- 
ment of his native country were given to his son Anup Singh, who was

he died on the way Anup Singh was at first appointed to the Deccan 
expedition and m the battle fought by Bahadur Wian Koka he was on

Kartalab Khan In the 3rd year of Shah Jahan’s reign, when the royal 
standards were established m the Deccan, his rank was increased to 3,000 
with 2,000 horse In the 9th j^ear vhen the King came to the Deccan 
for the second time, and troops were appointed to chastise Shahu Bhonsle 
and to ravage the territory of ‘Add ^an, he was sent along with Khan 
Zaman After that he served with the governors of the Deccan In 
the 30th year he Avas attached to Prince Muhammad Aurangzib Bahadui 
in the expedition against Qutb-ul-Mulk 1 After that business was dis- 
posed of, he was sent off by the Prince along AVith Kesar Singh Zamlndm 
of Deogarh to collect a sum of money for Avhich the above named (Kesar 
Singh) Avas responsible AfterAvards Avhen the Pates made another 
arrangement, and the Prince proceeded to Upper India on the pretext of 
inquiring after his father’s health, he concihated Kartalab ]^an and took 
him with him He was attached to Aurangzib’s stirrups in the battles 2 
against Maharaja JasAvant Singh and Dara Shikoh He died at his

He was the youngei brother of A^alat Khan i Mir BaUishl He was 
married to Hamida Banu Begam the aaughter of Saif j^an^ and the 
daughter’s daughtei of Asaf Khan Yamin-ud-DauIa (Nur Jahan’s brother) 
In the reign of Jahangir he ivas imprisoned by Mahabat ^an along 
with Asaf (Yamin-ud-Daula) at the time of Mahabat jean’s usurpation 
of authority In the 3rd year of Shah Jahan’s reign he received the title 
of ^an, and afterwards was made Mir Tuznh s (Court Chamberlain) In 
the 6th year 1042 A H , 1632 A D , he was made Mh AUsli (Head of 
the Artillery), and in the 9th year ho attained the rank of 2,000, and was 
made Qardwal Beg (Chief huntsman) In the ISth year he obtained the 
rank of 3,000 with 2,000 horse ^ and was made Qurbegi ® (Keeper of rhe 
Arsenal) In the 19th year he was sent along witli Prince MurM Bakhsh 
for the capture of Balkb and BadakJishan. and became leader of the left 
wmg of the reserve The Prince sent off Khalil Ullah Klian with Chin 
l^uli] Khan and iVlirzaNaudliar^ Safavi from Charilcaian to go b}^ Abdarah 
■and take the forts of Kahinard 8 and Gliori The Khan by his rapidity 
went on one stage ahead inth j\Iu*za Naudhai and w’hen they passed the 
Jcatal (defile) of Gandak ® — which is the boundaij'' betw'een the province 
of Kabul and Kahmai d , he_appomted a body of men to go Avith all possible 
speed to Kahmard The Uzbegs were disconcerted as soon as the heroes 
arrived and left the fort and fled A few of them at first stood firm,

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the fort after fighting with him, Qabad took refuge in the citadel, and then 
came to teims with ^alil Ullah Khan and waited upon him The said 
^an made over the fort to Thtimam Khan and joined the Prince along 
with Qabad After that country had come into the possession of the 
impeiial seivants and the learned Sa'ad UUah ]^an had arrived m tlie 
city of Balkh for the purpose of making a settlement, Khalil Ullah Khan 
took the confidential servants of Nadhar Muhammad ^an with hmi and 
returned to the Court In the 20th yeai lie again wont off to the Balkh 
campaign with the fortunate and victorious Prince Muhammad 
Aurangzib He had arrived at Duhak when he heaid i of the death of

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As the rainy season had nearty amved, and the season for 
campaigning and for entermg the hill-coimtry was over, and moreover 
there was no reason for captuiing that countiy the climate of which was 
mimical to all but the inhabitants, who belonged to the lace of demons 
and wild beasts, Khalil Ullah Khan, in accoi dance with the miperial 
orders reserved the question of the hiUs and settled the Dun — the revenue

the K]idn-i-Sdmdn came again ® on behalf of Shah Jahan and offered 
congratulations and mvited Auiangzib to wait upon the Emperor. 
Aurangzib at first accepted the proposal, but afterwards at the mstigation 
of self-opmionated advisers refused to go and do homage to his father 
Shah Jahan sent Khalil Ullah Khan and Eadil Klian Avith messages Khalil 
UUah Khan who in consequence of the former concord was admitted to 
a private interview before Eadil Khan, spoke so much against the invitation 
that Aurangzib ’s alarm and diead iveie mci eased a hundredfold, and he 
detained ^ ^alil Ullah ^an and sent back Eadil ^an without the latter

ants! The place where the Saiyid was born and leared has not been 
ascertained but after acquirmg knowledge from many distmguished 
men he settled m Kirman The learned men of that place accused him 
of heresy, and he answered, “They acknowledge the goodness of God, 
and afterwards they deny the same, but the greater part of them are

and as the disposition i of the Mir was not free horn ambition and self- 
seekmg, in 998 A H (1590 A D ) the 3rd year of Shah ‘Abbas I’s reign, 
Yaktash ^an Afshar son of Vali ^an Qurchibashi the governor of Kirman 
and Yazd, who was a trickster and an ambitious man, and was the son-in-

HeisSaiyid Mahmud the second son of Khan Dauian Nasrat Jangi. 
After his father’s death he received the ranlc of 1,000 mth 1,000 horse 
By grace of fortune and in view of his good sei vices, he surpassed his 
elder brother Saiyid Muhammad in the pursuit of promotion and riches 
In the 22nd year (of Shah Jahan’s reign) he had a mansah of 2,000 and in

Aurangzib did good service in attacking and devastating the territory 
of ‘Add Shah 3 

When Shiva and Manaji Bhonsle at the instance of the Bijapuris, 
raised the head of disturbance in the neighbourhood of Ahmadnagar, 
and attacked certain estates, Nasiri Klian went there with 3,000 horse 
in company with a number of officers such as Kartalb ^an and Ira] 
Khan, and acted bravely, and put many of Shiva’s men to the sword 
He took up his quarters in Pandya Biigaon, so that the rebels might not 
reach the royal estates After the taking of the forts of Bidar and Kalyan, 
the exertions of every one of the contingent were bi ought to the notice 
of Shah Jahan by the Prince and every one was suitably rewarded 
Nasiri Khan received the rank of 3,000 ivith 2,500 horse In one campaign

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a portion of the army was sent to govern Allahabad aftei takmg the 
fort, which was famed for its strength, and which was held by Saiyid 
Qasim Barah on behalf of Dara Shikoh The latter, though he had heard 
of the flight of Dara Shikoh, resolved upon loyalty, and did not desert, 
but exerted himself to strengthen the fort Khan Dauran set about 
besiegmg the fort, but when Shuja‘ came from Benares with the mtention 
of givmg battle, and arrived near Allahabad, Khan Dauran raised the 
siege and joined Prince Sultan Muhammad who had come near the fort 
as the vanguard When Shuja‘ gave fortune to the winds, and an arm}?- 
under the command of Muhammad Sultan pursued the vagabond, Khan 
Dauran acted as the Prince's auxihary.

had obtamed the command there and was besieging the fort Saijnd 
Qasim made him the instrument for procurmg the pardon of his offences, 
and Khan Dauran, m accordance with the King's older, encompassed 
him with favours, and took possession of the fort, and addressed himself 
to the government of the provmce 2 In the 2nd year when the govern- 
ment of that provmce was made over to Bahadur Khan Koka, Khan 
Dauran was made the governor of Orissa He went there and spent

Rao Holkar But nothing suitable resulted, and he returned to the Court 
after arranging a sort of peace In the year 1149 A H when Ba]i Rao 
made a commotion around the Capital, ^an Dauran i came out of the 
city and opposed him In 1151 AH (1738 AD ) when Nadir Shah 
came to India, and the reigmng Sovereign proceeded to Karnal to engage

courage and skill and patronised him Foi some leason he retired fiom 
his semce, and attached himself to Nizam Shall As he perceived that 
young men were encouraged there, he cnlei ed among them and so exerted 
himself that he became an intimate companion, and received the title 
of Shah Nawaz Khan Later he gave up this servic e and became a servant 
of Prince Shah Jahan, and received the title of Na'<5i I IGian He v as the

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an increase in rank of 1,000 and of 1,000 horse In the same year at the 
time of his leavmg for Balaghat he received, at Ins request, the distinction 
of the MdM-o-maidhb^ , this, in old times, was a decoration which was 
customary with the Delhi Sultans and which was given them to the 
rulers of the Deccan After that it acquired great glory m this country 
(the Deccan), and was given b}'- the princes thereof to whosoever was 
considered by them ^worthy of gieat favour In the 5th year he was 
appomted as the Subaddi of Malwa in succession to Mu'taqad Kian 

They say that when U]]ain and Sarangpur became his fief after 
the death of ^wa]a Abul Hasan, — ^who had developed them for a long 
tune — there was such a famine in Khandesh and the Deccan that a loaf 
was dearer than a life {ndne bajdne ?/?e aizid) The rehance of the inhabi- 
tants of those countries for food was on the corn of Mahva Nasiri ^an 
filled the granaries with gold Never was so much money obtained from 
the estates of Malwa 

When in the 6th j^^ear Mahabat Khan besieged the fort of Daulatabad, 
Nasiri ^an was appointed to assist him, and distinguished himself 
One day Khan Zaman had filled a mine with seventy maunds of gunpowder, 
when it was fired, 28 2 yards of the waU of ‘Ambarkot and 12 jmrds of 
its bastion were blown up, and a wide path was laid open But on account 
of a ram of musketry and rockets by the gamson no one advanced 
Mahabat Khan wanted himself to go forward on foot, but Nasiri Khan 
said “ Such an idea on the part of a leader is contrary to all canons of skiU 
I’ll go ” He cast the shield of Divine protection over his face and ran to 
the fort He passed through the arrows and buUets and fought with 
sword and dagger The garrison, on seemg such devotion and zeal, 
after a short struggle, retired to the Mahakot (the great fort) And 
when that too was opened by a mme they surrendered and dehvered up 
the keys Every one ^ whom Mahabat Khan appointed to defend the 
fort rejected the task because there was no food m the fort, and because 
durmg the four months of the siege they had endured various hardships 
Nasiri Khan, who had 2,000 troopers in his service, accepted the duty 
from his great love of work, and in concert with Saiyid Murtada Khan 
superintended the defence of the fort After the Bijapur troops had 
followed the Commander -in-chief for some stages, thej^ returned to Daulat- 
abad They entered the batteries, which were still standmg and mvested 
the fort As Nasiri Khan repeatedly showed activity and energy, they 
failed ^ and had to retire He received the title of j^an Dauran and the 
rank of 5,000 with 5,000 horse, and, in accordance with orders, made over ® 
the fort to Murtada ^an and returned to Malwa 

When m the 7th year Prince Muhammad Shuja' was appomted to 
take Parenda, Nasiri Khan was appomted to accompany him One day 
when the enemy had pressed upon Khan-Khanan at the time of foraging ®

over to ffian Dauran at a revenue of 92 krors of clams An order ivas also 
given that Sarkar Bijagarh, Sarkar Nadarbar2 and that part of Saikar 
Handia, which was on the other side of the Narbada, should be regarded 
as belonging to Khandesh When ^ Bilcramajit the son of Jujhar Singh 
Bundela, who, with his father’s contmgent, was vnth ^an Zaman in 
Balaghat, at a hint from his father, who was meditating rebelhon in his 
wretched country, fled to his home, Khan Dauran heard of it and came 
out of Burhanpur to pursue him He came up with him at Ashta^ 
in the Malwa Suha, and nearly caught him Bflcramajit fled wounded 
into the difficult jungles and joined his father m Dhamuni Khan Dauran 
waited for orders in Malwa, and when the government of Malwa was 
entrusted to him , he was sent to uproot this plant of disaffection In 
conjunction with ‘ Abdullah Khan he displaj^ed gieat energy in the pursuit 
and completed the task In the 9th year he sent the heads of Jujhar 
and his son to the Courts, and as a reward received the title of Bahadur. 
In the same year, when Shah Jahan came to visit the fort of Daulatabad, 
Khan Dauran, ivith Baja Jai Singh and other Bajputs as a vanguard, 
and Mubariz ^an Niyazi and other Afj^ans as the rearguard 
was appointed to take the forts of Ddgir, and Ausa, and to ravage the 
territories of Bijapur and Golconda He destroyed every cultivation 
and habitation to vuthm twelve Icos of Bijapur, and repeatedly pumshed 
Bahlul ^an Miyanah and Khairivat ^an Habshi When ‘Adil Shah 
trod with humility the path of obedience, jffian Dauran vuthdrew his 
hand from devastating his teriitory and went off towards Udgir After 
a siege of three months and odd days on 8 Jumada I, 1046 A H (28 
September, 1636 A D ) he captured this strong place from Sidi Miftah ® 
and addressed himself to the siege of Ausa Bhojraj the governor 
after a struggle surrendered the fort, and after then an order was passed 
that the elephant Gajmoti (Pearl of elephants) — ^ivhich was the flnest 
elephant with Qutb-ul-Mulk — should be taken possession of He

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proceeded to K5tgiri — ^which was on the boundary of Ins kingdom, and 
by his efforts got hold of the elephant and also a lac of rupees as tribute 
and then came to the frontiers of Devgarh He took lOlchar and Ashta 
— ^which are dependencies of Kararmandgaon 2 m Berar — ^from the 
possession of the powerful Gonds and took Nagpur after a siege of some 
daj’s Kukiya ^ the Raja of Deogarh paid a tribute of 1,50,000 rupees 
and 170 elephants and regained possession of Nagpur 

In the 5 10th yeai Khan Dauran came to the Court and presented 
200 elephants worth ten lacs of rupees together W’lth eight lacs of rupees 
m cash — which the ruler of Gondwana, and other landouners had 
tendered, partly as tribute to the Kmg, and partly as a present to himself, 
together uuth the elephant Gajmoti — ^which was valued at one lac of 
rupees, and whose name was changed to Padshah Pasand (Approved by 
the Kin g) — ^with golden trappings (of the elephant) which were prepared 
by Khan Dauran at his own expense at a cost of one lao of rupees As 
his loyaltj’' and courage weie conspicuous, and he had in a short time 
presented a peshlcash, such as none of the great officers had collected at 
one time, he received ® various marks of favour and was given the 
title of Nasrat Jang and a mansah of 6,000 with 6,000 horse du-aspa and 
sih-aspa (two-horse and three-hoise) — ^the allowance {ian^ivah) for which 
was 10 krors, 80 lacs of dams for twelve months of the j’^ear which came 
to 27 lacs of rupees, — and also the ianl^wdh of pargana Shuja'atpur 
in the crown-lands '^^Taen in the 17th year Prmce Muhammad Aurangzib 
came from the Deccan on the occasion of inquirmg after the health of 
the Begam 8 Sahiba, he having regard to various proceedmgs of his 
m the Deccan, which were repugnant to Shah Jahan, withdrew his hand 
from worldlj^ affaus and vent mto retirement ®, before his father should 
show marks of displeasure This causeless proceeding increased Shah 
Jahan’s vexation and he made over the government of the Deccan to 
Nasrat Jang who was in charge of Malwa He received the rank of 7,000 
with 7,000 horse, and a present of one kror of dams which formed the 
highest limit of advancement foi officers 

They say that Khan Dauran durmg his government of the Deccan 
made a new world by his innovations Many deshmuklis and d^hpdndas 
were beaten vuth maUets {me^ Tcoh zada) and sent to annihilation 
Also m order to develop the country he consolidated the tankhwdhs of 
the mansahddrs who held fiefs in various places He also visited all the 
forts, and made full arrangements for the garrisons {ahshdm) and their 
provisions He sent to the Court nearly a kror of rupees of Govern-

world might see that whereas (hitherto) money was always sent from 
the Court, but he in his Subaddn was sendmg money from the Deccan. 
■V\nien he was satisfied with the settlement he had made of the country, 
he set himself to take Bijapur In the 18th year he was summoned to 
the Court for some deliberation about admimstration He accompamed 
the Emperor to Kashmir, and then took leave and came to Lahore 
He halted two Jcos from the city At the i end of the mght he was 
asleep By a strange fate a Brahman boy of Kashmir whom he had 
converted to Islam and enrolled among his servants struck him a severe 
blow m the beUy with a dagger They say that it took seventeen stitches 
to sew it up He did not kmt an eyebrow, and conversed with Quli] 
I^an He was in possession of his senses for one day, and divided his 
money and goods among his children, and lefr the balance for the exche- 
quer He wrote a petition, in accordance with these dispositions, with

fimshed him On the day that the news of his death reached Burhanpur 
there was no stock of sugar or sweetmeats in the shops which the people did 
not give away m thanksgivmg Most of the fine bmldmgs m Burhanpur 
were made during his time Mandavi Zamabad s on the bank of the 
Tapti was built by him From Saronj to Burhanpur he put up seid’ls 
at eveiy tenth kos His sons Sai3nd Muhammad and Saiyid Mahmud ^ 
obtamed after their father’s death the rank of 1,000 with 1,000 horse. 
‘Abd-un-Nabi, who was young, received a mansab of 500

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brought up m the Prince’s (Aurangzib’s) service, and was an intunate 
courtier and was respected In the 27th year he was displeased with 
the Prince’s service and left him, and came from the Deccan with the 
intention of serving the King Shah Jahan gave him the ranlc of 700 
with 100 horse, but as the Prince did not like his departure, he in the 
30th year begged his father to give him the fau^ddn of Hoshangabad 
Handia In this way he was drawn by favour into the Deccan In 
the 31st j'-ear when the Prince, after taking the foit of Bldar addressed 
himself to the takmg of Kalyan, he was sent to take the fort of Kadankai 
After he arrived at the spot, though the besieged endeavoured to defend

his movements Latei he was sent to put down the commotion of 
Bahadur Bachgoti 2 — ^who had raised a disturbance in Baiswaia When 
he had finished that busmess, he was made governor of Allahabad in 
succession to Khan Dauran and received a mansah of 5,000 mth 5,000 
horse He long governed the piovince In the 10th year he was made 
governor of Gujaiat m succession to Mahabat Khan, and he pioceeded 
there from Allahabad , and was long occupied in makmg a settlement of 
Gujarat In the 16tli year he received the rank of 6,000 ivith 6,000 
horse — ^two-horse and tliree-horse He also received the title of Khan 
Jahan Bahadur and the charge of the goveimnent of the Deccan in place 
of the agents of Prince Muhammad Mu‘azzam He received a special 
dress of honour and a decorated dagger which were sent to him along vuth 
the mace-bearers An order was passed that he was to receive the 
MaM-o-maidtih (Older of the Fish, etc ) and that he was to be allowed to 
display it One of lus feats in this j’-ear was that he maiched rapidty 
sixty Tcos and inflicted a signal defeat on Siva (Shiv a] I) Bhonsle who at 
this time was plundering the people of the Deccan and disturbmg then 
repose He (^an Jahan Bahadur) obtained a large amount of plundei 
After he had by repeated attacks defeated and overthrovui him, he 
displayed alacrity in chastising the other sedition-mongers of the Deccan 
and several times sent tribute from the rulers of Bijapur, and Haidaiabad 
to the Court The King m consideration of his good services gave him 
in 1086 A H (1675-1676 A D ) the title of Khan Jahan Bahadur Zafar Jang 
Kokaltash and made hun an officer of the rank of 7,000 with 7,000 horse 
and gave him a present of one kroi of ddms and so raised him above his 
contemporaries In the 20th year, 1088 AH (1677 A D ), he took, 
after a struggle, the fort of Naldrug which was one of the great foits of 
Bijapur, from Da’ud Khan Pani, who was a child s of four yeais (*) In 
the battle of the batteries in this siege, his son Muhammad Mufisin was 
killed Inasmuch as high ranlc and greatness end in airogance and pre- 
sumption, and success and prosperity lead to independence and pride, 
or rather they lead from zeal to msouciance and craft {hnhna ‘amlagl), 
several offences of his were proved and he was summoned to the Court , 
he was dismissed, and deprived of his title, and his moveable and 
immoveable property was confiscated As he displayed marks of emi- 
nence, and the fame of his excellence was spread far and "Wide, and his

royal standards moved to Ajmer, and the Khan SAViftly went off to Jodhpur 
— ^which was the capital of Jaswant’s country — and set about destroying 
the idol temples He brought in several cartloads of idols — ^many of 
which were adorned with gold and silver After the King returned to 
the Capital, they were, by the King’s order, thrown into the Jilau^dna 
(place for keeping carriages, etc ) of the Darhdr and under the 8 steps of 
the Jahannuma mosque and for a long time were trodden under the feet 
of comers and goers till no trace of them was left But the district was 
not settled, as it should have been The commotion of the Rajputs and 
the contumacy of the Rana came to a head, and it ended m a royal 
expedition ^an Jahan went off from Chittor to govern the Deccan, 
leavmg Prince Muhammad Mu'azzam there He in the height of the 
rams addressed ^ himself to the siege of the fort of SaUier — ^which was 
the loftiest fortress in Baglana, and had come into the possession of the 
enemy, — ^but after enduring much suffering he had to withdraw without 
success, and came to Aurangabad Mir Muhammad Rida Lahdri the 
commentator on the MaQmavl Ma^nadl was with him as a mansahddr 
He described the expedition in verse, and said with reference to the mud 
and mire

In the same ® year, Muharram 1091 A H. (February, 1680 A D ) Sambha 
Siwa’i marched 35 Tcos at mght and fell, wathout warmng, upon Bahadur- 
pura — ^which was a populous place two hos from Burhanpur — and 
plundered it Kakar ^an the Ndyih of ^an Zaman, the governor of 
Burhanpur, shut himself up in the city with a few men, and the robber 
set fire at his ease to important quarters of the city and reduced them to 
ashes Many noble famihes were dishonoured, some to guard their 
honour killed them wives and themselves were kiUed When Khan

Jalian heard of tins, he hurried from Aurangabad, and in one night and 
day reached the pass of IFardapur i which is 82 I os distant There he 
occupied four watches in ciossing the pass It was said that this incon- 
siderate delay occurred on account of the arrival of Sambha s agent and 
"the promise of a laige sum of money By this delay Sambha got away 
with everything that he could carry av ay, together with aU his prisoners 
whom he took by way of Chopra to the fort of Salhei 2 ^an Jahan 
who ought to have gone b 3 ’ a cross-road and come up with him, went 
straight by the light to Burhanpui ® This neglect confirmed men’s 
suspicions and vas the cause of a fiesh alienation of the Emperor’s 
affection from hmi An ordei of censure was sent to him, and in that 
j^’ear the propositions ^ he had made about laiiks and inciease weie 
entirely reiected By chance, in the same peiiod Piince Muhammad 
Akbar fled towards the Deccan in the 24th j’-eai Ordei s weie sent to 
all the officers to stop Alcbai wherever he appealed, if possible, thej- 
were to take him alive, otliei vnse thej* weie to kill him As he was passing 
near the hills, of Sultanpur, Mian Jahan, vho showed lumself as very 
zealous to seize him and had come ncai him, diew icin until Alcbai passed 
the hills of Baglana and vuth the help of the Bhils and Kolls came to 
Bahirl, and sta 5 "cd foi some days under Sambha's piotection Though 
the news-writers kept this back, yet jMir Nui Ullah the son of Mil Asad 
TJUah, the fanjddr of Talnei vho vas an audacious man, and who 
lehcd upon his being a Khanazad (house-boin one) and on his influence, 
communicated all the details (to the Empeioi), and inci cased the store 
(of displeasure) in the Eraperoi’s lieait, and the ciaft and deceit of Mian 
Jahan became apparent to all 

As the inflicting of punishment on Sambha and the chastisement 
of AIcbar both demanded the attention of the Emperor, he, m the 
25th 3 'ear made the Deccan his lesidence Khan Jahan was appointed 
"to conquer the fort of Ramsij ® which ap 2 iei tamed to Gulshanabad 
(near Junair) But though he made great effoits, he did not succeed 
on account of the watchfulness and abilitj' of the governoi of the fort, 
who was an experienced Mahiatta He v as obhged to retue, and on the 
dajf of his march he set fire to the mateiials of the batteiies which were 
composed of wood, etc , of which a great quantity had been collected 
The garrison came out on the battlements m great miith, beat their 
^eat and small drums, and made ribald lemaiks When he came within 
"three kos of Aurangabad he was gratified bj’’ the leceipt of a diess of 
honour, and was ordered to proceed to Bidai without coming to paj’- his 
respects He was to take up his quarteis there, and to pursue Alcbai

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whenever he got any news of his movements When Akbar came away 
from Samhha and embarked on a vessel with the intention of going to 
Persia, ^an Jahan proceeded to chastise the brigands, and in the 27th 
year attacked them when they were at a distance of thirty Tcos By his 
vigorous proceedings then bands, which had been collected on the bank 
of the Kishna, were broken up, many of the infidels were put to the sword 
and then propertj^ was plundered In reward for this service he received 
a complimentary farman and his sons Muzaffar ^an, Nashi Khan, 
Muhammad Sami' and Muhammad Baqa received respectively the titles 
of Himmat Hian, Sipahdar Khan. Nasni ^an and Muzaffar ^an. while 
his brother’s son and son-in-law Jamal-ud-Din ]^an was granted the 
title of Safdar Khan. 

When Prince Muhammad A'zam Shah proceeded to the siege of 
Bi]apur, ^an Jahan was ordered to take up his quarters at the thdTM of 
Aindi 1 in ordei to send supphes to the Prince’s camp Prom there he 
was appointed in the end of the 28th year to accompany the Prince who 
had been sent off to chastise Abul Hasan of Haidarabad He went 
ahead of the Prince with 10,000 horse, and fought severe battles with 
Khalil UUah Khan, the head of the army and with Husami Beg ‘ Ali Mardan 
IQian, who •with 30,000 horse was presumptuously opposing the imperiahst 
forces One day the drums and trumpets sounded at early dawn, and 
for three pahars there was a hot market of warfare The gallant men 
passed from guns and bullets to fighting -with daggers and there were 
heaps of slam on both sides In that battle his son Himmat Mian waa 
hard pressed, and though he sent a message to his father for help, the 
latter was so hemmed in by the enemy who surrounded him like a halo 
that he could not move a step At this time Parab 2 Mian, who was 
called Hat Pathar (the stone-hand), whose stone-like hand was deahng 
bullets around, urged on his horse, and lance in hand, came in front of 
Mian Jahan’s elephant and cried out Where is the leader ^ and wanted 
to pierce Inm vath his lance Khan Jahan shouted I am the leader, 
and without giving him time to use his javelm 3, cast him to the ground 
vuth an arrow At last the predominance of the enemy was such that 
Mian Jahan was nearly being defeated Suddenly Aurangzib’s good 
fortune displayed itself in another form, a raging elephant came among 
the enemy from the King’s side and caused their horses to rear up Two 
or three leading men were overthrown, and the Haidarabad troops took 
to flight Thej' were driven off in spite of repeated onsets

though his ignoiant officers urged him on to battle, they lestiamed them- 
selves, and ignoied the attacking and plundeiing (of the city) This 
view increased the Empeioi’s displeasure, and he summoned Klian Jahan 
to his Presence As he had been the ICing s plajmiate and in addition

between his men and Mu'azzam Khan Safavi 2 m the Jilanl^ana (poitico) 
about the leaAung of a palanquin Kluin Jahan was alloved to leave so 
that ho might lestiain his men When he came out, he, 111 his insolence, 
told his men to go and loot i\Iu‘azzam Khan s ba/dr This added to 
the King's displeasuie, and he became more vexed ivitli him than ever 
He resolved to break his picsumption and whenevei he Avas appointed to 
any province he Avas lemoved befoie he could benefit bA* the haivest, 
and all his financial 3 aiiangements aa'cic upset 

In fine, 111 the end of the 29th year he AA’-as sent ^ off to pumsh the 
Jats and the sedition-mongers of the Agia piOAuncc, and icceived a present 
of tAvo lo-ors of dams With the exception of Hinimat Iffian, Avho AA'as 
appointed to manage the affair of Bijapui, his sons Aveie sent AVth him. 
As that difficult task could not be accomplished AA'ithout a laige army 
and much efifoit. Prince Bidar Balcht the eldest son of Muhammad A'zam 
Shah was also appointed to this expedition AfteiAvaids by the excellent 
exertions of the Prince, and the management of ^dn Jahan, Baja Ram 
Jat the leadei of the lebels was lulled by a bullet in 1099 A H (1688 A D ) 
The Prince destioyed Sansarn and olhei places Avhicli had been founded 
by Baja Ram and became the contioUei of that countiy Klian Jahan 
Avas sent 5 to the government of Bengal, and in the 23id yeai AA’as made 
governor of Allahabad In the 34th A^eai he was made governor of the 
Panjab In the 37th yeai he AAas summoned to the Court fiom Lahoie 
After that he did not go anywheie else away from the Court, till

assent He did not hke much talking The chief tlungs discussed 
in his company were prose and poetry, swords, jewels, horses, elephants 
and aplirodisiacs 3 He was a good judge of physiognomy One day, 
when he was governor of the Deccan, he said to Amanat Khan iVIirak 
Mu'in-ud-Din the great grandfather of the writer of these hues who at 
that tune was the chief Divan of the Deccan ‘ The Kmg at the time of 
grantmg me leave said “ If you hear that Muhammad Mu'azzam 
intends to rebel, accept the statement, even though ho takes no 
step towards domg so, but if such a report be spread about Muhammad 
A'zam, beware of creditmg it whatever he may do , and Muhammad 
Akbar is a child” But (said Kban Bahadur) from my knowledge of 
physiognomy I can say that none but he wdl tread this VTong path ’ 
At that tune there was not the least sign of Akbar’s becommg a 
leader, nor any report of it After six months this untimely flower 
blossomed, and the discernment of Khan Jahan proved to be m accordance 
with facts BQs haughtmess and dommeermg spirit brought him mto 
coUision with a Kmg like Aurangzib who trusted to his own gemus and 
did not have regard for others Hence ^ it was that at last he was without

a jdglr or employment and was kept m the Presence under surveillance 
To his disgust 1 some of the new l^dnazdds rose mto fame for mihtary 
service Foi mstance Taha-wwur ICban, son of Salabat ^an and Jan 
Nithar Khan Khwaia Abul Makarim were sent off at this time to put 
down Santa the brigand and had a battle 2 The whole army and park 
of the artillery were plundered and Jan Nithar ]^an escaped half dead 
Tahawwur Klian was wounded, and flung himself among the dead 2 
and so had a second life When this occmrence was reported to the 
Kmg, he said “All these happenmgs are due to Destmy, and are not m 
anyone’s power ” When Khan Jahan heard this remark he said, “ Good, 
there’ll be no revising ^ of repoits m heaven , to give and then take 
away (praise) In my long leadership I never had a defeat ” False 
stories about him and tales, which reason cannot accept and ivhich belong 
to the class of romances, are well known and are on men’s hps ^ 
Although there can be no question about the merits and great qualities 
of Khan Jahan, for they followed close upon one another, yet a just review 
must admit that there was a stram of levity m him How could it be 
othenvise He advanced from 700, all at once to 6,000, without passing 
through the mtermediate stages But it was strange that such a Kmg 
as Aurangzib, who was not wantmg m wrath and pride, should have 
entertained a servant with such unrestramed presumption 

In the end ® of his days he showed the Kmg m his haU of justice 
a small, round porcelain water-pot {dftdha) and said it had belonged to 
Moses — ^Peace be upon hun ' Aurangzib looked at it and gave it to the 
Prmces Muhammad Mu‘izz-ud-Din and Muhammad Mu'azzam There 
were two hnes resemblmg some writmg engraved on the neck of the vessel 
The Prmces said “ This should be Hebrew ” Bahadur exammed the 
letters and said, “I know nothmg about its bemg Hebrew-Ebrew — 
{‘Ibrdni mdbrdnl) , some vendor put these marks on it ” The King said 
“ They are letters, the porcelam is not bad ”

Khan Path Jang i Abul Muzaffar distmgmshed himself m the batth 
and all the time during separation, was attached to the Prmce’s stirrup: 
He served weU and showed devotion and so gamed a place m the Prince' 
heart When the Prmce ascended the throne he, m the first year, gav 
Abul Muzaffar the rank 2 of 4,000 Dhdt with 3,000 horse and a fiag an 
drums, and a horse from the special stables with a gilded saddle and th 
present of a lac of rupees He appomted him as the governor of the for 
of Gwahj^ar, and placed its dependencies m his fief In the same yea 
he was sent with Mahabat j^an to chastise Jujhar Singh Bundela who hai 
broken out mto rebelhon On the representation of Mahabat Khai 
Khan- Kha.n fl.Ti, his offences were overlooked, and the royal Divans lef 
to him such portion of the territory m his possession as correspondei 
to the amount ^ of his mansab and assigned the excess of his jaglr t( 
Abul Muzaffar and other officers In the 2nd year when ^an Jahai 
Lodi, on account of a suspicion which had arisen in his mind, fled fron 
the Capital, Abul Muzaffar was appomted, along 'with Khwaia Abul Husau 
Turbati, to pursue him In his alacrity he went off that same mgh 
without waitmg for his leader and at six ghans of the day came up witl 
^an Jahan Lodi on the banks of the Chambal near Dholpur, and facec 
him bravely Muhammad Shafi‘ his grandson and mneteen of th 
Saiyids of Barah were killed, and fifty of his compamons were wounded 
When this was reported to the King, Abul Muzaffar received an increasi 
of 1,000 horse and a steed from the special stables ivith a gilded saddl' 
and an elephant from the special herd In the third year he receivec 
a J^iVat, a decorated dagger and a horse from the special stables with i 
gilded saddle and an elephant with gilded trappings and was appomtec 
to the vanguard of the force which had been placed under A'zam Khai 
for the chastisement of Khan Jahan Lodi^ Later when it was hearc 
that the Khan was unable to ride on account of a swellmg above the navel 
Jag]ivan, the surgeon, was directed to go and treat him , and the Miai 
was told to return to the Court after convalescence Inasmuch as th( 
surgeon on account of the amount of matter had to open the sweflmg anc 
much pus had been removed, the Khan waited for some time for the wounc 
to heal and then came to the Court The appreciative Sovereign gav( 
liim a J^nVat and an adorned dagger 'with pliul hatdia ^ and an increase

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of 1,000 Dhdt so that he had the rank of 5,000 with 4,000 horse, and was 
granted a horse with a gdded saddle from the special stables 

When the territory of Nizam Shah was trodden under the feet of 
the royal armies, ]^an Jahan Lodi saw it was difiGicult to remam there 
and went off to Malwa Abul Muzaffar, who was famed for bravery, 
and noble hneage, received a special KJkiVat, and a sword, and a Qipchdq 
horse from the special stables and was sent to pursue him As ‘AbduUah 
Khan Bahadur was also ordered to pursue hun ivith a sepaiate force, 
the order was passed that if ‘AbduUah Khan Bahadur should come to the 
borders, both armies should ]oin up and uproot the thornbush of sedition 
Saiyid Muzaffar Khan quicMy crossed the Narbada at the Akbarpur 
ferry and sent out his scouts At the station of the village of Talgaon 
m Malwa ‘Abdullah Khan Bahadur joined him, and then they learnt at 
the viUage of Nimi ^ belonging to the countiy of Bandhu — ^which is 
15 Jcos from Sahenda and 30 from Allahabad — that Khan Jahan had taken 
to flight after the contest had failed The gaUant men did not desist 
from pursuit, and after two days they came up with him, and an engage- 
ment took place He was killed m the encounter with the vanguard 
of Saiyid Muzaffar Khan and Saiyid Makhan the son of Saiyid 
‘Abdullah, the daughter’s son of Saiyid Muzaffar Khan and 27 others 
attamed martyrdom After that Sai5ud Muzaffar Khan came to the 
Court and received an increase of 1,000 horse and was raised to the rank 
of 5,000 Dhdt o suwdi and received the title of Khan Jahan In the 4th 
year, he and his foUowmg consisting of 1,000 horse du-aspa and sih-aspa 
(^o-horse and three-horse) was sent off with yamin-ud-Daula to chastise 
‘Add ^an of Bijapur In the 5th year he waited on the King and received 
an increase of 1,000 horse, du-aspa and sih-aspa In the 6th year he 
was granted a simdar rise of rank Afterwards he was sent off with 
Prince Muhammad Shu]a‘ to the siege of Parenda He did good service 
on this occasion, and when the taking of the fort was delayed, the Prince, 
in accordance with the orders of Shah Jahan, came to tlm Court, and 
Saiyid Khan Jahan quickly arrived and did homage near Agra In the 
8th year an addition was made of du~aspa and sih-aspa troopers to his 
contingent, and m the same year he was appomted with other officers 
to chastise Jujhar Smgh Bundela who had rebelled When Jujhar Smgh 
had after a struggle proceeded to Deogarh — ^which was near Berar — 
and ‘Abdullah ]^an Bahadur Plruz Jang and Khan Dauran were ordered 
to puisue him, Saiyid Iflian Jahan halted m accordance with the com- 
mands to settle the conquered country and to search for the treasures 
hidden near Churagarh After that he came to the Court when Shah 
Jahan mtended to visit Daulatabad and after crossing the Narbada 
had encamped on its bank He received a special KhiVat with a gold 
embroidered chdrqab, a decorated dagger with a phul-hatdra, a decorated 
scmiitar, and a lac of rupees in cash In the 9th year he received a 
special a special scimitar and a horse from the special stables and 

was sent off mth a posse of officers to chastise ‘Add Shah Bijapuri 
He came from Bir to Bharwar and leaving his baggage there proceeded 
to Shblapur On the way he sent men and took Saradhun He also 
attacked the fief of Rifian of Sholapur and estabhshed a station (thdna)

fiom his horse but one of his companions hi ought him a hoi sc and took 
him off the field Aftei poi lions ol the BIplpui tei 1 itoiy had been devas- 
tated, and the rainy season had (ommenced the Ifliaii iuined back in 
ordei to go into quaitcrs and came to Dhaiuar Aft civ auks, vhen 
‘Add Khan came to teims and submitted, the said Khan, in act 01 dance 
with ordeis, retiuncd to the Court When in the end ot the same >ear 
the Kmg resolved to go to the Capital, the eliaige ot tlic foui pio\inccs 
of the Deccan, that is, Ifliandesh, Beiai, jiaits ot Tchngana, and some of 
Nizam-id-Mulk’s tciiitoii vas made ovci to Piince, Saiyid Khan Jahan 
received a special KhiVat and vas oideied, timing the ab'-tnee of the 
Khan Zaman at the sieges of Junan, etc , to icmain in attendance on the 
Piince In the 10th ycai he came to the Com t and v as sent to Gvfili} ar 
— which foimed a pait of his fief In the 11th year he again came to 
the Court and as the ICmg intended to go to Lrdioie, Khan Jahan obtamed 
leave to letuin to Ins fief In the 14th yeai he waited on tiie King m 
Ldhoie and leceived an mciease of 1,000 hoise so that his lanlc became 
6,000 vuth 6,000 hoise, 5,000 of vhicli veie clu-aspa and sih-aspa At 
this time, when Prince Jagat Singh the son of Raja Basil icbcUed, Khan 
Jahan was appointed with a force to thastis(> him and to take possession 
of his foits At the tune of taking k;a\o he leccived a spetial KhiVat 
and two hoises fiom the royal stables v ith gilded saddle s and an elephant 
togethei with a female elephant and a lac ot lupecs as an advance In 
accordance with ordeis he spent the lamy season in Llhoie and latei vhen 
he had traversed the passes of Bahalwan^ and !Machlibhawan he encamped 
vuthin half a Los of the foit of Kuipui, and made excellent preparations 
by erecting earthwoiks and digging mines TJiough a bastion of the 
fort was blown up, but as the besieged had ei ected a v all behind each 
bastion, theie was no means of entn *Vltcivaids, in accoi dance with 
royal orders, he undeitook the siege ot Man foit and displayed courage 
In the fights he so pressed the besieged that the royal forces weie able 
to enter the fort on anothei side, and Jagat Singh took to flight As 
a reward an addition of 1,000 du-aspa and sih-aspa tioopeis ivas made to 
his contmgent Afterwards, when Jagat Singh expressed his pemtence,

Durmg this time the death of Shah Safi was reported In the 16th 
year the ^an received permission to go to Ins Gvahyai fief In the 
17th year he agam came to the Comt and, when Shah Jahan went to

(1645 A D ) he became paial’^dic and attei lemaimng bedridden for two 
months died The appieciative Soveieign giieved foi Ins loss and made

He Avas the son of Daulat ^an Lodi and belonged to the Shahukhail 
clan His name was Pii Iffian In eaily jmuth he quarieUed rvitli his 
father and came to Bengal to Raja Man Singh rvitli Ins elder brother 
Muhammad Iffian One day, v'-lien they rveie desirous of ciossmg the 
river and entering the city (Gam ?) a dispute arose on board the boats, 
and it ended m a fight It happened that two brother’s sons of the Raja 
were killed After the Raja had heard of what the two brothers had done 
in the matter he, on account of his former knowledge of them, piesented 
them with Rs 30,000 and sent them away lest they should be maltreated 
by the Rajputs Muhammad ^an died m early jmuth and Pira had 
the good fortune to become a favourite with Pimce Sultan Damyal 
They say his intimacy became such that they were mseparable, and that

Khan Jahan was sent with 12,000 horse to assist the imperialists At 
the time of his depaiture, the King descended from the pubhc and private 
jhardka and placed his own turban on Khan Jahan’s head, and took his 
hand and set hun on his horse An order was passed that as he went 
he should beat his drums On one side the Bang, and on the other Khan 
Jahan indulged in unrestrained weeping on account of the impendmg 
separation At every stage presents for him arrived from the Kmg 
]^an Jahan did not delay in Buihanpur but proceeded towards Balaghat 
where the imperial camp was A great battle took place at Malkapur 
with Mahk ‘Ambar The Hindustani (? e up-countrj^) soldiers, who did 
not know the Parthian 2 tactics of the Deccan, went on lapidJy and 
suffered much loss After that Khan-Khanan came, and treated him with 
much pohteness, and conveyed him to the Balaghat As it had been

a 5 'ear, Avhen Klidn Jahiin came to the Court, his old intimaev and influence 
M'ere restoied, and there M’as not a haiibieadth of diffcience In the 15th 
year M'hen it appeared that the Qa/albiish (Peisian) m as ti ving to conquei 
Qandahai, Mian Jahan Avas appointed goveinoi ^ of the piovmce of 
Multan and sent to his post In the beginning of the 17th A'car AA'lien

“are, by the goodness of God, mastei of foices and of tubes, enter the 
seivice of whoever becomes the Iting ” As tlie time of his fall was near 
at hand he, in spite of all his knowledge and ability — in which les^iects 
he was the umquc of the age — ^made a mistake and sent back Jan Nithar 
Khan without even rephung to t\\c fai man 

When it was icpoited that Shah Jahan had sent Mahabat Khan 
fiom Gujaiat against IMandu — ^wheie Klian Jahaii’s famity vas — he 
renewed the tieatv with the Nwam Shah and left Silcandai Diitani 
to guard JBurhanpui He himself came with the auxiliary officers to 
Mandu and took ]\Ialwa fiom IMuzaffai Iffian Ma'muri who was the 
governor Tlie loyal officers all gatheicd lound him and many of them 
said “If you wish to fight we all shall help you” When they saw that 
Klian Jahan liad not made up his mind, and that they would have a bad 
name to no purpose, they turned away fiom him and went off to the 
Presence (of Shah Jahan) And Klian Jahan wdicn he perceived that Shah 
Jahan had maiched bv Gujaiat and that all the officers and Pajas fiom 
all quaiteis had appealed before him — and it became appaicnt that the 
accession of Daivar Bakhsh ivas only a lusc, and was an adumbration 
of Shah Jahan’s sovereignty at ranged by Asaf Iffian, he saiv that what 
he (Shah Jahan) had done ivas proper (i c in sending Jrin Nithar Klian 
to him, etc ) But as the oppoitumty ivas gone, what was the good of 
repentance ' He sent his VahU to the Coiiit and after the accession sent 
a tribute along with a coronet {sihm) of peails Shah Jahan, who was 
a world of knowledge and giaciousness, ignored his evil behaviour and 
made i him governor of IMalwa In the 2nd year when he came to the 
Court after having settled the punishment of Jiijhai Biindela, though 
all the Ami? 5 did not receive him as m the time of Jahangir, yet the King 2 
in order to please him sent aivay to Delhi 2 Mahabat IQian — ^wdio had 
become Khan-Klianan, and was always lording over everybody — and 
bowed his head to no one But

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account of Ins own actions, and lived unhappily and was agitated One 
night, m the Dai bar, Mirza Lashlmi ^ the son of Mukhhs Khan said m 
his hotheaded way to the IChan Jahan’s sons, “Today or tomoirow they’ll 
imprison your father” When these idle words, which had no trace of 
the truth, reached Khan Jahan, he, bj’- reason of his seeing that he was out 
of favour, fell into confusion and suspense and confined himself to his 
house Shah Jahan sent Islam IQian to him and asked foi an explanation 
He, being dominated by apjirehensioiis, represented the ahenation of the 
King’s favour from him, and prayed that he might be favoured with 
a letter of security {amdn-ridma) m tlie Icing’s ovm hand Shah Jahan 
sent him such a letter and Yamin-ud-Daula Asaf IJian sympathetically 
said to liim, “If you are to become a heimit, it is proper that we aU should 
today become youi compamons ” As the materials foi his fall and rum 
were apparent, he could not be reassuied, and after the manner ^ of 
timid traitors suspicion augmented his suspicion 

They say that one mght, when he wanted to leave Agia and take 
the road of vagabondage, Agaf Khan heaid of it and reported the fact 
to the Emperor He rephed that as the piomise had been AViiften, it 
was not right to hinder him or to inflict pumshment befoie the offence 
IS committed They ivere still conversing when news of his abscondmg 
was brought Immediately Khwa^a Abul Hasan Turbatl and othei 
officers were deputed to pursue him

Khan Barah, Raja Bethal Das, and Khidmat Parast Khan A great fight 
took place Husain and ‘Azmat, his two sons. Shams his son-m-law, 
with ins 5 two brothers Muhammad and Mahmud who were grandsons 
of ‘Alam Khan Lodi — ^who was an old leadei of the Af^ans — ^togethei 
with sixty of his chief servants, such as Bhikan ]^an Qureshi, and otheis 
were killed ^an Jahan personally fought bravely and was wounded 
and endeavoured to reach the river Chambal, but on account of the 
violence of the current his women were not able to cross His wife and 
daughters and some trustworthy dependants (asdml) were put into 
fitters on elephants and left behind in great agitation and confusion

On account of the delay of the loj’-al annj’- for a mght 2 and a 
day ^an Jahan ciossed the nvei He then enteied the jungles of the 
country of Jujhar Bundela He took unfrequented ways and proceeded 
to Gondwana Bilcramajit the son of Jiqhai 3 ignoied his commg, 
otheiwise he coidd have apprehended him Idian Jahan reposed foi 
a time in Lanji and then went by Berai to the countij’^ of Nizam Shah 
Bahlul Klian Mivana tbejd(/lidd7 of Balapui, and Sikandar Dutani jomed 
him Nizam Shah legarded his coming as a gieat gam and leceived him 
"With much cordiality and xiitched his tents outside of Daulatabad 

When Klian Jahan came neai his enclosuie {saidi^aida) and had not 
yet ahghted fiom his horse, Nizam-ul-MuIk came out to welcome him, 
and placed him on the masnad, and himself took a seat on its corner 
He gave hun mone}’’ for Ins expenses and assigned to him paigana Bii 
as his tan^ivdh, though it was an impel lal iJidyw He also gave fiefs 
to his compamons and dismissed them He himself pioceeded to collect 
his army In the beginning of the 3id yeai , Shah Jahan came to Burhan- 
pur and made it his lesidence to uproot him Thiee bodies of troops 
consisting of 50,000 cavalry weie despatched undci the leadership of 
A‘zam 4 Khan Savaji the govcinoi of the Deccan lOian Jahan con- 
fronted him with 40,000 cavahy of Nizam Shah and others 

They say that on the day of battle he was sitting in his palanquin 
smoking and that ‘Aziz Mian his son said to him, “If jmu want to give 
battle you should mount j’our horse and attack, otheiwise whj’" are you 
r uinin g the world ^ ” He replied, “Do vou believe that we shall prevail 
over the royal army^ Alas ' It has God -given Fortune I wish that 
by these strugghngs of a slaughtered animal an atonement maj’^ be made, 
and that there may be some hope foi you, and that I may go to Mecca ” 
These woids of Khan Jahan caused the dispersal of the Afghans who had 
come from Upper India "with the idea of obtaimng the sovereignty (of 
India) When the rams came, Mian Jahan took up his quaitem in the 
village of Rajauri four Jcos from the town of Bii, and 111 the slope of the 
hills Wlienthe rams ended, Muqarrab Mian the leadei of the Nizam- 
Shahi army and Bahlul ^an on the approach of the aimy of A‘zam Mian 
withdrew to Dharwar from Jalnapur Darya ^an R5hila had not 
joined (Khan Jahan), when A'zam Mian saw his opportunity and set out 
from Devalgaon and crossed the Godavari, and from Manjhaligaon feU 
upon Mian J ahan who had not more than 400 horse ]^an J ahan pi epared 
for the battle and sent off his women to the lulls, and came out to fight 
When he reached the highlands of Rajauii an engagement took place 
between Bahadur Mian Lodi, the brothei ’s son of Khan Jahan, and Bahadur 
Mian Rohila Brave deeds were done on both sides, and though Bahadur

In their accounts of Klian Jahan contemporaiies have added too 
much or stated too httle Some maintain that m reahty he had no inten- 
tion to rebel All that happened was done m self-defence {Mud ddrl) 
Others say that he was a born rebel and lecalcitrant, and obseive no 
bounds in their abuse of him Leaving aside the words of his detractors 
and panegyrists, what comes out from his history is that he was a stiaight ^ 
and honest man He was not a time-server or a double-faced person 
The blows of circumstance had not touched him The word of check 
had not reached his ear, and all out of env}^ were l3nng in wait foi him 
The I£ing of India (Jahangir) %vith all his glory and grandeur was 
enamoured of him Out of pride and unconcihatory nature of his tempei a- 
ment he did not bow his head to heaven or prince {falaJc o mallaJc) 

One day Shah Jahan apropos of something said to Saiyid Khan 
Jahan Barah, “This title is of a man from whom we and all the princes 
desire to receive attention, but he out of contempt says nothing to 
anybody” All at once the jugglery of the heavens produced a new 
world, and there was a new arrangement on the carpet of universe 
His distinction and intimacy no longer existed Men who had not been 
admitted 4 to his presence claimed to be his equals, or rather they raised 
their heads above him The exhibition (by him) of some disrespectful 
actions — which were regarded at the Court as sedition and rebellion — 
produced the result that every want of attention was regaided as an 
affront, and every idle word as the sound of banishment Moreover 
he was jealous and proud, and far from affable He felt out of place, 
and his heart was aggiieved He preferred vagabondage and a death ^ 
m the desert To the lofty minded no evil is more intolerable than 
disgrace after honoui So he brought himself to where he brought

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himself At first all his dangerous outbreaks were the result of nothing 
but a desire to preserve his honour and status Afterwards othei designs 
were mixed up with them Or rather they became necessary, e g his 
collectmg troops and his aUiance with Nizam-ul-MuUc If the die had 
been cast aright and Tune had been his friend how could the love of the 
woild’s glory ever have made him bow his head for seivice ! 

In fine, IQian Jahan was possessed of mildness and clemency, and 
could not bear to injuie ony one Though he was a Sunni he was specially 
inchned towards the people of Persia His father was well known as 
a Shi‘a, and there was a saying of his that there could be no courage 
■without submission to Murtada ‘Ali At last, ^an Jahan, from 
companionship with Shaikh Fadl IJUah of Burhanpur took a fancy foi 
Sufism, and spent his mghts with Darvisbes and ‘Ulama, and expressed 
an aversion to the world There was nothmg starthng or extraordmary 
about his household management His expenses were sometimes three 
lacs a month, and sometimes less There was a little sa'ving after expendi- 
ture He did not himself look aftei matters, and was not friendly "with 
Hindus He prociastmated about the taking of accounts from collectors, 
and other similar matters He had many sons Some died on the field 
of battle, and Asalat Khan, who held the rank of 3,000, died in Daulatabad 
duimg the period of exile Muzaffar left his father and went to the Court, 
and Farid and Jahan i were made prisoners Alam and Ahmad fled, 
but after a time came to the Court Up to the present day none of his 
descendants has arrived at eminence

He was Mir Khalil the second son of A'zam Hian 2 Jahangiri and 
son-in-laiv of Yamin-ud-Uaula Asaf ^an Khan-Khanan the Szpahsdidr 
In company with his father he performed distinguished actions, and was 
the Mlj sTiamsher (sword-arm) and mam support of his father Durmg 
the time of the government of Jaunpur by A'zam Khan, his son exerted 
himself to such a degree in oveithrowmg the seditious and rebeUious 
that even the name rebel did not remain in that quartei Wherever 
he heard that there was a strong fort, he either by stratagem or by courage 
pulled it down Many fortresses which were full of guns, and which

Aurangzlb piocccded to Auiang.lbad, Pi nice Muhainmac) Itlu'izz-iid-Dhi 
was appointed to stay m Bnihanpili, and went liom Bah.'ubn pfiia, KIi.lii 
Zaman was appointed to wait upon the Pi nice At tlu s.uik time 
Khan Zaman was appointed ^ to the government ol Mfilwa in succe>-sion 
to Mulditai Khan In the end of the 27th veai, 1005 A H (1081 .V D ) 
he died there He w^as well versed in evci> science and w^as tamed loi 
his calligiaphy He wsas slullcd m polite htciatmc and was an able man 
of business He did not need the guidance of otliei'- in tiansacting 
affairs, and he was <a man of pleasant mannei s He w as '^kiltul in collect- 
ing men — especialh wcie his unci i mg maiksmen — who could seio up the 
eye of a smile on a d<nk inglii toitli a fii e-heaung ai i oio — famous thioughout

He was from Haidarabad, and one of the military Shaikh zadas of the 
Deccan He had an abundant share of courage He became an Amir 
under Abul Hasan the ruler of Tehngana (Golconda) He acquued a 
name for leadership and mihtary skiU At the time of the siege of 
Golconda he was at the head of the Qutb-Shahi troops and engaged 
the imperial forces outside the fort One day he had an encounter on 
the top of a battery with Khan Firuz Jang, and there was a great fight 
Though the imperiahsts tried to carry off the corpse of one of then men, 
they did not succeed, and the other side carried it off along with some 
bodies of their own men 

When Fortune and the happy star turned away from Abul Hasan and 
every day there were increasing signs of misfortune, he departed from 
loyalty to him and attached himself to the threshold of Aurangzib 
WTien the prmcipal servants of Abul Hasan, out of cupidity and m the 
hope of attaimng offices, threw the dust of unfaithfulness on then heads 
and no leader but he remained, his disaffection was regarded as pro- 
ductive of Abul Hasan’s downfall, and special efforts were made to win 
him over After he had accepted service he received 2 the rank of 6,000 
with 5,000 horse, the title of Muqarrab ^an and the gift of a flag, drums 
and a lac of rupees together with Arab and Persian horses, as also strong 
elephants and other gifts, and was made an object of royal favour His 
sons and relatives also received offices, several of them were not lower 
than 4,000, and altogether they had mansabs of 25,000 with 21,000 horse 
After Haidarabad had been taken and the city of Bijapur had for the 
second time become the seat of the royal encampment, Khan Zaman, who 
was umque in mihtary science, was sent to take the fort of Panhala s 
which was in the possession of the enemy The Khan appomted spies to 
obtam information about Sambha who after his father’s death was the 
leader in the Deccan Suddenly the news came that he, on account of a 
dispute with the clan of Bairagis ^ who were related to him, had come 
from Raheri to the fort of Khelna, and after making an agreement with 
them and satisfying himself about the victuaUing of a fort, had gone to

were among the noted of the age, as will be seen from their biographies 
Another was Farid Sahib, who mth his brothers fell bravely in the

His name was Rida Bahadur He ^ was from his boyhood a slave 
and attendant of Prmce Shah Jahan, and was a favourite because of his 
long service, trustworthiness and tact They say that when the Prince 
was appomted to the affair of the Rana, ^dmat Parast ^an on one 
occasion received 500 lashes for some offence, but he did not fall to the 
ground or utter a sigh This fortitude won him respect, and led to an 
increase m his rank and honour He gradually rose to the digmty of an 
Amir, and received the title of Khidmat Parast Khan (the ]^an devoted to 
service) When Shah Jahan returned from Bihar he, out of the confidence 
leposed m him, was left along with Saiyid Muzaffar Khan Barah in the 
fort of Rohtas m attendance on Sultan Murad Bakhsh ^ After the 
death of Jahangir when Shah Jahan came from Junair in the Deccan to 
Gujarat, and proceeded from the bank of the Kankriya tank near 
Ahmadabad — ^where he had encamped for seven days — ^towards Agra, 
Khidmat Parast Khan was despatched ® from the way with an autograph 
farmdn to Yamin-ud-Daula m Lahore The purport of it was that the 
time was critical, and that he should cleanse the world from the con- 
tammation of the existence of sundry prmces who were the source of 
disturbance Khidmat Parast Khan reached Lahore by relays m mne 
days They say that Sultan Dawar Bakhsh known as Sultan Bulaqi — 
whom Asaf ^an had placed upon the throne for some days out of certam 
considerations of pohcy — was playmg chess with his brother Sultan 
Garshasp When he heard the noise of Rida Bahadur’s arrival, he

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divined Ins ob 3 ect and said to his brother “ Virtue ^ {Rtdd) has not 
come, it IS your and our Fate {Qcudd) that has arrived ” Yamin-ud-Daula 
in accordance with the order made over the bhnded Sultan Shahriyar, 
Sultan Bulaqi and Tahmuras and Hushang the sons of Sultan Damyal to 
Hudmat Parast ^an He on 25 Jumada 2 I, 1037 A H (1st February, 
1628 A D ) put them aU to death in one day 

On the accession he had an increase of lank and was made Mir 
'I^zuh and received an ornamental staff After that he was made Mir 
AUsh (Head of the artillery) In the 2nd year when Hian Jahan Lodi 
fled from Agra he — ^in advance of the officers who had been appomted 
under the leadership of Khwa^a Abul Hasan to pursue Khan Jahan, — 
came up "with Saiyid Muzaffar Khan Barah, and Ra]a Bethal Das * 
Gaur — ^with the enemy in Dholpur and bravely engaged them He several 
times flung himself down upon the foe, and received ^ a wound from an 
arrow (bullet ? ) which struck Ins temple and brought lum to his end 

They say that as ^idmat Parast ^an went rapidly in pursmt, he 
travelled by night, and losing his w^ay, came upon the ladies {qahila) 
of Khan Jahan Lodi who had gone off with his son-in-law (Muhammad 
Shah Lodi) ^ towards the Chambal ® A great fight took place, and so 
much bravery was shown on both sides that it cast into obhvion the deeds 
of Rustam and Isfandiyar Muhammad Shah Lodi ivith his two brothers, 
and twelve of the relations and confidential servants of ]^an Jahan 
were killed, and Rida Bahadur with sixty of his best followers was also 
killed m the King’s service His body was conveyed to the NaMiMds 
(cattle-market) of Agra and a dome was erected there He was married 
to a daughter of Kotwal Khan a Georgian slave of Daulat ^an — ^who had 
been presented by Khan-Khanan They loved each other so excessively 
that the tale of their affection was celebrated all over j^dmat Parast 
Khan would say to her “My hfe is devoted to the service of the Kmg, 
T will probably die to-day or to-morrow in my master’s service, what wfll 
happen to you * ” She would show opium and poison which she carried in 
the corner of her dress After his death, though she did not have the 
grace of dying, she sat in wretched circumstances at the head of his 
grave On this account Shah Jahan gave her Khidmat Parast Khan’s 
property, and also allowed her a daily pension A year had not elapsed 
when out of the intoxication of wealth and the mstigations of bad company 
she became enamoured of music and dancmg and took to drmkmg 
When the Kmg became aware of this, he gave her in marriage to Qil'adar 
Khan Chela After his death she shaved her head and agam sat at the 
head of Rida Bahadur’s tomb Shah Jahan again granted her the daily 
pension

(Vol I, PP 826-829 ) 

He was the ruler of Sindh, kno-wn as Leti (Latp i and he belonged 
to the ‘Abbasi family The title of the family in the language of Smd 
IS Kalhora 2 and his followers were called Sara yan because most of this 
tribe came from Sara 3 which is the name given to the distiict between 
Bhakkar and Multan His ancestors wore the dress of dervishes, and 
they were disciples of Saiyid Mubammad of Jaunpui the Mahdavi 
One of his ancestors were connected with the head of the Abrah tribe 
who from early times had been the rulers of Sindh He acquired a piece 
of land as madad-ma‘ds'h^ (maintenance -land) His sons lived by it 

and gathered many disciples and dependants At last they became 
zartnnddrs and paid rent to the rulers Gradually they gained power over 
the Abrah tribe and brought many of their villages under then domimon 
At last came the time of Shaikh Nash He became firaily possessed 
of zaminddrl property and after his death his eldei son Shaikh Bhi 
Muhammad became the leader In the time of Aurangzib when Prince 
Mu'izz-ud-Din (afterwards Jahandar Shah) obtained the government of 
Multan and the Prince’s standards reached Siwistan, Din Muhammad 
withdrew his head from obedience and did not wait upon the Prince 
At last after swearing on the Qur’an he summoned Din Muhammad and 
two of his relatives After the three had come, he drew up an aimy to 
bmd and brmg those who had remained behind with then wives and 
children Yar Muhammad the younger brother of Din Muhammad 
qmckly sent his family into the inaccessible parts of the lulls and prepaied 
to give battle The Prince’s army was defeated and Yai Muhammad 
became bold, and taking up a position in the defiles piepaied foi battle 
The Prmce was contented with impnsomng the three men and returned 
to Multan There he gave orders for putting the thiee men to death 
Thereafter Yar Muhammad became more and more powerful, he took 
possession of Siwistan, and took from its old landowners Sibi Dara — 
which IS an extensive area running from Sindh to Qandahar, as also

in Mubammad Farrukb-siyar’s time he received the title of Khudayar 
Khan and a mansah He died in the end of that reign Among his 
descendants there were tivo principal ones — Shaikh Nur Muhammad and 
Shaikh Da’ud For some time there was strife between the two brothers 
At last Shaikh Nur Muhammad prevailed and sat in his father’s place 
He made peace with his brother and assigned him a part of the estate 
Shaikh Nur Muhammad received from the Court his father’s title of 
Khudayar ]^an, and had a mansah His power exceeded that of all his 
predecessors His pomp and grandeur reached the highest point, and 
he brought most of the zamlnddis under his power In the earlier yeais 
of his rule he fought severe battles with the Da’udputras — the Zamlvddis 
of Shikaipur — and was victorious He drove out that tribe from their 
original abodes ivith their ivives and children to the number of 6 to 7,000 
men and women The Da’udputras had been confirmed in the zamlnddrl 
of Shikarpur m the time of Prince Muhzz-ud-Din The reason for this 
was that when the Prince sent an army against Baklitiyar ]^an the 
Zamlnddi of Shikarpur, a body of the Da’udputras accompamed it and 
did good service, and cut off the head of Balditiyar Khan and brought 
it to him The Prmce as a reward for this service made over that country 
to them ‘Abdullah ^an Barauhi the ruler of Kalat^ — ^which is a strong 
fort between Sindh and Qandahar — ^ivas always making attacks on 
Khudayar ^an’s territory, and every year levied a tribute Khudavai 
Kian in the year 1143 A H (1730-31 A D ) proceeded against ‘AbduUah 
^an, who was umque for courage He came out of Kalat with a small 
force and having crossed the boundaries of his territory, met the enemy 
and a severe battle ensued By Divine decree he was kdled on the field, 
but though Khudayar ^an took some of the dependencies of Kalat he, 
on account of the mountamous nature of the region, could not capture 
Kalat After this victory he received from Court the title of Khudayar 
Wian Bahadur Thabit Jang and the rank of 5,000 and the gift of drums 
{nauhat, r e he was allowed to have music played) and a robe of honour 
In 1149 A H (1736 A D ) the government of the province of Thatha and 
the Sarkar of Bhakkar were conferred on him The whole of the 
country of the Tarkhans and additional territory came into his possession 

When Nadir Shah resolved to march agamst India he wrote to 
Khudayar Khan to allow him a passage through his territory Khudayar 
l^an refused and fortified the passes so that Nadir Shah had to mvade 
India via Kabul After his return to Kabul, as he was displeased with 
Khudayar Khan, he turned his courser’s reins towards Sindh When the 
news of Nadir Shah’s arrival at Dera GhazI ^an — ^which is 30 hos from 
Multan — reached Khudayar Khan, he decided to retire from his own 
territories He went off to deserts and sandy places which an army 
could not traverse His intention was to return after Nadir Shah left 
Smd With this design he marched from Khudaabad and Siwistan with 
aU his family and the tribe of Kalhora and his Sarddrs and came to 
Amark'ot which is a strong fort On hearing this Nadir Shah made a 
rapid march and came to Amarkot Khudayar Khan saw no remedy but 
to submit and came and waited upon Nadir Shah After Nadir Shah had

He was appointed along with Mun‘im ^an Klian-Khanan to take pait m 
the conquest of Bihar and Bengal In the battle with Da’ud Kararani, 
who had laid a claim to those areas, he nas in the centre and supported

the luler of Bijapui made fiiends with Mahabat IQian on account of his 
enmity with Mahk ‘Ambar, and sent his geneial MuHa Muhammad Lari 
with 5,000 hoise to Burhanpur 2 Mahabat lOian left Rao Batan Sarbuland 
Rai m charge of the city, and appointed Lashkar ]^an with a number of 
other officeis as his associates The control of affairs theie was entrusted 
to Mulla Muhammad Mahabat Khan himself hastened off with Prmce 
Parviz to Allahabad Mahk ‘Ambar, who ivas waiting for the oppor- 
tumty, proceeded to Bijapur and besieged it ‘Add Shah engaged m 
strengthemng the wads and fortifications and sent off couriers to summon 
MuUa Muhammad He also ivrote to Mahabat ^an that he hoped foi 
his assistance in return for his loyalty, and he sent three lacs of Tiuns, 
which are about twelve lacs of rupees, foi the expenses of the army In 
accordance with a letter from Mahabat ]^an, Laslikar Hian left Saibuland 
Rai with a few men in the city and marched as the auxiharj^ of Mulla 
Muhammad to extirpate Mahk ‘Ambai Mahk ‘Ambai heard of this 
and wrote to Lashkar ^an that he had not behaved presumptuous^ 
to the King’s seivants, and asked whj'^ he was to be lU-tieated There 
had long been a boundary dispute between him and ‘Add Shah, and he 
asked that he might be allowed to settle matters with his adveisary 
Whatever was fated would happen No answer was returned and the

was kiUecL and ‘Add Shah’s forces were thrown into confusion Jadu

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battle but fled Ikblas Khan and_ others to the number of twenty-five 
officers, who weie the mainstay of ‘Add Shah’s power, ivere made prisoneis 
Malik ‘Ambar put to death Farhad Khan out of their numbei, as he ivas 
after Mahk ‘Ambar’s hfe Lashkar Man and forty mansabddis, among 
whom were Mirza Manuchehi and ‘Aqidat Man weie made piisoneis 
and weie for a time imprisoned and fettered in the foit of Daulatabad 
After Sultan Parviz’s death, when Man Jahan was entiusted with 
the government of the Deccan, Lashlcai Man and the other officeis weie 
released and came to Burhanpui After Shah Jahan ascended the throne 
he had regaid for Lashkar’s Man’s eaiher services — ^Lashkar Man had 
lent lum 10 ^ lacs when he was a Piince — and paid 2 lum the amomit —

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sums of money there, he went to his native country, and became a siveeper 
of the holy threshold (of Mashhad) He founded Set Wis there, and bought 
many properties And theie he died His sons remained m India 
His eldest son was Sazawar Khan, of whom an account i is given in this 
woik Another son was Mirza Lutf Ullah He was a Sunni and became 
BaMisM of the Deccan One mght when travelling in his palanquin some- 
one suddenly attacked him with a dagger and killed him, and ran away 
It was never known as to ivho he was Lashkar Khan’s son-in-law Baba
